ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  "Crock- 
er's Iowa  Brigade,"  and  shall  include  every  soldier  who  has 
served  with  honor  in  that  brigade.  Honorary  members  may 
be  elected  from  those  who  have  served  with  honor  and  dis- 
tinction in  any  of  the.  armies  of  the  United  States. 

Article  2.  The  object  of  the  society  shall  be  to  keep 
alive  and  preserve  that  kindly  and  cordial  feeling  which  has 
been  one  of  the  characteristics  of  this  brigade  during  its 
career  in  the  service,  and  which  has  given  it  such  harmony 
of  action  and  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  its  glorious 
achievements  in  our  country's  cause.  The  fame  and  glory 
of  all  the  soldiers  belonging  to  this  brigade  who  have  fallen, 
either  on  the  held  of  battle  or  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  shall 
be  a  sacred  trust  to  this  society,  which  shall  cause  proper 
memorials  of  their  services  to  be  collected  and  preserved, 
and  thus  transmit  their  names  with  honor  to  posterity.  The 
families  of  all  such  soldiers  who  shall  be  in  indigent  cireum" 
stances  will  have  a  claim  upon  the  generosity  of  the  society, 
and  will  be  relieved  by  the  voluntary  contribution  of  its  mem- 
bers whenever  brought  to  their  attention.  In  like  manner, 
the  fame,  and  the  suffering  families  of  those  soldiers  who 
may  hereafter  be  stricken  down  by  death,  shall  be  a  trust  in 
the  hands  of  their  survivors. 

Art.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  these  objects, 
the  society  shall  be  organized  by  the  annual  election  of  a 
President  and  Vice  .Presidents,  the  Vice  Presidents  to  be 
chosen  one  from  each  regiment  composing  said  brigade,  and 
a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a  Recording  Secretary. 

The  society  shall  meet  once  in  every  year,  and  those 
soldiers  who,  for  any  cause,  are  unable  to  attend  its  meet- 
ings, will  be  expected  to  write  to  the  Corresponding-  Secre- 
tary  of  the  society   and   impart  such   information  in  regard 
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to  themselves  as  they  may  desire  and  which   may  be   of  in- 
terest to  their  comrades. 

Honoring*  the  glorious  achievements  of  our  brothers  in 
arms  belonging  to  other  armies  whose  services  have  contrib- 
uted in  an  equal  degree  in  the  re-establishment  of  our  gov- 
ernment, and  desiring-  to  draw  closer  to  them  in  the  bonds 
of  social  feeling,  the  Presideut  or  either  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents shall  be  authorized  to  invite  the  attendance  of  any 
soldiers  of  the  United  States  army  at  any  of  our  annual 
meetings.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  1.  All  persons  applying  previous  to,  on,  or 
after  the  annual  meeting  in  1881  for  enrollment  shall  pay  a 
membership  fee  of  seventy-five  cents;  that  the  annual  dues 
shall  be  one  dollar,  and  persons  applying  for  membership 
shall  pay  back  dues;  that  all  fees  are  due  and  payable  to  the 
Recording  Secretary,  and  all  money  received  by  him  on  ac- 
count of  the  society  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  that  all  money  received  as  fees,  shall  by  the  Treasurer 
be  added  to  the  permanent  fund. 

Art.  2.  Money  for  ordinary  expenses  of  the  society 
may  be  expended  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Presideut.  All  other  expenditures  only  in  pursuance  of  a 
vote  of  the  society. 

Art.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  an- 
nual meeting-  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  with 
vouchers.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  report  to  the 
annual  meeting  all  money  received  by  him,  and  all  trans- 
ferred by  him  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  report  to  every 
meeting  all  correspondence  of  general  interest. 

Art.  4.  All  questions  and  resolutions  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present.  But  amendments 
proposed  to  the  constitution  shall  be  acted   upon  only  at  the 
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annual  meeting-  subsequent  to  the  one  at  which  they  may  be 
proposed,  unless  the  postponment  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  5.     The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

First — Reading'  of  the  journal  of  the  previous  meeting-. 
Second — Appointment  of  committees  on  business  and 
for  nomination  of  officers. 

Third — Receiving-  reports. 
Fourth-  Current  business. 
Fifth — Election  of  officers. 
Sixth-  -Adjournment. 

Art.  6.  If  the  society  shall  at  any  meeting-  omit  to  des- 
ignate the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting-,  the  President 
shall,  by  due  public  notice,  fix  the  time  and  place. 

Art.  7.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  society  is  report- 
ed to  the  Corresponding-  Secretary  to  have  disqualified  him- 
self for  membership  by  reason  of  dishonorable  or  vicious 
conduct,  he  shall  be  reported  to  the  President  of  the  society, 
who,  thereupon,  shall  order  a  court  of  not  less  than  three 
members  of  the  society  to  investigate  the  facts  and  report  to 
the  next  meeting"  for  action  of  the  societv  in  the  case.

TRANSPORTATION  ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Reunion  Crock erfs  Iowa  Brigade, 

Jefferson,  Iowa,  September  21-22,  1898. 

Dear  Sir— I  beg-  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  in- 
structions in  regard  to  parties  purchasing  tickets  to  Jeffer- 
son at  the  time  of  the  reunion. 

A  rate  of  one  and  one-third  fare  on  certificate  plan  has 
been  authorized  by  roads  in  the  Western  Passenger  Asso- 
ciation. This  association  comprises  the  lines  west  of  Chi- 
cago, Peoria  and  St.  Louis.  Tickets  going  can  be  pur- 
chased from  September  17  to  22,  inclusive,  good  returning 
to  and  including  September  26.  No  effort  has  been 
made  to  gel  reduced  rates  west  of  the  Missouri  river, 
because  of  the  low  rates  now  in  force  on  account  of 
the  Omaha  Exposition.  Members  of  the  Brigade  at  all 
points  in  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado  or  the  Black  Hills 
region  can.  get  lower  rates  to  Omaha  and  return  than  we  get. 

By  coming  across  the  river  to  the  transfer  depot,  or  the 
Broadway  Depot  of  the  North-Western  road,  you  can  buy  a 
ticket  to  Jefferson,  take  a  receipt  and  return  for  one-third 
fare.  Then  use  your  exposition  ticket  to  your  home.  A 
fine  electric  road  connects  Omaha  and  Council  Bluffs — fare 
only  10  cents.  No  opportunity  so  favorable  as  this  for  our 
comrades  in  the  west  to  attend  a  reunion  of  the  Brigade  is 
likely  to  occur  for  a  long  time  and  we  hope  they  will  avail 
themselves  of  it. 

The  terminal  lines  at  Jefferson  are  the  Chicago  &  North- 
Western  and  Des  Moines,  Northern  and  Western  Railways. 
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When  purchasing  tickets,  if  the  issuing-  road  has  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  terminal  lines  at  Jefferson  to  honor  their 
certificate,  purchase  through  to  Jefferson,  taking  receipt 
from  the  agent  from  whom  you  purchase  your  ticket. 

When  the  journey  is  made  over  more  than  one  line  and 
the  issuing  line  has  no  arrangement  for  honoring  certificates 
at  Jefferson,  it  will  be  necessary  for  ihc  passenger  to  pur- 
chase separate  tickets  on  each  road.  You  must  be  particul- 
ar to  take  certificate  from  each  agent  from  whom  you  pur- 
chase ticket. 

Through  tickets  are  not  always  sold,  and  it  is  not  al- 
ways practicable  for  the  various  lines  to  honor  each  other's 
certificates. 

You  should,  therefore,  ascertain  from  the  ticket  agent 
what  portion  of  your  journey  can  be  covered  by  the  Cer- 
tificate obtained  from  him  and  secure  certificates  filled  out  so 
far  as  ticket  reads.  Failure  to  secure  these  certificates  will 
prevent  your  obtaining  the  one-third  rate  returning  home. 

On  presentation  of  your  certificate  here,  after  it  has 
been  signed  by  the  secretary,  S.  C.  Culbertson,  the  railroad 
agent  will  sell  you  tickets  returning-  at  rate  of  one-third  of 
regular  tariff,  it  being  understood  that  the  guaranteed  num- 
ber have  attended  the  meeting.

R-r-r-r-at-a-tat-tat  ! 

The  roll  of  drum  and  the  call  of  bugle  in  reveille,  yester- 
day morning-  at  6:30  o'clock,  called  our  sleeping1  soldier 
guests  to  wakefulness  and  action  and  ushered  in  the  Ninth 
Biennial  Reunion  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade. 

It  was  a  typical  September  day,  a  day  apparently  just 
set  apart  by  Providence  for  a  reunion  of  one  of  the  most  gal- 
lant brigades  of  the  civil  war.  Genial  Old  Sol  shone  warmly, 
symbolizing- the  warmth  of  welcome  and  hospitality  which 
Jefferson  extended  to  the  visitors.  Our  city  gates  were  wide 
open  and  our  citizens  stood  waiting  to  take  the  brave  guests 
by  the  hand  and  assure  them  that  everything  in  sight  was 
theirs.  In  short,  Jeiierson,  with  her  best  foot  forward,  gave 
royal  welcome  to  all  and  slapped  the  battle-scarred  veterans 
on  the  back  with  the  injunction  "eat,  drink  and  be  merry. " 

No  need  to  tell  anybody  they  were  old  soldiers.  Their 
ver\  manner  proclaimed  them  veterans  as  they  stood  in  little 
groups  on  the  corners  or  in  the  registry  quarters  and  with 
clasped  hands  and  tear-dimmed  eyes  "went  over"  that  long 
march  to  the  sea  again.  There  were  sorrowful  reminis- 
cences, but  then  there  were  glad  meetings  and  greetings, 
with  friend  strained  to  the  breast  of  friend,  and  comrade 
linked  arm  in  arm  with  comrade.  Tbe  joy  of  reunion  com- 
pensates for  the  pain  of  long  separation.  And  through  all 
the  mists  of  tears  and  sadness  and  amidst  all  the  joys  and 
happiness  of  reunited  brotherhood,  as  strong  to-day  as  in 
those  other  days  of  suffering  and  peril,  there  ran  this  noble 
sentiment:

Hero  worship  is  a  large  factor  in  the    make-up  of    bo 
individuals  and  nations,  and  the  rule   applies  to  barbaric    as 
well   as   civilized   peoples.       Rome   paid   a   certain   measure 
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of  homage  to  Jungurtha,  the  great  Carthaginian  even  while  he 
was  taunting  that  proud  city  with  the  crime  of  venality,  and 
he  a  heathen  genera.!.  The  deeds  of  Alexander,  of  Macedon, 
of  Caesar,  of  Napoleon,  of  Nelson  and  of  our  Washington 
and  Grant  and  Sheridan  will  live  in  memory  long  after  there 
has  been  blotted  from  the  historic  page  a  record  of  the  great 
work  done  by  its  statesmen,  its  philosophers  and  its  men  of 
g-enius.  Bravery  is  a  cardinal  virtue  and  courage  covers  a 
multitude  of  errors  according-  to  human  ethics,  and  the  man 
who  has  stood  like  a  statue  in  the  face  of  supreme  personal 
peril,  in  defense  of  home  and  native  land  is  the  man  whom 
the  people,  generation  after  generation,  will  love  to  laud  and 
honor,  and  upon  whose  brow  the  chapletof  enduring  remem- 
brance will  be  lovingly  placed. 

Proud  America,  "the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of 
the  brave,"  does  not  ask  to  be  counted  out  of  this  category 
of  hero  worship,  and  her  ample  shrines  are  crowded  with 
names  that  all  lips  love  to  utter.  The  revolutionary  war 
left  a  rich  legacy  of  noble  names,  as  fresh  today  as  though 
the  storms  of  a  century  of  time  had  not  swept  over 
their  honored  graves.  The  civil  war,  the  greatest  conflict 
the  world  has  ever  known,  has  crowded  our  national  tablets 
with  the  deeds  of  heroes  of  immortal  fame.  And  while  the 
children  learn  to  lis])  their  names,  the  veterans  place  the 
records  of  such  lives  in  their  choicest  garden  of  memory, 
and  take  great  delight  in  meeting  and  greeting  each  other, 
talking  over  the  days  of  "courage  and  struggle"  and  rever- 
ing the  brave  souls  who  led  the  columns  to  glorious  victory. 

It  is  in  this  laudable  spirit  that  the  heroes—  for  they  are 
all  heroes — of  the  Crocker  Iowa  Brigade,  honor  Jefferson  by 
meeting  this  week-  in  our  city  and  honor  themselves  by 
cherishing  the  memory  of  their  greathearted,  loyal  souled 
commander,  Marcellus  M.  Crocker  For  nearly  twentv 
years,  this  organization  has  existed..  In  the  course  of  events, 
the  men  who  tramped  and  fought  in  this  brigade  will  have 
been  mustered  into  a  better  service,  but  let  us  hope  that 
their  children  and  their  children's  children  will  keep  alive, 
while  the  public  endures,  the  ample,  proud  record  of  this 
loyal  band  of  patriots.  ■ 


THE   MAN    CROCKER. 


Marcellus  M.  Crocker  was  born  at  Franklin,  Johnson 
county,  Indiana,  February  6th.  1830.  His  father  was  Jas.  <i. 
Crocker,  whose  ancestors  settled    in   Virginia    in    the  seven- 
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teenth  century.  In  1840  he  removed  to  Illinois,  where  he  re- 
mained five  years  and  then  came  to  Jefferson  county,  Iowa. 
Opportunities  for  securing*  an  education  at  that  time  were 
very  limited  and  how  young"  Crocker  acquired  enough    to  tit 

him  for  West  Point  is  nut  known,  hut  it  could  only  have  been 
obtained  by  that  indomitable  spirit  and  energy  which  marked 
his  entire  career.  He  was  admitted  to  West  Point  in  1847, 
and  resigned  two  years  later  and  his  reason  for  leaving-  the 
miiitarv  academy  we  give  in  his  own  words:  "I  have  a  moth- 
er who  is  entirely  dependent  upon  me,  which  renders  it  im- 
possible for  me  to  pursue  my  studies  at  the  academy."  How 
the  character  of  the  man  shines  out  in  this  loyal  declaration 
of  this  boy  of  19  years;  willingly  surrendering-  the  probabil- 
ities of  military  promotion  and  consequent  fame  that.. he 
might  add  to  the  comfort  of  his  mother.  Soon  after  he  com- 
menced the  study  of  law,  and  settled  in  Des  Moines  in  1S56. 
During  the  fall  of  1860  the  young  men  of  that  city  organized 
a  military  company,  and  unanimously  elected  Lawyer 
Crocker  as  its  captain.  Three  days  after  Port  Sumpter  was 
fired  upon,  Captain  Crocker  tendered  bis  company  to  Pres- 
ident Lincoln,  as  a  part  of  the  great  army  of  freedom  and  it 
was  accepted  and  is  known  in  the  history  of  the  war  as  Co. 
]),  Second  Iowa  Infantry.  Those  were  stirring'  days  in 
Iowa's  capital.  Mr.  E.  B.  Stillman  of  The  Bee  family, 
well  remembers  a  memorable  meeting'  held  in  Sherman  Hall, 
Pes  Moines,  in  April,  1860.  General  Crocker  was  busy  in 
court  up  to  that  lime,  but  gave  up  business  to  enter  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country.  The  hall  was  packed  to  overflowing. 
There  were  patriotic  words  and  patriotic  song's.  The  peo- 
ple turned  naturally  to  him  as  their  leader.  From  all  sides 
there  were  calls  for  Crocker.  He  had  been  a  zealous  oppon- 
ent of  Lincoln's  election,  but  he  spoke  loyal,  eloquent  words 
lor  the  government,  and  organized  his  company  then  and 
there.  He  was  shortly  after  elected  major  of  his  regiment. 
and  recognizing  his  fitness  for  service,  Governor  Kirkwood 
early  in  1862  commissioned  him  as  colonel  of  the  thirteenth 
Iowa  Infantry;  and  for  brave  and  gallant  service  at  Corinth, 
he  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Iowa  brigade,  and  was  with 
Sherman  in  his  memorable  march  to  the  sea.  This  brigade 
became  known  far  and  wide  as  "Crocker's  Grevhounds"  and 
ranked  with  the  flower  of  the  union  army.  General  Crocker 
was  compelled  to  leave  the  field  at  Decatur,  Alabama,  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  was  sent  by  the  war  department  to 
'•  e  a  command  in  New  Mexico,  in  order  that  he  migdit  be 
restored  to  health.  The  plan  failed,  however,  and  on  his  re- 
turn from  New  Mexico  in  1865,  he  died  at  Willard's  hotel  in 
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Washing-ton.  This,  in  brief,  5s  the  military  career  of  the 
man  whom  all  members  of  his  brigade,  all  Iowa,  and  all  his 
country  delight  to  honor. 

Crocker's  iowa  brigade. 

Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  was  organized  immediately  after 
the  two  days'  fight  atSbiloh,  on  the  Oth  and  7th  of  April,  1862, 
da}rs  forever  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  war  in  the 
west.  It  was  then  the  oldest  brigade  in  the  army  of  the 
Tennessee.  The  name  of  Crocker  was  always  associated 
with  it,  although  Gen.  Crocker  commanded  for  only  about  a 
year.  The  brigade  was  composed  of  the  11th,  13th.  15th  and 
16th  Iowa  Infantry  Regiments.  The  15th  was  mustered  in 
at  Keokuk,  the  others  at  Davenport. 

After  its  organization  the  brigade  tool;  pari  in  the  siege 
of  Corinth  and  bore  itself  very  gallantly.  Immediately  af- 
terward it  was  sent  to  Bolivar,  Term.,  and  for  several  months 
was  inactive.  On  September  27  it  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
luka  where  the  confederates  under  General  Price  were 
chastised.  The  next  battle  where  the  brigade  appeared 
was  the  two  days1  battle  of  Corinth,  October  3  and  4.  1862. 
At  this  last  named  battle  General  Saunders  of  the  Sixteenth 
was  wounded.  As  lieutenan  t  colonel  at  Shiloh  Saunders  gath- 
ered about  him  from  his  regiment  over  300  men,  and  held 
with  them  for  the  rest  of  the  day  a  strong  battery.  By  No- 
vember 2  the  brigade  had  forced  the.  enemy  to  retreat  from 
Grand  Junction,  on  the  Memphis  &  Charleston  road. 
Shortly  after  this  they  moved  on  to  Yicksburg.  Vicksburg 
was  the  objective  point  of  the  grand  strategy  of  the  west, 
and  Crocker's  brigade  took  an  honored  part  in  the  great  cam- 
paign. In  the  beginning  of  1863  the  brigade  went  to  Mem- 
phis, and  on  the  18th  of  January,  together  with  other  troops, 
embarked  for  Vicksburg.  A  landing  was  made  at  Milliken's 
Bend,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo,  and  the  work  of  assisting 
in  the  reduction  of  Vicksburg  began. 

It  was  during  this  time,  April,  1S63,  that  General  Crock- 
er was  promoted  to  the  command  of  Quimbv's  seventh  divis- 
ion, and  Colonel  Hall  took  command  of  the  brigade.  It  was 
here  in  camp  before  Vicksburg  that  the  famous  visit  of  Gov- 
ernor Kirkwood,  Judge  Love,  and  Congressman  J.  F.  Wilson 
took  place.  They  were  royally  received  and  when  the}"  went 
back  home  it  was  with  an  ardor  redoubled  to  be  true  to  the 
cause  for  which,  they  saw  the  flower  of  the  state  suffering  so 
much.  At  last,  on  the  3d  of  juiv,  Yicksburg  surrendered, 
and  the  "key  to  the  Mississippi"  was  laid  a  present  from  the 
army  to  the  nation  on  its  natal  day. 
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At  the  end  of  July,  after  the  exhausting-  duties  of  the 
sie"-e,  the  brigade  was  ordered  northward  from  the  Missis- 
sippi to  suppress  the  guerrillas.  The  expedition  was  a  suc- 
cess and  the  brigade  returned  to  its  camp  at  Vicksburg-  on 
the  3d  of  September  and  was  afterwards  engaged  iu  several 
other  expeditions.  On  March  13,  1S64,  after  they  had  pro- 
tected the  work  of  building  bridges  over  Pearl  river,  the 
boys  were  granted  a  furlough  to  return  home.  Everywhere 
in  the  state  they  were  received  with  affection  and  enthus- 
iasm. The  reports  of  the  gallant  work  done  by  them  filled 
all  the  lovers  of  the  union  cause  in  Iowa,  with  pride  that  the 
state  could  send  out  such  a  noted  body  of  men. 

Colonel  Chambers  succeeded  Colonel  Hall  in  the  com- 
mand on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1863,  and  remained  with  the 
brigade  until  April,  1864,  when  Colonel  Hall  was  again  given 
command. 

After  its  furlough  and  complete  reorganization,  the 
brigade  went  to  Alabama  in  May,  1864,  and  later  to  Georgia, 
where  it  joined  Sherman's  army.  During  the  latter  part  of 
June  it  fell  to  its  lot  to  be  compelled  to  withstand  almost  con- 
stant artillery  lire  and  lire  of  sharpshooters,  especially  so  at 
the  dreadful  battle  of  Kennesaw  Mountain.  In  fact  during 
those  days  when  Sherman's  great  army  was  forcing  John- 
ston back,  step  by  step,  upon  Atlanta,  hardly  a  day  passed 
without  the  brigade  taking  part  in  some  engagement  of 
greater  or  less  degree.  On  the  20th,  21st,  and  22nd  of  July, 
as  well  as  the  28th,  it  bore  an  important  part  in  the  sanguin- 
ary battles  of  Atlanta.  All  during  August,  during  the  siege 
of  the  city,  under  the  blazing  sun  of  a  new  climate,  the  bri- 
gade received  many  compliments  from  the  division  comman- 
der for  its  work  in  the  field  and  the  trenches. 

About  the  middle  of  November,  1864,  after  the  regi- 
ments had  been  filled  up  again  by  recruits  from  Iowa,  it 
started  on  the  march  to  the  sea.  Down  through  the  empire 
state  of  the  south  went  the  great  army.  Savannah  was  evac- 
uated by  the  enemy  on  the  20th  of  December,  and  Sherman 
presented  it,  with  its  bales  of  cotton  and  stores,  as  a  Christ- 
mas present  to  the  nation.  After  two  short  weeks  in  camp, 
the  brigade  went  with  Sherman  to  conquer  the  now  thor- 
oughly discouraged  enemy.  Through  the  swamps  of  Car- 
olinas,  neither  streams  ^or  mud.  nor  rain,  retarded  the  for- 
>  ard  movement  of  the  now  famous  brigade.  The  crossing 
of  the  Sackahatehie  river  had  been  considered  impossii  e 
but  war-  accomplished.      At  the  Congere    the   fleeing   enemy 
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was  struck  and  defeated.  On  the  17th  of  February  the 
starry  emblem  of. the  republic  iloated  from  Columbia,  the 
hatching-  place  of  the  rebellion.  Into  North  Carolina  it  then 
went  and  captured  Fayetteville  in  the  latter  state.  From 
the  18th  to  the  25th  of  March  the  brigade  did  active  and 
heroic  work  at  Bentonville  against  Cheetham  and  Hardee. 
On  the  24th  the  brig-ade  inarched  triumphantly  into  Golds- 
boro.  But  there  was  no  rest  for  Johnston.  Two  weeks  and 
again  Sherman  was  on  the  march.  On  the  12th  of  April 
the  glorious  news  of  Lee's  surrender  was  received,  and 
scarcely  a  week  later  joy  was  turned  into  sadness  by  the 
assassination.  On  April  26th  it  was  officially  announced 
that  the  conditions  of  surrender  had  been  accepted  by 
Johnston  and  war  was  over. 


It  was,  therefore,  with  thanksgiving-  in  their  hearts  that 
the  brig-ade  started  for  the  place,  \vhich,  in  their  thoughts 
and  dreams,  had  never  been  absent — Iowa  and  home.  On 
May  24th  the  grand  entree  was  madeinto  Washing-ton  and  the 
veterans  swung  down  Pennsylvania  Ave.,  with  the  proud  and 
firm  step  which  had  echoed  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea.  From 
Washing-ton  by  railroad  and  steamer  to  Louisville,  Ky.  In 
that  city  they  celebrated  the  Fourth,  and  General  Sherman 
extolled"  the  bravery  shown  by  all  the  brave  Iowa  boys  from 
Shiloh  to  the  surrender.  On  the  25th  of  July  the  regiments 
of  the  brigade  were  discharged  at  Louisville,  General  Log-an 
delivering-  the  address  of  parting.  About  the  1st  of  August 
Iowa's  victorious  sons  began  arriving-  at  Davenport,  and 
were  mustered  out,  returning-  to  their  homes  to  en  joy  the 
honor  so  richly  deserved,  and  become  once  again  an  undis- 
tinguishable  part  of  the  body  politic.  General  Belknap  took 
command  of  the  brig-ade  on  July  31,  1864,  after  the  battle  of 
Atlanta.  During  the  time  that  General  Belknap  had  charge 
of  the  division  that  pursued  Hood,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Aber- 
crombie  of  the  11th  regiment,  and  later  Major  Pomutz  of 
the  15th  took  command.  Near  the  end  of  the  war,  General 
Belknap  was  promoted  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Beach  of  the 
11th  was  in  command.  During  the  last  six  weeks  of  the  war 
it  was  under  Brigadier  General  Hickcnlooper. 


This  is  the  brief  record  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade.  A 
record  which  tells  only  of  marches  and  battles  and  those  in  the 
meagerest  possible  way.  The  sympathetic  reader,  can,  in 
imagination,  Jill  in  fur  himself  the  details  so  lull  of  trial, 
bloodshed  and  high  endeavor,  until  the  skeleton  becomes 
vivid  and  instinct  with  life.     During-  the    time    chronicled    in 
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this  brief  sketch,  1,145  enlisted  men  of  Crocker's  Brigade 
gave  up  their  lives  on  battlefield,  in  hospital  and  prison  pen. 
There  is  scarcely  a  slate  in  the  south  which  was  not  fer- 
tilized by  their  blood.  Many  of  them  sleep  in  unknown 
southern  graves  with  nothing  save  the  rabbit's  tread  to  dis- 
turb their  rest,  amid  the  sombre  thickets  of  Mississippi,  on 
the  red  hills  and  plains  of  Georgia,  the  stagnant  swamps  of 
one  Carolina  and  and  amid  the  waving  pine  forests  of  the 
other.  Many,  many  of  them  have  been  borne  by  loving  hands 
back  to  their  own  beloved  Iowa,  and  lie  in  honored  graves  in 
her  bosom.  Since  discharged,  a  greater  number  than  fell  in 
war  have  been  laid  away.  To  those  remaining,  Jefferson  and 
all  Iowa  bows  in  respectful  admiration,  with  the  hope  that  in 
the  days  of  this  reunion  they  may  find  pleasure  and  a 
blessed"  awakening  of  old    and    sacred    memories. 

GENERAL  BELKNAP'S  OPINION. 

At  the  sixth  annual  reunion  of  the  brigade  held  in  Des 
Moines  in  1891,  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Belknap,  General  W.  W.  Belk- 
nap's only  son,  and  a  man  of  so  distinguished  ability  that  he 
now  represents  a  Chicago  district  in  Congress,  was  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  brigade.  Upon  being  called  on  for 
a  speech,  the  young  man  said:  "I  have  learned  from  my 
father  to  love  every  member  of  this  brigade.  I  accompanied 
my  father  to  the  reunion  held  in  Iowa  City  in  1885,  and  I  well 
remember  his  words  to.  me  as  we  were  going  from  a  regi- 
mental meeting-  to  our  hotel  one  day:  'Hugh,'  he  says,  'By 
George,  Hugh,  I  don't  care  who  goes  back  on  me,  if  the 
Crocker  Brigade  stands  by  me.'  "

The  meeting1  was 
called  to  order  by  President  H.  H.  Rood,  and  Mrs.  Jessie 
Cheek  of  Des  Moines,  wife  of  a  member  of  the  brigade  asso- 
ciation, sang  very  charmingly,  "Marching  Thro  Georgia," 
the  brigade  joining  heartily  in  the  chorus.  After  the  sing- 
ing, Col.  Rood  suggested  that  three  cheers  be  given  for  the 
brave  and  faithful  little  woman,  Mrs.  Cheek,  and  the  vet- 
erans made  the  Opera  House  shake  with  the  vim  of  their 
hurrahs. 


Col.  Rood  then  made  a  brief  address  substantially  as  fol-

for  the  9th  reunion.  I  met  a  man  the  other  day  and  he  said 
he  was  trying-  to  get  up  an  organization,  but  had  failed. 
"How  is  it,"  he  said,  "that  the  Crocker  Brigade  Association 
is  such  a  success?"  I  told  him  it  was  because  it  was  an  Iowa 
Brigade,  and  the  boys  were  melted  tog-ether  and  bound  by  a 
spirit  of  friendship  and  comradeship.  Here  this  afternoon 
we  see  the  proof  of  this.  I  am  glad  to  see  you  all  for  my 
sake  and  for  your  sakes  and  that  we  may  renew  old  acquain- 
tances and  old  time  memories.  God  bless  you."  Prolonged 
applause. 

Corresponding-  Secretary  Hayes  then  read  his  report,  in- 
cluding numerous  letters  from  some  of  the  boys  who  could 
not  be  present.  At  the  close  of  his  report.  Comrade  Hayes 
tendered  his  resignation  as  corresponding  secretary. 

Recording  Secretary  Fracker  then  read  his  report  and 
also  that  of  Treasurer  Kiene,  who  was  unavoidably  detained 
at  home. 

Col.  Rood  then  read,  with  deep  regret,  the  formal  resig- 
nation of  Recording  Secretary  Fracker. 

Col.  J.  II.  Stibbs,  the  prince  of  camp  lire  entertainers 
was  then  called  for  and  was  greeted  with  loud  applause.  He 
rendered  two  line  recitations  entitled  "We  have  drunk'  from 
the  same  canteen,"  and  "Tell  me  about  the  early  (airlv) 
days."

morning  at  10:35.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  time  and 
place  of  next  meeting-  was  read  by  Chairman  Lett,  the  recom- 
mendation being"  in  favor  of  Keokuk,  on  the  third  week  in 
September,  1900.     The  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  committee  on  orator,  through  their  chairman,  Mr. 
Lemon,  recommended  the  appointment  of  Dr.  G.  O.  Morg"- 
ridge.     Report  was  adopted,  unanimously. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  pre- 
sented by  Chairman  Candee.  The  committee  thanked  in 
feeling  terms,  the  city  and  citizens,  all  the  local  committees, 
the  Geo.  H.  Thomas  Post  and  W.  R.  C,  the  press,  the  band 
and  the  railways.     Report  was  adopted,  unanimously.

TPTE  CAMP  FIRE. 

There  is  no  camp  like  a  soldiers'  camp  and  no  fire  like  a 
camp  lire.  To  be  sure  in  these  post-bellum  days  the  actual 
blaze  and  flicker  of  the  logs  has  been  superseded  by  more 
civilized  modes  of  illumination,  but  the  camp  fire  spirit  is 
there  just  the  same  old  way.  It  calls  for  a  mixture  of  pathos 
and  joy,  of  seriousness  and  gladness,  of  tears  and  mirth. 
And  when  it  is  all  over,  people  say,  "what  a  glorious  meet- 
ing" and  they  mean  it.  Their  judgment  is  g'ood.  As  for 
Jefferson  folks,  they  never  will  forget  that  camp  lire  in  the 
great  pavilion  last  night.  We  hope  the  old  soldiers  never 
will. 
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Col.  Rood  called  the  assembly  to  order  at  8  o'clock. 
The  great  canvas  was  packed  with  humanity  and  it  over- 
flowed all  about  the  edges.  The  bugler  called  the  reveille 
and  prayer  by  Rev.  D.  Austin  followed.  Col.  Rood  said  the 
crowd  was  great,  and  appealed  for  the  best  of  order  through- 
out the  meeting.  He  then  introduced  Judge  Z.  A.  Church 
of  this  city,  whose  province  it  was  to  deliver  the  address  of 
welcome  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Jefferson.  Judge  Church 
arose  and  spoke  eloquently  for  twenty  minutes,  his  words 
being  printed  in  full  on  the  first  page  of  The  Bee  today.  Ap- 
plause. 

The  Jefferson  choral  society,  which  Col.  Rood  spoke  of 
as  a  "bonanza  which  this  reunion  had  discovered,"  sang 
uTbe  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic"  and  sang  it  well.  Ap- 
plause. 

Col.  Rood  then  responded  to  the  address  of  welcome  in 
a  most  fitting  and  gracious  way.  He  said  that  nowhere  had 
the  Brigade  been  better  received  or  better  entertained,  and 
nowhere,  had  more  whole-souled  hospitality  been  extended 
than  at  Jefferson.  In  the  midst  of  his  address  the  lights 
winked  out,  and  darkness  reigned  for  ten  minutes,  but  Col. 
Rood  said  it  took  more  than  darkness  to  stop  Crocker's 
Brigade.  They  had  marched  through  darkness  so  black 
that  a  black  cat  looked  white.  The  Colonel  then  went  on  to 
give  some  historical  reminiscences  and  closed  with  patriotic 
utterances  which  called  forth  vigorous  applause. 

Miss  Jessica  Lawrence  was  then  called  upon  and  sang 
in  fine  style,  "The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever,"  Sousa's  new 
and  inspiring  patriotic  air,  the  audience  applauding  loudly  at 
the  close. 

Major  Chas.  W.  Kepler  was  then  introduced  and  de- 
livered the  biennial  address  to  the  Brigade.  It  was  a  strong, 
soul-stirring  and  uplifting  effort,  one  of  the  best  ever  heard 
in  this  city.  Mr.  Kepler  was  one  of  the  men  "who  carried 
a  gun,"  but  he  spoke  with  all  the  ability  and  feeling  of  a 
Major  General.  He  had  marched  with  the  boys  and  he 
knew  what  he  was  talking  about,  and  it  was  plain  to  see  that 
his  address  meant  more  to  them  than  all  the  rest  that  was 
said  or  done.  He  took  them  into  the  battle-field,  loaded 
m  on  the  too-  of  freight  cars,  down  rivers  in  coal  barges, 
marches  through  swamps,  into  the  orison  pen  at  Ander- 
sonville,  and  with  Sherman  to  the  sea.  It  was  all  actual  and 
real  to  the  soldiers,  as  their  strained   eves   and    their    faces 
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thrust  forward,  showed.  lie  had  figures  and  names  at  his 
tongue's  end,  and  he  used  them  with  wonderful  effect. 
There  were  cheers  at  times  and  again  there  were  few  eves 
which  were  dry  as  he  spoke.  Closing-  with  a  reference  to 
the  recent  war,  and  the  lines  from  Kipling's  wonderful  poem 
of  the  Oueen's  Jubilee,  "Lord  God  of  Hosts,  he  with  us  yet, 
Lest  We  Forget,  Lest  We  Forget, "  Mr.  Kepler  sat  down 
amid  cheers  which  veritably  raised  the  canvas. 

Col.  Rood  then  announced  that  the  style  of  the  program 
would  be  changed.  It  had  been  strong  and  serious,  and  now 
there  would  be  some  fun.  He  introduced  Col.  J.  H.  Stibbs, 
of  Chicago,  the  great  campfire  entertainer. 

Col.  Stibbs  is  inimitable.  His  very  appearance  on  the 
platform  called  for  a  roar,  and  when  he  told  about  kithe  man 
that  carries  a  gun"  the  crowd  was  beside  itself  with  good 
feeling.  After  that  he  gave  a  story  in  rhyme  about  two  old 
jays  down  in  Missouri,  which  was  so  full  of  human  nature, 
and  the  funny  side  of  it,  that  it  tickled  everybody. 

Mrs.  Jesse  Cheek,  of  Des  Moines,  then  sang-  in  a  charm- 
ing manner  a  Swiss  song',  which  the  crowd  appreciated 
highly. 

Little  Miss  McElroy,  of  Marshalltown,  daughter  of  the 
drummer  boy  of  Shiloh,  gave  a  marvellously  fine  recitation 
entitled  "What  a  patriotic  girl  knows  about  war.'' 

The  male  chorus  sang  Dixie's. land,  and  then  Col.  Stibbs 
was  called  for  and  made  more  fun,  if  possible,  than  the  first- 
time.  He  gave  the  parody  of  "Barbara  Frietchie"  and  "Lit- 
tle Breeches"  and  another  good  one  by  John  Hay. 

The  chorus  sang- "The  Song  of  the  Flag"  with  solo  by 
Roy  Barton,  taps  were  sounded  and  Col.  Rood's  gavel  came 
down,  not,  however,  until  he  had  told  the  great  crowd  that 
they  were  the  best  behaved  lot  of  folks  he  ever  saw. 

THE    PARADE. 

Governor  Shaw  and  .suite  arrived  from  Omaha  at  11:30 
this  morning,  the  train  being- more  than  an  hour  late.  The 
parade  was  on  this  account  postponed  until  1:15  this  after- 
noon, at  which  time  the  Brigade  formed  on  the  southwest 
corner  of  square  and  marched,  east.  It  faced  about  on  the 
east  side  of  the  square  and  the  parade  passed  between 
double  lines  of  our  public  school  children,  and   forty   little 
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girls  were  detailed  to  step  out  and  pin  a  white  badg-e  on  each 
veteran  bearing-  the  inscription  "Jefferson  public  schools 
honor  the  heroes  of  Crocker's  Brig-ade."  The  line  of  march 
substantial! v  as  already  announced  was  followed,  the  parade 
being-  a  most  imposing-  one.  The  veterans  were  loudly 
cheered  as  they  passed  along-.

Comrades:  As  usual  at  the  beginning-  of  our  first  bus- 
iness meeting  the- Singer  of  the  Brigade  will  sing  for  us 
''Marching  Through  Georgia."  Kvery  man  with  a  voice,  or 
without  one,  will  join  in  the  chorus. 
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''Marching-  Through  Georgia,"  Airs.  Jesse   Cheek,  lead- 
ing-. 

President  Rood: 

Now,  comrades,  let  us  give  the  brave  and  faithful  little 
woman  three  cheers.

President  Rood: 

Comrades:  We  have  often  had  occasion  to  be  thankful  \ 
on  the  occasion  of  these  reunions  for  that  splendid  spirit  of 
companionship  which  has  never  failed,  and  has  broug-ht  you 
successive!)'  to  these  reunions,  but  on  no  other  occasion  have 
we  had  greater  cause  for  congratulation  than  to-day.

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

Red  Oak,  Iowa,  Sept.  21,  1898. 
To  the  members  of  Society  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade: 

In  obedience  to  your  action  at  Marsballtown,  when  last 
we  met,  the  officers  of  this  Society  on  the  twenty-fifth  of 
May,  1S98,  published  a  call  for  our  ninth  biennial  reunion,  to 
be  held  at  Jefferson,  September  21  and  22,  1S9S. 

To  this  reunion  invitations  have  been  sent  to  all  com- 
rades who  served  in  Crocker's  Brigade  (so  far  as  addresses 
are  known)  regardless  of  whether  they  were  or  were  not 
members  of  our  Society. 

The  letters  mailed  numbered  2200  of  which  200  were  re- 
turned uncalled  for. 

Correspondence  was  had  with  editors  of  more  than  one 
hundred  prominent'newspapers  in  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  Kan- 
sas and  recognized  Grand  Army  publications  throughout  the 
land  by  whom  notices  of  this  meeting  were  given  in  terms 
highly  complimentary  to  our  Brigade.

Mr.  President:  As  sometimes  what  is  everybody's  bus- 
iness is  not  always  attended  to  by  individuals,  would  it  not  be 
proper  now  for  announcements  to  be  made  of  the  deaths 
in   different  companies? 

President  Rood: 

You  can  make  those  in  your  Regimental  meeting. 

One  matter  I  made  note  of,  but  it  had  escaped    my  eyes: 
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I  want  to  say  a  word  about  the  parade  tomorrow.  It  seemed 
that  not  a  single  member   of   the   Brigade   was   standing- on 

the  sidewalk  today,  and  that  every  single  man  who  was  able 
to  be  in  the  ranks  was  in  them.  The  parade  will  be  short. 
and  owing-  to  the  smooth  condition  of  the  streets  every  one 
can  be  in  the  ranks.  Those  crippled,  so  they  cannot  march. 
and  distinguished  guests,  will  have  carriages  provided  for 
them  which  will  move  in  the  front  of  the  parade. 

The  Grand  Army  Post  of  this  city,  and  one  of  our  neigh- 
boring towns,  are  to  be  the  escort. 

I  have  now  a  matter  to  speak  of  and  have  held  it  to  the 
last.  It  is  the  most  disagreeable  duty  I  have  to  perform: 
the  reading  to  you  of  the  resignation  of  your  Recording  Sec- 
retary, Capt.  0.  W.  Fracker,  and  of  the  Corresponding-  Sec- 
retary, Capt.  Hayes. 

It  is  with  very  deep  regret  that  he,  who  is  honored  as 
the  President  of  this  Society  since  the  death  of  Gen.  Belk- 
nap, is  called  upon  to  read  an  announement,  such  as  the 
resignation  of  these  two  secretaries.  The  relations  between 
them  and  the  Presiding  Officer  have  been  most  harmonious, 
friendly  and  sympathetic.  The  work  they  have  done  has 
been  most  faithful  and  acceptable.  It  does  not  seem  pos- 
sible that  any  other  men  will  give  to  that  work  greater  faith- 
fulness and  care,  and  bring  to  our  meetings  more  carefully 
prepared  and  detailed  reports  than  these  comrades  have, 
done.  It  is  with  the  greatest  regret  that  we  are  compelled 
to  announce  the  severing  of  their  official  connections  with 
the  Brigade. 

Now  comrades,  I  have  another,  and  pleasant  duty,  and  I 
would  like  to  sandwich  in  with  these  sorrowful  ones  that 
which  is  bright  and  cheering;  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  bring 
forward  and  introduce  to  you  again  for  the  seventh  time,  the 
Prince  of  Grand  Army  Entertainers,  Gen.  J.  PI.  Stibbs, 
(Loud  and  continued  applause.) 

(Gen.  Stibbs  steps  to  the  front  of  the  platform  amidst 
great  applause  and  cheers.)  The  President,  continuing, 
said: 
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I  want  you  to  just  notice  how  well  he  looks.  I  helped 
him  buy  this  suit  of  clothes;  did  not  have  to  put  any  money 
into  it,  but  I  went  along  with  him,  for  he  said  if  there  was 
any  time  on  earth  when  he  wanted  to  look  well  it  was  when 
he  came  to  the  Crocker  Brigade.     Just  look"  how  it  fits. 

Voice: 

Take  your  hands  out  of  your  pockets. 

<  Jkn.  Stibbs: 

No,  no,  you  would  not  know  me  if  I  should  do  that. 

Friends  and  Comrades:  Col.  Rood  here,  in  telling-  about 
and  accounting"  for  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  seemed  to 
think  he  had  a  very  good  and  valid  excuse  because  he  was  at- 
tending- the  wedding  of  his  daughter.  Well  now,  I  could  not 
agree  with  him.  Four  years  ago,  along  some  time  in  the 
mid-summer,  my  little  daughter  came  to  me  and  told  me  she 
was  going  to  be  married.  Well,  I  congratulated  her  and 
hoped  she  would  have  a  pleasant  time;  I  was  sorry  to  say  I 
would  not  be  there.  (Laughter.)  And  she  wanted  to  know 
why?  I  said,  "I  have  agreed  to  attend  the  meeting  of 
the  Crocker  Brigade  out  in  Iowa."  (Applause  and 
laughter.)  "Why,"  she  says,  "Papa,  dear,  you  cer- 
tainly would  not  go  away  and  not  be  present  at  my  wed- 
ding?" I  say*,  "Yes,  I  would."  (Laughter.)  "Yes,  but" 
she  says,  "can't  you  change  it  in  some  way?"  "Well,"  I 
says,  "You  can  change  the  date  of  your  wedding  easier  than 
1  can  change  that.  I  have  agreed  to  go  to  the  reuniou  and 
I'm  going,"  and  the  result  was  that  the  date  for  the  wedding

(Reciting-.) 

General  Stibbs,  after  long-  and  loud  applause,  re-ap- 
peared and  spoke  as  follows: 

Comrades:  We  hear  travelling-  about  so  much  of  the 
late  war;  so  many  stories  of  Cuba  and  Santiago  that  we  old 
fellows  naturally  long  for  the  story  of  the  old  days,  and  it 
just  calls  to  mind  a  little  poem,  uO,  tell  me  the  tale  of  the 
early  days,"  which  I  will  recite.     (Gives  the  recitation.) 

After  the  making-  of  some  announcements  by  the  Presi- 
dent the  meeting  adjourned.

EVENING  SESSION. 
Campfire  Tent,  Wednesday,  Sept.  21,7:30  p.  m. 
President  Rood: 

Before  entering  upon  this  program  I  wish  to  say  a  few 
words  in  regard  to  the  audience.  No  person  can  be  heard, 
understood  or  appreciated  unless  there  is  absolute  quiet. 
The  first  necessity  is  that  every  person  within  this  tent 
should  be  seated.  The  next  obligation  is  that  while  anyone 
is  talking-,  while  any  song  is  being  sung-,  or  any  other  exer- 
cise is  taking-  place,  that  no  person  will  either  speak  or 
whisper.  We  are  glad  to  see  the  children  here  tonight,  and 
we  are  sure,  as  they  come  from  the  public  schools,  that  they 
will  obey  this  injunction.  The  presiding-  officer  has  here 
two  g-avels.  This  one  (showing-)  was  taken  from  the  desk  of 
the  presiding-  officer  of  the  Senate  in  the  Capitol  of  South 
Carolina.  The  other,  which  we  call  our  Surprise  gavel,  is 
made  from  a  part  of  the  oak  in  Shiloh  Church .  If  there  is 
any  disorder,  or  any  talking  or  whispering-,  you  will  see  this 
gavel  come  down.  Now,  we  hope  for  the  most  absolute  quiet 
and  order.  Between  any  of  the  exercises  if  any  person  de- 
sires to  leave  the  tent,' they  will  be  at  liberty  to  do  so.  Cer- 
tainly no  one  would  be  so  discourteous   while  any  exercise   is 

g  on. 
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It  is  the  reverent  custom  of  this  Brigade  to  introduce  all 
of  its  public  exercises  with  prayer.  The  Rev.  David  Austin 
of  this  city  will  lead  in  prayer. 

Rev.  David  Austin: 

All  Wise  and  Holy  Father,  we  thank  thee  this  evening 
for  the  privilege  of  assembling-  here.  We  thank  thee  for  the 
blessing-s  of  this  life  that  have  come  to  us  in  the  past.  We 
thank  thee  that  thou  art  the  same  generous  God;  that  thou 
art  Father  of  us  all.  We  are  thy  children,  created  in  thy 
image,  and  thou  has  given  us  existence  here  upon  earth  that 
we  may  honor  thee;  honor  our  Father,  honor  one  another, 
and  honor  ourselves.  We  thank  thee,  Father,  this  evening, 
that  thou  has  given  us  our  home  in  this  beautiful  country — 
this  country  that  we  love-  We  thank  thee,  Father,  that 
thou  has  permitted  us  to  live  in  these  days  when  we  see  so 
much  around  us  that  causes  us  to  be  thankful  that  we  still 
live;  thankful  that  we  had  a  home  in  this  country;  thankful 
that  we  were  surrounded  by  these  people  who  love  this  land 
better  than  they  love  their  own  lives.  We  thank  thee  for  the 
patriotism  that  thou  hast  planted  in  the  bosom  of  each  one 
of  us  to  desire  to  maintain  this  country  as  thou  hast  given  it 
to  us,  and  that  we  may  also  improve,  as  far  as  possible,  upon 
our  condition  according- to  thv  will.  And  we  praise  thee. 
Father,  that  in  the  midst  of  difficulty,  and  in  the  midst  of 
trial,  when  our  hearts  ached,  and  when  we  have  felt  as 
though  our  country  was  going-  to  ruin,  that  men  rose  up  all 
around  us,  on  every  side,  and  said,  "We  will  stand  by  the 
land  and  the  nation  that  God  has  given  us;  we  will  take  our 
lives  in  our  hands  and  we  will  g-o  forth  to  defend  this 
country,  because  we  love  it;  because  we  love  these  institu- 
tions; because  we  love  its  scenery;  because  we  love  its 
homes."  And  we  thank  thee,  Father,  that  so  many  went 
Mjrth  to  declare  to  the  people  of  this  country  and  ail  nations 
that  we  will  defend  our  land  and  our  nation  with  our  brains, 
and  with  our  muscles,  and  with  our  lives  And  so  many 
went  forth  to  declare  their  principles,  and  do  their  duty  to 
this  good  land  that  we.  felt  as  though  we  were  living  in  a 
land  that  could  not  fail,  a  country  that  could  not  be  destroyed 
because  so  man}  people  everywhere  rose  up  in  their  majesty 
and  might  and  said,  "We  will  protect  the  country  in  which 
we  live. n  But  so  many  of  them,  Father,- went  forth  who 
never  returned.  They  fell  on  battle  fields  in  various  parts  of 
our  country.  Thousands  upon  thousands  of  our  loved  ones. 
Our  brothers  and  sons  and  fathers   lftfct*  their   all,   and    they 
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have  gone  to  a  better  country;  to  a  better  home.  But  some 
returned,  and  we  praise  thee,  Father,  for  the  old  soldier. 
We  thank  thee  that  they  were  permitted  to  come  home  and 
enjoy  the  blessings  of  life  and  union;  the  union  that  they 
saved  with  their  bravery,  with  their  activity  and  with  their 
ability,  and,  now,  we  pray  that  thy  blessings  may  rest  upon 
the  survivors;  those  who  have  come  here  from  the  different 
parts  of  the  state  and  of  tiie  nation  to  engage  in  these  exer- 
cises; to  meet  each  other  and  rejoice  together  to  think  that 
they  were  prompted  to  take  an  humble  part  in  saving  this 
country.  Now  we  ask  that  thou  wouldst  bless  each  one  who 
hascome  to  this  beautiful  town.  May  they  enjoy  the  hospital- 
ity, the  blessings  of  life  and  may  they,  as  they  go  away,  feel 
that  it  was  good  that  they  came  to  this  meeting.  Now,  we 
ask  thy  blessing  on  all  this  assemblage;  may  we  each  receive 
thoughts  which  will  make  us  better  men  and  women  than 
when  we  came.  I 'less  all  the  speakers  and  all  the 
officers  of  the  da}',  and  grant,  when  we  close  this  evening's 
exercises  we  shall  see  that  the  Lord  God  has  been  with  us 
and  has  strengthened  us  by  His  Spirit  in  the  inner  mac 
Hear  us  for  Christ's  sake     Amen.

The  address  of  welcome  to  the  Brigade  will  be  delivered 
by  Judge  Church  of  this  city.  Judge  Church  is  the  son  of 
a  soldier,  and  is  judge  of  the  Sixteenth  Judicial  District  of 
Iowa.  I  have  the  pleasure  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Brigade  to  introduce  to  you  Judge  Church. 

Judge  Church  spoke  as  follows:

JUDGE  CHURCH'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  President,  Members  of  the  Crocker  Brigade: 

In  the  years  '61  to  '(6  the  rolling  of  the  drum  and  the 
sounding  of  the  life,  and  the  building  of  the  camp  fire 
called  together  the  citi-.vn  soldiers  of  this  republic.  Fred- 
erick* tlie  Great  and  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  each  in  their 
special  way,  attracted  to  them  and  under  their  command 
great  armies  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the  personal  inter- 
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csts  of  their  commander.  The  gathering  together  of  the 
great  armies  of  the  north  in  1861  and  1865  caused  the  world 
to  look  with  astonishment  upon  results  so  rapidly  attained. 
Those  soldiers  laid  down  the  drawshave,  the  saw  and  the 
plane.  They  laid  aside  the  law  book  and  the  brief,  dropped 
the  shovel  and  the  pick  ax  as  well  as  the  measuring' stick  and 
all  joined  together  with  the  one  grand  patriotic  idea  of  main- 
taining the  government  intact  as  it  had  been  given  into  their 
hands  by  its  founders.  Such  a  result,  at  the  inception  of 
that  war,  had  never  been  attained  either  in  civilized  or  un- 
civilized warfare.  They  made  the  war  history  of  this  great 
commonwealth.  Citizen  became  the  private  and  command- 
ing officer,  there  being  but  one  central  thought, — Shall  this 
government  be  protected  from  the  assaults  of  designing  and 
ambitious  men.  whose  object  it  was  to  divide,  it  into  petty 
states  without  a  centralizing  power.  They  made  that  war 
history  under  the  dashing  leadership  of  Kilpatrick,  of  Custer 
and  of  Sheridan.  They  made  that  war  history  in  that  grand 
march  through  to  the  sea,  following  the  leadership  of  that 
eccentric,  kindly  general,  whom  the  soldiers  loved  to  term  or 
call  Uncle  Billy.  They  made  that  war  history  long  before 
the  superlative  had  been  reached  by  that  silent  commander 
at  Yicksburg  and  which  culminated  finally  in  the  surrender 
of  Lee  at  Appomattox.  They  made  that  war  history  in  the 
long  drawn  tight  in  the  Wilderness,  at  Pittsburg  Landing, 
at  Lookout  Mountain,  Yicksburg,  Gettysburg,  and  Appomat- 
tox. 


Such  another  gathering  of  soldiers  together  at  the  call 
of  a  civilian  President  of  the  United  States,  had  never  been 
known  up  to  that  time  in  history. 


The  times,  the  circumstances,  the  issues  developed 
U'reat  men,  two  of  whom  may  be  measured  simply  as  types 
of  what  others  of  the  times  were  in  similar  ways.  No  two 
men  probably  ever  left  simultaneously  such  markings  upon 
the  times  as  the  two  men,  soldier  and  civilian  of  those 
troublesome  times.  That  soldier  who  silently  bore  criti- 
cism in  the  field  amongst  jealous  soldiers  and  complaints  and 
cavilings  at  home  among  civilians,  and  who  reached  unquali- 
fied success  at  Vickshurgand  who  finally  was  best  beloved 
of  north  and  south  :\un  to  whom  was  erected  by  a  generous 
public  a  great  monument  which  stands  to  his  memory  in 
Riverside  Park  in  New  York  City,

Soldier  rest,  thy  warfare's  o'er. 
Sleep  the  sleep  that  knows  no  waking-, 
Dream  of  battle  fields  no  more, 
Days  of  danger,  nights  of  working-. 

And  that  other  great  character,  that  man  of  the  people; 
that  kindly,  ungainly  common  man;  that  man  who  was  first 
taught  by' intuition  and  second  by  contact  with  men;  that 
man  who  proved  himself  a  manager,  a  diplomat,  a  statesman 
and  patriot;  that  man,  who  when  he  died  could  have  been  said 
to  have  had  the  Almighty  place  a  chisel  in  the  hands  of  the 
sculptor  and  cut  upon  the  imperishable  marble,  "Abraham 
Lincoln,  martyr,  Everlasting  glory  shall  be  thine."  His 
work,  his  life,  the  freedom  vouchsafed  under  proclamation 
to  all  men,  his  untimely  death  causes  us  to  say  in  the  words 
of  the  poet: 

Why  mourn  we  the  quiet  ones  who  die 
Beneath  affection's  cloudless  skies? 
Unto  their  household  and  their  kin 
Like  ripened  cornsheaves  gathered  in, 
Oh  weeper  from  this  tranquil  sod, 
This  Holy  harvest  home  of  God. 
Turn  to  the  quick"  and  the  suffering, 
Shed  thy  tears  upon  the  living  dead, 
Thank  God  above  the  dear  one's  graves 
They  sleep  with  them  that  are  not  slaves. 

When  that  camplire,  when  that  drum  and  that  fife  was 
sounding;  when  the  wife  gave  up  her  husband,  the  mother 
her  son,  the  children  the  father;  the  representatives  of  this 
great  commonwealth,  then  in  danger  of  disruption,  said  to 
tlie  enlisted  soldier: — you  are  laying  down  your  life's  work, 
you  are  giving  up  your  home,  your  are  bidding  g^ood  bye  to 
all  you  hold  dear  here;  you  are  taking  it  ail  and  laying  it  up- 
on the  altars  of  your  country.  If  you  do  this,  if  you  go  out 
to  offer  up  your  lives  in  the  support  of  this  country;  if  you 
make  it  possible  for  this  country  to  endure  as  a  free  countrv; 
if  you  make  it  so  clear  for  the  future  that  our  children  and 
children's  children  shall  be  permitted  to  enjoy  greater  bless- 
ings, greater  improvements  than  your  forefathers  enjoyed. 
or  you  are  now  enjoying  yourselves;  if  you  will  maintain  this 
government  as  an  entirety;  if  you  will  sweep  this  crime  oi 
slavery  from  this  free  countrv;  if  you  will  maintain  the  con- 
stitution as  it  wasintended  by  its  builders  that  it  should  be 
maintained,  we  the  people  representing  this  great  common- 
wealth enter  into  this  solemn  bond  and  obligation  with    you; 
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if.  while  following- this  high  calling;  if  in  responding-  to  the 
appeals  of  a  suffering  country;  if  in  protecting  our  homes 
and  the  constitution,  you  should  be  injured  or  called  away,  a 
loving  and  remembering-  people  will  see  that  neither  you  nor 
yours  shall  suffer  by  reason  of  the  great  offering  you  have 
made.  You  shall  receive  proper  burial  when  dead.  If  alive 
and  wounded  or  sick  we  will  aid  and  assist  you.  We  will  be 
a  true  friend  and  protector  to  that  widow  and  to  those  or- 
phans. That  bond  and  obligation  was  entered  into  on  the 
part  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  in  time  of  peril. 
The  declarations  therein,  upon  the  part  of  the  government 
were  actuated  by  a  high  spirit  of  patriotism  and  of  the  needs 
of  one  supreme  moment  of  our  national  life.  It  was  respond- 
ed to  bv  the  enlistment  of  thousands  of  brave  citizens  who 
deemed  it  not  only  a  patriotic  duty  to  perform  to  save  this 
country,  but  resting  on  the  sublime  belief  that  a  great  people 
would  see  to  it  that  that  bond  and  obligation  was  performed. 
People  are  forgetful,  governments  are  ungrateful.  In  many 
instances  forgetting  that  this  citizen  soldiery  answered  the 
call  of  death  as  a  festival.  Many  of  those  conditions  in  that 
bond  and  obligation  have  not  been  fulfilled.  But  history  hav- 
ing been  read,  it  having  been  remembered  and  understood, 
the  citizens  of  this  town  desire  to  show,  as  full  as  lies  within 
their  power,  the  appreciation  of  the  valor  of  that  soldiery, 
and  desire  to  express  by  their  actions  their  wish  to  fulfill 
each  and  every  condition  of  that  bond  entered  into  in  '61  and 
'(>5.  Hence  they  deem  it  an  honor  to  now  have  within  the 
borders  of  their  city  representatives  of  that  grand  band  of 
valorous  men  who  upheld  the  stars  and  stripes,  who  main- 
tained the  constitution  of  this  country  in  its  entirety  in  the 
troublesome  times  of  the  Rebellion.  With  the  recollection  of 
deeds  well  done;  with  the  knowledge  of  victories  well  at- 
tained; with  the  result  of  those  victories  placed  more  firmly 
upon  our  statute  books;  with  the  desire  to  impress  upon  this 
soldiery  the  kindly  remembrance  of  what  they  did  that  this 
country  might  be  saved,  these  people  give  you  the  freedom 
oi  our  little  city.  Our  homes  are  open  to  you.  The  soldier's 
button  shall  be  the  passport  and  certificate  for  entrance  any- 
where and  everywhere  during  your  stay  in  our  citv  either 
for  your  pleasure  or  your  profit. 

We  trust  that  your  stay  amongst  us  may  be  a  pleasant 
one  and  that  as  you  have  your  biennal  meets  there  will  have 
been  some  things  happened;  some  acts  done  here  that  shall 
cause  our  town  to  be  remembered.  If  we  can  in  auv  small 
way  fulfil]  any  single  condition  of  the  obligation  resting  upon 
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us  as  a  free  people  by  the  blessing's  coming-  to  us  as  a  result 
of  your  labors,  we  shall  be  satisfied. 

Consider  that  over  every  door  is  this  sign: 

"Ask  and  ye  shall  receive,  seek  and  ye  shall  find,  knock 
and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you." 

President  Rood: 

The  next  thing-  on  the  prog-ram  is  music,  ''Battle  Hymn 
of  the  Republic,"  by  the  Jefferson  Choral  Union. 

Col.  H.  II.  Rood,  of  Mt.  Vernon,  President  of  Crocker's 
Iowa  Brigade  Association,  responded  to  the  address  of  wel- 
come as  follows:

PRESIDENT  ROOD'S  ADDRESS. 

Judge  Church,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Jefferson,  visiting- 
friends  and  comrades: 

This  is  the  ninth  occasion  upon  which  a  representative 
of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  has  been  called  upon  to  respond 
to  an  address  of  welcome  from  a  citizen  designated  for  that 
duty  by  one  of  the  cities  of  Iowa. 

Looking  back  over  the  seventeen  years  which  have 
elapsed  since  our  first  reunion,  and  recalling  how  these  cities 
have  thrown  wide  the  door  of  a  most  generous  hospitality,  it 
is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say,  that  in  no  one  of  them  has  the 
v\elcome  been  more  sincere  and  enthusiastic  than  in  this 
beautiful  inland  county  seat.  Indeed  sir,  it  can  be  said,  and 
ought  to  be  said,  that  in  beauty  of  decoration,  in  warmth  of 
greeting,  no  where  has  the  Brigade  had  greater  occasion  to 
express  in  the  fullest  manner  its  appreciation  of  the  patriot- 
ic and  kindly  spirit  which  has  characterized  its  reception  at 
all  times;  permit  me  to  assure  you  sir,  and  the  people  of  this 
City,  that  this  evidence  of  your  regard  for  the  union  soldier 
will  be  cherished  as  long  as  the  organization  survives,  and  re- 
membered by  them  when  on  account  of  increasing  years  the 
organization  can  no  longer  be   maintained. 

We  fully  understand  that  it  is  not  alone  for  this  Brigade; 
it  is  the  great  patriotic  spirit  of  a  typical  Iowa  city,  striving 
to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  veterans  of  all  our  armies, 
and  of  all  organizations,  striving  thus  to  show  its  gratitude 
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to  the  men  who  from  1861  to  1865  fought  to  maintain  the 
Union  and  preserve  the  blessing's  of  freedom  and  liberty  to 
all  mankind. 

Observing-  and  thoughtful  persons  have  long-  been  im- 
pressed with  this  universal  evidence  throughout  the  land,  of 
the  interest  taken  by  the  people  in  every  gathering-  of  the 
Veterans  of  the  War. 

From  the  smallest  Grand  Army  Post  and  Relief  Corps  in 
the  most  remote  hamlet  of  our  country,  to  the  National  En- 
campments in  our  great  cities,  at  every  open  camp  fire  or  re- 
union, upon  every  Decoration  Day,  grand  army  halls  are 
filled,  opera  houses,  parks,  and  coliseums  are  crowded  with 
people  who  listen  with  eager  attention  to  every  word  and  will 
not  disperse  until  the  last  word  has  been  spoken  and  the 
veterans  pass  out  of  sight. 

Who  are  they,  whom  hamlet,  town  and  city  thus  wel- 
come; who  are  they  for  whom  streets  are  spanned  with  arches 
and  crowded  with  applauding  people,  buildings  decked  with 
the  colors  of  the  Union  and  halls,  churches,  tents  and  parks, 
filled  with  interested  audiences? 

Thev  are  the  survivors  of  that  vast  body  of  volunteer 
soldiers  who  hastened  to  the  defence  of  their  imperiled  coun- 
try and  freely  gave  life,  limb  and  health  for  the  preservation 
of  that  Union  which  their  fathers  had  founded,  for  those 
principles  of  liberty  and  equality  which  had  inspired  the 
soldiers  of  the  Revolution  to  wage  a  contest  of  eight  years  to 
secure,  for  that  form  of  human  government  which  they  be- 
lieved gave  the  largest  amount  of  freedom  consistent  with 
stability,  and  the  greatest  opportunity  for  human  effort. 

Who  are  these  whom  you  thus  welcome  to-night?  thev 
are  a  part,  a  fragment  of  the  great  Union  arm}-;  they  are  the  sur- 
vivors of  four  of  the  regiments  who  made  a  part  of  that  splen- 
did offering  of  seventy-eight  thousand  men  which  the  young- 
state  of  Iowa,  then  but  15  years  in  the  Union,  gave  to  the  de- 
fence  of  the  Nation,  a  pari,  of  that  force  contributed  by  Iowa 
whose  record  on  every  field,  from  Wilson's  creek  to  Mobile, 
won  for  the  comparatively  unknown  frontier  state  a  high 
place  in  the  esteem  of  her  elder  sisters,  and  made  her  wel- 
come alike  upon  the  battle  field  and  in  the  halls  of  legislation. 

The}-  are  a  part  of  that  great  and  invincible  army  which 
in  the  first  great  conflict  between  the  men  of  the  Central 
West  and  the  Central  South,  stood  with    hearts    undismayed 
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and  ranks  thinned  at  Shiloh  on  Sunday  night,  April  6th,  1S62, 
saying"  as  they  grasped  with  firm  hands  their  trusty  muskets, 
thus  far  and  no  farther. 

They  are  a  part  of  that  army  now.  become  trained  and 
disciplined,  which,' in  the  gathering-  shades  of  night  hurled 
back  Price  into  darkness  and  defeat  at  Iuka,  a  part  of  the 
greater  army  which  beat  back  Price  and  Van  Porn  at  Cor- 
inth and  sent  them  to  rout  and  disaster. 

They  are  a  part  of  that  splendid  body  of  Union  soldiers 
who  for  seven  weary  months  upon  the  levees  and  bayous  of 
the  Mississippi,  dug  canals,  penetrated  swamps  and  jungles, 
triumphed  over  disease,  discouragement  and  doubt,  crossed 
the  Mississippi  with  full  faith  in  the  silent  man  of  Victorv 
and  aided  in  adding-  Vicksburg  to  the  list  of  triumphs  which 
will  make  the  name  of  Grant  immortal. 

Who  are  they?  A  part  of  that  great  number  of  Union 
soldiers,  who,  in  the  winter  of  1863-4,  saw  that  their  term  of 
enlistment  would  expire  before  the  war  could  end  and  made 
the  last  and  greatest  sacrifice  men  could  make  save  death; 
in  the  quiet  of  their  winter  camps,  sheltered  only  by  the 
white  canvas  of  their  tents,  far  from  home  and  loved  ones. 
with  half  of  their  number  stricken  down  by  disease  or  the 
bullet,  the  memory  of  home  and  loved  ones  tugg-ing  at  their 
heart  strings,  calmly  and  freely  raised  their  hands  to  Heav- 
en and  swore  to  remain  beneath  the  Hag  until  the  victorv 
came  and  the  Union  was  saved.  The  pages  of  history  no- 
where record  such  patriotic  devotion  as  was  shown  by  the 
re-enlistment  of  the  veterans  of  the  Union  army. 

Who  are  they?  They  are  a  part  of  that  unsurpassed 
host,  the  combined  armies  of  the  Cumberland,  the  Ohio  and 
the  Tennessee,  commanded  by  the  great  tactician,  Sherman, 
who,  from  May  1st  to  Sept.  1st,  1S64,  from  Pocky  Face 
Ridge  to  Jonesboro,  marched  and  fought  by  night  and  by 
day,  forded  rivers,  built  miles  on  miles  <>f  breast-works,  made 
and  received  assaults  of  desperate  valor,  lived  unsheltered 
beneath  the  sun  and  stars  until  their  great  commander  could 
send  the  glad  message,  "Altanta  is  ours  and  fairly  won." 

Who  are  they?  Apart  of  that  army  immortal  which 
marched  to  the  sea,  which  defied  and  marched  through  the 
swamps  and  bayous  of  the  Carolinas.  and  planted  then  fl; 
on  the  capitol  of  South  Carolina,  which  helped  strike  the 
last  great  blow  for  the  Union  at  r>entonville,_and  joined  in  the 
cheers  upon  the  capture  of  Johnston. 
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They  are  a  part  of  that  conquering-  army  of  the  west 
which  inarched  in  the  Grand  Review  at  Washing-ton.  their 
Hags  gilded  with  the  names  of  battles  which  had  restored 
three-fourths  of  the  territory  in  secession  to  the  Union. 

This,  sir,  is  the  imperfectly  sketched  but  heroic  story 
of  the  great  armies  of  the  west  of  which  this  Brigade  was 
a  part.  But  let  us  go  farther  and  rise  hig-her  than  this. 
Let  us  consider  the  greater  victories  which  followed  those 
won  on  battle  fields. 

Who  are.  they?  The  fast  fading  remnants  of  that  array 
which  when  the  advocates  of  monarchy  in  all  its  forms  de- 
clared the  new  nation  in  the  west,  less  than  a  century  after 
its  birth  was  about  to  fall  asunder  by  its  own  weight,  and 
that  government  by  the  people  had  failed;  by  their  valor, 
their  steadfastness,  their  unselfish  devotion  to  a  high  princi- 
ple established  a  representative  form  of  government  on  a  more 
enduring  basis  than  ever  before,  and  set  in  motion  those 
forces  which  in  the  process  of  time  would  make  it  impossible 
the  bauble  called  a  crown  would  be  worn  upon  the  head  of 
man  and  woman. 

With  their  bayonets  they  pinned  the  proclamation  of 
emancipation  over  the  portals  of  every  civilized  g-overnment, 
and  lived  to  see  them  abolish  slavery  alike  in  the  Old  World 
and  the  New. 

Their  detractors  declared  that  the  end  of  the  war  would 
bring  the  ''man  on  horseback,"  and  that  liberty  would  be 
lost  on  the  spot  where  victory  was  won.  They  lived  to  see 
the  principle  or  arbitration  prevail  in  the  Geneva  award,  and 
the  Czar  of  all  the  Ivussias  propose  a  general  disarmament  of 
the  Nations  of  Europe. 

Such  has  been  the  moderation,  wisdom  and  justness  of 
the  nation,  at  the  close  of  a  single  generation  has  seen  the 
men  of  every  state  and  territory  of  the  union  wearing  the 
same  uniform,  standing  beneath  the  same  Hag,  fighting  for  a 
cause  which  appeals  to  the  highest  instincts  and  aspirations 
of  the  people.  The  flame  of  patriotism,  kindled  by  the  Un- 
ion soldier  in  innumerable  campfires,  and  at  a  million  hearth- 
stones, has,  during  the  last  spring  and  summer  flamed  out 
with  a  brightness  that  filled  tin  land  with  its  glow,  and  aided 
mightily  in  bringing  beneath  the  flag  a  quarter  of  a  million 
men,  ready  to  do  and  dare  for  national  honor.  We  welcome 
them,  we  gladly  call  them  comrades. 
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Rarely,  my  comrades,  has  it  fallen  to  the  lot  of  men  who 
fought  in  a  conflict  of  such  magnitude,  to  live  to  see  so  great 
results  from  their  services.  We  are  passing",  but  our  land, 
our  beloved  land,  rising-  in  dignity  and  power,  honors  the 
dead  and  exalts  the  living  soldier  as  it  moves  forward  to  fill 
its  decreed  place  in  the  graveyard  of  the  nations  of  the 
world. 

Just  as  Col.  Rood  reached  that  portion  of  his  reply  where 
he  said,  tkin  the  gathering-  shades  of  night,"  the  lights  went 
out  and  the  speaker,  saying  the  Crocker  Brigade  did  not  stop 
for  a  little  accident  like  that,  went  right  on;  as  he  closed,  the 
accident  was  repaired  and  the  lights  came  on  again. 

President  Rood: 

This  is  the  fourth  time  in  the  history  of  this  Brigade 
when  the  gentleman  selected  to  render  the  Biennial  Address 
has  been  a  private  soldier.  The  gentleman  whom  lam  about 
to  introduce  to  you  went  into  the  service  in  the  same  com- 
pany with  me.  At  Shiloh  he  attracted  the  attention  of  his 
commanding  officer.  He  was  severely  wounded  at  Corinth, 
and  he  rose,  as  the  war  progressed,  gradually,  from  the 
position  of  private  to  a  sergeant,  and  first  sergeant,  and 
lieutenant,  and  captain  and  brevet  major.  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  introducing  to  you,  Charles  W.  Kepler,  who  de- 
livers the  Biennial  Address.     (Applause).

CAPT,  C.  W.  KEPLER'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  President:     Comrades   of   Crocker's    Iowa  Brigade, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

■-' 

I  congratulate  you  that  the  little  war  cloud  that  threat- 
ened to  spread  its  black  wings  over  our  country  a  few 
months  ago,  has  passed  away,  and  that  all  questions  of  detail 
in  the  final  settlement  are  now  in  the  hands  of  wise  states- 
men. I  congratulate  you  in  your  good  fortune  to  live  to  see 
this  day, — the  year  of  the  nation's  joy  and  gladness.  A  un- 
ited people,  strong  and  influential  in  times  of  peace  and  in- 
\  incible  in  times  of  war. 

What  a  glorious  history  has  been  crowded  into  the  last 
few  months — a  history  that  should  arouse  a  spirit  of  enthus- 
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iasm  and  patriotism  in  the  most  stupid  and  dullest  mind. 
What  a  spectacle  for  the  world  to  gaze  upon,  admire  and 
study  its  meaning*!  One  of  your  comrades,  a  poor  boy,  a 
private  soldier  that  once  carried  a  knapsack,  cartridge-box 
and  gun,  dressed  in  blue,  fighting  in  the  ranks  for  the  union, 
now  presiding  over  the  destinies  of  this  great  nation, — re- 
spected, honored,  loved  by  all  his  people  and  feared  by  all 
the  kings  and  rulers  of  the  earth.  The  millionaire's  boy  of 
the  East,  and  the  poor  man's  boy  of  the  West,  the  confed- 
erate soldier  of  the  South,  and  the  Union  soldier  of  the 
North,  all  fighting  side  by  side  in  the  ranks,  under  the  Stars 
and  Stripes. — No  North,  no  South,  no  East,  no  West,  but  a 
united  people,  in  thought, in  sentiment,  in  patriotism,  fighting 
for  humanity,  civilization  and  progress. 

The  last  six  months,  the  United  States  has  engrosed  the 
attention  of  the  whole  civilized  world — its  statesmen,  diplo- 
mats and  army  and  na\w  have  caused  dynasties  and  thrones 
to  tremble  and  crumble  before  the  onward  march  of  liberty 
and  Christian  civilization  evolved  from  the  principle  you 
fought  to  maintain  'way  back  in  the  days  '61-'65. 

These  occasion.-.,  like  the  unfolding  of  a  realistic  pano- 
rama, present  to  your  minds  the  stirring  scenes  and  inci- 
dents of  those  days;  and  as  time  falls  deeper  in  the  shadows 
of  the  past,  the  more  sacred  those  memories  become. 

Over  a  third  of  a  century  has  come  and  gone  since  those 
dark  and  tragic,  days,  and  yet,  amid  the  exciting  scenes  of 
another  war,  the  busy  cares  of  life,  the  frailty  of  disease  and 
old  age,  you  have  come  hither  according  to  appointment,  to 
renew  the  friendships  that  were  formed,  and  to  talk  over 
the  thrilling  incidents  and  exciting  scenes  of  those  terrible 
days.  You  ought  to  be  prouder  today  than  ever  before  that 
you  are  American  citizens:  that  you  belonged  to  "Crocker's 
Iowa  Brigade."  You  ought  to  be  prouder  than  ever  before 
that  you  lived  in  the  days  of  Lincoln,  Grant,  Sherman, 
Crocker  and  Belknap,  and  you  ought  to  be  thankful  that  the 
historv  you  helped  to  make  shines  brighter  and  brighter 
every  day. 

It  seems,  by  a  law  of  nature,  in  our  development  from 
childhood  to  old  age,  that  there  shall  come  a  time  in  our  lives, 
when  looking  forward  for  real  enjoyment  and  pleasure 
gives  way  to  looking  backward,  and  we  turn  and 
travel  backward  over  the  path  we  have  trod,  and  again  live 
among  the  scenes,  incidents  and  associations  of  earlier  days. 
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Like  the  salmon  of  the  Pacific,  which  lives  his  active  life  in 
the  great  ocean,  finally,  if  he  has  survived  its  perils,  works 
his  way  slowly  back,  with  weary  fin  and  battered  sides,  to 
die  in  the  clear  waters  that  flow  from  the  foot  of  Mount 
Shasta,  where  he  was  born. 

Comrades  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  to  most  of  you. 
your  fighting"  days  are  over.  You  have  broken  camp  for  the 
last  time, — you  have  made  your  last  march, — have  fought 
your  last  battle,  and  the  day  of  looking  backward  has  come, 
and  you  have  commenced  your  backward  march,  and  on  this 
occasion  you  are  living  over  again  the  dark  and  stormy  days 
of  '61,-'6>5  when  you  were  young,  happy  soldier  boys,  dressed 
in  blue,  fighting  for  the  Union  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes. 
You  again  hear  the  startling  news  that  Ft.  Sumpter  has 
been  fired  upon: — War  is  declared!  The  call  for  75,000  sol- 
diers— 500,000  more,— 300,00o  more, — 500,000  more,  until  over 
two  million  Union  soldiers  went  forth  to  light  for  the  Union. 

There  was  not  a  city  too  large;  a  country  too  new,  a 
town  too  small,  a  cross-road  too  obscure  in  Iowa  to  furnish 
its  full  quota  of  that  tremendous  army.  The  whole  air 
was  filled  with  the  melody  of  the  fife  and  drum.  The  earth 
trembled  with  the  mighty  tramp  of  the  boys  in  blue  march- 
ing off  to  war.  The  formation  of  companies,  the  election  of 
officers,  the  squad  drills,  the  company  drills,  the  orders  to 
report  at  Davenport,  the  farewells,  mothers  crying  at  the 
garden  gate,  fathers  trying  to  subdue  their  feelings — but 
looking  sad,  the  good  advice,  the  testament  placed  in  your 
pocket,  the  great  crowds  at  the  depot,  and  you  were  off  to 
the  war.  Xot  in  sleepers  or  day  coaches,  but  on  the  top  of 
freight  cars  and  hurricane  deck's  of  steam  boats.  The  long 
voyage  down  the  Mississippi  to  St.  Louis,  the  constant  drill- 
ing at  Benton  barracks,  from  St,  Louis  to  Jefferson  City, 
Mo.,  in  freight  ears  where  you  only  had  standing  room,  the 
trip  back  to  St.  Louis  and  down  the  river  to  Cairo  and  up  the 
Ohio  and  Tennessee  to  Pittsburg  Landing;  the  great  battle 
of  Shiloh,  where  yon  fought  in  open  1\q]<\  a  hand  to  hand 
light  with  the  enemy  for  nearly  two  days,  where  10,000  of 
your  army  were  killed  and  wounded;  the  march  on  Corinth, 
lighting  and  building  breast-works  every  day  for  forty  days; 
the  capture  of  Corinth,  the  march  from  Corinth  to  Boliver, 
Tenn.,  and  back  to  Fuka;  the  battle  of  Corinth  Oct.  2  and  3, 
1862,  whore  the  first  da)  von  fought  the  enemy  in  open  fi< 
and  the  second  Ci,\v  stood  like  a  stone  wall  resisting  th 
charge  of  the  enemy  on  College  Hill;  the  pursuit  of  Pri 
and  VanDorn    to   Oxford,    Miss.;   the  march   from    Oxfor 
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Miss.,  to  Memphis,  Term.;  the  voyage  down  the  Mississippi 
to  Lake  Providence,  La.;  the  bivouac  at  Millikin's  Bend;  the 
work  on  the  canal  to  change  the  course  of  the  Mississippi 
river  to  get  by  Vicksburg;  the  march  from  Millikin's  Bend 
to  Grand  Gulf;  the  storming  of  Grand-  Gulf;  the  battle  of 
Black  River;  the  siege  of  Vicksburg,  where  for  forty  days 
'you  burrowed  in  the  ground  and  your  heads  were  not  safe 
above  the  surface  of  the  earth;  the  capture  of  Vicksburg 
with  thirty  thousand  soldiers — the  march  from  Vicksburg 
through  the  swamps  to  Monroe,  La.,  during  the  month  of 
July,  where  even  the  mosquitos  were  shaking  with  the  ague; 
capture  of  a  large  amount  of  Louisiana  rum.  the  strength  of 
which  our  chaplains  failed  properly  to  guage,  and  the  re- 
turn to  Vicksburg,  nine-tenths  of  you  shaking  with  the  ague; 
the  march  from  Vicksburg  to  Meridian,  Miss.,  and  return; 
enlisting  for  three  years  more,  or  during-  the  war;  the  thirty 
days' furlough  home  and  the  happy  time  you  had  during 
those  thirty  days;  the  return  to  Cairo  and  up  the  Tennessee 
river  to  Clifton;  the  march  across  the  country  to  Hunts- 
ville,  Ala.;  the  march  on  Atlanta;  the  battle  of  Big  Shanty, 
Brush  Mt.  and  Kenesaw  Mt.;  the  perilous  march  on  Nicka- 
jack  Creek  and  the  murderous  cannonading  you  received 
from  the  enemy  at  that  point;  pontoouing  the  Chattahoochie 
river  and  the  battle  of  Atlanta  on  the  21st  and  22nd  of  July 
where  you  fought  the  enemy  a  hand  to  hand  tight,  and 
where  half  of  your  comrades  were  killed  and  wounded  and 
taken  prisoners;  the  burying  of  your  dead;  the  march  of 
those  who  were  captured  to  the  prison  hells  of  the  south; 
the  all-night  march  of  those  who  were  left  from  the  extreme 
left  of  the  line  in  front  of  Atlanta  to  the  right,  a  distance  of 
25  miles  and  the  great  battle  you  fought  on  the  28th  of  July, 
near  Ezra  church,  where  the  rebel  dead  strewed  the  ground 
in  front  of  your  lines;  the  capture  of  Atlanta  and  the  pur- 
suit of  Hood's  army  north  to  the  Tennessee  river;  the  re- 
turn to  Atlanta;  tearing  up  200  miles  of  railroad;  with 
Sherman  in  his  march  to  the  sea;  the  siege  of  Savannah, 
where  you  subsisted  for  over  a  week  on  rice  in  the  shock; 
the  capture  of  Savannah;  the  ocean  voyage  from  Savannah  to 
Beaufort,  S.  C,  when  the  sea  was  so  rough  that  even  the 
mules  became  sea-^ick;  the  march  from  Beaufort,  S.  C. 
throng;]  the  swamps  of  South  Carolina  to  Columbia,  where 
you  planted  the  stars  and  stripes  on  the  State  House;  the 
march  from  Columbia,  S.  C,  to  Raleigh,  N.  C,  where  v 
received  the  sad  news  oi  Abraham  Lincoln's  assassination; 
the  review  of  Sherman's  army  near  Raleigh,  X.  C;  the  sur- 
render of  Johnston's  army;  the  rapid  march  from   Raleigh  to 
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Richmond,  Va.;  from  Richmond  to  Washington,  where  yon 
participated  in  the  greatest  military  parade  that  was  ever 
witnessed  on  this  earth  and  by  the  finest  army  of  soldiers 
that  ever  marched  under  banners;  from  "Washing-ton  to 
Louisville,  Ky.;  from  there  to  Davenport,  where  you  were 
mustered  out  of  service  by  reason  of  the  end  of  the  war,  ail 
pass  in  panorama  view  before  your  eyes  tonight. 

My  comrades,  is  it  all  a  dream?     No,  it  is  astern  reality. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Jefferson,  these  are    the  boys 
that  helped  fight  the  battles  of  Shiloh,  Corinth,    Iuka,   Vicks- 
burg,    Atlanta,     and     marched    with     Sherman     to   the    sea. 
These  are  the  boys  that  headed  the  column  of  the  17th  Army, 
Corps,  as  it  marched  in  review  at  Washing-ton   in   the   great      j 
review  of  the  armies  at  the  close  of  the  war.     Only  a  part  of 
the  Union   army  had  the   pleasure    of  participating   in    that 
great  review,  but  you  can  approximate  its  vast  number  when      J 
I  tell  you  that  322  regiments  of  infantry,  67  regiments  of  cav- 
alry and  over  40  batteries  marched  in  that  reviewdown  Perm-      \ 
sylvania  Ave.,  and  in  front  of  the   Executive  Mansion.     The 
one  hundred  thousand  happy,  shouting-spectator*  from  curb- 
stone to  dome,  that  witnessed  that  army  pass  in  review,  saw 
an  active,  living',  fighting  army,-  -they  saw  an  army  that  were 
no  holiday  troops  trained  only  for  dress  parade  and  carrying 
guns  that  had  never  been  fired  at  the   enemy;  they  were  vet- 
eran soldiers  who  had  not  slept  in  a  bed  or   under  a  roof  for 
four  years,  and   had   inarched   over  more    country   than  that 
traversed  by  the  army  of  Caesar.     They  had   marched  from 
battle  fields  where  they  had  left   more  dead  than  were  living-, 
to  celebrate  the  victory  of  peace.     It   was  an  army  that    had 
fought,    including-  all   conflicts,   2265    battles, — the    territory       j 
fotiirht  over  was  2000   miles    from    north    to  south    and   1500 
miles  Irom  east  to  west. 

Poets  and  historians  have  written  of  the  great  and  thrill- 
ing- deeds  of  historic  ages,  but  where  can  you  find  greater 
deeds  of  heroism  than  were  shown  in  the  army  of  the  Union? 
The  history  of  the  world  docs  not  show,  nor  never  will  show 
greater  deeds  of  valor  than  were  shown  by  the  Union  army 
at  the  battle  of  Antietam,  Gettysburg,  Petersburg,  Rich- 
mond, Shiloh,  Corinth,  Vicksburg  and  Atlanta., and  for  loyalty, 
patriotism  and  honor,  it  has  no  parallel  in  the  history  of  the 
world.;  and  in  proof  of  this  statement,  let  me  give  yon  a  lit- 
tle of  your  own  history.  Let  your  own  history  talk  awhile 
for  the  Union  army. 
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In  February  '64,  while  Grant  was  preparing-  to  move 
against  Richmond  and  Sherman  against  Chattanooga  and 
Atlanta,  the  great  fortified  citadels  of  the  enemy,  it  was 
known  at  Washing-ton  that  there  were  600,000  well-drilled 
disciplined  soldiers  who  had  had  experience  in  battle  and 
whose  terms  of  enlistment  would  expire  the  following"  sum- 
mer. Of  that  600,000  well-drilled  soldiers,  your  Brigade 
formed  a  part.  President  Lincoln,  you  will  remember,  had 
appealed  lor  volunteers  to  fill  up  the  ranks  and  in  many  of 
the  states  volunteer  enlistment  had  ceased.  It  was  a  critical 
period  in  the  history  of  the  war.  To  muster  out  of  service 
and  send  an  army  of  well-drilled,  disciplined  soldiers  home, 
who  had  had  experience  in  many  battles,  was  a  dangerous 
thing  in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  strongly  fortified  as  it  was  at 
Chattanooga,  Atlanta  and  Richmond.  The  confederates, 
by  their  bold  fighting  up  to  that  time,  were  rapidly  molding 
public  sentiment  in  their  favor  in  England,  and  other 
countries,  and  the  copper-beads  of  the  north  were  becoming- 
more  bold,  aggressive  and  demonstrative  It  was  the  dark 
days  of  the  rebellion.  President  Lincoln  recognizing  that 
fact,  appealed  to  this  volunteer  army  to  re-enlist  for  three 
years  more,  or  during  the  war.  He  urged  them  to  stand  by 
the  flag  they  had  so  heroically  defended  and  that  was 
being  so  vigorously  assailed  in  front  and  rear,  saying,  that 
a  grateful  people  would  ever  remember  them  for  their  ser- 
vices. With  Lookout  Mountain,  Chattanooga,  Brush  Moun- 
tain, Kenesaw  and  Atlanta  in  your  front,  in  response  to 
this  appeal,  substantially  all  of  you  boys  stepped  out  from 
under  vour  little  dosr-tents  among-  the  hills  surrounding 
\  icksburgand  said,  "Take  my  name  for  three  years  more, 
or  during-  the  war." 

Let  us  give  you  a  little  more  of  your  own  historv.  I 
think  perhaps  some  o^  you  have  forgotten  it.  In  '64,  a  few 
of  the  states  of  the  north,  Iowa  included,  of  course,  passed  a 
law.  making  the  soldiers  in  the  field  eligible  to  vote  at  gen- 
eral elections.  The  two  parties  then  contending  for  control 
made  their  platforms  of  principles  and  purposes  for  the 
future.  One  party  declared  in  favor  of  a  continuous,  vigor- 
ous prosecution  of  the  war.  to  the  end  that  our  flag*  might  be 
maintained  unsullied,  without  the  loss  of  one  single  star, 
which  all  of  you  knew  meant  continued  hard  fighting,  gxeat 
hardships  and  the  loss  of  many  of  your  comrades.  It  meant 
the  march  on  Chattanooga,  Lookout  Mt.,  and  the  march  on 
Atlanta.  The  other  party,  resolved  that  the  war  was  a  fail- 
ure; that  fighting  should  cease,   which    meant   to   vou,   boys. 
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home,  friends,  security  from  danger  and  employment  for 
more  than  $13  per  month.  Remember,  yon  had  had  nearly 
three  years  of  grim  experience  of  war.  You  had  had  the 
experience  and  hardships,  and  sacrafices  of  cam])  life.  You 
had  had  the  experience  of  long*  and  tiresome  marches  by 
day  and  by  night.  You  had  had  the  experience  of  the  lonely 
vigils  of  the  picket  line.  You  had  bad  the  experience  of 
arm}'  rations  and  had  participated  in  many,  many  hard- 
fought  battles.  You  had  been  away  from  home  for  nearly 
three  long  years,  and  with  all  this  grim  experience  of  war, 
]  want  to  tell  you  now  how  you  voted  as  recorded  in  history, 
and  a  fairer  election  was  never  held  in  the  state  of  Iowa. 
Every  one  of  you  were  left  free  to  use  your  own  judgment 
in  the  matter. 

The  11th  Iowa  voted  315  for  war;  and  to  go  home  43. 
The  13th  Iowa  voted  216  for  war;  and  to  go  home  4. 
The  15th  Iowa  voted  263  for  war;  and  to  go  home  33. 
The  16th  Iowa  voted  244  for  war;  and  to  go  home  41 . 

You  may  ask,  "Where  were  the  balance  of  your  com- 
rades?" They  were  under  southern  soil,  sick  in  hospitals, or 
absent  on  account  of  wounds.  My  comrades,  what  do  you 
think  of  that  part  of  your  historv  now,  and  aren't  ycu  proud 
of  it? 

I  want  to  give  you  a  little  more  of  your  history.  After 
this  historic  election,  many  of  you  were  compelled  to  sur- 
render to  the  enemy  at  Atlanta,  after  the  most  gallant  fight 
that  history  records,  and  carried  off  to  Andersonville,  one  of 
the  prison  hells  of  the  south.  That  so-called  prison  was 
nothing  more  or  less  than  a  stocka.de  out  in  an  open  field, 
where  33000  Union  soldiers  were  penned  up  like  cattle  and 
compelled  to  occupy  only  about  12  acres  of  that  enclosure  for 
more  than  nine  months,  with  nothing  to  cover  them  but  the 
canopy  of  Heaven  and  not  room  to  lie  down.  Some  of  these 
brave  comrade.-,  of  yours,  half  naked,  half  starved,  with  bos- 
oms swelling  with  the  thoughts  of  home  and  loved  ones,  with 
poor  fever-waste  1  frames,  stood  lor  hours  in  the  burning 
sun,  waiting  for  some  poor  comrade  to  die  in  order  to  get  his 
place  to  lie  down.  T wo  hundred  of  your  comrades  were 
dying  daily;  scores  were  shot  down,  while  in  their  delirium 
searching  for  a  drop  oi  water  to  quench  their  thirst,  and  the 
dead  bodies  removed  from  the  prison  only  twicea  week,— -and 
while  you  were  thus  co  n pi  lied  to  c  n  >  n  ;"  -ade  of  your  dead 
comrades'  decayim:  bodies,  half  starved  and  half  naked,  you 
were  offered  your  liberty   and   clothes    to  cover  your  naked- 
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ness,  if  you  would  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  southern 
confederacy:  organize  yourselves  into  companies  and  do 
guard  duty  for  the  rebels.  To  refuse,  seemed  almost  cer- 
tain death  and  starvation.  To  accept,  meant  something  to 
eat,  fresh  air,  a  place  to  lie  down,  abundant  opportunity  to 
escape  and  get  back  to  your  northern  home.  History  shows 
that  of  the  whole  number  of  32,000  sick,  starving-  and  dying- 
bo  vs  that  were  offered  those  terms  of  release  from  that 
prison-hell,  all  but  six  rejected  and  scorned  with  contempt 
the  proposition,  and  not  one  of  Crocker's  Brigade,  (thank 
God,)  was  included  in  that  number.  You  will  search  history 
in  vain  to  find  such  honor,  sue!:  courage  and  patriotism  I 
U2cl  like  taking  off  my  hat  in  the  presence  of  you,  my  com- 
rades, who  suffered  the  tortures  of  the  damned  in  Anderson- 
ville  prison  and  permit  me  to  say  in  your  behalf: 

l,The  tumult  and  the  shouting-  dies, 
The  captains  and  the  kings  depart, 

Still  stand  thine  ancient  sacrifice, 
An  humble  and  a  contrite  heart; 

Lord  God  of  hosts,  be  with  us  yet. 
Lest  we  forget — lest  we  forget." 

Who  will  ever  dare  to  say  in  the  light  of  these  historic 
factSj  that  you  were  not  true  patriots?  Who  will  ever  dare 
say  you  were  not  honorable  boys?  Such  cruelties  will  never 
be  permitted  again  where  floats  the  stars  and  stripes.  The 
c o m m a n d e r  of  that  p r i s o n -hell  p a i d  t h e  p e n a  1 1 y  of  his  S p a n i s h 
nature  on  the  gallows,  but  the  crimes  he  committed  upon 
my  comrades,  time  will  never  efface. 

New  stars  may  suddenly  appear  and  Rash  for  a  time  in 
the  galaxy  of  American  heroes,  but  none  will  shine  longer 
and  brighter  than  those  of  the  Army  of  the  Union,  who  pre- 
ferred starvation  to  dishonor  and  death  to  disloyalty. 

Some  wars  have  been  promulgated  for  conquests  and  some 
for  hate  and  revenge;  Our  forefathers  in  1776,  wrote  on  their 
banners,  liberty  and  independence  You  boys  wrote  on 
your  banners,  the  union  forever,  and  thus  made  it  possible 
for  the  soldiers  of  LS()8  to  write  on   their  banners,   humanity, 

AND  REMEMBER  THE  VIRGINIUS  AND  THE  MAINE; 

Ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  beautiful  little  city  of  Jeffer- 
son, I  have  given  you  a  very  brief  synopsis  of  the  history 
ol  these  boys  who  are  now  within  your  gates  and 
whom  you  are  so  loyally  entertaining.  The  record  and 
memory  of  such  men  will  never  die.     It  is  sad   to  think  they 
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will  ever  get  old.  Mischievous,  ignorant  and  designing  men 
may  slander  your  records  as  soldiers;  heroes  and  patriots 
for  a  time,  as  they  did  our  beloved  Lincoln,  Grant  and  Sher- 
man, but  the  pen  of  the  impartial  Historian  has  placed  your 
names  upon  the  very  pinnacle  of  fame  as  heroes  and  pat- 
riots, and  as  the  years  shall  come  and  go,  your  names  will 
shine  brighter  on  the  pages  of  history. 

One  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  world  was  the  white 
marble  watch  tower  of  Egypt.  The  architect  and  sculptor, 
after  building-  that  watch  tower,  cut  his  name  on  it,  then  he 
covered  it  with  plastering-,  and  to  please  the  king,  he  put  the 
monarch's  name  on  the  outside  of  the  plastering",  but  the 
storms  came  and  beat  upon  that  tower  and  t tie  waters 
dashed  in  their  fury  and  washed  off  the  plastering'  and  the 
name  of  that  king,  but  the  name  of  the  architect  re-appeared, 
because  it  was  cut  deep  in  the  imperishable  rock.  And.  so  it 
will  be  with  you.  Your  deeds  of  heroism  and  the  cause  for 
which  you  fought  were  cut  deep  in  the  hearts  of  the  Ameri- 
can people  and  will  remain  there  as  long-  as  the  people  shall 
love  liberty. 

Your  victories  were  won  for  the  perpetuation  of  the 
Union,  which  meant  liberty  and  the  rig-ht  to  govern  your- 
selves. Your  defeat  would  have  reversed  the  onward  march 
of  liberty  and  Christian  civilization.  Your  defeat  would 
have  reversed  the  cause  of  empire  in  this  country  a  hundred 
years.  Your  defeat  would  have  destroyed  this  government, 
and  instead  of  being;  a  united  people  as  we  now  are,  fig-hting 
for  humanity  anil  the  liberation  of  those  enslaved  within  the 
shadow  of  our  land,  we  would  be  divided  into  warring-  factions, 
with  no  influence  or  power  among"  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

Remember  !  When  our  flag  was  assailed,  the  whole 
world  seemed  to  be  in  sympathy  with  our  enemies.  England 
and  France  were,  hostile  to  us  from  the  very  beginning.  Pres- 
ident Lincoln,  within  sixty  days  after  his  inauguration,  sent 
Charles  Francis  Adams  to  England  to  explain  to  the  British 
g-overnment  the  relation  of  the  States  to  the  Federal  srovern- 
inent  and  to  show  that  the  Southern  States  had  no  right  un- 
der the  constitution  to  secede,  and  that  without  foreign 
interference,  our  difficulties,  he  thought,  could  be  satisfac- 
torily adjusted,  and  before  Adams  could  cross  the  Atlantic, 
the  British  government,  with  knowledge  that  he  was  en  his 
way,  and  what  his  purposes  were,  acting  in  concert  with 
France,  the  day  before  Adams    arrived    in    England,  as  if  to 


offend  him  and  insult  our   flag,   issued  a  proclamation  rec.Oi.r-

nizing"  the  so-called   Southern    Confederacy   as   belligerents, 
and  that  too,  before  letters  of  mark  had  been  issued. 

Henry  Ward  Beecher  was  afterwards  sent  to  Europe  to 
speak  to  the  people  and  enlist  their  sympathy  in  our  behalf. 
While  speaking  in  London  to  an  audience  of  10,000  people, 
where  9  out  of  10  of  his  audience  were  in  full  sympathy  with 
the  Southern  states,  and  in  opposition  to  the  north, — after  he 
had  talked  a  few  moments,  some  fellow  in  the  gallery  yelled 
out,  "Why  didn't  you  whip  the  rebels  in  three  months  as 
von  said  you  would?"  The  crowd  veiled  and  cheered,  and 
cheered  and  yelled.  Beecher  stood  gazing  into  their  up-lift- 
ed faces  while  they  continued  to  cheer  and  cheer,  and  then, 
beckoning  silence,  he  combed  Iris  long,  bony  lingers  through 
his  lung  hair  that  was  waving  over  his  shoulders,  and  with  a 
voice  that  rang  through  that  great  multitude  of  people,  said, 
"Because  we  are.  lighting-  Americans,  not  British.'7  From 
that  time  on,  Beecher  had  the  attention,  of  his  aud- 
ience. This  is  the  excuse  we  bring  you  tonight  for  not 
whipping  the  rebels  in  three  months.  We  were  fighting 
Americans  and  not  Spaniards. 

New  days  bring  new  issues  and  old  passions,  under  the 
mellowing  influences  of  time,  facie  away.  I  can  forgive,  but 
I  can  never  forget  the  cruelties  and  barbarisms  that  were 
committed  upon  you,  my  comrades,  while  in  that  Anderson- 
ville  stockade.  I  can  forgive,  but  I  never  can  forget  the  in- 
sults heaped  upon  us  by  England  and  France  during  tec 
dark  days  of  our  history,  when  the  very  life  of  this  nation 
hung  trembling  in  the  balance.  Thank  God  the  United 
States  came  out  of  the  struggle  with  her  army  and  navy  cov- 
ered all  over  with  glory.  She  came  out  of  that  long  and  ter- 
rible struggle  so  strong  and  so  powerful,  that  no  unfriendly 
government  will  ever  again  attempt  to  meddle  in  her  affairs. 

Dewey,  the  hero  of  Manila  Bay,  took  his  inspiration  from 
the  gallant  Lieut.  Wordeu  and  his  little  Monitor  that  de- 
stroyed the  Merrimac  at  Hampton  Roads.  Sampson  g-ot  his 
inspiration  from  Capt.  Farragut,  who  sailed  by  the  fortifica- 
tions into  the  harbor  of  New  Orleans  to  the  relief  of  Gen. 
Butler,  who  was  fighting  the  rebels  and  the  yellow  fever; 
while  Schley  and  Watson  got  their  inspiration  from  Commo- 
dore Foote,  who  supported  Grant  at  Ft.  Henry,  Donaldson. 
and  Shilo.h,  and  supported  Rurnside  along  tl    ■  coast  of  North 

in  ilina.  i !-  bson,  who  sailed  tin  M  e  "rim  lc  into  the  •  ■ 
ol  the  harbor  at  Santiago  Bay  and  sank  it  there  to  bottle  i 
Cervera's  fleet,    got  his  inspiration  from    the  one  hund 
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volunteers  that  ran  our  transports  by  the  batteries  at  Yicks 
burg*.  The  soldier  boys  who  charged  the  fortifications  and 
dug-  their  trenches  in  front  of  Santiago  got  their  inspiration 
from  the  army  of  the  Union  that  charged  the  fortifications 
at  Yicksburg-.  Atlanta,  Petersburg-,  and  Richmond,  and 
climbed  Lookout  and  Kenesaw  Mountains  to  their  summits 
and  fought  the  enemy  above  the  clouds. 

Comrades,  the  .grand  old  army  of  the  Union  is  rapidly 
passing  away.  A  few  more  years  at  the  farthest  and  all  of 
you  dear  old  boys  will  be  gone.  Grant,  Sherman,  Sheridan, 
Blair,  Crocker,  Hall,  Reed  and  Belknap,  our  grand  old  com-  f 
manders,  (Heaven  bless  their  memories)  have  all  passed  oil 
this  earth.  Every  year  an  army  corps  closes  its  eyes  to  this 
world  and  opens  them  beyond  the  skies. 

I 

It  was  my  pleasure  a  few  months  ago,  to  visit  the  city  of 
Washington.  I  walked  over  the  long  bridge  and  tried  to  lo- 
cate the  place  where  you  camped  the  night  before  the  grand 
review.  In  my  imagination,  I  could  hear  the  mighty  tramp 
of  that  army  as  it  proudly  passed  over  that  long  bridge.  As 
I  stood  there,  what  memories  came  thronging  back  to  me — 
memories  of  Lincoln  and  our  brave  commanders  and  com- 
rades that  have  passed  away. 

I  passed  over  the  long  bridge  and  wended  my  way  to 
Arlington  that  I  might  stand  for  a  few  moments  at  the  grave 
of  our  beloved  commander,  General  Belknap.  As  I  gazed 
upon  the  beautiful  monument  and  the  lovely  life-like  me- 
dallion engraved  on  the  monument  placed  there  by  you  boys, 
these  thoughts  came  to  my  mind:  O  !  could  he  know  how  we 
loved  him;  could  he  know  how  we  mourned  his  sudden  death, 
with  no  one  to  catch  the  last  word  that  came  from  his  lips; 
could  he  know  how  he  was  honored  and  revered  by  a  grate- 
ful people;  could  he  have  known  the  bright  and  brilliant 
future  that  awaited  the  idol  of  his  heart — the  boy  he  loved  so 
well,  now  honoring'-  his  good  name  in  the  nation's  congress 
under  the  shadow  of  his  tomb,  I  should  be  satisfied  and  not 
wish  him  back"  again. 

In  my  reverie.  I  passed  to  the  other  side  of  that  monu- 
ment and  saw  in  chiseled  letters,  the  beautiful  sentiment  so 
often  quoted  by  him,  that  brought  hope  and  consolation  to 
my  *ow\,  and  1  have  brought  those  beautiful  words  with  me 
to  give  them  to  you  as  a  message  from  our  dear  old  com- 
mander: 
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"So  part  we  sadly 
In  this  troublous  world 
To  meet  with  joy 
in  sweet  Jerusalem." 


Mr.  President, .a  few  weeks  ago,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
abandon  the  address  I  had  prepared  for  this  occasion  and 
talk  to  the  boys,  as  I  have,  about  themselves  and  their  own 
history.     "Lest  we  forget — lest  we  forget." 

While  our  hearts  are  welling  up  with  gratitude  and 
pride  for  the  boys  who  so  bravely  charged  the  enemy's  forti- 
fications at  Santiago,  Porto  Rico  and  the  far-off  land  of  the 
Philippines  and  went  where  duty  called,  which  is  the  post  of 
honor  for  a  soldier  in  times  of  war,  yet,  1  am  constrained  in 
the  interest  of  truth  to  say,  it  would  require  a  thousand  wars 
combined  like  the  war  just  closed  to  furnish  a  fair  compari- 
son of  the  immensity  and  terribleness  of  the  war  of  the 
rebellion. 

The  seventy-five  beautifully  kept  cemeteries,  where 
sleep  four  hundred  thousand  of  your  comrades  who  fell  on 
battle  fields.  The  two  hundred  thousand  who  died  of 
wounds  and  disease,  who  sleep  in  private  burying  grounds 
all  over  this  broad  land. 

"Six  hundred  thousand  men, 
The  brave,  the  good  and  true, 
In  tangled  wood  and  mountain  glen, 
On  battte-rielcl  and  prison-pen 
Have  died  for  you  and  me." 

The  vast  army  of  your  comrades  who  have  gone  through 
life  with  empty  sleeves,  shattered  limbs  and  broken  health, 
all  stand  as  living  testimonies  of  the  magnitude  and 
^rightfulness  of  that  great  war. 

Comrades,  you  are  nearing  the  foot  of  w "life's  western 
hill."  Your  shadows  are  lengthening.  Many  of  you  will 
never  see  another  reunion.  Some  of  you  can  almost  hear  the 
"paddle  of  the  boatman's  oar."  Some  of  you  have  gone 
through  life  with  shattered  limbs,  empty  sleeves  and  broken 
Health.  Some  of  you  have  had  a  hard  fight  in  the  battle  of 
»if«*  and  sorrow  has  come  to  your  homes,  but  1  beg  of  you  to 
he  ol  good  cheer.  You  have  a  glorious  record  to  look  back 
"!'<  and  I  trust  and  pray  a  glorious  future  awaits  you. 

Then,  let  us,  during  this  most  happy,  joyous  reunion, 
'orget  our   aches   and    pains,    the  busy  cares  and  sorrows  of 
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life,  and  again  touch  elbows  with  our  comrades  who  marched 
by  our  side,  slept  in  the  same  trenches,  charged  the  same 
fortifications,  suffered  in  the  same  prison-pens,  and  drank 
out  of  the  same  canteen  way  back  in  the  days  of  '61-'65. 

Some  of  you  may  feel  disconsolate  and  discouraged  and 
think  sometimes  that  your  services  rendered  the  govern- 
ment are  not  fully  appreciated,  and  will  soon  be  forgotten. 
If  any  such  there  be,  I  want  to  tell  you  that  you  are  mis- 
taken. Never  permit  for  a  moment  such  a  thought  to  enter 
your  mind.  It  will  rob  you  of  the  most  enjoyable  part  of 
your  declining  years.  The  liberal  manner  in  which  the 
government  has  provided  for  its  soldiers  and  the  honor  and 
respect  it  has  shown  them  is  the  marvel  of  the  civilized 
world . 

Its  National  cemeteries,  kept  like  beautiful  flower  gar- 
dens; its  monuments  towering  to  the  skies;  its  soldiers' 
homes  dotted  all  over  the  country;  its  liberal  pension  laws; 
the  political  preferment  awarded  its  soldiers,  all  show  that 
this  government  has,  in  a  very  marked  degree,  remained 
true  and  loyal  to  its  defenders.  And  why?  Because  the 
principle  which  you  fought  to  maintain  was  a  living,  vital 
one.     It  went  to  the  very  life  of  this  nation. 

I  firmly  believe  that  when  all  the  nations  of  the  earth 
shall  have  tasted  the  sweets  of  liberty  and  Christian  civiliz- 
ation— when  history  shall  have  faded  away  and  marble  and 
stone  crumbled  to  dust,  the  principle  for  which  you  fought 
way  back  in  the  days  of  '61-'65  shall  be  reviewed  in  song  and 
story. 

"When  marble  wears  away, 
And  monuments  are  dust, 
The  songs  that  guard  your  soldier's  clay 
Will  still  fulfill  their  trust.'' 

A  Comrade: 

Mr.  President:  If  it  is  not  out  of  order,  I  would  like  to 
say  one  word  now.  Mr.  Kepler  has  spoken  of  things  that  a 
great  many  do  not  understand.  There  are  a  few  here  to- 
night that  do  understand  about  the  history  of  Andersonville, 
and  1  want  to  say  tonight  that  you  may  read  all  the  histories 
that  have  ever  been  printed  in  regard  to  Andersonville;  you 
may  hear  all  that  any  man  can  tell  you;  they  may  read  any- 
thing that  may  be  written,   and  you  cannot  realize  what   the 
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prison  bell  was.  There  are  other  comrades  here  that  were 
there  and  we  know  what  it  was,  but,  as  I  tell  my  children 
sometimes,  the.}'  never  can  realize  what  it  was,  unless  they 
could  see  it,  smell  and  taste  it;  that  is  the  only  way  they 
could  realize  what  Andersonville  was.  (Applause  and  laugh- 
ter.) 

President  Rood: 

I  want  to  congratulate  this  immense  audience  on  the  ad- 
mirable order  which  they  have  maintained.  I  am  greatly 
pleased,  the  Brigade  is  pleased,  and  everybody  is  pleased. 
I  have  never  seen  it  excelled  at  any  Brigade  reunion  we  ever 
had.  Now,  just  continue  that.  This  program,  which  has 
been  full  of  strong  and  vigorous  things  is  about  to  change 
and  take  a  lighter  vein.  More  of  what  we  would  call  enter- 
tainment; so  far  it  has  been  instructive  and  soul-lifting. 
Now,  we  will  give  you  something  lighter.  I  am  groing  to  in- 
troduce to  you  in  a  moment  a  gentleman  whom  I  have  intro- 
duced so  many  tunes  and  at  so  many  places  that  I  am  utterly 
unable  to  find  a  new  speech  to  make  for  him;  but  there  are 
so  many  here  who  have  never  seen  him;  so  many  here  who 
have  never  heard  him,  that  I  am  going  to  take  the  liberty  of 
saying  some  things  that  I  have  heretofore  said.  The  boys 
who  know  it  by  heart,  will  simply  smile  and  keep  still,  and 
those  who  don't  know  it  will  thereby  catch  some  idea  of  the 
man  I  am  about  to  present. 

Early  in  September,  1861,  in  the  town  in  which  I  live, 
was  buried  the  first  Union  soldier  to  die  and  be  buried  in 
that  county.  At  the  head  of  a  little  squad  of  Company  K  of 
the  1st  Iowa  there  came  in  command  of  them  the  first  ser- 
geant, sturdy,  vigorous,  not  very  tall,  to  pay  the  last  res- 
pects of  a  comrade  who  had  been  wounded  at  AVilson's  Creek 
and  died  of  fever  a  few  days  after  his  return  home.  That 
man  who  was  then  a  sergeant  and  carried,  as  he  often  tells 
us,  one  of  theheaviest  muskets  that  was  ever  manufacture  .. 
rose  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general  and  he  has  since  de- 
veloped into  one  of  the  best  entertainers  in  the  land.  I  take 
pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Gen.  J.  H.  Stibbs.   (Applause.) 


\ 
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General  Stibbs  : 

Mr.  President,  Comrades  and  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men: Your  commander  has  told  something-  of  my 
history,  and  I  am  glad  that  he  did  tell  that  part  of  it 
which  relates  to  my  early  military  life  because,  as  I  have  told 
the  members  of  Crocker's  Brigade  times  before,  that  while  I 
was  proud  of  the  commissions  I  held  during  the  war,  and 
had  a  right  to  be  proud  of  them,  because  they  came  to  me 
through  the  votes  of  men  I  had  the  honor  to  command,  I  was 
prouder  still  of  the  fact  that  I  was  one  of  the  first  men  in  the 
state  of  Iowa  who  signed  the  muster  roll  and  went  to  the 
front  carrying  a  musket.  And  you  remember,  boys,  I 
have  always  hesitated  about  telling  you  how  much  that 
musket  weighed.  T  would  like  to  give  you  the  particulars, 
but,  as  I  have  said  before.  I  have  been  called  down  so  fre- 
quently while  relating  my  army  experiences,  that  I  some- 
times doubt  the  correctness  of  my  own  statements.  (Ap- 
plause and  laughter.)  I  am  not  going-  to  attempt  to  tell  how 
heavy  that  musket  was,  but  I  carried  it  so  long  and  I  carried 
it  so  far  that  I  came  to  have  the  most  profound  respect  for 
the  man  who  carried  the  guns  in  the  ranks,  and  I  am  going 
now  to  tell  you  who  put  down  the  Rebellion.  (Recites  uThe 
man  who  carried  a  gun.") 

Having  been  called  back  again,  Gen.  Stibbs  spoke  and 
recited  as  follows: 

Now,  1  am  going  to  give  you  a  short  history  of  two  old 
volunteers,  or  rather  a  little  incident  in  their  lives,  and  in 
order  that  you  may  appreciate  it  as  the  story  spins  out,  I  want 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the  27th  of  June.  1S64, 
in  the  assault  at  Little  Kenesaw  Mountain,  the  6th  Missouri 
Infantry,  Union,  of  James  Smith's  Drigade.  of  Morgan  L. 
Smith's  Division,  bore  a  very  prominent  part.  At  the  same 
time  the  6th  Missouri,  Confederate,  of  Cockrill's  Brigade 
and  French's  Division  were  defending  the  work's,  and  thus 
it  happened  that  two  regiments  of  like  designations  were 
opposed  to  each  other  at  the  battle  of  Little  Kenesaw.  ,  lu- 
cites."* 
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President  Rood: 

Xow,  boys,  we  cannot  g-ive  you  all  Stibbs.  We  have  got 
some  others  here  g*ood  too,  but  we  will  come  back  to  that 
pretty  soon— this  Old  Missoo.  Now,  I  have  got  another  one 
of  those  introductions  to  make  that  I  have  been  making  a 
long"  time.  I  will  try  to  vary  it  a  little,  but  these  friends 
here  want  to  know  who  these  good  people  are.  We  have 
what  we  call  the  "Sweet  Singer  of  the  Brigade,"  a  bright  lit- 
tle woman,  that  every  man  and  woman  and  child  in  the  Bri- 
gade loves.  She  began  to  sing  for  the  15th  Iowa  boys  down 
at  Keokuk  at  the  beginning-  of  the  war,  and  keeps  it  up  for 
Crocker's  Brigade,  and  we  hope  that  she  will  keep  it  up  as 
long  as  we  have  a  reunion.  Mrs.  Cheek  will  sing  for  us  the 
"Swiss  Echo."  (Song  by  Mrs.  Jesse  Cheek,  which  was  en- 
cored.) 

President  Rood: 

We  will  let  you  hear  the  "Sweet  Singer,"  boys,  no  doubt 
after  while. 

On  the  right  of  the  13th  at  Shiloh  in  a  Sibley  tent  on  the 
morning  of  the  6th  of  April,  1862  the  band  boys  were  prepar- 
ing breakfast — perhaps  some  of  them  had  eaten  it — when  Ad- 
jutant Wilson  came  down  in  haste,  saying  that  we  were,  at- 
tacked and  ordered  the  Jong  roll  to  be  beaten.  A  tow-headed, 
slender  boy  stood  in  front  of  the  tent,  his  drum  hung  a-sling 
and  instantly  played  the  first  long  roll  that  called  the  boys 
out  for  battle,  now  lives  at  Marshalltown.  A  daughter  of 
this  drummer  boy  of  Shiloh  recited  for  us  at  Council  Bluffs. 
and  at  each  of  our  Brigade  meetings  we  have  had  a  represen- 
tative of  that  family.  The  little  girl  whom  I  am  going"  to 
present  to  you  in  a  moment,  recited  for  us  at  Marshalltown, 
and  by  request  of  many  friends  she  will  give  us  the  same 
piece  in  the  main,  "What  a  Patriotic  Girl  Knows  About 
War."  I  have  great  pleasure  in  bringing  forward  and  pre- 
senting- to  you  Miss  Nina  Esther  McElroy.  (Applause. 
(Recitation  by  Miss  McElroy.) 

President  Rood: 

We  will   have  a  piece  of  music    now   from   the    Jefferson 
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Choral  Union,  and  they  will  give  you  "Dixie  Land."-  The 
old  form — not  one  of  these  new  f angled  thing's,  but  a  real  old 
fashioned  Dixie. 

The  Choral  Union  responded  by  sinking'  ''Old  Dixie 
Land"  which  was  loudly  applauded,  the  audience  standing 
while  it  was  being:  sung. 


President  Rood: 

Now,  the  next  is  Stibbs.     (Applause). 
G  ex.  Stibbs: 

Eighteen  years  ago  I  attended  the  Reunion  of  Crocker's 
Brigade  at  Cedar  Rapids,  and  that  was  my  first  appearance  in 
public  on  the  stage.  I  never  had  attempted  to  entertain  a 
crowd  before  then;  didn't  know  that  I  knew  how,  but  Eel- 
knap  was  there  and  he  insisted  on  my  taking  a  seat  on  the 
stage,  then  the  crowd  called  for  me.  I  had  only  one  piece 
and  could  not  respond  for  an  encore,  and  I  recited  for  the 
first  time  "Old  Barbara  Fritchie".  I  have  recited  it  about 
two  thousand  times  since,  and  it  seems  I  can  go  to  no  reun- 
ion without  reciting  it.  Some  of  the  old  comrades  here  on 
the  stage  thiuk  it  grows  better  as  it  grows  older;  so  1  am 
going  to  get  it  out  of  the  way  and  make  room  for  something 
better.     (Laughter  and  applause). 

Gen.  Stibbs,  having  recited  ''Old  Barbara  Fritchie"  was 

recalled,  and  responded  as  follows: 

The  recent  appointment  of  Mr.  John  Hay  as  ambassa- 
dor to  England,  and  later  as  secretary  of  state,  has  created  a 
new  interest  in  his  new  poems  known  as  the  "Pike  County 
Ballads."  1  will  give  you  a  couple  of  those.  By  the  way,  I 
am  told  that  Capt.  Hay  is  not  proud  of  them,  lie  speaks 
o f  t h e m  as  t h e  e if  u s ions  of  h i s  c a r lier  d a y s ;  y e t ,  in  m y  j  1 1 d g- 
ment,  when  the  time  comes  when  his  more  mature  writi 
have  been  forgotten,  those  old  ballads  will  still  live,  becaus' 
there  is  a  sentiment  running  through  all  of  them  that  is 
worth  remembering. 
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1  will  give  you  first  "The  Story  of  Little  Breeches." 
How  an  old  farmer  found  comfort  in  prayer  and  it  was 
something  that  he  didn't  know  much  about,  either. 

Gen.  Stibbs  having1  been  again  recalled,  recited  "Banty 
Tim." 

President  Rood: 

We  have  discovered  another  bonanza  at  this  reunion  in 
this  musical  aggregation  here  at  Jefferson,  and  I  feel  like 
stretching  the  program  a  little  on  that  account,  and  we  will 
have  for  the  last  of  this  evening  Camp  Fire  the  Song  of  the 
Flag.  After  that  the  bugle  will  blow  ''Tattoo,  Taps''  an.d 
the  dag  will  come  down,  and  we  will  stand  adjourned  until 
tomorrow  evening  at  8  o'clock  as  far  as  this  audience  is 
concerned.  Now.  1  want  to  say  a  word  about  this  audience. 
This  is  the  first  time  the  Brigade  has  ever  met  in  a  tent  for 
a  Camp  Fire.  We  had  a  tent  in  Des  Moines  for  a  banquet 
but  we  had  the  entertainment  on  the  outside.  I  came  upon 
this  platform  tonight  with  a  little  anxiety  because  of  the  im- 
mense audience  and  the  difficulty,  as  I  feared,  of  keeping 
order,  and  I  want  to  say,  now,  that  at  no  Camp  Fire,  at  no 
place  that  I  have  ever  presided  have  we  had  such  perfect  or- 
der as  we  have  had  tonight.  It  has  been  perfectly  delightful 
and  I  want  to  thank  you  people  for  it. 

Now  we  will  have  the  Song  of  the  Flag. 

Ladies  and  gentleman:  We  thank  you  for  your  kind  at- 
tendance and  cordially  invite  you  to  come  again.

Comrade  B.  R.  Sherman: 

Mr.  President:     It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  testify  to   tl 
sincerity  of  our  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  the  labors  of  our 
officers.     We,  of  this  Brigade   have  been  blessed  within  the 
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last  two  years  especially,  in  that  every  officer  of  our  Associa- 
tion has  done  his  whole  duty,  his  full  duty,  and  with  a  view 
of  showing-  the  appreciation  and  sense  of  the  courtesies  that 
arc  due  to  members,  I  move,  comrades,  that  by  a  rising-  vote 
we  show  our  appreciation  of  the  labors  of  each  and  every  one 
of  the.  retiring-  officers  by  three  cheers.  (All  raised 
and  gave  three  rousing  cheers  with  a  "whoop'er  up.") 

Pkesident  Rood: 

Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brig-ade:  This  renewed  evi- 
dence of  your  confidence  in  the  officers  of  this  Association 
has  touched  our  hearts -very  deeply.  For  myself  and  for 
them  I  can  assure  you  that  our  labors  have  been  labors  of 
love.  If  it  shall  come  to  a  man  in  this  life  that  he  can  do 
anything-  greater,  more  honored  and  that  will  give  him  more 
satisfaction  than  to  revive,  in  some  small  measure,  the  hap- 
piness, the  associations,  the  love  and  affections  of  old  sol- 
diers, he  certainly  can  seek  for  nothing"  higher  or  better. 
(Applause.) 

It  is  an  evidence  of  that  steadfast  loyalty  and  devotion 
which  has  marked  the  Brigade  from  the  time  it  came  to- 
gether on  April  27th,  1862,  to  the  present  hour.  It  is  no  new 
sentiment.  It  is  the  sentiment  that  you  have  cherished  to- 
ward  the  men  who  have  been  elected,  who,  by  lot,  have  led. 
you  from  that  day  until  this.  We  are  nothing  but  the  in- 
strument in  your  hands.  A  distinguished  railroad  man  said 
to  me  at  Marshalltown,  "How  is  it  that  you  manage  this  Bri- 
gade so  well?  They  always  are  ready  to  march  at  a  mo- 
ment and  the  laggards  are  left."  I  said  to  him,  ''My  dear 
Col.  Martin,  now  as  to  the  management  of  the  Crocker  Bri- 
gade. They  know  their  duty  and  they  do  it."  We  have 
had  that  evidenee  all  along-  through  these  years,  and  person- 
ally, I  profoundly  thank'  you.  No  political  honor  that  can 
come  to  any  man  will  compare  with  this.  It  is  not  likely  that 
I  shall  ever  seek  political  honor  of  any  kind  or  character,  and 
when  the  close  of  life  shall  come  and  I  pass  down  to  the  Sil- 
ent Chamber,  the  highest  and  the  greatest  and  the  best  hon- 
or that  will  have  come  to  me  has  been  the  Presidency  of  the 
Crocker  Brigade.     (Applause.) 
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Comrade  Jesse  Cheek  : 

Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brigade:  I  move  you  now  that 
we  rise  to  our  feet  aud  ag-ain  give  three  cheers  to  our  incom- 
ing- Commander;  the  one  who  has  stood  by  us  steadfastly  as 
oar  Commander,  and  by  his  assurance,  promises  to  stand  by 
us  for  the  next  two  years.  Let  us  give  him  three  cheers. 
(Three  cheers  were  given  with  great  energy.) 

President  Rood  : 

Now,  you  have  elected  for  the  ensuing-  two  years  two 
new  officers  of  this  Association,  Comrades  Bushnell  of  Coun- 
cil Bluffs  and  C.  W.  Kepler  of  Mount  Vernon.  I  will  ask 
those  comrades  to  come  to  the  platform  that  I  may  present 
them,  and  that  they  may  make  some  acknowledgment  of  the 
honor  you  have  conferred  upon  them. 

(Comrades  Bushnell  and  Kepler  came  forward  to  the 
platform.) 

Now,  boys,  make  them  say  a  few  words.  (Calls  for 
Comrade  Kepler.) 

Comrade  Kepler: 

Comrades,  I  thank  you  for  this  honor.  Fully  conscious 
of  the  laborious  work  that  will  be  required  of  me,  notwith- 
standing that  fact,  I  accept  the  honor  gladly,  and  I  beg  to  as- 
sure you  that  I  shall  do  all  in  my  power,  in  season  and  out  of 
season,  to  advance  the  interests  of  this  Brigade,  whom, 
everyone  of  you,  I  love.  I  accept  of  it  for  this  reason:  We 
are  all  nearing  the  sunset  of  life;  we  are  nearing  the  foot  of 
life's  western  hill.  Many  of  yon,  comrades,  will  never  live 
to  see  another  reunion;  many  of  you  can  almost  hear  the 
paddle  of  the  Boatman's  oar;  many  of  you  have  had  a  hard 
fight  in  the  battle  of  life,  and  sorrow  has  come  to  your  homes, 
but  when  1  think,  comrades,  that  I  can,  in  a  humble  capacity, 
represent  you  as  one  of  your  officers,  looking  back' on  t lie 
proud  record  that  you  have,  I  can  only  say  to  you,  com- 
rades, this:  That  I  trust  and  pray  that  a  bright  future  may 
await  you  all;  and  I  am  so  glad,  comrades,  that  you  have  ail 
manifested  a  spirit  in  this  most    glorious   reunion.     It  seems 
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to  me  you  arc  forgetting-  your  aches  and  pains  and  the  busy 
cares  and  sorrows  of  life,  and  are  again  touching-  the  elbows 
of  the  boys  that  slept  in  the  same  trenches,  charged  the 
same  fortifications  and  suffered  in  the  same  prison  pens 
away  back  in  the  days  of  1S61-65.  Who  would  not  esteem  it 
a  great  honor  to  hold  an  office  in  an  organization  like  this? 
(Applause.)     I  thank  you. 

Comrade  Bushnell  being-  called  for  spoke  as  follows: 

Comrades:  I  am  not  a  speech-maker.  I  thank  you  very 
much  for  the  honor  that  you  have  bestowed  upon  me  and  I 
will  endeavor  to  fill  the  position  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
Thanking  you  again  for  the  honor  conferred  I  will  say  no 
more. 

President  Rood: 

Comrades:  In  regard  to  the  two  retiring  officers  I  said 
yesterday  something-  of  what  I  thought  of  them,  and  of  our 
very  pleasant  personal  relations,  and  the  faithfulness  with 
which  they  have  done  their  work,  and  I  do  not  feel  that  I 
ought  to  repeat  that,  thought  it  might  well  be  repeated,  and 
could  not  well  be  exaggerated;  but  I  want  to  assure  you  that 
the  committee  on  officers  believe,  a  belief  in  which  I  heartily 
join,  that  worthy  successors  have  been  found  to  these  most 
worthy  Comrades,  and  before  we  finally  part  with  them  I 
want  you  to  call  them  to  the  front  and  testify  to  them  again 
by  making  them  say  a  few  parting  words,  how  much  you  ap- 
preciate their  long  and  faithful  service. 

Captain  Fracker  being  called  for,  spoke  as  follows: 

Comrades:  1  did  not  hear  the  remarks  of  the  president. 
I  was  congratulating  ray  successor  and  telling-  him  I  was 
ready  and  willing-  to  assist  him  all  in  my  power,  and  I  do  not 
know  what  you  did.  Was  it  a  call  for  some  remarks  from 
me? 

Prksiden  j  Rood: 
Yes,  sir.

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Capt.  Fracker: 

Comrades:  I  do  not  know  what  to  say.  I  have  served 
you  since  the  Council  Bluffs  meeting-,  as  your  Recording 
Secretary.  I  know  I  have  made  many  mistakes,  and  I  know 
I  have  failed  iu  many  respects.  I  have,  however,  tried  to  do 
my  duty  and  have  tried  to  fulfill  the  obligations  of  the  office  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  and  it  seems  to  have  gratified  you  and 
that  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  and  a  great  gratification.  1  do 
not  know  anything  on  this  earth  that  could  give  me  greater 
pleasure  than  this  warm  acknowledgement  and  return  of 
thanks  to  me  from  you  all  this  day.  I  regret — I  am  frank  to 
say  I  regret — that  I  have  surrendered  this  office.  I  have 
loved  it;  I  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  pains,  as  you  know, 
from  the  statistical  portion  of  the  proceedings  as  published, 
and  that  is  the  kind  of  work  I  like.  1  have  surrendered  this 
office,  understand  me,  not  from  any  grievance  with  any 
member  or  officer  of  the  association,  whatsoever.  I  have  sur- 
rendered the  office  because  of  advancing  years  and  added 
duties  in  the  avocation  from  which  I  gain  my  livelihood.  In- 
firmities are  begining  to  creep  upon  me  and  I  feel  I  cannot 
do  justice  to  the  office  any  longer.  I  feel  that  someone  else 
should  come  in — some  younger  man.  I  thank  you  very 
much  for  your  expression  today.     (Applause.) 

Capt.  Hayes  being  called  for,  spoke  as  follows: 

Comrades:  For  your  kindly  greeting  I  thank  you.  In 
stronger  manhood  it  has  been  my  delight  to  serve  you.  Now, 
touched  by  time,  it  is  pleasant  to  be  relieved.  We  all  seem 
to  lack  the  staying  qualities  of  the  ancient  Patriarch  of  whom 
it  is  written,  "and  Moses  was  120  years  old  when  he  died. 
His  eye  was  not  dim  nor  his  natural  forces  abated."  What 
a  pity  that,  departing,  he  failed  to  leave  behind  a  formula  of 
his  elixir  of  life.  With  it  we  might  defy  Old  Father  Time 
and  be  boys  again,  and  not  "quitters"  at  the  age  of  60,  la- 
menting our  infirmities.  But,  though  physically  worn, 
thank  heaven,  we  are  still  in  evidence.     <  Applause.  ) 

When  we  recall  the  thrilling  events  of  youth  to  cherish 
the  memory  of  companions   gone,  and,  perchance,  inspire  a 
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patriotic  devotion  in    the   generations   which    are   to    follow. 

The  lingering  remnant  of  the  once  imperial  command, 
we  share  its  honor  and  history  and  hold  each  other  dear. 
We  bear  within  us,  each  for  each,  a  fond  affection  kindled 
amid  war's  dread  alarm,  and  growing  on  through  peaceful 
years,  forever  in  our  hearts  to  burn  while  time  for  us  en- 
dures.    (Applause.) 

President  Rood  : 

There  are  several  minor  business  matters  but  we  came 
over  early  and  we  have  plenty'  of  time,  and  I  am  going"  to  break 
in  here  with  one  of  those  little  thing's  that  I  think  you  will 
like:  Mrs.  Cheek  has  consented  to  sing  to  us  this  morning 
a  medley.  I  think,  after  all  of  these  things  which  have 
touched  our  hearts  so  deeply,  we  want  something-  to  give  us 
a  little  cheer  and  turn  the  currents  of  our  thoughts.  Com- 
rades, I  present  to  you  Mrs.  Cheek. 

Mrs.  Cheek  : 

I  did  not  come  here  this  morning  to  sing  at  all  but  when- 
ever Col.  Rood  and  this  Brigade  say  for  me  to  go,  1  go.  I 
will  sing- a  little  medley  which  will  make  you  think  of  some- 
thing else.     (Applause.) 

President  Rood: 

I  only  wish  I  had  something  nice  to  say  for  that  little 
woman,  but  I  don't. 

Now,  we  are  going  to  have  just  one  other  little  inter- 
ruption. Well,  it  is  not  a  little  interruption;  this  is  it  (Point- 
ing to  Gen.  Stibbs.)  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Then  we 
will  take  up  our  business. 

Gen.  Stibbs: 

Comrades:  We  Grand  Army  people  believe  that  we 
represent  the  highest  type  of  true  Democracy  to  be  found  in 
this  country.  We  believe  in  a  government  of  the  people,  and 
by  the  people  and  for  the  people,  and  we  are  many  times 
amused  by  the  antics  of  sir  young  scions   of  royalty   abroad, 
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who  claim  to  rule  by  divine  right.  Those  of  you  who  have 
kept  close  track  of  the  Old  World's  news  of  late  must  have  I 
noticed  that  it  seems  to  indicate  that  the  young"  Emperor  of  ] 
Germany  had  entered  into  a  partnership  with  the  Al-  j 
mighty  for  the  purpose  of  governing  the  affairs  of  his  own  •> 
and  adjacent  king-doms.     (Laughter.) 

And  his  conduct  of   late,  as  the  senior    member   of   the    i 

J 
firm,  has  made  him.  quite  conspicuous.     (Laughter.) 

Not  long  ago  he  reviewed  one  of  his  great  armies,  and  at  i 
the  close  oi  the  review  the  officers  tendered  him  a  banquet  at 
which  he  addressed  them  in  rhyme;  and  it  so  happened  that  \ 
an  enterprising  young  reporter  was  present  in  the  guise  of 
a  servant  and  took"  down  his  speech  in  shorthand,  and  thus 
it  happens  that,  I  am  enabled  to  give  it  to  you  verbatim. 
(Reciting.)     Gen.  Stibbs,  being  recalled,  spoke  as  follows: 

Two  years  ago  I  conducted  an  excursion  down  to  the 
battle  fields  of  the  South;  to  Chattanooga,  Atlanta  and  around 
and  while  there  we  met  and  conversed  with  a  good  many  of 
the  old  Confederates,  and,  as  a  rule,  we  found  that  they  were 
disposed  to  associate  with  us  on  the  best  of  terms.  They 
felt  that  it  was  a  good  thing  that  the  war  had  ended  as  it 
had,  and  that  we  were  the  conquerers,  but  we  occasionally 
met  an  old  "Gray back"  who  had  not  been  converted  yet,  and 
one  of  these  cases  particularly  I  remember,  down  between 
Chattanooga  and  xYtlanta.  "We  met  an  old  man  who  had  been 
in  the  service  and  one  of  the  party  said  to  him  that  lie  sup- 
posed he  was  like  the  others,  very  glad  that  the  war  had 
terminated  as  it  did.     No,  he  said  he  was  not.     He    was  not 

by  a  d d  sight.     He  said  if  lie    had    his  way  about   it   the 

war  would  be  going  on  yet,  arid  he  finally  said  that  he  had 
composed  a  song"  expressive  of  his  feelings  on  the  subject 
which  he  had  entitled  "The  Unrepentant  Rebel,"  and  sang  it 
for  us.  I  have  been  trying"  to  get  the  tune  and  sing  it  my- 
self but  I  cannot  promise  you  much  in  the  way  of  music. 
Still  I  think  I  can  sing  it  pretty  near  as  well  as  he  did.  His 
voice  was  gone  too,  like  mine.  Now,  if  1  can  get  it  hoisted 
right  I  will  sing  it  for  you.      U  runs  like  this:     (Singing.) 
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Just  at  this  time  Gov.  Shaw  came  into  the  hall  and  was 
loudly  cheered. 

President  Rood: 

This  last  interruption  we  were  not  looking-  for,  but  it  is 
most  welcome.  Now,  before  I  go  on  with  the  introduction  of 
Gov.  Shaw,  I  want  to  say  this,  that  I  am  only  going  to  simply 
present  the  Governor  of  the  great  state  of  Iowa  to  you  this 
morning.  Tonight  he  is  going  to  talk  to  us,  and  I  shall  sim- 
ply present  him  now  that  3-011  may  see  him  and  get  acquaint- 
ed with  him.  Comrades  of  Crocker  Brigade:  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  new  and  great  war  govern- 
or of  Iowa,  Gov.  Shaw.     (Long,  continued  applause.) 

Governor  Shaw: 

Mr.  President:  This  is  the  first  time  I  was  ever  intro- 
duced to  Crocker's  Brigade.  When  I  was  a  boy  up  in  the 
Green  Mountains,  and  until  I  came  west,  I  reached  the  con- 
clusion that  the  Vermont  troops  had  put  down  the  Rebellion. 
We  had  the  opinion  there,  and  it  was  currently  understood, 
I  think,  that  the  Green  Mountain  boys,  reared  as  they  were, 
in  the  vigorous  winter  and  on  the  upland  farms,  and  with 
now  and  then  a  little  blue  blood  in  their  veins,  were,  the  best 
troops  in  the  world,  and  I  didn't  have  any  doubt,  when 
a  boy,  that  the  Vermont  troops  were  the  best  troops. 
I  was  not  satisfied  with  the  thought  that  they  were 
as  good  as  any,  but  it  was  understood,  and  knew,  in  fact, 
that  they  were  the  best  there  were.  But  I  was  not  very 
long  on  this  side  of  the  Mississippi  river  until  I  learned  that 
it  was  not  the  Vermont  troops,  but  Crocker's  Brigade. 
(Laughter  and  applause).  And  so,  I  have  fallen  in  quite 
naturally  with  my  environments  and  I  am  very  glad  to  meet 
you.  I  was  sorry  I  was  unable  to  be  with  you  last  evening. 
This  shows  how  one  misfortune  and  disappointment  will 
lead  to  another.  I  had  planned  to  be  in  Omaha  night  before 
last  and  my  train  was  late.  Missing  that  I  stayed  last  even- 
ing and  missed  this,  and  now  I  am  booked  for  Clarion  to- 
morrow and  there  is  but  one  way  to  get  there  in  season,  and 
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that  is  to  g*o  from  Grand  Junction  north  at  6:55.  I  am  at 
your  service  until  then.  I  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of 
looking"  you  in  the  face. 

Three  cheers  were  proposed  and  given  with   vehemence 
for  the  war  governor. 

President  Rood: 

I  was  so  profoundly  astonished  and  sorry  to  hear  the 
Governor's  announcement  that  he  had  to  go  away  that  for 
the  moment  I  did  not  know  what  to  do,  but  I  believe  that  I 
see  a  way  out  of  the  dilemma.  I  hope,  so,  and  that  we  can 
still  have  him  with  us  tonight  and  by  the  use  of  a  gx>od  fast 
team  and  carriage  overcome  the  railway  difficulties.  That 
is  not  certain,  and  yet  it  is  hoped  that  that  can  be  brought 
about.  I  had  prepared  in  my  own  mind  what  I  thought  was 
a  most  beautiful  introduction  for  the  Governor. 

Governor: 

I  hope  I  can  stay. 

President  Rood: 

And  I  have  known  him  ever  since  1S74,  and  I  thought  I 
could  tell  you  more  about  him  than  most  anybody  else,  and 
was  expecting  to  have  the  chance.  However,  we  will  go  on 
witii  these  business  matters  and  see  if  the  abundant  wisdom 
of  this  association  won't  bring  about  some  result. 

The  next  item  of  business  is  the  reception  this  after- 
noon at  the  Head  House  by  the  ladies  of  the  Brigade,  and  I 
want  to  say  to  the  ladies  of  the  Brigade  who  are  present  that 
we  want  them  to  be  prepared,  have  their  very  best  clothes 
on  and  sweetest  smiles  and  prettiest  tilings  to  sav  and  be 
already  in  line  there  sharp  at  4  o'clock,  and  it  would  not  be 
of  any  harm  to  be  ready  at  a  quarter  of  4,  because  the 
Crocker  Brigade  is  prompt.  We  hope  a  goodly  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Jefferson  and  their  wives  will  come  in  for  an 
hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half.  There  will  Is-  a  general  hand- 
shaking" and  a  greeting-  between  the  comrade-,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  this  county  and  the  ladies   of   the    Brigade.      On   ac* 
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count  of  the  delayed  train  bringing-  Gov.  Shaw  we  postponed 
the  parade  this  morning-  until  this  afternoon. 

Now,  I  want  to  repeat  what  I  said  yesterday  morning-. 
I  hope  and  believe  that  every  member  of  this  Brigade  when 
the  band  begins  to  play  in  front  of  the  hotel  at  a  quarter  past 
one  this  afternoon,  will  fall  in  line  for  that  parade.  The 
march  will  be  short.  We  will  stop  on  the  east  side  of  the 
square  here  and  the  school  children  will  then  present  you 
a  souvenir  of  this  meeting-,  and  then  march  on  around, 
going-  a  little  into  the  west  part  of  town  and  back  again  and 
direct  to  your  regimental  reunions,  and  when  the  line  forms 
which  will  be  at  1 :15,  and  when  the  bugle  calls,  I  hope  every 
sing-le  man  of  Crocker  Brigade  will  g"et  in  the  line  on  that 
street.  Carriages  and  carry-alls  have  been  provided  for  all 
those  who  cannot  walk. 

After  your  reg-i mental  reunions  this  afternoon  the  Sec- 
retary of  each  regimental  association  is  earnestly  requested 
to  bring-  to  Capt.  Fracker  the  records  of  that  meeting-  and 
the  officers  of  the  association  so  that  he  can  have  them  early 
and  get  them  into  his  record  promptly  and  soon.  I  hope, 
too,  that  every  man  here  will  go  into  his  regimental  reunion 
and  make  the  most  of  it.  You  will  have  plenty  of  time  this 
afternoon  to  have  a  delightful  time.  Do  not  fail  to  go  to  the 
regimental  reunion. 

Has  any  item  of  interest  or  information  of  any  charactcr 
been  omitted?  If  so,  I  hope  some  officer  or  comrade  of  the 
association  will  sug-gest  it. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  time  and  place  fix  the  date  for  our  meeting'.  Now,  it  is 
possible,  comrades,  that  something  might  occur,  some  great 
meeting  or  some  great  event  about  that  time,  that  would 
make  it  necessary  to  change  the  date,  and  I  am  going-  to  ask 
you  to  conform  to  what  has  been  the  practice  in  recent  years, 
to  permit  theofficers  to  fix  that  date  in  the  latter  part  of  Sej  - 
tember,  so  that  it  will  be  the  most  harmonious  with  other 
events  that  may  be  happening"  at   that  time.     Will  some  com- 
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rade  move  that  the  officers  be  allowed  to  fix  the  date  as  sug- 
gested? 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  officers  are  allowed, 
if  in  their  judgment  it  is  best,  to  fix  the  date  in  September 
for  our  Biennial  Reunion  in  1900. 

Motion  carried,  and  the  officers  are  so  instructed. 

Capt.  Higley: 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Officers  in  making 
their  selections  of  officers,  forgot  all  about  the  Vice  Pres- 
idents. 

A  Comrade: 

Mr.  President:  I  will  suggest  that  heretofore  the  Reg- 
imental Associations  have  taken  that  business  up  and  se- 
lected one  from  each  regiment  and  then  reported  to  the 
meeting. 

C  OMRADE  McArTHUR  : 

Mr.  President:  1  would  move  that  the  same  action  be 
taken  as  heretofore  has  been  taken  in  reference  to  the  Vice 
Presidents. 

Capt.  Higley: 

I  don't  think  it  has  been  the  custom  in  the  past.  I  think 
we  have  always  selected  them  by  committee  and  elected 
them. 

Capt.  Fracker: 

Mr.  President:  If  motions  are  in  order,  let  me  make  a 
motion.  I  move  that  the  matter  of  Vice.  Presidents  be  re- 
ferred back  to  the  committee  to  report  the  officers  to  Com- 
mander Rood  sometime  during  the  day,  and  that  that  be  the 
sense  of  this  meeting. 

Motion  seconded. 

President  Rood: 

I  think  that  is  the  best  solution  of  the  matter,  that  that 
portion  of  the  report  be  referred  back  to  that  committee  and 
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that  they  notify  the  presiding-  officer  sometime  during-  the 
day  of  that  selection.  If  that  is  your  wish,  it  will  be  so 
understood  without  formal  putting-  of  the  motion. 

Has  an}-  other  matter  been  omitted? 

We  will  form  at  the  same  place  tonight  for  the  meeting 
in  the  tent  that  we  did  last  night,  and  all  the  arrangements 
of  going-  to  and  entering  the  tent  will  be  the  same,  except 
that  we  will  have  the  drum  corps  band  instead  of  the  very 
delightful  band  from  Newton,  which  has  been  our  leaders 
heretofore;  otherwise  the  arrangements  will  be  just  the 
same. 

If  there  is  no  other  business,  this  Brigade  stands  ad- 
journed   until  we  meet  for  the  parade  this  afternoon  at  1:15.

Be  with  us  and  direct  us  in  the  exercises  of 
this  hour  and  may  it  all  in  some  way  redound  to  Th}"  glory 
and  our  proht,  we  ask  for  the  Redeemer's  sake.     Amen. 

President  Rood: 

The  first  thing-  on  the  program  will  be  a  solo  by  Mrs.  E. 
E.  Gallup,  of  this  city. 

Mrs.  Gallup  sang  solo  entitled  "When  I  am  big  I'll  be  a 
soldier." 

President  Rood: 

I  introduced  to  you  last  night  a  distinguished  gentleman 
soldier  from  Chicago,'  who  was  the  Colonel  of  the  12th 
Iowa  and  breveted  a  Brig-adier  General  for  gallant  and 
efficient  services  during  the  war.  I  am  going  now  to  open 
the  speaking  part  of  this  entertainment  by  presenting  him 
to  you  again.     Gen.  Stibbs. 

Gen.  Stibbs: 

Comrades:  At  our  meeting  at  Council  Bluffs  we  had 
with  us  Miss  Lou  McElroy  who  gave  us  a  story.  Your 
President,  Col.  Rood,  has  requested  that  I  recite  that  for 
you  tonight.  This  is  the  story  of  an  old  one-legged  soldier 
who  was  picked  up  on  the  street  by  the  police,  drunk,  taken 
to  the  station  house,  where  he  was  kept  over  night  to  sober 
up  and  in  the  morning  was  brought  before  the  judge  to 
plead  to  the  charge  of  drunkenness  and  vagrancy.  He  had 
no  defense  to  oiler  and  could  only  throw  himself  upon  the 
mercy  of  the  court  and  he  said:     (Reciting.) 
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Being-  recalled,  Gen.  Stibbs  proceeded  as  follows: 

When  the  war  broke  out  in  1861,  there  was  an  old  man  \ 
living  down  in  Indiana  near  the  Ohio  line  who  was  full  of 
pluck  and  patriotism,  and  who  would  have  been  glad  to  have 
entered  the  service  and  helped  to  defend  the  flag  if  he  had 
been  permitted,  but  his  years  and  infirmities  were  a  bar  to 
his  entering  the  service  of  his  country,  so,  when  the  first 
company  of  the  town  was  organized  he  brought  his  young 
son,  Jim,  with  him  and  had  him  enlist.  Now  Jim  was  a 
good,  careless  boy  who  had  been  worth  nothing  on  the  farm, 
but  the  old  man  loved  him  and- believed  him  capable  and  if  | 
he  was  given  a  chance  he  would  make  a  mark,  and  this  story 
was  told  of  Jim  after  lie  served  in  the  three  months'  service. 
(Recited  "Good  Bye  Jim,  Take  Care  of  Yourself."; 

President  Rood: 

i 

Iii  the  15th  Iowa  there  was  an   officer  that,    during  the    1 
period  of  his  service,  always  commanded   the  entire   respect   j 
of   his   Company   and    Regiment,   and   during  the  years    of    ! 
his  life  as  a  citizen  has  retained  not  only  the  respect  of  those    i 
who  served   with    him,    but  has  had    the    respect    of   all   his 
friends  and  neighbors  in  the  State  where  he  resides,     He  is 
a  most  modest  man,  but  I  have  prevailed  upon  him  to  talk  to 
you  a  few  moments.     I  have  the  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you 
Capt.  J.  B.  Craig,  of  the  15th  Iowa,  brave  as  he  is  modest. 

Capt.  Craig  spoke  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  and  Comrades  of 
c  r  o  c  k  e  r '  s  b r  [q ade : 

This  is  an  unusual  experience  with  me  and  I  am  some- 
what in  the  fix  that  a  member  of  my  company  was  when  down 
at  Coldwater,  in  Mississippi.  Some  of  you  will  remember  an 
occasional  shot  was  heard  in  front  from  the  cannon,  and  every 
few  minutes  a  volley  of  musketry.  We  were  marching  and 
halting,  marching  and  halting,  as  the  front  would  halt,  Iving 
down  at  times,  tired'.  The  Adjutant  of  my  regiment  came 
along  while  we  were  resting.  Pie  thought  he  saw  evidences 
that  some,  of  the  boys  were  frightened.  He  began  to  talk  to 
them,  saving,  "Boys,  cheer  up,  cheer  up,  keep  brave  spirits 
in  you;  don't  believe  there  will  be  any   light,  but  if   there  is 
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we  will  do  our  duty  any  way."  There  was  a  boy  in  my  com- 
pany,— and  by  the  way  we  wTere  in  sight  of  perhaps  ten 
thousand  soldiers  with  their  guns  up  and  down  the  lines 
over  the  hills — he  raised  up  and  says,  "Adjutant,  you  are  the 
bluest  fool  I  ever  saw.  Do  you  suppose  anybody  would  be 
afraid  with  all  this  crowd  of  men  along-?"  Now,  I  am  not  ex- 
act! v  in  the  fix  that  boy  was,  because  I  am  scared.  (Ap- 
plause and  laughter.) 

I  haven't  any  speech,  friends  and  comrades,  but  I  would 
like  to  say  just  a  few  words  if  1  can  to  help  bring  about  a 
successful  reunion  again  in  1900.  One  reason  for  this  is, 
when  the  place  was  announced  to-day,  I  heard  a  comrade 
say,  "Well,  if  it  goes  there,  I  will  not  go."  Now,  comrades, 
that  is  not  the  proper  spirit.  Let  us  go  wherever  this  re- 
union is  placed;  let  us  resolve,  one  and  all,  that  we  will  be 
there.  (Voice:  That's  the  talk!)  1900  will  be  what  might 
be  called  the  peak  between  the  centuries, — the  19th  and 
20th.  It  will  be  a  year  of  reminiscences.  You  know  when 
people  climb  the  mountains  the  first  instinct,  when  they 
reach  the  top,  is  to  look  back;  look  back  over  the  route  they 
have  traveled.  In  1900  how7  much  there  will  be  of  looking 
back  over  the  events  of  the  grandest  century  of  the  ages, 
and  the  grandest  event  of  that,  century  this  Brigade  had  a 
large  part  in.  Also,  after  looking  backward  we  will  be  peer- 
ing into  the  future,  wondering,  surmising"  what  will  come  to 
us  from  the  20th, — in  the  20th.  All  these  things,  it  seems 
to  me,  will  contribute  to  make  up  the  fact  that  that  Reunion 
in  1900  will  perhaps  be  the  grandest,  the  largest  and  the 
best  the  Brigade  has  ever  enjoyed.  Comrades,  let  us  re- 
solve that  we  will  all  be  there  and  bring  all  those  who  are 
not  here  today  with  us. 

I  am  tempted  to  tell  another  little  incident  that  occurred 
at  that  same  time,  or  rather  on  that  same  march.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  war,  where  I  lived,  there  was  a  Glee  Club 
composed  mainly  of  young  lady  singers.  They  sang  patriotic 
songs  all  over  the  county  in  which  I  lived  and  in  many  of 
the  neighboring  counties  attending  meetings  for  recruiting. 
There  were  a  number  of  sweet  singers  among  them,  and  on 
that  march,  when  we  were  tired,  very,  very  tired,  laying 
down,  there  was  not  time  even  to  nnsling  knapsacks;  the 
men  were  laying  down  with  knapsacks  on,  resting,  and  one 
of  the  boys  rolled  over  on  his  knapsack  and  said,  uO  Lordy, 
I  wish  Hatty  McCarthy  was  here  to  sing  me  out  of  the  ser- 
vice; she  sung  me  in.      How  I  wish  I  was  out  of  this  scrape." 
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Another  soldier  by  his  side;  the   shortest    man   in    the   regi- 
ment; perhaps    you    know  him— I  would  not  tell  it  about  him 
if  he  were  here — brought  his  gun  to  his  right  shoulder   shift    J 
and  said:      "Jam  here  to  serve  through  the   war;    the    same 
girl  enticed  me,  but  I  am  here  to  serve  for  the  war." 

That  is  all  I  have  to  say,  gentlemen. 

President  Rood: 

The  next  thing-  will  be  music.  "The  Star  Spang-led 
Banner." 

The  singing-  was  highly  applauded. 
President  Rood: 

That  is  right,  comrades.  They  g-ave  us  splendid  mus- 
ic, and  I  want  to  say  that  the  man  that  waved  that  flag-  car- 
ried the  flag;  at  Atlanta  July  22,  1S64,  in  one  of  the  greatest 
battles  ever  fought  on  the  American  continent.     (Applause.) 

A  Voice: 


More  than  that,  he  held  the  flag-  up  and  the  bullet  that 
struck  it  down  struck  his  hand,  and  he  hoisted  the  flag  again 
and  waved  with  his  hand  bleeding.  I  know,  for  I  was  by  the 
side  of  him. 

President  Rood: 

In  introducing-  the  next  speaker,  I  am  going  to  give  a  bit  j 
of  history,  and  it  will  be  history  to  a  great  many  of  the 
Crocker  Brigade  Boys.  In  the  spring'  of  1881,  in  the  town  of 
Sigourney,  in  Keokuk  county,  three  old  veterans  of  the 
Crocker  Brigade:  Capt .  J.  T.  Parker,  Henry  C.  Adams,  j 
David  W.  Shean  were  talking  together  about  the  war,  and 
they  said  why  is  it  that  the  old  brigade  cannot  get  together 
and  have  a  reunion.  They  went  out  and  talked  with  some 
other  boys  upon  the  street  and  had  a  meeting  in  the  office  of 
the  Sheriff  of  that  county,  Henry  C.  Adams,  of  blessed  mem- 
ory, now  gone.  They  sent  out  cards  of  invitation  to  a  few 
of  those  whom  they  thought  would  be  interested  and  would 
come.  I  received  one  of  them,  signed  by  Dudley  Buck,  and 
I  have  that  card  yet,  asking  us  to  meet  at  Muscatine  to  at- 
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tempt  to  form  a  Crocker's  Brigade,  or  a  Brigade  Reunion 
Association.  On  the  9th  of  June,  18S1,  twenty-two  comrades 
of  the  brigade  met  under  the  inspiration  of  what  these  com- 
rades had  done  and  the  result  has  been  the-  series  of  mag- 
nificent reunions  which  you  have  attended  and  which  have 
so  long  been  your  delight  and  pleasure.  I  have  asked  Capt. 
Parker  to  say  something-  to  us  tonight  and  I  now  bring  him 
forward,  and  I  may  say  to  you  that  he  was  one  of  that  kind 
of  officers  who  long-  carried  the  musket,  afterwards  rising 
to  the  command  of  the  Company. 

Ladies  and  gentlemen:   Capt.  Parker. 

Capt.  Parker: 

Commander  Rood,   Comrades,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Most  assuredly  it  has  not  been  for  any  demonstrated 
ability  as  a  speaker  that  I  have  been  called  on  to  take  part  in 
this  Camp  Fire.  That  I  always  have  taken  a  great  interest 
in  this  organization  from  its  first  inception  until  a  more  per- 
fect organization  had  been  formed  and  at  every  meeting 
since  my  presence  and  I  hope  ray  actions  have  fully  demon- 
strated. Had  it  not  been  that  I  remembered  that  the  first 
duty  of  a  soldier  was  to  obey  orders,  I  should  have  refused 
to  have  taken  part  in  this  program  This  is  not  my  busi- 
ness, making  speeches,  but  I  thought,  comrades,  it  was  my 
duty  to  try  to  fill  a  niche  in  this  proceeding-.  What  I  shall 
say  will  have  one  redeeming  quality  at  least:  It  will  be  brief. 
I  take  it  that  we  do  not  come  tog-ether  in  reunion  and  in 
Camp  Fires  for  the  purpose  of  making  history,  only  in  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  meeting  of  the  Brigade.  The  history  of 
today  in  which  our  government  is  taking  part,  the  boys  of 
189$,  with  a  few  of  the  old  veterans  of  '61-'65  to  assist  them, 
are  the  more  active  participants.  And  that  it  is  a 
glorious  page  g_oes  without  saying.  T  take  it  that  we  are 
here  to  enjoy  ourselves  as  well  as  we  can  during  the  short 
time  set  apart  for  these  reunions.  To  tell  the  old  stories, 
sing  the  oid  songs,  and  get  off  the  old  gags.    Boys, — now,  we 

are  all  boys -we  are  here  to  forget   for   a    short   period    the 

aches  ancl  pains  of  our  rheumatic  bones  and  to  believe  as  our 
friends,  the- Christian  Scientists,  teach  us,  that  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  pain;  it  is  only  imagination.  (Laughter).  1 
want  to  ask  you  a  question.  Did  you  ever  see  a  man  who 
had  ever  belonged  to  this  Brigade  that    was    ashamed    of    it? 


N 
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(Voice:  No!  no!).  Nor  you  never  will;  except  it  might  bej 
one  who  was  so  dull  of  comprehension  that  he  failed  to  catch; 
onto  the  intricate  points  of  his  comrades'  more  innocent! 
amusements  and  had  lost  all  his  suttler  tickets,  or  he  was  so; 
constitutionally  tired  that  he  failed  to  gather  in  the  good] 
things  to  be  had  by  the  rustlers  and  was  forced  to  subsist 
on  government  rations,  while  more  energetic  comrades  were; 
feasting  on  the  fat  of  the  land.  (Applause).  1  do  not  ap-j 
prebend  that  there  is  any  of  that  class  with  us  tonight.  Ii 
they  have  managed  to  exist  to  the  present  time,  they  were! 
too  tired  to  come. 

I  see  that  many  of  the  old  boys  have  brought  some  of  the  • 
old  girls  with  them,  and  perhaps  some  of  these  old  girls! 
have  not  yet  learned  that  they  were,  deceived.  It  might  be* 
as  well  for  us  not  to  entirely  forget  ourselves,  or  the  mrstj 
might  be  cleared  from  their  vision  and  we  left  to  grope  inj 
darkness  and  despair  the  balance  of  our  days.  It  is  not  at 
all  likely  that  we  would  be  able  to  fool  another  girl. 

Sitting  in  my  office  sometime  since  musing  over  the    old\ 
matters,   thinking-   of   the  old  stories   we   used   to   tell,    the] 
songs  we  used  to  sing,  it  occurred  to  me  that  these  old  songs', 
might  seem  old  and  worn  out  to  those   who   did  not   partici-j 
pate  in  the  scenes  that  called  them   into   existence.      Jt   also 
occurred  to  me  that  an  explanation  of  why   they   were    sung  j 
and  told  so  much  might  not  be  out  of  order,   and  as  a  part  of  j 
the  explanation,  I  penned  a  few   lines,    which    by   your    per- 
mission I  will    read,   and   for   want  of    a    better   title    I    call 
them  "Old  Chestnuts."      I  have  put  on  my  glasses.      There  ! 
was  a  time,  boys,  when  we  didn't  have  to  hunt  up  glasses  to  j 
take  sight.     (Laughter.)     (Reads.)

When  old  soldiers,  in  camp-fires,  assemble  together 

They  are  apt  to  forget  that  with  them  are  others 

Now  versed  in  the  lore  of  the  cam])  and  the  field,

The  old  chestnuts  we  crack',   to  them,  may  seem  old;

And  the  older  they  get,  the  fresher  they  are, 

To  the  boys  that  were  banded  tog-ether  in  war. 

More  than  two  million  boys  pledged  their  lives  and  their 

all, 
To  sustain  this  a  Nation — and  let  it  not  fall. 
Vast  were  the  numbers  of  friends  that  were  true, 
And  cheered  up  the  boys  that  were  wearing  the   blue. 
There  were  but  few  in  the  North  opposed  to  the  war, 
Old  Glory,  triumphant,  not  the  loss  of  one  star. 
And  as  the  old  boys  in  camp-fire  tonight, 
Fight  over  the  battles  they  fought  for  the  right, 
And  crack  the  old  chestnuts,  you    call  very  stale, 
Remember  we  are  old,  and  telling  the   tale 
We  used  to  relate',  and  to  us  they  are  new, 
We  have  told  them  so  often,  we  think  they  are  true. 
Remember  the  words  you  have  heard  others  say, 
They  have  told  that  so  often,  they  think  it's  the  way. 
Begrudge  not  the  pleasure  we  take,  when  we  meet, 
In  cracking  old  chestnuts,  we  still  think  are  sweet. 
Of  you  who  are  young,  this  favour  we  ask: 
To  remember,  our  time  was  long  in  the  past. 
For  as  you  grow  older,  you  will  refer  to  your  youth, 
And  say,  to  each  other,  "they  were  telling  the  truth." 
For  the  stories  I  heard  when  T  was  but  young, 
And  the  songs  we  then  sung  were  the   best  ever  sung" — 
'Tis  so,  we  remember,  the  songs  and  the  stories,  ■ 
We  told,  and  we  sung,  when  lighting  the  Tories. 
More  than  two  million    strong,  one-half  of  us  gone, 
And  we. that  are  left  are  but  tottering  along. 
But  while  here,  together,  old  chestnuts  we'll  crack, 
That  oft  of  the  long  bow  will  savor  and  smack. 
But  as  said  in  these  lines,  the  older  they  are, 
The  brighter  and  fresher  the  days  of  the  war, 
To  these  gray  bearded  men,  the  boys  of  the  past, 
Still  boys  when  together,  will  be  to  the  last, 
And  when  we  are  gone  and  our  journey  is  o'er, 
Forget  these  old  chestnuts,  you  will  hear  them  no  more. 
In  place  of  old  chestnuts,  perhaps  you  will  hear, 
All  about  what  has  happened  within  the  last  year. 
And  perhaps  you  will  learn,   as  the  boys  will  relate, 
The  things  they  have. done  in  the  year   Ninety-Eight. 
The}'  will  tell  you  that  chestnuts  do  not   bring  to  view, 
The  acts  of  our  army.     Now  everything  is  new. 
Your  Harper's  Ferry  musket,  that  muzzle   loading  gun, 
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That  kicked  you  over  backwards,  would  be  to  us  but  fun. 
Loading-  with  black  powder  would  never  do  for  us, 
The  execution,  not  enough,  for  the  amount  of  fuss. 
We  used  Krag  Jorgenson,  that  kills  beyond  your  sight, 
That  put  the  Mauser  hors  de  combat  and    sooner   ends 

the  iig-ht. 
You  tell  of  the  Monitors  and  your  musketo  fleet, 
They  were  all  right  in  '64  but  not  in  Ninety-Eight. 
The  old  turtle  backs  for  all  they  had  to  do, 
Were  in  advance,  and  then  were  something-  new. 
But  the  battle  ships  in  use  today, 
Would  put  them  all,  where  Spanish  ships  now  lay. 
Farragut  and  Porter,  with  Grant  and  all  their  crew, 
Then  were  fully  up  to  date.

Seven  and  twenty  thousand  yards  is  what  they  now  will 

Six  inches  of  iron,  would  stop  the    balls  of   any  of  your 

g-uns. 
But  double  that  of  hardened  steel  scop  not  our   balls  of 

tons. 
Torpedoes,   mines,   torpedo   boats  with  batteries  on  the 

shore, 
vStopped    not   the  Ships    of    Dewey's  fleet,   they   passed 

them  all  galore. 
The  ordersDeweysignalled  was: — Boys  juststeam  ahead, 
And  follow  on,  you  will  find  me  in  the  lead. 
And  soon  they  saw  the  Spanish  ships  in  fair  Manila  bay, 
Three  times  in  line  we  passed.  They  on  the  bottom  lay. 
Cevera  thought  to  run  his  fleet  beyond  our  blockade  line, 
But    the  jolly  Tars   of  Sampson's  boats   soon   broug-ht 

them  all  to  time. 
Torrell,  at  Santiago,  defied  our  boys  in  blue, 
But  San  Juan  and  ElCana  developed  something-  new. 
They  very  soon  found  out  we  had  our  way  to  go, 
Which  was  forward,  to  the  summit  and   defences  over- 
throw. 
Soon  they  cried  for  quarters.     Surrender  all  they  had. 
And  in  cleaning-  out  the  Spanish,  we  did  not  do  so  bad. 
Porto  Pico  and  Guam  were  very  easily  taken, 
Each  point  we  found  defended  was  very   soon  forsaken. 
Now  in  place  of  your  old  chestnuts    we  something   else 

will  put, 
To  symbolize  our  actions,  why  not  a  Cocoanut? 
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resident  Rood: 


Just  before  coming-  over  here  to.  this  Camp  Fire,  or 
rather  just  before  supper,  I  received  two  telegrams,  which 
I  take  great  pleasure  in  reading-  to  the  members  of  the 
Brigade  and  to  all  who  are  present.  The  first  is  from  Hon. 
Hugh  R.  Belknap,  son  of  our  late  beloved  commander,  and  the 
other  is  from  his  young  and  charming  wife.  They  expected 
to  be  with  us  but  a  severe  illness  of  Mrs.  Belknap  prevented 
their  coming,  which  they  very  greatly  regret.  I  had  very 
much  hoped  to  be  able  to  lead  to  the  front  of  the  platform, 
at  least  to  the  platform,  the  wife  of  the  honored  congressman 
from  Chicago  and  our  esteemed  friend,  but  the  privilege  is 
denied  us.  The  telegram  is  as  follows:  (Col.  Rood  reads 
telegram.) 

President  Rood: 

Following  what  is  well  known  in  our  Brigade  as  the  policy 
of  bringing-  forward  our  own  members  to  the  utmost  extent, 
in  response  to  a  request  by  some,  I  was  pleased  to  put  upon 
the  program  the  daug'hter  of  a  comrade  residing-  at  Wapella, 
Illinois,  Miss  Bertha  Harrington,  who  will  recite  for  us 
"Memories  of  the  Yv'ar." 

Recitation  by  Miss  Harrington  was  excellently  rendered 
and  very  touching  and  was  loudly  applauded. 

President  Rood: 

We  will  now  have  music  by  Simpson's  orchestra. 

The  orchestra  rendered  some  very  fine  music  which 
was  fully  appreciated  by  the  large  audience. 

President  Rood: 

Now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  we  are  going  to  hear  about 
a  war  that  was  a  little  more  ancient  that  1861.  Gen.  Stibbs. 
(Applause.) 

Gen.  Stibbs: 

Of  all  the  tyrants  in  the  history  of  the  world  there  were 
never    any      more     unrelenting    than   the     old     time   Irish 
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sergeant  in  the  regular  army,  and  the  poor  recruit  had  a 
sorry  time  of  it  until  he  reached  the  stage  when  he  would  be 
recognized  by  the  regulars.     (Recites  "Toddee  O'Brien.") 

President  Rood: 

Now  we  are  going  to  have  a  song  from  the  sweet  singer 
of  the  Brigade,  Mrs.  Cheek.     (Applause.) 

Mrs.  Cheek  sang  "The  Echo  Song''  which  as  usual  was 
applauded. 

President  Rood: 

This  Brigade  has  been  honored  by  the  presence  of  some 
of  the  most  distinguished  men  of  the  state,  by  the  great  war 
governor,  who  sent  into  the  service  from  1861-65  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  men  who  made  the  record  for  Iowa  of  valor 
and  devotion.  It  has  furnished  from  its  own  ranks  an 
honored  governor  of  the  state  and  I  shall  have  the  honor  in  a 
moment  to  introduce  to  yon  another  g-entleman  bearing-  that 
distinguished  title.  I  wish  to  say  in  doing  so  that  for  bis 
faithful  services,  his  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  state 
and  the  soldiers  that  have  gone  forth  in  the  contest  which  is 
now  raging,  or  has  been  raging  and  is  now-  so  apparently 
completely  closed  that  he  has  the  full  and  complete  sym- 
pathy of  this  Brigade  and  the  approval  of  his  acts.  I  take 
pleasure,  ladies  and  gentlemen  and  members  of  the  Brigade 
in  introducing  to  you  the  governor  of  Iowa,  Gov.  Shaw. 
(Applause.) 

Gov.  Shaw  spoke  as  follows: 


GOVERNOR  SHAW'S  ADDRESS. 

Members  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  Ladies  and  Gen- 
tlemen: It  was  said  to  me  this  evening  at  supper  time  that 
Crocker's  Brigade  had  been  honored  by  my  presence.  I 
promptly  replied  that  I  felt  honored  in  having  been  invited 
to  meet  with  the  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade.  This  Brigade 
honors  all  those  who  stand  before  it,  every  town  in  which  it 
meets;  has  honored  [owa,  honored'  the  Nation,  and  no  one  at 
this  late  date  can  add  to  the  honor  of  this  Brigade.  When 
invited  to  come  before  you.  in  April  last.  I  did  not  think  that 
matters  military  and  militant  would  so  engross  the  attention 
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of  the  Nation,  much  less  my  own  attention,  that  I  would  be 
unable  to  prepare  myself  to  speak  to  you  entertainingly  of 
matters  military  and  triumphant  as  well  as  historic.  I 
don't  know  how  other  civilians  feel  as  they  look  into  the 
faces  of  men  who  have  actually  borne  hardships;  who  have 
suffered;  who  have  been  in  the  camp,  in  the  trench;  who 
have  seen  the  dead  and  dying-;  who  have  witnessed  all  of 
these,  nor  can  I  tell  how  I  felt  as  I  looked  down  along  the 
line  today  as  we  were  marching-  and  I  thoug-ht  of  the  five 
thousand  other  miles  that  these  men  had  marched,  much  of 
the  time  without  tents,  sleeping-  under  the  stars;  sleeping-  on 
rails,  or  on  the  ground.  We  call  that  hardship.  Did  you  ever 
think'  of  it?  There  is  not  a  man  today — I  almost  said  who 
who  wore  the  blue  or  the  grey,  I  will  certainly  say  there  is 
no  man  to-day  who  wore  the  blue  who  does  not  now  rejoice 
in  every  hardship  through  which  he  passed.  Ain't  that 
right?  (Voices:  That's  right)  You  may  pass  up  and  down 
the  land  and  you  cannot  find  any  monument  erected  to  life's 
pleasures,  nor  to  the  happiness  of  life,  and,  as  you  grow  old 
and  look  back,  we  get  our  chiefest  joys,  out  of  the  griefs 
and  sorrows  and  hardships  and  the  victories.      So  with  you. 

I  am  glad  to  be  with  you.  If  there  be  a  regret  in  my 
life,  certainly  one  of  which  it  is  proper  to  speak  tonight,  it  is 
the  fact  that  I  have  not  the  privilege  of  wearing  the  little 
bronze  button;  but  I  can  say  to  you  that  for  the  last  six 
months  I  don't  think  1  have  looked  into  the  face  of  a  man 
with  that  button  in  his  lappel  that  1  have  not  noticed  it,  and 
if  an}T  of  you  old  soldiers  don't  have  them  get  one  and  wear 
it.  (Voices:  Amen.)  I  was  too  young  to  go  to  war.  That 
sounds  a  little  strange,  when  I  am  grayer  than  you  are.  I 
doubt — 1  thought  today  about  asking — I  doubt  if  there  is  a 
member  of  Crocker's  Brigade  under  fifty.  If  there  is  hold 
up  your  hands.  (No  hands  raised.)  That  lets  me  out.  I 
am  under  fifty;  so  I  am  younger  than  any  of  you.  You  see 
I  am  bound  to  not  be  in  disgrace  while  I  stand  before  you. 
I  did  get  permission  of  my  mother  to  enlist  if  the  war  lasted 
until  I  was  16,  but  I  weighed  under  a  hundred  pounds.  I  en- 
listed then.  I  don't  speak  this  way  by  way  of  apology,  but 
this  fact  remains  with  me,  and  I  doubt  not  with  many  others, 
a  regret  that  I,  too,  have  not  taken  my  place  and  borne  my 
part  in  the  great  struggle  that,  in  the  language  of  Ingersoll, 
kept  our  country  on  the  map  of  the  world  and  our  flag  in 
heaven.  But  J  want  to  say  to  you  that  the  great  struggle 
was  not  in  vain.  You  didn't  sutler  all  this  for  naught.  And 
I  don't  know  but  I  ought  to  stop  right  here  and   put  in  some- 
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thing"  I  thought  of  putting*  in  while  sitting-  here.  In  fact  I 
am  not  putting-  in  a  considerable  that  I  did  not  think  of.  I 
don't  like  to  hear  any  comparison  between  the  man  who 
served  in  the  last  war  and  the  man  who  served  in  this.  1 
don't  want  any  of  these  men  to  think  that  their  sons  are  less 
patriotic,  less  brave,  less  willing  to  dare  and  do,  and  suffer 
for  the  old  flag*  than  they.  (Applause.)  Your  blood  is 
coursing  in  their  veins;  they  are  chips  from  the  old  block. 
There  was  not  quite  war  enough  to  go  around.  (Laugh- 
ter and  applause.)  Our  enemy  were  not  Anglo-Saxons;  if 
they  had  been  Anglo-Saxons  they  would  have  been  at  it  still. 
And  I  want  to  say  for  your  consolation  that  there  is  in  ray 
office  an  autograph  letter  from  Secretary  Alger  in  which  he 
states  that  no  more  patriotic  troops  were  furnished  by  any 
State  than  by  Iowa.  (Applause.)  You  may  not  care  for 
that;  I  was  glad  to  receive  it.  And  I  heard  President  Mc- 
Kinley  say  in  the  presence  of  Senator  Allison  and  Robert  G. 
Cousins  that  the  first  patriotic  communication  that  came  to 
him  to  cheer  his  heart  was  from  Iowa.  (Applause.)  And  in 
my  office  is  a  letter — an  autograph  letter — of  President  Mc- 
Kinley  in  which  he  expresses  appreciation  for  the  patriotic 
stand  taken  by  the  Iowa  troops.  Now,  I  propose  to  stand 
by  those  boys  as  long  as  I  am  able,  to  stand  by  anybody. 
(Applause  and  voices:  "That  is  right/')  It  is  true  they  had 
an  easier  time  than  you;  they  are  living  in  an  easier  time. 
You  had  an  easier  time  than  your  fathers  had.  Some  of  you 
men  lost  a  limb  and  when  they  cut  it  off  they  cut  it  off  by  the 
old  method,  when  the  surgeon  talked  about  ''laudable  pus" 
and  a  health}  suppuration.  If  your  son  was  to  have  his  arm 
or  limb  cut  oil,  they  would  remove  it  by  what  they  call  antisep- 
tic surgery  and  there  would  not  be  a  drop  of  pus  or  any  sup- 
puration. Would  you  condemn  your  son  because  he  had  his 
limb  amputated  by  the  new  process?     Nay,  verily.     So,  I  am 

not  saving  this  for  vou  so  much,  but  I   do  not   want  to   hear 

..." 
any  adverse  criticisms  of  our  boys.     There  has  not  been  a 

regiment  sent    home  that  has  asked    to  be  sent  home,    and 

there  is  no  regiment  at  the  front,  or  likely  to  go  to  the  front. 

that  has  asked  to  be  returned.     So  much  for  that  phase  of  it. 

I  did  not    think   of   putting    in,    but    I   just    wanted  to  stand 

by  my  boys.     I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that  I   may  call  them  in 

a  sense  that  perhaps  some  of   the  rest  of   you   may   not,   my 

boys.     Another  phase  of  this  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to, 

that   proves  that  your  struggle    was    not   in    vain.      Do 

know  that  that  flag   there  is  more  dearly    beloved  than   a 

Hag  on  earth?     (Voices:    "Yes.'')     And  do  you  know  that  no 

man   comes  under  its  folds  without    catching:  the    Datriotic 
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spirit  which  you  men.  demonstrate?  I  was  asked  by  several 
parties  to  permit  the  organization  of  an  Irish  Regiment,  of 
a  German  regiment,  and  all.  A  German  up  in  my  county, 
dissatisfied  with  the  attitude  of  the  German  Emperor  to- 
ward the  United  States,  was  rallied  by  a  companion  by  say- 
ing to  him,  "There  is  some  German  blood  in  you;  you  have 
been  over  here  a  few  years  only."  "No,  sir,"he  replied,  "No 
German  blood  in  me.  When  I  come  to  United  States,  then 
all  American  blood  in  me."  (Applause.)  Another  one  of 
my  German  friends  went  over  there,-  -went  home  to  father- 
land; thought  he  would  like  it  and  thought  he  would  stay  all 
summer;  got  over  there,  and  he  heard  one  of  the  Germans 
talk  about  how  one  of  their  regiments  could  walk  all  over  the 
United  States,  and  he  could  not  stand,  it  and  said  to  them: 
"You  bring  over  your  six  hundred  thousand  men.  We  let 
them  land;  not  one  man  gets  away."  (Laughter  and  ap- 
plause.) That  is  the  kind  of  stuff  that  is  in  the  German 
heart  and  soul  here,  and  in  the  Irish,  and  altogether.  So  that 
your  struggle  was  not  in  vain  and  we  are  reaping  something 
of  the  fruit.  You  defended  the  old  flag  on  our  soil.  We  re- 
joice in  what  has  taken  place  since  those  struggles  and  hard- 
ships and  victories.  A  short  time  ago  there  was  cast  up  on 
the  canvas  in  front  of  our  eyes,  a  picture.  We  looked  at  it. 
We  say  that  will  never  do  on  American  soil.  Yet  we  tu  rn  away 
from  it,  and  tomorrow  we  look,  at  it  and  it  was  still  there. 
We  said,  isn't  there  some  way  to  avoid  it?  That  ought  not 
to  be.  We  look  again  and  it  was  there.  We  did  not  want  to 
meddle  with  that  which  is  troubling  one  of  our  neighbors, 
but  it  was  there  at  night;  no  way  to  escape  it.  Finally  it 
was  brought  home  to  our  hearts  and  the  consciences  of  our 
people  that  just  a  few  miles  from  our  borders.  Spain,  which 
has  disgraced  all  of  the  earth  she  has  ever  yet  touched,  was 
herding  helpless  women  and  children  behind  barbed  "wire 
fences  and  failing  to  feed  them,  and  we  roused  up  and  we 
came  to  the  rescue  unselfishly,  expecting  no  reward;  just 
out  of  our  love  for  liberty;  love  of  humanity;  weentered  iutoit 
non-partisan — thank  God — non-partisan;  once  in  the  world 
united.  You  know  the  history.  We  have  some  islands.  Our 
old  flag  one  day  followed  the  sun  seven  hours  west.  We  didn't 
know  where  it  had  gone  to;  looked  on  the  ma})  to  see  if  we 
could  find  where  it  was.  We  could  not  find  the  place;  it  was 
not  on  the  map.  After  the.  children  had  isonc  home  so  we 
would  not  show  our  ignorance,  we  went  and  got  the  map  of 
the  world  to  see  where  it  was.  it  was  not  there.  Had  to 
construct  a  new  map  of  the  world  in  order  to  have  it  show 
where  the  stars  and  stripes  had  goneon  its  mission  of  mercy. 


\ 
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Another  great  opportunity,  my  friends,  for  patriotic  conduct 
and  devotion,  non-partisan.  So,  today,  we  gather  here  non- 
partisans with  a  great  problem  before  us.  It  may  be  meek 
only  for  me  to  speak  of  that  which  has  passed,  but  that 
which  is  present  could  not  be  but  for  that  which  has  passed, 
and  all  our  grandeur,  of  which  we  are  now  reading-  so  much 
and  experiencing  so  much  comes  from  the  result  of  your 
struggles,  so  it  is  appropriate.  Now,  we  have  these  prob- 
lems before  us,  what  shall  we  do?  Enter  into  partisan  strug- 
gles and  contentions  over  what  we  shall  do  with  these 
islands?  Shall  we  declare  just  for  the  beautiful  sound  of  it 
that  we  will  not  pull  down  the  flag-  where  the  valor  of 
the  American  soldier  has  placed  it?  That  will  us- 
ually meet  with  applause.  I  do  not  know,  my  friends.  1 
only  appeal  to  you  as  good  citizens  of  the  United  States  thai 
you  will  be  as  patriotic  now,  and  I  know  you  will  be  as  you 
were  in  the  past,  and  I  only  pray  and  humbly  hope  that  un- 
der God  we  may  be  able  to  solve  these  questions  as  wisely 
and  as  heroically  and  as  patriotically  as  we  solved  those;  not 
hastily,  but  as  a  result  of  thoughtfulness.  Pull  down  the 
flag  where  it  has  gone?  I  don't  know.  Let  me  tell  you  a  lit-  | 
tie  experience  I  had  one  time.  Without  any  thought  on  my 
part;  without  expecting  it:  without  looking-  forward  to  it,  I 
found  myself  with  a  lien  on  a  piece  of  land,  and  I  said  I  will 
never  pull  down  the  flag.  I  will  stay  by  that  lien,  and  so  I 
commenced  paying  off  one  senior  lien  and  another 
senior  lien  and  another  senior  lien,  and  I  kept 
finding  more  than  I  thought  there  was.  I  didn't  pull 
down  the  flag  and  I  have  got  the  property  yet.  If  I 
had  sent  a  commission  to  examine  into  the  incumbrances,  I 
might  have  seen  lit  to  let  it  go.  Do  you  catch  the  thought? 
Let  us  be  thoughtful  in  all  these  matters  and  solve  these 
questions  when  we  come  to  them  in  the  light  of  the  best  in- 
formation we  can  get.  It  just  occurs  to  me  that  it  is  just  in 
time  to  call  a  halt  from  these  expressions  that  we  hear  some- 
times that,  regardless  of  conditions,  we  will  do  so  and  so. 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say  what  we  ought  to  do  with  reference 
to  the  islands.  One  thing  is  certain,  we  have  Porto  Rico. 
We  have,  not  by  conquest  but  by  contract,  Hawaii.  And  an- 
other thing  I  think  is  as  certain  as  these  that  very  soon — for 
ten  or  twenty  years  is  very  soon — we  will  have  Cuba.  An- 
other thing,  we  will  "be  able  to  start  with  an  American  mer- 
chant ship  and  circle  the  earth  with  her  and  coal  her  when 
they  need  coal.  (Applause.)  We  will  have  a  navy.  We  have  one 
now,  don't  we?  (Applause.)  At  last  reports  we  had.  Spain 
has  just  issued   a   lot   of    invitations  to  her  friends  to  call  on 
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her  <kat  home"  after  December  1st.  We  will  have  a  place  to 
,..!.  we  will  have  a  navy;  I  think  we  will  have  a  little  larger 
army.  I  heard  it  said  the  other  night  that  so  long  as  we  had 
army  enough  to  whip  anything  that  came  against  us  then 
v.e  "had  all  the  army  we  needed.  We  may  have  an  army 
enough  to  whip  anything'  that  has  come  against  us  without 
having  army  enough  to  whip  anything-  that  may  come  against 
us.  We  have  a  navy  large  enough  to  sink  any  navy  that  has 
come  against  us,  but  I  don't  know  how  we  would  come  out 
with  our  navy  if  some  nation  with  a  navy  several  fold  the 
size  of  ours  and  manned  with  Anglo-Saxons  like  ours  would 
come.  I  think  we  will  be  prepared,  for  the  world  must  know 
that  that  for  which  our  fathers  fought  and  endured  hard- 
ships more  severe  than  any  that  you  endured.  Let  me  sug- 
gest, our  revolutionary  fathers  walking  and  leaving  blood- 
stains from  their  feet  in  the  snow,  no  braver  than  you, 
loving  their  country  no  more  than  you.  Aye,  not  so  much; 
for,  let  it  be  remembered,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  in  the 
revolutionary  war,  when  they  called  for  eighty  thousand 
men,  they  only  got  thirty-four  thousand,  and  according  to 
the  population  they  did  not  enlist  as  did  the  people  in 
this  war  by  one-third.  That  is  the  most  marvelous  thing  in 
the  world.  We  have  always  heard  that  in  the  revolutionary 
war  every  man  and  every  boy  went  to  the  revolutionary- 
war  and  the  mother  ana  sister,  but  in  the  last  war  we  con- 
tributed three  times  as  many  men  as  they  did  in  the  revolu- 
tionary war.  When  you  come  to  understand  those  figures 
and  begin  to  think  what  kind  of  a  war  that  was,  I  say  they 
endured  hardships  to  which  you  were  strangers  and  the 
dangers  and  the  hardships  which  you  endured  were  such 
that  all  future  armies  will  be  strangers  to  in  order  to 
maintain  the  great  principles  of  liberty  and  justice  and  those 
principles  must  be  carried  all  around  this  earth  by  that  flag 
under  which  you  fought.  (Applause.")  And  in  no  place,  un- 
der no  sky,  in  no  port,  on  no  soil  can  humanity  be  crushed 
without  taking  into  the  account  that  seventy  millions  of  peo- 
ple are  pledged  under  that  Hag  and  under  God  to  give  the 
whole  round  earth  liberty  and  peace  and  personal  rights. 

I  thank  you.     (Applause,  long  continued.) 

President  Rood: 

We  are  not  surprised  at  the  strong  speech  of  the  Gov- 
ernor. He  was  bora  in  and  came  from  the  same  State  that 
Dewey  did.     (Applause.)

And  I  am  not  ashamed  of  it;  I  don't  know  how  Dewey 
feels. 

Voice: 

Dewey  is  all  rig-ht. 

President  Rood: 

Now  we  are  going  to  ask  this  admirable  Choral  Union  to 
sing-  a  song  entitled  "Mice  in  a  Council." 

The  Choral  Union  rendered  the  song-  in  a  spirited  man- 
ner. 

President  Rood: 

About  two-thirds  down  the  Company,  where  his  size 
placed  him,  Co.  A  of  the  13th,  when  it  formed  for  muster 
was  a  black-eyed,  slender  boy  who  marched  and  fought  with 
his  Company  and  Regiment  until  the  fateful  afternoon  of  the 
22nd  of  July  at  Atlanta,  when  with  24  others  of  his  comrades, 
he  was  swept  away  to  Anderson  ville.  After  two  attempts  to 
escape,  finally  at  the  capture  of  Wilmington  he  made  his  es- 
cape. Ever  since  the  close  of  the  war  he  has  been  residing 
at  Lima,  Ohio.  This  is  the  first  reunion  he  has  attended 
and  in  response  to  the  requests  of  his  comrades  who  had  not 
seen  him  for  so  long-  and  because  of  his  own  merit  as  a  sol- 
dier, I  take  great  pleasure,  in  presenting  to  you  Comrade 
George  Hall,  who  will  say<a  few  words  to  you.  Comrade 
Hall/ 

Comrade  Geo.  Hall: 

Mr.  President,  Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  and 
the  good  people  of  Jefferson: 

I  feel  tonight  that  it  is  good  to  be  here,  but  I  am  in  this 
kind  of  a  shape  for  a  speech:  I  knew  nothing  about  appear- 
ing before  this  grand  audience  until  I  had  taken  a  seat  in  the 
crowd  as  we  marched  up  from  our  quarters,  when  I  was 
notified  thai  the  Colonel  wanted  me  on  the  stage.  I  didn't 
know  what  for  but  I  found  out. 

Many  years  ago,  when  a  boy  of  fifteen,   attending-  school 
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at  Cornell  College,  Mt.  Vernon,  I  was  notified  by  the  faculty 
that  I  either  had  to  make  a  speech  or  write  an  essay.  Well, 
I  concluded  that  I  would  make  a  speech,"  and  I  took  for  the 
subject  the  American  Eagle.  I  commenced  with  my  re- 
marks on  the  Eagle  and  he  circled  around  and  finally  up,  up, 
he  went  until  he  was  out  of  sight.  Well,  I  stopped.  One  of 
my  school  mates  back  in  the  audience  cried  out,  "George, 
let  another  bird  go."  (Laughter.)  Well,  I  had  no  other  bird 
to  let  go  and  I  took  a  seat.  Now,  remember,  if  this  bird 
gets  away  from  me  I  will  take  a  seat  very  quick. 

Now  the  evening  is  growing  late,  and  I  can  make  a 
speech — oh,  yes!  but  I  always  do  it  by  proxy,  or  by  a  substi- 
tute. 

I  was  sitting  at  my  desk — I  hardly  know  where  to  begin 
with  in  this  speech,  so  I  will  go  back  to  my  home.  The 
place  that  I  am  making  my  home.  Still  I  do  not  forget  that 
this  was  my  native  home.  I  will  go  back  to  my  desk  six 
hundred  miles  away  at  Lima,  Ohio.  My  deputy  came  in  and 
handed  me  a  letter.  I  read  it.  It  was  from  Comrade  Fitz. 
He  says:  "George,  we  are  going  to  have  another  Reunion  of 
the  Crocker  Brigade  and  we  want  you  to  come,  and  we  won't 
take 'No' for  an  answer."  Well,  I  kind  o'  smiled,  as  I  had 
done  in  the.  past,  and  said:  "I  don't  believe  I  have  got  time," 
just  like  many  of  you  boys  when  you  begin  to  think  it  over. 
"Well,"  I  said,  "I  won't  go;  it's  so  far;  it's  so  expensive;  it's 
quick  over,  and  I  guess  I  will  not.  go."  But,  boys, as  the  time 
grows  near,  you  start  and  you  are  here.  Well,  I  answered 
that  letter.  I  said,  "Well,  I  will  think  about  it."  Pretty 
soon  another  letter  came  from  the  Comrade.  I  began  to 
think  it  over  and  to  think  I  guess  maybe  I  had  better  wake 
up  and  go  if  1  want  to  see  any  of  the  old  boys  alive  again  that 
touched  elbows  with  me  in  the  sixties.  I  showed  the  letter 
to  my  wife  and  she  says:  ''George,  you  had  better  go."  I 
don't  know  whether  Comrade  Fitz  had  written  to  my  wife, 
but  it  looked  like  a  set-up  game.  Pretty  soon  another  char- 
acter was  introduced  into  the  arena.  Capt.  Kepler  wrote 
me  a  letter  saying,  "1  command  you,  as  commander  of  your 
Company,  to  be  present.!'  Well,  the  war  was  not  over  and  I 
felt  that  if  1  did  not  come  he  might  send  a  corporal's  guard 
after  me  and  I  would  have  to  stand  a  court-martial.  Now,  I 
believe  it  was  a  scheme  between  Comrade  Fitz  and  Capt. 
Kepler  and  my  wife  to  get  me  here,  and  I  want  to  say  the 
scheme  worked  and  I  am  glad  it  did.  (Applause.)  Boys  I 
am  glad  to  be  with  you. 
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When  a  boy  about  seventeen  I  was  sitting-  at  the  tabic; 
Sumpter  had  been  fired  on.  1  said,  "Mother,  I  have  enlist- 
ed." Well,  now,  I  hadn't  enlisted,  but  Company  A  was  be- 
ing" formed  in  Mt.  Vernon,  and  I  wanted  to  go  bad,  and  I  had 
often  heard  her  say,  if  I  was  not  eighteen  years  old  I  could 
not  go;  I  had  kind  o'  heard  her  hint  that  way.  I  said  "Moth- 
er, I  have  enlisted."  My  old  father,  sitting  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  table,  grasped  me  by  the  hand  and  said  ';Goti 
bless  you,  son;  go.  If  I  were  young  enough,  I,  too,  would 
go."  (Applause.)  Well,  the  grass  didn't  grow  under  my 
feet  until  I  got  to  where  Company  A  was  being  mustered. 
I  marched  with  you  boys  through  from  Atlanta  to  the  22nd 
day  of  July;  that  memorable  22nd  day  when  we  lost  our 
grand  commander,  McPhersun.  There,  surrounded  by 
what  seemed  to  be  ten  thousand  rebels,  we  were  captured. 
One  of  the  battles  that  has  g-one  into  history  as  a  battle. 
Such  a  battle  never  was  fought;  lighting  first  on  this  side  of 
the  earthworks,  repulsing-  the  charg-e,  then  on  the  opposite 
side  and  repulsing  the  charge  ag-ain,  and  time  and  a.gain,  un- 
til each  and  ever;/  man  had  shot  away  his  last  round  of  am- 
munition it  came  to  the  bayonet  charge,  when  ten  to  one,  we 
were  overpowered  and  marched  to  Anderson ville  prison. 
Boys,  tread  light.  Here  lie  in  their  graves  13,000  of  our 
dead.  1  can't  talk'  to  you  about;  memories  come  uo  of  com- 
rades that  died  of  starvation.  They  say  to  us  boys,  let  us 
forget  and  forgive.  Well,  I  have  never  forgotten  it  and  there 
are  some  of  those  Johnnie  Re bs  that  I  don't  forgive.  Well, 
they  had  a  time  keeping  me  after  they  got  me.  I  fared 
pretty  well  in  Andersonville.  I  got  in  there  with  two  case 
knives  and  a  railroad  spike.  I  was  told  by  the  guards  that 
anything  that  you  could  get  in  there  with  would  add  to  your 
comfort.  If  there  was  such  a  word  as  comfort  in  the  prison, 
I  never  found  it.  I  guess  none  of  the  rest  of  you  boys  that 
were  there  found  it;  we  found  nothing  but  misery  and  death. 
A  man  by  the  name  Bunce — Comrade  Bunce — lam  sorry  he 
is  not  here — he  now  lives  in  Michigan — because  he  and  I 
made  our  final  escape  together.  With  that  railroad  spike  I 
manufactured  tin  buckets.  Now  the  query  comes,  where 
did  the  tin  come  from?  Well,  the  Yankee,  with  his  natur- 
ally grasping-  disposition  even  while  a  prisoner,  when  the 
cars  would  stop  at  the  depots  that  some  of  our  friends  had 
come  in  and  burned  down  just  by  the  way  of  pastime;  those 
depots  were  usually  covered  with  tin.  The  guards  th  l1 
usually  carried  the  boys  on  the  cars  were  very  kind 
they  were  brave  heroes,  and  such  men  know  how  to  treat 
men  of   like   character.     They   would   allow   these    boys  to 
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Either  up  this  tin.  Well,  I  am  a  kind  of  a  Yankee.  When  I 
irot  hold  of  this  tin  I  went  to  forming-  tin  buckets  just  with  a 
railroad  spike,  and  when  it  come  to  a  wooden  bucket  I  formed 
,i  wooden  bucket;  made  it  out  of  white  pine  that  would  come 
in,  carried  in  by  the  boys  that  were  out  gathering  wood  for 
the  prison;  they  were  allowed  to  bring-  in  what  the}-  could 
carry  of  wood  and  for  their  salary  of  that  day  they  were  al- 
lowed one  extra  ration.  You  boys  that  were  there  know 
what  that  meant,  that  extra  ration;  it  was  no  feast  I  will  tell 
you.  With  that  wood  that  I  would  secure  from  the  boys  I 
made  wooden  buckets.  In  that  way  I  manag-ed  to  take  about 
three  rations  a  day,  so  that  1  got  along-  a  little  better  than 
some  of  the  others.  Now,  I  was  only  in  Andersonville  three 
months  when  we  moved  from  there — Comrade  Bunce  and  X. 
We  made  our  escape  from  the  guards,  but  we  did  not  get 
very  far  until  we  were  overtaken.  The  next  move  was  from 
Florence.  We  were  detailed  to  carry  in  wood  from  the 
swamps  and  it  was  understood  that  if  any  of  our  comrades 
escaped  the  entire  115  would  be  turned  into  the  prison. 
Well,  we  found  one  morning  that  some  of  the  boys  had  ske- 
dadled  too.  We  made  some  35  or  40  miles  through  the  swamp 
and  were  finally  overtaken  by  the  bloodhounds  and  taken 
back  into  the  prison.  The  last  escape  they  did  not  get  us. 
I  was  in  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  when  it  was  taken  by 
our  boys.  I  to  all  purposes  am  still  a  prisoner,— an  escaped 
Yankee,  but  I  would  like  to  see  the  Johnnie  Reb  that  would 
come  and  take  me  as  I  am  now  surrounded  by  the  Crocker 
Brigade.

Now  boys,  talk  about  the  old.  flag, — old  glory — I  really 
never  realized  how  I  loved  it  until  I  saw  our  boys  coming, 
marching  up  the  streets  as  we  were  secreted  in  the  third 
story  of  a  house  of  a  young  woman  in  Wilmington.  We  fell 
on  each  other's  necks  and  cried  like  babies  and  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  it. 

Since  the  war  I  have  been  located  in  Lima,  Ohio.  Lima, 
as  you  all  know,  is  one  of  the  oil  towns  of  Ohio.

mander-in-chief  of  our  Grand  Army,  surrounded    by  Grant,    j 
Logan  and  other  generals  with  our  comrades  that  have   gone 
before  looking  down  upon  these  boys  assembled  and   saying,    , 
"God  bless  you." 

I  want  to  say,  boys,  in  conclusion  that  this  is  my  first  re-  ] 
union,  but  after  this  I  don't  think  you  can  keep  me  away.  ! 
Good  night. 

Gov.  Shaw: 

Mr.  President:     I  made  one  statement  that   I  think  per-   j 
haps  might  be  misunderstood  since  thinking  it  over.      I  said 
that  none  of  our  troops   had   asked   to   be   mustered  out  who 
were  sent  home  and  none  were  retained  who  had  asked  to  be 
mustered  out.      Let  me  explain  that:     All  of  our  troops,  as    ] 
soon  as  they  thought  the  war  was  over  preferred  to  be  mus-    i 
tered  out,  but  so  far  as  I  know  every  one  and  all  of  them  have 
said,    so  far   as   the   body  of  men  might  be  concerned — per-    ] 
haps  here  and  there  a  man— every  regiment  has  said  so  long    j 
as   I   am   wanted,    I   preferred    to  stay;  so  soon  as  I  am  not 
wanted,  I  will  come  home.      They   have  not  been  cowards.     I 
want  to  stand  by  my  boys.

CAPTURE  OF  THE  i6TH- 

[The  Jefferson  Souvenir,  Sept.  24,  1893.] 

Gen.  Add  H.  Sanders,  in  an  interview  with  the  Ottumwa 
Courier,  g-ave  a  true  account  of  the  capture  of  a  portion  of 
Crocker's  Brigade — the  16th  Regiment — in  a  battle  before 
Atlanta.     He  said: 

"The  day  before  the  battle  of  Atlanta,  July  22,  1864,  the 
Sixteenth,  in  charging  on  the  rebel  works,  had  lost  heavily. 
Just  before  the  Atlanta  battle  opened,  and  within  perhaps 
an  hour  from  his  death,  Gen.  McPherson  thanked  in  person 
the  regiment  for  its  gallantry  the  day  before.  He  had  been 
out  in  front,  and  in  reply  to  questions,  said  he  did  not  think 
there  would  be  a  fight  that  day.  but  if  a  charge  was  made, 
every  minute  we  held  our  place,  from  its  peculiarity,  would 
be  "saving  the  army."  The  position  of  the  Crocker  Brigade 
was  at  the  extreme  left  of  the  army,  facing  Atlanta,  but  the 
brigade  was  turned  and  facing  at  right  angles,  with  its  left 
entirely  unprotected.  The  Sixteenth  was  in  the  center  and 
at  front;  the  Eleventh  at  the  right,  with  asection  of  Powell's 
battery  on  a  road  betsven  us;  the  Fifteenth  at  the  left,  both 
further  back,  and  the  Thirteenth   in  rear   of  the    Sixteenth, 
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and  all  had  dag  rifle  pits  the  night  before  and  early  morning 
To  strike  away  this  brigade  was  to  get  into  the  rear  of  the 
army's  line  and  defense,  and  this  was  what  was  meant  by 
••saving- the  army."  A  few  minutes  after  Gen.  McPherson 
rode  away.  General  G.  A.  Smith,  commanding-  the  corps, 
came  riding  from  the  front,  and  he  said,  like  the  other,  he 
did  not  anticipate  an  attack  that  day,  and  almost  repeated 
Gen.  McPherson's  remark  about  the  importance  of  holding 
our  ground.  He  gave  Col.  Sanders  the  last  command  he  re- 
ceived, "Don't  leave  your  position  until  ordered  to  do  so." 
That  order  never  came.  The  colonel  pleasantly  replied, 
"That  may  mean  capture  or  annihilation."  Just  at  that  mo- 
ment the  pickets  commenced  firing,  and  Gen.  Smith  said  it 
was  probably  only  light  cavalry  feeling  us,  and  rode  away. 

Our  pickets  were  soon  driven  in,  and  I  sent  them  heel: 
again,  with  orders  not  to  return  till  whipped  in,  as  I  could 
not  believe,  after  what  I  had  been  told,  it  was  a  genera":  at- 
tack. But  they  were  crowded  back,  and  the  officer  com- 
manding reported  the  enemy  on  a  charge  in  fuilforce.  I  had 
cleared  away  from  the  regiment's  front  all  the  underbrush 
for  some  distance.  This  formed  a  deadly  trap.  Once  in  it, 
and  not  able  to  take  our  works,  they  were  exposed  to  a  mere: 
less  fire,  and  could  not  well  retreat.  The  result  was  the  sur- 
render of  the  Second  and  Fourteenth  Arkansas  regiments  and 
two  Texas  companies,  one  of  the  regiments  being  Gen.  Gov- 
an's  whose  command  ]e0,  the  attack.  ATe  bad  more  prison- 
ers than  men  of  our  own.  The  Sixteenth  had  extra  ammuni- 
tion, and  rapidly  fired  till  their  guns  were  almost  too  hoi  to 
handle.  It  was  reinforced  by  two  compani  from  the  Thir- 
teenth, who  where  at  once  placed,  in  the  trenches  to  reli  . 
that  many  of  our  own  men,  or  all  who  could  not  crowd  in. 


From  the  nature  of  'the  underbrush  and  grounds  we 
could  not  see  one  of  the  other  regiments.  Our  first  sur- 
prise was  a  firing  in  our  rear  from  the  Thirteenth's  works 
Supposing  they  had  got  unduly  excited,  I  sent  an  officer  to 
stop  the  firing,  as  it  endangered  us-  He  speedily  came 
back  and  reported  that  the  enemy  were  in  possession  of  the 
Thirteenth's  pits,  and  at  almost  the  same  moment  Captain 
Smith  of  Co.  A  reported  they  also  had  the  Eleventh's  works, 
and  next  that  they  occupied  the  Fifteenth's,  In  a  hurried 
consultation  of  a  \  w  ofiicers,  we  determined  to  fight  our 
way  back,  orders  ur  no  orders.  J  s1  I  »re,  I  had  been  : 
the  left  to  disarm  some  pris  nVers  coming  in  with  arms  in 
their  hands,  and  was  bred  at  after  this  was    dmrn,    as   1    was 
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going-  back,  by  a  rebel  officer  and  private.  Captain  Jesse 
Lucas  snatched  a  gain- and  tired  at  the  officer,  killing-  him. 
But  before  we  had  a  chance  to  carry  out.  the  intention  of 
fighting- our  way  back,  with  ammunition  almost  exhausted,  a 
line  of  the  enemy  swept  down  from  the  rear,  first  striking" 
the  left,  and  I  saw  our  boys  climbing-  out  from  the  rifle  pits. 
"Too  late — it's  all  over,"  I  said  to  the  officers,  "and  now  for 
Anderson  ville."  We  were  captured  without  any  formality 
of  surrender — captured  but  not  disgraced. 

No  regiment  more  faithfully  and  heroically  did  its  duty 
that  day,  nor  occupied  a  position  where  doing  its  duty  was 
more  important.  The  enemy  recognized  this  by  their  treat- 
ment of  us  after  the  capture.  General  Govan,  whose  attack- 
ing brigade  or  division  numbered  eleven  regiments,  gave  a 
testimony  to  the  Sixteenth's  bravery  when  he  returned  to 
the  regiment  at  Cedar  Rapids  the  flag  he  had  captured,  and 
acknowledged  the  Sixteenth  had  captured  his  own  regiment 
and  he  feared  for  a  while  it  might  capture  his  whole 
brig-ad  e."

J.  T.  Cowan  of  Newell,  formerly  of  Paton,  in  this 
county,  came  down  to  attend  the  Crocker  reunion. 

Col.  Shane,  of  Vinton,  of  the  13th  Iowa,  was  unable  by 
reason  of  sickness,  to  be  present,  a  fact    much  regretted   by 

all. 

Capt.  S.  Rynearson  of  Arcanum,  Ohio,  formerly  of 
Company  C,  15th  Iowa,  came  all  this  distance  "to  help  whoop 
up  the  boys,''  as  he  says. 

J.  S.  Harber,  of  Poll:  City,  an  old  drummer  of  the  16th 
Iowa,  kindly  joined  the  Jefferson  and  Churdan  Martial 
bands,  and  drummed  in  old  fashioned  style. 

Governor  Shaw's  presence  lent  a  charm  to  the  occasion, 
all  feeling  pleased  that  lie  generously  came  this  way  from 
the  Omaha  fair.  The  governor  is  all  rig-ht,  and  has  a  very 
large,  warm  spot  in  bis  heart  for  the  old  soldier. 
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The  ladies  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  led  by  Mrs.  Overton, 
of  Des  Moines,  tendered  a  reception  to  the  old  soldiers, 
citizens  and  ladies  of  Greene  county,  at  the  Head  House 
parlors  Thursday  afternoon  at  4  p.  in.  Many  were  in  at- 
tendance and  a  very  social  time  reported. 

Mrs.  Captain  Seevers,  whose  husband  was  captain  of 
Company  C,  of  the  1.5th  regiment,  attended  the  reunion, 
being  a  guest  a  portion  of  the  time  of  her  cousins,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  J.  C.  Lovejoy,  of  old  Rippey,  and  of  the  Lovejoy  homes 
in  this  city.     Mrs.  Seevers  now  resides  in  Des  Moines. 

Among-  those  attending  the  reunion  were  several  mem- 
bers of  the  Perry  National  Guards,  who  were  home  on  a 
furlough  from  the  52m\  regiment.  We  met  First  Lieuten- 
ant I.  E.  Parmenter,  Second'  Lieutenant  C.  E.  Donohoe,  Ser- 
geant T-  C.  Harris  and  Privates  B.  L.  Colton  and  Win. 
Patterson. 

Major  H.  C.  McArthur.  of  Arcanum,  Ohio,  was  a  promi- 
nent attendant  of  the  reunion.  It  was  he  who  swam  the 
river  and  first  placed  the  flag  of  the  13th  regiment  upon  the 
battlements  of  Columbia,  S.  C.  A  rebel  shell  took  a  gener- 
ous slice  of  steak  out  of  his  left  hip  once.  "At  least  six 
pounds"  as  the  Major  has  remarked  several  times. 

Dr.  Geo.  Hall,  of  Lima,  Ohio,  a  Sergeant  of  Co.  A  of  the 

13th  regiment,  was  here;  it  is  the  first  reunion  of  the  Brigade 
he  has  ever  attended.  Mr.  Hall  was  captured  three  different 
times,  making  his  escape  twice  and  being  retaken  by  our 
troops  at  Wilmington.  N.  C,  at  last.  Once  he  escaped  by 
jumping  from  a  train,  and  another  time  from  Florence,  S. 
C.  The  doctor  says  all  it  required,  to  get  away  from  the 
Johnnies  was  a  little  courage  mixed  with  discretion.  He  is 
now  postmaster  at  Lima. 

Probably  the  most  notable  personage  in  attendance  was 
Wm.  Cummings  of  the  13th,  who  walked  all  the  way  from 
San  Bernardo.  California,  to  be  here  at  the  reunion.  He 
covered  over  3,000  miles  during  the  trip,  and  took  nearly  a 
year  to  the  journey.  His  hair  was  long  and  his  appearance 
dusty,  but  the  boys  welcomed  him  nevertheless,  and  many 
the  handshakes  of  admiration  he  received.

Association,  since  its  organization  in  1881. 

Comrade  J.  P.  Fowler  of  Rippey  was  in  the  city  attend- 
ing- the  reunion.  He  was  a  member  of  Co.  E,  105th  Illinois. 
He  says  the  105th  put  clown  the  rebellion,  but  then  every  old 
soldier  says  that  of  his  com  pan}-. 

The  various  committees — every  one  of  them  and  every 
single  member — deserve  thanks  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  they  provided  for,  and  entertained  Crocker's  Iowa 
Brigade.  They  did  splendidly,  and  are  entitled  to  great 
credit. 

One  old  vet  in  the  13th  carried  his  time-worn  knapsack 
and  canteen  in  the  parade. 

Among-  the  prominent  Crockerites  in  attendance  was  E. 
L.  Horth  of  Centralia,  Kansas. 

One  hundred  Chinese  lanterns  assisted  in  the  illumination 
of  the  east  side  of  the  square, 

Gov.  Shaw  marched  in  the  parade  by  the  side  of  Col. 
Rood  at  the  head  of  220-  brave  Crocker  men. 

The  fine  Kimball  piano  used  at  the  tent  meetings  this 
week  wTas  kindly  furnished  by  the  local  agent  here. 

The  many  expressive,  artistic  mottoes  to  be  seen  all 
around  the  square  were  painted  by  Mr.  John.  M.  Cline. 

The  big  tent  was  the  ''proper  thing."  Its  seating  ca- 
pacity was  2500  but  fully  5000  people  were  in  attendance 
each  evening. 

Five  hundred  old  soldiers  attended  the  reunion,  and 
fully  live  thousand  people  besides.  It  was  a  gala  day  for 
Jefferson. 

The  Jefferson  Choral  Union,  under  the  leadership  of 
Mr.  J.  A.  Henderson,  won  for  themselves  golden  laurels,  by 
their  tine  singing-  in  the  tent. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  old  soldiers  in  addition  to  the 
Crocker  Brigade  were  in  the  parade,  and  fully  100  others 
were  in  the  large  crowd  assembled. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-two  members  of  the  Brigade 
were  registered  at  headquarters,  besides  quite  a  number 
who  neglected  to  leave  their  names. 
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The  Newton  band  of  26  pieces  made  a  very  line  appear- 
ance, all  in  uniform,  and  discoursed  very  fine  music  at  the 
evening  meetings  and  also  at  many  other  times. 

It  "was  a  pleasure  to  see  the  wives,  sons  and  daughters 
of  the  Brigade  members  present.  Jefferson  welcomed  them 
as  cordially  as  the  old  vets,  for  they  all  deserve  honor. 

The  court  house  officials  deserve  great  credit  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  chief  county  building-  was  decorated. 
More  patriotic  county  officials  never  lived  than  those  occupy- 
ing- Greene's  capitol  building. 

One  thing  Jefferson  sorely  lacked  at  the  reunion  was  a 
first-class,  uniformed,  and  well  drilled  military  company.  A 
military  company  is  a  pride,  and  we  rnig-ht  say  A  necessity 
to  any  good  enterprising  town.     Let  us  have  one,  young  men. 

One  16th  Iowa  man,  a  resident  of  Vinton,  drove  the  en- 
tire distance  with  team  and  wagon  in  order  to  be  present  at 
the  Reunion.  An  overland  trip  of  155  miles  to  meet  the  old 
hoys  shows  the  kind  of  stuff  the  Crocker  Brigade  men  are 
made  of. 

That  it  was  the  best  reunion  ever  held  by  the  Brigade 
was  testified  to  by  many  a  soldier.  One  old  veteran  re- 
marked that  he  was  thankful  that  howling  street  fakirs,  and 
sellers  of  souvenir  badges,  were  conspicuous  for  their  ab- 
sence. Jefferson  did  itself  proudly  and  is  thereby  adver- 
tised as  a  first  class  convention  city.  The  boys  of  '61  were 
all  well  pleased  with  the  entertainment  provided,  and  it  was 
of  the  right  sort  too. 

Think  of  it-  citizens.  A  brave  member  of  Crocker's 
Iowa  Brigade  laid  three  days  on  the  battlefield  dangerously 
wounded,  then  was  picked  up  and  carried  for  two  days  on  a 
Mississippi  transport,  arriving*  at  a  hospital  live  davs  after 
the  battle  where,  for  the  first  time,  his  wound  was  dressed. 
That  man  was  Buren  R.  Sherman.  Is  it  any  wonder  we. hon- 
ored him  with  public  office,  and  is  it  any  wonder  we  honor 
and  revere  every  member  of  Crocker's  Brigade? 

The  electric  display  upon  the  street  each  evening  of  the 
reunion  was  something  grand.  Red,  while  and  bhn  lights 
everywhere,  the  glare  illuminating  the  numerous  banners, 
giving  a  most  pleasing  effect.  The  Head  house  front  pre- 
sented a  scene  of  brilliancy  beyond  compare,  with  its  beauti- 
ful lights  and  huge  portraits  of  war   heroes.     Captain    Head 
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spared  no  pains  to  make  it  pleasant  for  his  old  soldier  guests, 
and  the  extra  decorations  as  well  as  the  extra  dining-  room 
delicacies  and  other  comforts  of  that  hostlery  were  fully  and 
duly  appreciated.

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CROCKER'S  IOWA  BRIGADE. 

A  Brief  History  of  Its  Organization,  and  Valorous  Services  in 

the  Defense  of  Our  Country. 

[The  Jefferson  Souvenir,  Sept.  24,  1893.] 

Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  consisted  of  four  regiments,  the 
Eleventh,  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth,  volunteer  in- 
fantry- This  Brigade  is  not  only  famous  for  valorous  deeds 
upon  the  battlefield,  but  bears  the  distinction  of  being-  the 
only  Brigade  of  the  Civil  War  that  went  through  the  four 
years'  strife  and  retained  its  organization.  When  one, 
familiar  with  the  horrors  of  war,  takes  into  consideration 
the  services  rendered  by  this  well  known  brigade  it  makes 
one  think  that  nothing  short  of  a  marvel  ever  brought  enough 
of  the  boys'  through  to  form  a  corporal's  guard,  lei  alone  an 
organization  which  today  is  wondered  at,  as  well  as  admired, 
by  every  historian  of  our  great  commonwealth. 

What  did  they  do?  Read  the  pictureless  cartoon  at  the 
bottom  of  this  page,  pick  up  any  history  of  the  civil  war,  read 
an  account  of  every  battle  and  campaign  participated  in  by 
Crocker's  men.  and  you  will  very  soon  wonder  what  they 
didn't  do.  Shiloh,  Iuka,  Corinth,  Kenesaw  .Mountain,  At- 
lanta, and  "The  March  to  the  Sea,"  encounters  where  the  life 
blood  of  many  a  brave  Iowa  boy  ebbed  away,  and  where 
many  more  fell,  maimed  and  crippled  for  life.  Every  sacri- 
fice made  in  defense  of  freedom,  as  well  as  the  life  of  the  very 
nation  itself.  Who  in  this  great  commonwealth  does  not 
honor  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade?  We  extol  their  achievements 
— we  admire  their  bravery. 

Byers,  in  his  ''Iowa  in  War  Times,"  says  this  brave  com- 
mand, brigaded  together  after  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  vnd  fight- 
ing together  to  the  end  of  the  war,  is  the  oldest  brigade  or- 
ganization in  the  great  army  of  the  Union.  From  Shiloh  on 
the  history  of  each  regiment  is  almost  the  history  of  all. 

THE  ELEVENTH  INFANTRY. 

The  Eleventh  was  organized  at  Davenport  on  November 
1,  1861,  with  Abraham  M.  Hare,  as  colonel,  and  Win.  Mall  as 
major,     John  C .   .'■  r    nbie  after1       '    -       ■   ■'      dc<1  Hall  a* 

major  and  that  gentleman  was  mach  lieutenant  colonel.  The 
regiment  went  to  St.  Louis  and  Jefferson  City,  where  its  ac- 
tive    work     commenced.       Ln     March,     1862,    the    regiment 
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moved  to  Pittsburg-  Landing-,  and  on  April  6  and  7  won  laur- 
els at  the  battle  of  Shiloh.  After  that  it  became  a  regiment 
in  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade. 

THE  THIRTEENTH  INFANTRY. 

The  Thirteenth  was  mustered  in  at  Davenport,  Decem- 
ber 2,  1861,  with  Marcellus  M.  Crocker  as  colonel;  Milton  M. 
Pi  ice,  lieutenant  colonel;  and  John  Shane  as  major.  The 
regiment  went  south  and  in  the  following-  early  spring-  was 
ordered  to  join  Grant's  command  at  Pittsburg-  Lauding-,  ar- 
riving there  March  23.  It  belonged  to  Oglesbv's  brigade  at 
Shiloh  and  there  fought  for  ten  hours,  suffering-  severe  los- 
ses. After  this  Lieutenant  Colonel  Price  resigned,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Major  Shane,  who  in  turn  was  succeeded  by 
Capt.  Geo.  Van  Housen. 

THE  FIFTEENTH  INFANTRY. 

The  Fifteenth  Iowa  was  organized  at  Keokuk  in  Febru- 
ary, 1862,  Hugh  T.  Reid,  colonel;  William  Dewey, lieutenant 
colonel;  and  "William  W.  Belknap  as  major.  One  month  later 
it  went  to  St.  Louis  and  was  ordered  at  once  to  Pittsburg 
Landing-.  April  6.  when  Shiloh 's  cannons  were  thundering 
terror  and  death,  it  reported  to  Gen.  Prentiss,  and  was  or- 
dered to  the  thickest  of  the  light.  With  but  little  training" 
and  no  experience  in  battle  this  regiment  bore  itself  with  be- 
coming- bravery,  every  regimental  officer  being-  wounded. 
The  state,  on  the  following-  29th  of  April,  presented  the  reg- 
iment with  a  handsome  silken  flag-  in  recognition  of  its  valor 
upon  the  field  of  Shiloh.  This  flag",  riddled  by  bullets,  is 
still  to  be  seen  with  the  others  at  Des  Moines  state  house. 

•      THE  SIXTEENTH  INFANTRY. 

The  Sixteenth  Iowa  was  the  last  regiment  raised  in  res- 
ponse to  the  president's  call  the  first  year  of  the  war.  It 
was  mustered  in  at  Davenport,  March  20,  1862,  but  its  or- 
ganization was  not  completed  until  several  days  later,  or 
until  the  regiment  reached  St.  Louis.  Alexander  Chambers, 
a  regular  army  officer,  was  made,  colonel,  lie  was  a  well 
<1  rilled,  competent  officer -and  a  very  brave  man.  lie  was 
afterwards  promoted  to  a  more  important  office,  dying" 
before  the  war  was  over,  while  in  the  service  of  his  con'ntrv. 
A.  II.  Sanders  was  lieutenant  colonel  and  Wra,  Purcell, 
major.  It  was  ordered  to  Pitsburg  Landing;,  and  on  April 
<>,  entered  the  battle  o(  Shiloh  and  was  initiated  by  a  bap- 
tism of  blood.

April  27,  1S62,  the  four  regiments  were  united  in  the 
''Crocker  Brigade,"  and  thereafter  shared  the  same  joys 
and  sorrows  a^  an  army  organization  until  the  close  of  the 
war.  Colonel  Crocker  assumed  command  of  the  Brigade, 
which  was  to  bear  his  name.  In  the  latter  part  of  that  year 
Crocker  was  again  promoted,  being-  raised  to  the  rank  of 
brigadier  general.  During  his  absence  and  at  his  promotion 
the  Brigade  was  commanded  at  different  times  by  Colonel 
Reid,  of  the  15th,  Colonels  Hall  and  Hare  of  the  11th,  by 
Colonel  Chambers  of  the  16th,  Colonel  Shane  of  the  13th,  and 
by  General  J.  M.  T utile.  About  the  middle  of  the  year  1864 
General  Belknap  was  assigned  to  the  position,  and  while  he 
was  temporarily  absent  in  command  of  a  division  in  pursuit 
of  Hood.  Crocker's  Brigade  was  led  by  Abercrombie,  of  the 
11th,  and  later  by  Major  Pomutz,  of  the  15th.  When  Gen- 
eral Belknap  was  assigned  to  a  division,  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Beech  of  the  11th,  was  in  command,  till  Brigadier  General 
Hickenlooper  was  assigned  to  the  Brigade  in  June,  1865. 

Shortly  after  its  organisation  the  Brigade  joined  in  the 
siege  of  Corinth,  and,  when  it  was  evacuated,  helped  to  gar- 
rison the  place.  Later  it  moved  to  Boliver,  Tennessee,  to 
reinforce  General  Ross.  The  battle  of  Iuka  came  next,  but 
only  the  16th  regiment  participated  in  this  event.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  Brigade,  marched  to  Corinth.  It  was  then  in 
its  division,  placed  under  Ord,  to  co-operate  with  Rosecrans 
in  re-taking  luka — which  had  been  captured  by  Price— thus 
not  engaging  in  the  battle  fought  by  Rosecrans  alone. 
October  3  and  4,  the  Brigade,  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Corinth,  where  its  losses  were  very  heavy. 

Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  then  belonging  to  McArthur's 
6th  division,  was  embarked  with  the  division  to  engage  in  the 
project  of  connecting  Lake  Providence  with  the  Mississippi 
river.  The  Crocker  Brigade  was  encamped  on  the  north 
side  of  the  lake,  ami,  notwithstanding  a  great  deal  of  sic 
ness,  helped  the  work  very  materially.  The  job  was  finished 
on  the  night  of  March    16,   and   the  water  of  the  river,  which 
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was  twelve  feet  higher  than  that  of  the  lake,  rushed  in  with 
tremendous  velocity.  The  Brigade,  with  this  undertaking- 
accomplished,  entered  the  campaign  against  Vicksburg,  by 
Grant.  On  June  4.  it  marched  to  the  rear  of  this  beleaguered 
city  and  took  position  in  the  center  of  McPherson's  line.  It 
worked  at  night  to  advance  the  trenches  and  in  the  daytime 
furnished  its  full  quota  on  skirmish  line.  The  Brigade  was 
here  visited  by  Governor  Kirkwood  and  Adjutant  General 
Baker,  who  were  then  calling  on  the  Iowa  regiments.  June 
23,  the  Brigade  was  ordered  to  the  Black  river  line  and  en- 
caged in  watching  the  rebel  general,  Johnston-  It  was  at  this 
siege  that  Samuel  Duffin,  a  member  of  the  16th,  was  given  a 
gold  medal  designed  l\:>r  the  "bravest  and  best"  soldier  of 
the  17th  army  corps  to  which  the  brig-ade  belonged,  an  honor 
deservedly  won  by  a  "Crocker  Boy/' 

After  the  surrender,  the  brigade  was  detailed  to  guard 
an  ammunition  train  toward  Jackson,  and  later  ordered 
back  to  Vicksburg.  In  January,  1864  the  four  regiments  re- 
enlisted  and  in  a  couple  of  months  were  allowed  to  go  home 
on  veteran  furlough.  A  few  non-veterans  of  the  Brig-ade 
were  reorganized  into  the  Iowa  Battalion  of  the  17th  Corps, 
under  Major  Geo.  Pomutz,  of  the  15th.  If  garrisoned 
Mound  City  for  a  while,  and  later,  with  strong  reinforce- 
ments, joined  in  the  expedition  under  Gen.  Gresham,  up  the 
Tennessee  river.  It  arrived  at  Huntsville,  Alabama,  in  May, 
'64,  having  in  charge  900  cattle  for  Sherman's  army.  The 
veterans  who  went  home  had  returned  by  this  time  and  the 
Brigade  was  reunited.  The  Brigade  was  now  under  Col. 
Hall  and  in  General  Crocker's  division. 

The  Atlanta  campaign  opened  soon  now,  and  the  Brigade 
participated  in  numerous  conflicts  in  connection  therewith. 
On  July  22nd,  during;  a  hard  fought  battle,  the  16th  was  cap- 
tured., and  with  it  the  greater  part  of  four  detached  com- 
panies of  the  13th.  The  men  were  taken  to  Andersonville, 
but  after  a  two  months'  imprisonment  were  exchanged. 
TlTe  'Brigade,  with  the  32nd  Illinois  attached,  joined  in  the 
'■March  to  the  Sea."  They  were  in  the  battle  line  at  Savan- 
nah's capture,  and  at  Columbia.,  the  capital  of  South  Carolina, 
the  13th  enjoyed  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  to  hoist  the 
stars  and  stripes  over  the  capitol  building,    of  that,   the  first

The  Brig-ade,  with   the  balance  of  the  armv,    then  made 
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its  way  northward,  arriving*  at  Washing-ton  in  time  to  take 
part  in  the  grand  review,  May  24,  1865.  Shortly  after  this 
it  was  mustered  out.  Among  the  prominent  men  of  the 
Brigade  may  be  mentioned,  Crocker,  James  Wilson,  Belknap. 
Reid,  Hedrick,  Sanders,  Pomtitz  and  Chambers,  all  of  who  n 
arose  to  the  position  of  brig-adier  general,  before  the  war 
closed. 

CROCKER    BRIGADE    SOCIETY. 

The  re-organization  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  we  mean 
the  civil  re-organization,  took  place  in  1SS1.  On  June  6th,  of 
that  year,  a  meeting  was  called  at  the  court  house  at  Musca- 
tine, an  association  was  formed,  of  which  Col.  II.  H.  Rood 
was  made  chairman.  The  Hon.  Buren  R.  Sherman  was 
chosen  president.  Col.  Rood  as  secretary,  Capt.  Munroe  as 
corresponding  secretary  and  M.  A.  Kigley,  treasurer. 
The  first  reunion  was  held  at  Washington,  Iowa,  with  Gen. 
Belknap  orator  of  the  occasion.  The  silver  oak'  leaf  was 
made  the  emblem  of  the  society  at  this  meeting.  Reunions 
have  been  as  follows:

ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION- 

Article  I.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  ''Crock- 
er's Iowa  Brigade,1'  and  shall  include  every  soldier  who  has 
served  with  honor  in  that  brigade.  Honorary  members  may 
be  elected  from  those  who  have  served  with  honor  and  dis- 
tinction in  any  of  the  armies  of  the  United    States. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  society  shall  be  to  keep  alive 
and  preserve  that  kindly  and  cord;::!  feeling-  which  has  been 
one  of  the  characteristics  of  this  brigade  during  its  career  in 
the  service,  and  which  has  given  it  such  harmony  of  action 
and  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  its  glorious  achieve- 
ments in  our  country's  cause.     The  fame  and  glory  oi  all  the 
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soldiers  belonging*  to  this  brigade  who  have  fallen,  either  on 
the  field  of  battle  or  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  shall  be  a  sacred 
trust  to  this  society,  which  shall  cause  proper  memorials  of 
their  services  to  be  collected  and  preserved,  and  thus  trans- 
mit their  names  with  honor  to  posterity.  The  families  of 
all  such  soldiers  who  shall  be  in  indigent  circumstances 
will  have  a  claim  upon  the  generosity  of  the  society,  and  will 
be  relieved  by  the  voluntary  contribution  of  its  members 
whenever  brought  to  their  attention.  In  like  manner,  the 
fame,  and  the  suffering  families  of  those  soldiers  who  may 
hereafter  be  stricken  down  by  death,  shall  be  a  trust  in  the 
hands  of  their  survivors. 

Art.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  these  objects, 
the  society  shall  be  organized  by  the  biennial  election  of  a 
President  and  Vice  Presidents,  the  Vice  Presidents  to  be 
chosen  one  from  each  regiment  composing  said  brigade,  and 
a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a  "Recording  Secretary. 

The  society  shall  meet  biennially,  and  those  soldiers 
who,  for  an}'  cause,  are  unable  to  attend  its  meetings,  will  be 
expected  to  write  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  so- 
ciety and  impart  such  information  in  regard  to  themselves 
as  they  may  desire  and  which  may  be  of  interest  to  their 
comrades. 

Honoring  the  glorious  achievements  of  our  brothers  in 
arms  belonging  to  other  armies,  whose  services  have  con- 
tributed in  an  equal  degree  in  the  re-establishment  of  our 
government,  and  desiring  to  draw  closer  to  them  in  the 
bonds  of  social  feeling,  the  President  or  either  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  shall  be  authorized  to  invite  the  attendance  of  any 
soldiers  of  the  United  States  army  at  any  of  our  biennial 
meetings.

BY-LAWS. 


Article  1.     All  persons  applying  previous  to,  on,  or  ai 

ter  the  annual  meeting  in   18S1,    for    enrollment  shall   pay   <

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membership  fee  of  one  dollar;  that  the  annual  dues  shall  be 
one  dollar,  and  persons  applying-  for  membership  shall 
pay  back  dues;  that  all  fees  arc  due  and  payable  to  the  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  all  money  received  by  him  on  ac- 
count of  the  Society  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  that  all  money  received  as  fees  shall  by  the  Treasurer 
be  added  to  the  permanent  fund. 

Art.  2.  Money  for  ordinary  expenses  of  the  society 
may  be  expended  by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
President.  All  other  expenditures  only  in  pursuance  of  a 
vote  of  the  society. 


Art.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  with 
vouchers.  The  Recording-  Secretary  shall  report  to  the  an- 
nual meeting-  all  money  received  by  him,  and  all  transferred 
by  him  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  report  to  every 
meeting  all  correspondence  of  general  interest. 

Art.  4.  All  questions  and  resolutions  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  lint  amendments 
proposed  to  the  constitution  shall  be  acted  upon  only  at  the 
annual  meeting- subsequent  to  the  one  at  which  they  may  be 
proposed,  unless  the  postponment  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  5.      The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

First— Reading  of  the  journal  of  the  previous  meeting. 
Second — ^Appointment   of  committees  on    business,  and 
for  nomination  of  officers. 

Third-  -Receiving  reports. 
Fourth— Current  business. 
Fifth—  Election  oi  ofti  ;crs. 
Sixth — Ad  journme  nt. 

Art.  6.     If  the  society   shall  at  any  meeting-  omit,  to  des- 
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ig-nate  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting-,  the  President 
shall,  by  due  public  notice,  fix  the  time  and  place. 

Art.  7.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  society  is  re- 
ported to  the  Corresponding-  Secretary  to  have  disqualified 
himself  for  membership  by  reason  of  dishonorable  or  vicious 
conduct,  he  shall  be  reported  to  the  President  of  the  society, 
who  thereupon  shall  order  a  court  of  not  less  than  three 
members  of  the  society  to  investigate  the  facts  and  report  to 
the  next  meeting-  for  action  of  the  society  in  the  case.

HEROIC  RECORD  OF  CROCKER  IOWA  BRIGADE. 


History  of  the  Several  Regiments  Composing-  the  Noted  Organ- 
ization. 


Participated  in  Many  of  the  Bloodiest  Conflicts  of  the  Civil  War 

— Survivors  Will  Be  Honored  During1  Their  Keokuk  Visit. 

[Daily  Constitution — Democrat,  Tuesday,  Sept.  25,  1900.] 

The  brigade  known  as  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  was  com- 
posed of  the  Eleventh,  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth 
Infantries.  The  biennial  reunion  of  the  brigade  will  be  held 
in  Keokuk  Wednesday  and  Thursday.  Below  is  a  short  his- 
tory of  each  regiment  composing-  the  Brigade. 

E LE VENT  H  R EGIM  E N T . 

The  Eleventh  regiment,  Iowa  volunteers,  was  organized 
at  "Camp  McCleilan"  situated  on  a  picturesque  bluff  over- 
hanging the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  two  miles  above 
Davenport,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1S61.  The  mater- 
ial for  the  regiment  was  excellent.  Abraham  M.  Hare  of 
Muscatine  had  the  honor  of  being  the  first  colonel,  though 
not  the  first  commander,  of  this  gallant  regiment.  On  the 
first  of  November  Colonel  Hare  was  mustered  into  service 
and  the  organization  on  that  day  was  completed.  The  period 
which  elapsed  from  this  time  until  the  regiment  departed 
for  St.  Louis  has  been  called  by  its  correspondents  "the 
starvation  era."  The  Eleventh  was  the  first  Iowa  regiment 
whose  men  received  their  uniforms  from  the  government  be- 
fore leaving  the  state.  The  regiment  embarked  for  St. 
Louis  on  the  16th  and  arrived  at  that  city  on  the  evening  of 
the  20th.  This  regiment  spent  nearly  three  weeks  at  Ben- 
ton barracks  at  that  time  the  grand  place  of  fashionable  re- 
sort for  western  troops.  On  Sunday,  December  S,  the  reg- 
iment l^ii  Benton  barracks  without  a  single  regret  and 
moved  to  Jefferson  City.     Hence  not  many   days   afterwards 
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it  went  upon  its  first  campaign  in  the  Held.  On  the  14th  it 
proceeded  up  the  river  to  Booneville.  Thence  to  Providence, 
thence  to  Boonesboro,'  thence  to  Fulton.  Here  they  spent 
the  winter  joyously  putting  in  their  spare  time  on  social  en- 
joyments. On  the  10th  of  March  they  moved  to  Savannah. 
Tennessee.  There  it  remained  for  a  week  and  again  moved 
to  Pittsburg  Landing  remaining-  there  a  fortnight.  Then, 
the  battle  of  Shiloh  took  place.  The  losses  of  the  regiment 
in  its  first  battle  were  very  heavy.  As  soon  as  it  recovered 
from  the  shock"  the  great  army  assembled  and  began  to  move 
upon  Corinth.  Col.  Hare  having  resigned,  Col.  M.  M. 
Crocker,  Thirteenth  Iowa,  assumed  command  of  the  brigade 
which  was  known  as  "Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade."  The  gal- 
lant command  than  which  no  single  brigade  made  a  more  il- 
lustrious record  throughout  the  war,  undoubtedly  owes 
much  of  its  proud  fame  to  Crocker,  whose  off-hand  ability, 
dashing  gallantry  and  stern  discipline  were  known  through- 
out the  army  and  recognized  as  pre-eminent.  This  regi- 
ment took  part  in  the  seige  of  Corinth,  the  battle  of  luka, 
Mississippi  central  campaign,  Lake  Providence  skirmish, 
campaign  of  Yicksburg,  expedition  to  Monroe,  La.;  the 
Meridian  raid,  the  Atlanta  campaign-  of  Nickajack  Creek, 
and  was  honorably  discharged  at  Louisville  during  July, T865 
and  was  moved  to  Davenport  for  final  disband ment  and 
reached  that  city  on  the  evening  of  July  1(). 

THE  THIRTEENTH  INFANTRY, 

The  Thirteenth  Iowa  volunteers,  even  had  it  not  been 
formed  so  generally  of  men  of  superior  physical  strength, 
mental  cultivation  and  moral  rectitude,  must  have  gained  a 
prominent  position  among  the  regiments  of  our  state  and 
country  for  the  reason  that  its  first  colonel  and  instructor  in 
the  art  of  war  and  the  duties  of  soldiers,  was  Marcellus  M. 
Crocker,  who  was  endowed  by  nature  with  a  rare  military 
genius,  whose  rapid  compreheusionand  wide  scope  would  have 
won  for  him  a  place  in  history  next  to  that  of  McPherson, 
but  for  the  painful  disease  on  account  of  which  he  had  to  be 
borne  from  the  field  of  active  operations  in  the  midst  of  the 
war.  and  which  carried  him  to  an  untimely  grave  before  the 
complete  restoration  of  peace. 

lie  had  early  sought  a  military  education  and  did  spend, 
in    fact,  in  »r<    tl     n  tw<     \  •.•  rs  at.  tl  >t    Point    Aci 

where  he  stood  hii.  i  in  his  class.  lie  left  that  institution 
and  devoted  his  energies  to  the  support  of  his  mother  and 
sisters.      When  the  war  broke  out  he  was  a    prominent    law- 
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On  the  first  day  of  battle  the  regiment  fought  with  great 
efficiency  and  was  under  fire  for  ten  consecutive  hours.  It 
lost  heavily  in  killed  .and  wounded  but  had  comparatively 
few  missing-.  Upon  the- reorganization  of  the  army  a  few 
days  alter  the  battle  the  regiment  was  placed  in  the  6th 
division,  Krig.  Gen.  Thomas  J.  MeKean,  commanding.  The 
brigade  to  which,  it  was    attached    was    known,   officially,   as 


yer  of  our  state  capital,  but  immediately  raised  a  company 
which  was  attached  to  the  Second  regiment,  of  which  he  be- 
came major,  in  which. position  his  military  abilities  at  once  be- 
came evident  as  they  did  much  to  make  that  organization  one 
of  the  best  in  the  service.  He  was  fortunately  appreciated 
and  by  none  more  than  by  Governor  Kirkwood,  who  determ- 
ined to  promote  him  as  soon  as  practicable.  He  was  accord- 
ingly commissioned  colonel  of  the  Thirteenth  Iowa  infantry 
which  was  recruited  under  the  president's  proclamation  of 
July  23,  1S61,  and  ordered  to  rendezvous  at  Camp  McClellan, 
near  Davenport,  where  the  regiment  was  completely  organ- 
ized and  the  last  company  mustered  into  the  service  on  the 
second  of  November,  1861.  Colonel  Rood  was  a  second 
lieutenant  of  this  regiment.  Thus  completely  organized, 
and  the  men  having  received  their  clothing,  the  regiment 
was  soon  moved  to  Benton  barracks,  Missouri,  where  it  re- 
mained from  November  20  to  December  11.  Here  it  was 
armed  with  old  Harper's  Ferry  muskets  altered  from  flint 
lock  to  percussion  and  supplied  with  tents  and  equippage 
for  actual  service.  At  the  date  last  mentioned,  it  was 
ordered  to  report  to  General  Pope  and  was  by  him  assigned 
to  duty  at  Jefferson  City,  the  capital  of  Missouri.  The  com- 
mand there  remained  during  the  rest  of  the  winter.  The 
period  was  of  course  one  of  monotony  and  dullness  but  it 
was  improved  to  the  utmost  by  Colonel  Crocker  w?ho  insti- 
tuted schools  of  instruction  for  the  officers  and  drills  for  the 
men.  During-  the  whole  winter,  officers  and  privates  spent 
several  hours  each  day  learning  their  duties,  each  and  every 
one  laboring-  diligently  to  attain  the  proficiency  in  the  art  to 
which  they  were  now  devoted  which  should  enable  them  to 
do  good  service  in  the  field.  Having  received  orders  to  re- 
port to  General  Grant,  Colonel  Crocker  placed  his  regiment 
aboard  cars  at  Jefferson  City  on  the  8th  of  March,  1S62,  and 
moved  to  St.  Louis,  where  he  embarked  for  Pittsburg  Land- 
ing, arriving  on  the  22nd.  The  regiment  reported  to  Gen. 
McClellan,  commanding  1st  division,  and  with  the  11th  Iowa, 
8th  Iowa,  and  ISth  Illinois  constituted  the  first  brigade 
thereof,  Colonel  Richard  Oglesby  commanding. 


■> 
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the  third  of  that  division  and  it  consisted  of  the  Eleventh, 
Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Iowa  regiments.  Col- 
onel M.  M.  Crocker  commanding-.  It  very  soon  acquired 
the  name  of  the  ''Iowa  Brigade,"  and  continued  to  be  known 
as  such,  the  same  regiments  all  the  while  remaining-  in  the 
same  brigade  throughout  the  war.  In  the  seige  of  Corinth, 
under  Halleck,  which  dragged  its  slow  length  along  till  the 
last  of  May  the  command  participated  and  when  Beauregard 
had  evacuated  it  formed  part  of  the  garrison  of  the  place.  It 
remained  there  on  garrison  duty  nearly  three  months. 
Near  the  end  of  July  it  marched  with  other  forces  to  Bolivar, 
Tennessee,  to  look  after  the  enemy  and  having  chased  him 
from  one  point  to  another  pretty  much  all  over  the  country 
at  that  part  returned  to  Corinth  on  the  12th  of  September. 
Its  next  movement  in  the  field  was  under  General  Ord,  who 
marched  upon  luka,  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  com- 
mand at  Corinth  for  the  purpose  of  giving  battle  to  Price. 
It  was  engaged  in  battle  on  the  third  and  fourth  and  though 
long  under  heavy  fire,  its  losses  were  slight.  After  chasing 
the  confederates  for  some  time,  the  regiment  on  its  return 
reached  Corinth  October  11. 

UNDER  GENERAL  GRANT. 

Having  halted  in  camp  at  Corinth  for  three  weeks  the 
command  commenced  another  movement  in  the  field,  joining 
in  t h e  cam p a i g n  u n d e r  G en.  ( t r a n t  1  o r.  a n  a 1 t ac k  on  Vic k s b u  r g 
by  Holly  Springs  and  Granada.  The  regiment  .marched  by 
Grand  junction.  Holly  Springs  and  Oxford  to  "Yocana" 
Creek,  when  Holly  Springs  having  been  lost  to  General 
Grant  the  army  countermarched  to  the  frontier  of 
Tennessee.  The  division  to  which  the  regiment  was  at- 
tached on  this  campaign,  now  commanded  by  General  Mc- 
Arthur  arrived  at  Memphis  on  the  13th  of  January,  1S63, 
where  the  troops  went  into  camp.  In  February  the  reg- 
iments moved  into  Providence,  Mo.,  where  "the  troops 
worked  most  of  the  time  on  the  famous  "Lake  Providence 
Canal. "  While  the  troops  were  thus  engaged  near  Lake 
Providence,  the  arm}'  generally  was  reorganized;  the  organ- 
ization of  corps  d'armee  having  at  length  been  adopted  Col- 
onel Crocker  was  promoted  shortly  afterwards  to  the  rank 
of  brigadier-general  of  volunteers. 

BRIGADE  Wt  >KKS  HARD. 

« 

For  a  considerable  length  of  time  embraced  in  the  cam- 
paign of  Vicksburg,   the  Iowa    brigade    performed    peculiar 
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services — services  involving- hard  labor  and  tough  marching- 
qualities.  The  troops  were  called  upon,  in  short,  to  do  about 
all  the  hard  marching  and  outside  work  for  all  that  part  of 
the  army  to  which  they  belonged  during  the  period  of  about 
three  months.  Leaving  Lake  Providence  near  the  close  of 
April  they  steamed  down  to  Millikan's  Bend,  whence  they 
marched  to  Holmes'  plantation  and  were  engaged  near  there 
a  fortnight  in  guarding  and  repairing-  the  roads  over  which 
the  army  marched  when  it  swung  round  below  Yicksburg. 
In  the  latter  part  of  May  they  again  moved  joining  a  force 
that  was  detailed  to  make  a  reconnaisauce  in  the  direction  of 
Mechanicsville.  It  is  no  wonder  the  troops  of  the  Iowa  bri- 
gade acquired  the  sobriquet  of  "Crocker's  Greyhounds." 

They  returned  from  this  trip  and  took  a  position  on  the 
left  where  they  remained  till  the  24th  of  June.  The  confed- 
erate general  Joseph  E.  Johnston  having  made  his  appear- 
ance in  the  rear  of  the  army,  General  Sherman  moved  out  to 
watch  him,  with  the  Army  of  Observation.  The  Thirteenth 
joined  this  force  and  took  a  position  near  .Messenger's  Ferry 
on  Big  Black  River.  On  the  Fourth  of  July  while  Yicksburg 
was  being  surrendered  to  Grant,  it  was  skirmishing  with  the 
troops  of  Johnston's  army.  The  army  remained  in  camp  af- 
ter this,  with  orders  to  be  ready  to  march  to  Yicksburg-  at 
any  time.  Before  this  order  came,  however,  it  became  nec- 
cessary  to  send  supplies  to  Sherman  and  the  Iowa  Brigade, 
still  in  its  role  of  performing  extra  duty  for  the  army,  escort- 
ed the  train. 

From  the  4th  of  February,  1864,  to  the  4th  of 
March  the  regiment  was  with  the  forces  under  General 
Sherman  on  the  famous  Meridian  raid  participating-  through- 
out in  that  exciting  enterprise.  On  the  return  from  Mer- 
idian, therefore  General  McPherson  issued  an  order  declar- 
ing the  regiment  to  be  a  veteran  organization  and  giving-  the 
officers  and  men  ''thirty  days  in  their  own  state,"  and  on  the 
7th  of  March  the  veterans  were  homeward  bound.  Embark- 
ing on  the  loth  of  April  they  were  all  "oH  to  the  wars  once 
more."  The  first  place  they  disembarked  was  Clinton, 
Tenn.  Halting  there  but  a  few  days  the  army  marched  by 
Pulaski  and  .Athens  to  Huntsrille,  Alabama,  arriving  on  the 
20th  of  May.  Here  the  provisional  organization  was  aban- 
doned and  the  old  regiments  of  the  Iowa  brigade  again 
came  together  and  did  not  afterwards  separate  till  the  cl<  - 
o£the*war.     General  Crocker  was    '  md   ol    the  divis- 

ion—the Fourth,     Resting  at  Huntsville  but  a  few  days  dur- 
ing which  time    such  supplies  of  clothing  and    equipage   as 
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could  be  carried  with  the  limited  transportation  allowed, 
were  drawn,  the  command  marched  by  Decatur  and  Rome  to 
Ach worth,  Georgia,  there  joining- the  main  body  of  General 
Sherman's  army  on  the  8th  of  June.  The  forward  march 
hence  of  the  Atlanta  campaign  began  two  days  afterward. 
On  the  11th  the  command  arrived  in  front  of  Kensaw  moun- 
tain, where  commenced  its  first  lighting*  in  the  great  cam- 
paign. Although  the  regiment  was  in  no  general  engage- 
ment there  it  lost  many  men  killed  and  wounded  on  the  pick- 
et lines  or  picked  oft:  from  the  line  by  the  sharpshooters  of 
the  enemy. 

On  the  night  of  July  2  the  command  withdrew  from 
Brush  mountain  and  marching  to  the  extreme  right  of  the 
line  took  a  position  near  Ni'ckajack  Creek  and  on  the  4th  as 
on  that  anniversary  of  the  previous  year  the  13th  was  skir- 
mishing with  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston's  men.  General 
Gresham  was  wounded  and  the  regiment  took  position  be- 
fore Atlanta.  The  battle  of  Atlanta  occurred  the  21st  of 
July.  The  troops  were  in  position  behind  works  some  five 
or  six  hundred  yards  from  the  fort.  In  front  it  was  a  pretty 
forest,  but  immediately  in  front  of  the  13th  on  a  slightly 
ascending  hill  extending  to  the  enemy's  position  was  a  field 
of  young  growing  corn.  The  brigade  formed  at  8  in  the 
morning,  the  13th  and  15th,  Col.  W.  W.  Belknap  command- 
ing the  latter  in  front.  During  the  battle  which  lasted  just 
twenty-seven  minutes  the  Iowa  brigade  lost  226  killed  and 
wounded.  Near  noon  of  the  22nd  the  battle,  raged  in  full 
force  on  this  part  of  the  field,  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  battle 
of  the  previous  day.  In  the  battle,  still  before  Atlanta,  of 
the  28th  the  regiment  performed  most  valuable  services,  be- 
ing ordered  with  a  remnant  of  the  Third  Iowa  to  re-enforce 
a  portion  of  the  line  of  the  Fifteenth  corps.  The  campaign 
concluded,  the  men  halted  at  Atlanta  about  a  month  perform- 
ing garrison  duties  and  at  times  assisting  in  the  erection  of 
fortifications.  About  the  1st  of  October  the  command  joined 
in  the  pursuit  of  General  Hood,  who  was  attempting  to  play 
havoc  with  Genera1  Sherman's  communications,  and  assisted 
in  driving  him  as  far  as  Gaylesville  in  northwestern  Alabama. 
The  regi  me  n  t  h  alted  t  he  re  a  f  e  w  d  a  y  s  a  ud  the  n  re  t  u  r  n  ed  to  M  a  r- 
ietta  arriving  there  in  the  month  of  November.  From  Mar- 
ietta the  regiment  moved  to  Atlanta  and  departed  hence  with 
Sherman  for  Savannah  and  tin  s  .a  on  the  15th.  They  partic- 
ipated in  the  seige  of  Savannah  and  it  having  been  evacuated 
by  Hardee,  they  entered  the  beautiful  city  on  the  22nd  of 
December  and  encamped  within  a  mile  of  the  city  hall.     Of 
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THE  FIFTEENTH  INFANTRY 


The  nineteenth  of  March  the  regiment  left  the  rendez- 
vous for  the  seat  of  war.  Jt  was  a  stormy  day.  It  rained 
and  the  streets  of  Keokuk  were  muddy.  Arriving"  at 
St.  Louis  the  regiment  marched  to  Benton  barracks,  then  a 
vast  camp  of  instruction  where  it  received  arms  and  a  com- 
plete outfit  for  the  field  and  for  some  days  employed  ali  pos- 
sible time  in  drill.  Colonel  Reid  received  orders  to  move  to 
the  department  of  Tennessee  which  was  read  to  the  regi- 
ment on  dress  parade.  The  next  day  they  embarked  for 
Savanuah,  Term.,  then  General  Grant's  headquarters.  On 
the  morning  of  April  6  the  regiment  reached  that  landing  the 
first  of   the    battle   of   Shiloh   and    took    part    in    the    battle, 


the  army  of  the  Tennessee  the  Seventh  corps  was  the  first 
to  leave  Savannah  and  of  this  corps  the  division  to  which  the 
Iowa  brigade  was  attached  was  the  first  to  embark.  On  the 
29th  of  January  the  march  through  the  Carolinas  began,  the 
regiment  joining  therein.  In  May  the  grand  review  before 
the  executive  mansion  tool;  place.  The  Thirteenth  attract- 
ed special  attention.  After  the  review  the  regiment  marched 
with  the  brigade  a  short  distance  north  of  Washington  city 
and  encamped  on  one  of  the'  most  picturesque  hills  of  Rock 
Creel-  where  it  remained  until  the  4th  of  June  when  it  moved 
by  rail  to  Parkersburg,  Va.,  and  thence  by  steamer  to  Louis- 
ville. It  received  orders  for  mustering  out  and  on  the  2Sth 
and  29th  of  July  it  was  paid  off  and    disbanded  at  Davenport. 


The  Fifteenth  regiment,  Iowa  volunteer  infantry,  com- 
posed of  over  a  thousand  men,  from  more  than  a  score  of 
counties  in  the  state  recruited  in  the  fail  of  1861,  and  the 
winter  of  1861-62  was  as  slow  in  its  enrollment  as  the  con- 
temporaneous movements  of  the  arm}'  of  the  Potomac,  which 
but  for  its  splendid  parades  would  have  appeared  to  stand 
still  and  quite  like  a  stockade.  The  rendezvous  was  at 
Keokuk  whither  some  of  the  companies  proceeded  in  the' 
autumn  o"f  1S61  and  where  from  time  to  time  between  the 
first  of  November  and  the  latter  part  of  February,  1S62,  all 
the  companies  were  mustered  into  service  of  the  general 
government.  But  it  was  in  the  mouth  of  March  that  the 
regiment  was  fullv  organized  and  became  a  recognized  part 
of  the  grand  volunteer  army  of  the  union.  Hugh  T.  Reid  of 
this  county  was  commanding  officer  and  William  W.  Belknap 
of  this  city  was   major. 


LEAVES    KEOKUK    FOR    ACTION. 
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There  it  fought  bravely  and  well.  Col.  Reid  was  severely 
wounded  in  this  battle.  He  spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  brav- 
ery of  his  command  and  mentioned  specially  Major  Belknap 
as  always  being- in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time  directing 
and  encouraging  the  officers  and  men  with  the  utmost  cool- 
ness. 

REORGANIZING  THE  ARMY. 

The  work  of  reorganizing  the  army  began  immediately 
after  the  battle.  For  a  short  time  the  regiment,  the  Six- 
teenth Iowa  and  the  Eighteenth  Wisconsin  were  in  the  same 
brigade,  Col.  Reid  commanding,  but  on  the  27th  of  April 
"the  Iowa  Brigade"  with  Colonel  M.  M.  Crocker  command- 
ing, was  organized  to  continue  in  being  as  it  turned  out  till 
the  overthrow  of  the  rebellion — a  period  of  over  three  years. 
The  battle  of  Corinth,  and  other  engagements  took  place. 
Near  the  end  of  the  month  the  regiment  wTas  detailed  as  pro- 
vost guard  in  Corinth.  Major  Belknap  being  provost  marshal. 
In  the  later  part  of  July  the  regiment  moved  to  Bolivar, 
where  and  in  vicinage  thereof  it  was  engaged  for  more  than  a 
month  reconnoitering,  building  fortifications  and  standing  to 
arms  ready  to  repel  threatened  attacks.  General  Tuttle 
going  to  Cairo,  Colonel  Crocker  took  command  of  the  divis- 
ion and  Colonel  Reid  of  the  brigade.  In  September  the 
regiment  removed  to  luka.  It  countermarched  to  Corinth 
where  Crocker  was  again  in  command  of  the  brigade.  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Dewey  had  sometime  before  left  the  Fifteenth 
to  take  command  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Belknap  had  command  during  the  battle  of  the  third  on 
account  of  the  sickness  of  Col.  Reid.  The  campaign  before 
Vicksburg  began.  Many  engagements  took  place  now  and 
then  that  engaged  the  regiment.  The  regiment  of  the  Fif- 
teenth infantry  was  mustered  out  at  Louisville  July  24  with 
an  enrollment  of  712  men.  Moving  on  cars  by  Chicago 
to  Davenport,  the  command  reached  that  place  on  the  29th 
of  July  and  having  been  handsomely  received,  marched  to 
Camp  Kinsman  for  final  discharge. 

THE    SIXTEENTH   INFANTRY. 

The  Sixteenth  regiment  oi  infantry  from  Iowa  was  the 
last  of  those  regiments  from  the  state  which  were  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  general  government  under  the  procla- 
mations of  the  president  calling  for  ;olunteers  during  the 
first  year  of  tl  .var.  Of  the  fifteen  regiments  on  foot 
which  preceded  this,  fourteen  had  entered  the  service  for 
three  years  and  a  majority  of  them    had    been    mustered    by 
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Captain  Alexander  Chambers,  Eighteenth  United  States  in- 
fantry. By  the  proclamation  Iowa  was  called  upon  as  we 
have  seen  for  but  one  regiment  of  three  months  men.  Cap- 
tain Chambers  was  posted  at  Keokuk.  The  companies  were 
mustered  into  service  at  various  times  from  the  10th  of 
December,  1861,  to  the  24th  of  March,  1862,  seven  at  Daven- 
port, one  at.  Keokuk  and  the  others  at  Benton  Barracks,  Mo. 
Upon  the  organization  of  the  "Iowa  Brigade"  shortly  after 
the  battle  of  Shiloh,  the  Sixteenth  was  assigned  there,  too, 
and  continued  ever  afterwards  therein.  In  the  great  battle 
of  Atlanta,  July  22nd,  the  Sixteenth  was  sadly  unfortunate, 
being  compelled  to  surrender  in  a  body  but  not  till  it  had 
fought  with  the  greatest  courage  and  effectiveness  and  had 
placed  many  more  confederates  hors-du-combat  than  there 
were  in  command.  The  men  were  sent  to  Anderson ville 
and  the  officers  elsewhere.  The  Sixteenth  remained  there 
until  the  19th  of  September,  when  they  were  moved  to  Rough 
and  Ready  for  exchange  and  the  majority  were  there  ex- 
changed on  the  22nd  just  two  months  from  the  day  of  their 
capture.  The  officers  remained  in  prison  much  longer. 
At  different  places  on  the  northward  march  the  men  were 
shot  down  and  on  the  2nd  of  March,  1865,  the  last  casualty 
occurred  in  the  severely  wounding  of  Lieutenant  W.  Stack- 
man,  who  fell  near  Cheraw.  The  command  continued  with 
Sherman's  triumphant  army  till  the  war  was  practically 
closed  by  the  capitulation  of  Johnston;  marched  to  Washing- 
ton; was  there  reviewed  by  the  lieutenant-general,  the 
president  and  dignitaries  of  the  United  States  and  many 
other  countries  witnessing  the  great  display;  moved  thence 
to  Louisville  and; was  there  mustered  out  of  service  in  the 
month  of  July.  From  Louisville  the  regiment  moved  to 
Davenport,  Town,  and  was  there  disbanded.

Crocker's  Iowa  brigade  participated  with  its  Sixth  divis- 
ion in  the  advance  upon,  or  seige  of  Corinth,  Miss.,  from  Ap- 
ril 28  to  May  30,  1862.  In  June,  the  brigade  was  engaged  in 
important  picket  and  grand  guard  duties  west  of  Corinth, 
and  south  of  the  Memphis  and..  Charleston  railroad  towards 
Chewalla,  where  now  detached  forts  were  in  process 
of  erection.  On  June  27th  the  Fifteenth  Iowa  was  detailed 
as  a  provost  guard  in  Corinth,  Major  Belknap  being  provost 
marshal  under  General  E.  O.  C.  Ord,  commanding  post. 

The  Fifteenth  Iowa  was  relieved  on  July  27th,  and  with 
brigade  and  another.al!  under  command  of  General  J.  M. 
Tuttle,  made  a  forced  march  to  reinforce  General  L.  F. 
Ross  at  Bolivia,  Tenn.,  on  the  Jackson  and  Grand  junction 
railroad,  then  threatened  by  the  enemy,  from  the  direction 
oi  Ripley,  Miss. 

On  August  12th,  General  Tuttle  being  ordered   to  Cairo, 
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Colonel  Crocker  assumed  command  of  the  (temporarily 
called)  second  division  district  of  Jackson,  Colonel  Reid  of 
the  Fifteenth  Iowa  took  command  oi  the  brigade.  The  di- 
vision took  part  in  several  movements,  and  reconnoitering 
around  Bolivia,  it  reinforced  Colonel  Leggett's  brigade  and 
repulsed  the  enemy  attacking  that  brigade.  By  the  constant 
demonstrations  of  the  enemy  around  Bolivia,  an  early  attack 
could  be  expected,  the  several  detached  forts  north  of  the 
place  were  to  be  connected,  and  those  near  the  Big-  Hatchie 
river  to  be  strengthened.  Colonel  Reid  while  in  command  of 
the  brigade,  without  any  brigade  staff,  except  Adjutant 
Pomutz  acting  assistant  adjutant  general,  and  also  as  en- 
gineer, undertook  and  completed  the  work. 

The  Fifteenth  Iowa  was  assigned  to  garrison  Fort  Fu- 
gleman September  2nd  to  12th.  The  attack  did  not  come, 
however;  the  enemy  after  having  threatened  the  place  for 
three  weeks  from  different  directions,  and  causing  the  troops 
to  stand  to  arms  every  morning-  for  the  same  time,  suddenly 
disappeared,  and  was  known  to  turn  up  east,  southeast  of 
Corinth,  in  the  direction  of  luka.  While  the  brigade 
marched  to  Corinth,  September  13-14,  luka  was  taken  by 
Price's  rebel  forces.  General  Rosencrans  on  September 
17th,  issued  special  order  No.  239:  "The  troops  of  this  army 
will  move  with  five  days1  rations,  three  cooked,  in  haversacks, 
*  *  *  *  and  one  hundred  rounds  of  ammunition  per 
man,  and  without  baggage/'  The  brigade  took  part  in  the 
expedition  of  luka,  where  it  co-operated  with  General  Rosen- 
crans  in  retaking  that  place,  and  driving  Price's,  army  south 
towards  Tupelo.  The  Sixteenth  Iowa  was  sent  on  a  recon- 
noissance  from  Bernsvillc,  Miss.,  on  September  IS,  towards 
luka,  and  was  engaged  in  the  battle  of  luka,  on  September 
19,  losing  15  men  killed,  Colonel  Chambers  and  32  men 
wounded,  and  11  men  captured;  total  casualties  59. 

The  game  of  the  enemy  to  reappear  suddenly  in  the  di- 
rection of  west,  northwest  of  Corinth  by  rapid  marches  from 
Tupelo  by  way  of  Ripley,  to  Chewalla,  on  the  Memphis  rail- 
road, having  been  discovered  by  General  Grant,  most  of  the 
troops  around  luka  were  rapidly  marched  back  to  Corinth.  The 
Iowa  brigade.  Colonel  Crocker  commanding,  arrived  late  at 
night  of  the  2nd  of  October, and  took  position  two  miles  west  of 
Corinth  and  south  of  the  Chewalla  road,  when,  October  3rd, 
the  combined  attack  under  Van  Pore,  Price  and  Villi  ; 
was  made,  and  the  battle  of  Corinth  began.  "The  bri 
under  Colonel  Crocker  fell   in   at  daylight.     Lieutenant    Cui- 
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onel  Wm.  Hall  commanded  the  Eleventh  Iowa.,  Lieutenant 
Colonel  John  Shane  the  Thirteenth  Iowa;  Lieutenant  Colonel 
W..W. -Belknap  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel 
Add  H.  Sanders  the  Sixteenth  Iowa,  and  marched  to  a  posi- 
tion near  Lattery  F.  On  halting-,  the  Eleventh  and  Thir- 
teenth Iowa  were  formed  in  line  of  battle  fronting-  west,  the 
Eleventh  on  the  right,  and  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Iowa 
formed  in  close  column  by  division,  the  Fifteenth  in  the  rear 
of  the  Eleventh  and  the  Sixteenth  in  rear  of  the 
Thirteenth  Iowa.  Shortly  after  this  disposition  the 
firing  in  front,  in  which  the  Second  brigade  was  engaged, 
became  general,  and  as  they  fell  back,  the  front  of  Crocker's 
Third  brigade  was  changed,  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth 
Iowa  forming-  into  line  of  battle  at  right  angles  to  the  prev- 
ious line  facing-  north,  and  the  Eleventh  and  Thirteenth 
formed  in  close  column  by  division  in  their  rear.  While  here 
two  companies  of  the  Thirteenth  Iowa  were  sent  out  as  skir- 
mishers to  the  front,  and  an  order  was  given  to  change 
front  with  the  left  of  the  division  resting-  on  Battery  E, 
and  the  right  on  the  left  of  the  Second  division  ;  Davies'). 
1  'his  order  was  being  executed  by  the  Eleventh  and  Thir- 
teenth Iowa,  and  by  the  artillery  posted  near  Battery  F,  and 
was  about  to  be  executed  by  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth, 
when  the  skirmishers  fell  back  before  the  enemy,  and  the 
two  regiments  remained  in  line  of  battle  to  protect  the  for- 
mation of  the  new  line  above  named.  In  a  few  moments,  it 
being-  about  3  o'clock,  the  enemy  came  regularly  on  in  line  of 
battle,  their  left  appearing  through  the  thick  underbrush  to 
be  nearly  opposite  the  right  of  the  Fifteenth  and  the  left  of 
the  Sixteenth. 

"The  regiment  (Fifteenth)  was  ordered  by  me  not  to  tire 
until  the  enemy  came  near  enough  to  be  easily  distin- 
guished. This  was  obeyed.  Loth  fired  at  the  same  instant 
and  both  in  full  volleys — ours  being  promptly  given  and  that 
of  the  enemy  with  less  regularity.  Our  men  fell  back  a  few 
steps  for  an  instant,  reloaded,  and  from  the  first  fought  like 
veterans.  For  three-quarters  of  an  hour  they  contended 
with  an  immensely  superior  force,  and  when  the  order  was 
given  by  Colonel  M.  M.  Crocker,  brigade  commander  (who 
was  on  the  field  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  fifteenth 
throughout  the  action)  to  fall  back  toe!'"  cf  n  union  with  the 
new  fne.it  had  to  be  fre<juentl)  repeal  d  before  it  was 
obeyed,  and  the  tenacity  and  unilinchim  •  -  rage  with  which 
the  men  of  my  regiment  clung  to  their  position  to  the  last, 
deserves    special    mention.       The    new    line    was    formed 
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promptly  and  in  perfect  order,  and   the  first  day's  fig-ht  was 
over. 

"During- the  action  of  the  4th,  the  regiment  under  the 
command  of  Colonel  Reid  was  placed  in  a  position  to  support 
the  fort,  from  which  the  artillery  of  Captain  Phillips  was 
served  with  such  terrible  effect,  and  while  there  had  two 
men  wounded.'7  From  Lieutenant  Colonel  William  W. 
Belknap's  report  of  the  battle. 

The  casualties  in  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  were  13  killed,  8 
mortally,  and  70  wounded  78,  and  IS  captured;  total  109,  one- 
third  of  the  members  engaged.  Colonel  Belknap  and  Major 
Cunningham  were  among-  those  wounded  severely. 

Colonel  Crocker  in  his  report,  says,  "Two  companies  of 
the  Thirteenth  Iowa,  Company  A,  in  command  of  Captain 
Kennedy,  and  Company  G,  in  command  of  Captain  Walker, 
bad,  before  the  engagement  commenced,  been  deployed  as 
skirmishers.  The  advance  of  the  enemy  drove  them  in. 
They  were  ordered  to  form  on  the  left  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa. 
They  formed  in  good  order,  fighting  like  veterans,  retiring 
under  the  brave  commanders  without  confusion,  when 
ordered  1o  do  so.  The  artillery  of  the  division  having- 
passed,  the  brigade  followed  in  good  order.  On  arriving  in- 
side the  fortifications,  we  took  position,  the  Fifteenth  Iowa 
in  line  of  battle  in  rear  of  and  to  the  right  of-  the  battery 
commanded  by  Captain  Phillips,  hirst  infantry,  the  Six- 
teenth in  rear  of  and  supporting  the  Fifth  Ohio  Battery, 
which  was  in  position  on  the  left  of  Captain  Phillips'  battery. 
five  companies  of  the  Eleventh  regiment,  in  command  of 
Major  Abercrombie,  in  line  of  battle  supporting  the  First 
Minnesota  battery  in  position  still  on  the  left  of  the  Fifth 
Ohio  battery;  the  Thirteenth  Iowa  and  five  companies  of  the 
Eleventh,  in  rear  of  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth,  in  close 
column  division  as  a  reserve. 

"At  night  five  companies  of  the  Thirteenth  Iowa  in  com- 
mand of  Major  Van  Ilosen,  were  sent  into  the  wood  in  front 
of  our  position  as  a  grand  guard.  Thus  we  remained  during 
the  night  and  until  the  battle  had  commenced  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  4th,  when,  the  five  companies  of  the  Eleventh  lowc. 
also  the  live  companies  of  the  Thirteenth  Iowa  were  relieve'.! 
and.  these  regiments  for  ned  in  line  of  battle,  the  Eleve 
in  the  rear  of  the  Fifteenth  and  the  Thirteenth  in  the  rear 
of  the  Sixteenth.      In    this    position    the    brigade' remained 
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during  the  day,  receiving- occasional  shots  from  cannon  and 
the  enemy's  sharpshooters  stationed  in  the  woods  in  front. 
I  deem  it  my  especial  duty  to  particularly  mention  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Belknap,  who  commanded  the  Fifteenth  regi- 
ment. This  regiment  was  under  the  hottest  fire,  and  Col- 
onel Belknap  was  every  where  along-  the  line,  mounted,  with 
sword  in  hand,  encouraging1  by  voice  and  gesture,  his  men  to 
stand  their  ground. 

• 

"Lieutenant-Colonel  Add.  Sanders,  who  commanded  the 
Sixteenth,  is  entitled  to  great  praise.  lie  rode  along  the 
line  of  his  regiment,  encouraging-  his  brave  boys  who  had  so 
lately  suffered  at  Iuka,  to  remember  their  duty,  and  although 
severely  wounded,  remained  with,  his  regiment  until  it 
marched  off  the  field. 

. 

"Major  Cunningham  of  the  Fifteenth,  and  Purcell  of  the 
Sixteenth,  did  their  whole  duty  and  conducted  themselves 
with  great  bravery.  Col.  H.  T.  Reid  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa, 
though  prostrated  by  illness  and  unable  to  be  in  the  field 
during  the  first  day's  engagement,  on  the.  second  left  the 
sick  bed,  joined  his  command,  and  though  unable  to  ride  his 
horse,  remained  with  his  regiment,  traveling  in  an  ambul- 
ance until  the  pursuit  was  abandoned. 

''1  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  renewed  obligations  un- 
der which  I  rest  to  my  adjutant,  James  Wilson,  who,  dur- 
ing the whole  time  of  the  battle  and  pursuit  was  tireless  in 
the  discharge  of  every  duty,  always  at  his  post,  alwavs 
brave,  alwavs  reliable.  Lieutenant  Lanstrom  of  the  Fif- 
teenth Iowa.,  who  acted  as  aid,  deported  himself  as  a.  good 
and  faithful  soldier.  'The  loss  of  the  brigade  occurred  prin- 
cipally in  the  eng-agement  on  the  3rd.  the  Fifteenth  Iowa 
suffering  most.  The  casualties  were  14  killed,  110  wounded 
and  22  missing;   total  146." 

Adjutant  S.  II.  M.  Byers,  Fifth  Iowa  Infantry 
writes  of  the  battle  o>  Corinth:  "First  day,  October  3, 
1862.  It  was  a  hard  battle  day.  The  rays  of  an  almost 
tropical  sun  poured  an  intense  heat  straight  down  on 
the  unprotected  heads  of  the  soldiers.  Scarcely  a  breath  of 
air  moved.  The  thermometer  registered  108  degrees  in  the 
shade,  water  was  scarce,  and  a] mosi  t  hot  to  drink  {v^; 
the  tin  canteens.  Added  to  ■  I,  were  the  heat  and  the  smoke 
of  tons  and  tons  of  burning  powder,  the  awful  explosions  of 
massed  artillery,  the  heated  crack  of  the    musketry,  menand 
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horses  crushed  and  bleeding  and  dying-— mangled  human 
beings  begging  for  a  drop  of  water,  and  no  one  to  hear.  But 
that  was  war  and  this  was  a  battle." 

At  daylight  of  October  5th,  the  brigade  wasin  pursuitofthe 

retreating  enemy,  and  continued  same  until  the  evening  of 
the  8th  inst.  when,  after  resting  one  day,  orders  were  re- 
ceived to  return  to  Corinth,  with  two  regiments,  .the  Thir- 
teenth andSixteenth.  The  Eleventh  and  Fifteenth  arrived  at 
Corinth  one  da}'  later,  on  the  13th  inst.  The  brigade  was 
employed  in  constructing  shorter  interior  lines,  and 
strengthening  the  forts  of  the  nearest  circle  around  Corinth; 
October  20th,  Colonel  Reid,  Fifteenth  Iowa,  assumed  com- 
mand of  the  brigade,  vice  Crocker,  on  leave  of  absence.  Oc- 
tober 25th,  winter  set  in  with  piercing  north  wind  and  snow. 
On  the  next,  and  subsequent  days  it  became  as  cold  as  No- 
vember usually  is  in  Iowa.  On  November  1,  special  order 
No.  7,  from  headquarters  district  of  Corinth,  ordered  the  di- 
visions of  Generals  Stanley,  Ouinbv  and  McArthur,  to  be 
held  in  readiness  to  move  early  tomorrow  morning  with  three 
days'  rations  in  haversacks  and  three  in  wagons,  and  100 
rounds  of  ammunition  per  man.  Not  more  than  one  tent 
per  company  will  be  taken;   no  other  bag-gage. 

From  the  20th  to  the  2Sth,  division  drill  of  the  three  bri- 
gades and  battalion  drill,  alternately,  were,  the  order  of  the 
day.  This  was  the  first  instance  of  the  division  being-  prac- 
tically instructed  in  the  different  movements  incident  to  bri- 
gades in  line  of  battle,  etc.  On  Now  2S,  the  organization  of 
all  the  troops  destined  for  the  winter  campaign  to  the  rear 
of  VTicksburg  being  completed,  the  three  columns  were  put 
in  motion;  General  Hamilton  in  command  of  trie  left  wing-, 
now  in  front:  General  McPherson  in  command  of  the  center, 
moving  on  a.  parallel  road  next  on  the  right;  and  Gen- 
eral W.  T.  Sherman  moving  from  Memphis  southeast  to- 
ward Abbeville,  being  the  extreme  right. 

The  Sixth  division  of  Hamilton's  column  being  in  the 
lead  of  the  Iowa  brigade,  was  in  front.  The  enemy  was  met 
six  miles  out  along  the  road  and  a  spirited  skirmishing  com- 
menced at  once  by  the  advance  cavalry,  who  soon  drove 
them  south.  Next  day,  20th,  the  march  was  stopped  by  the 
enemy  on  the  hig'h  plateau  at  Waterford,  Miss.,  about  noon; 
the  Sixth  division  deplovi ng  into  line  of  battle  on  the  north 
sid<  of  the   valle\     :     lvv.ee n    Wat<  Pompkiivs    Mill: 

when  soon  alter  the  skirmishers  wen   •  n  .  iged  on  b 
until  part  of  the    federal  cavalry   emerged    from   the    timber 
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nearest  to  the  left  wing-  of  the  enemy's  line.  This  compelled 
them  to  leave  the  ground.  Today  Coloael  M.  M.  Crocker 
was  promoted  brigadier  general.  On  the  30th,  General  Mc- 
Pherson  took  the  lead  and  drove  the  enemy  to  the  Talla- 
hatchie bridge,  three  miles  north  of  Abbeville,  where  Pern- 
berton  had  his  headquarters  the  day  before,  arriving  within 
two  miles  of  the  bridge  at  night.  The  rain  poured  down  in 
torrents,  while  General  Sheridan's  cavalry,  having- crossed 
the  Tallahatchie  below  and  above  the  bridge,  fell  upon  the 
flanks  of  the  enemy.  This  caused  them  to  evacuate  the 
strong  fort  around  the  bridge;  and  after  burning  the  same 
and  their  magazines  at  Abbeville,  also  the  bridges  and  thelong 
trestle  works  of  the  railroad,  they  retreated  precipitately 
further  south  towards  Grenada.  The  railroad  south  of 
Grand  Junction  being  our  only  cracker  line,  from  our  base 
at  Columbus,  Ky.,  it  was  of  great  importance  to  repair  same 
at  once,  especially  the  bridges  and  trestle  between  the  Tal- 
lahatchie river  and  Abbeville,  three  miles  distant. 

The  Sixth  division  being  encamped  near  the  latter  place 
was  detailed  to  repair  same,  by  selecting  men  from  the  dif- 
ferent regiments  of  the  division  who  were  to  act  as  engineers 
and  pioneers.  Heavy  details  were  sent  out  daily  by  the 
brigade  who  worked  until  December  18,  when  the  repairs 
being  completed,  the  division  moved  forward,  the  Third 
brigade  leading  the  column.  On  the  19th  the  division  passed 
through  Oxford,  where  it  was  received  while  marching  by 
General  Grant,  and  arrived  in  the  evening  at  Yockena 
Station  near  Grenada.  Here  news  was  received  of  a  cavalry 
force  of  5,000  from  Pemberton's  army,  having  made  a  cir- 
cuit to  the  southeast  from  the  front,  and  having  turned  to 
our  rear  and  captured  Holly  Springs,  and  destroyed  large 
quantities  of  rations,  clothing,  etc. 

General  Hamilton's  column  was  ordered  to  fall  back 
from  the  interior  of  Mississippi,  and  the  Iowa  Brigade  with 
its  division,  bv  a  forced  march  reached  Holly  Springs  at 
night  of  the  22d  of  December,  where  whole  blocks  were 
found  burned  to  the  ground  by  the  rebels,  who  set  tire  to  all 
governmental  storehouses,  after  Colonel  Murphy,  command- 
ing the  post,  had  surrendered  the  place  to  them.

On  December  30  the  march  was  resumed,  the  Sixth 
division  having- been  assigned  to  guarding"  that  part  of  the 
Memphis  and  Charleston  railroad  which  lay  between  Mos- 
cow and  Collierville,  a  line  of  fourteen  miles.  The  Iowa 
brigade  was  stationed  at  Lafayette,  from  December  31,  1S62, 
to  January  12,  1863,  and  was  several  times  called  into  the 
line  of  battle  by  rebel  cavalry  approaching  the  place  from 
the  north  and  also  from  the  south. 

On  January  12,  General  John  A.  Logan's  division  arrived 
and  relieved  our  division.  The  latter  marched  and  on  next  dav 
bivouacked  on  the  ed^e  of  Memphis,  Tenn.;  here  the  troops 
experienced  a  spell  of  severest  winter  known  then  for  twenty 
odd  years,  and  for  many  years  in  Iowa,  over  six  inches  of 
snow  falling  the  first  night.  The  men  being  compelled  to 
put  all  the  clothing-  on  they  had  and  going  to  sleep  with  their 
hats  and  shoes  on.

While  here  it  was  announced  that  the  troops  of  the  army 
of  the  Tennessee  had  on  December  18,  18.02,  been  formed  in- 
to the  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  army  corps,  and 
Major  General  James  B.-McPherson  assigned  to  command 
the  seventeenth  corps;  the  sixth  division,  General  John  Mc- 
Arthur,  and  seventh  division,  General  J.  F.  Quinby,  both 
heretofore  under  General  Hamilton  were  assigned  to  consti- 
tute part  of  the  Seventeenth,  by  general  order  No.  6,  from 
headquarters  department  and  Arm)7  of  the  Tennessee, 
dated  Memphis.  Tenn.,  January  20,  1863.  On  February  8th 
the  Second  and  Third  brigades  of  McArthur's  division  were 
ordered  to  embark  at  once.  The  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth 
Iowa  marched   on   board    the   steamer    Maria   Denning,    the 

Eleventh  and  Thirteenth   Iowa   on   board  the and  on 

February  9th  the  fleet  started  north  and  arrived  at  Prov- 
idence, La.,  seventy  miles  above  Vicksburg,  on  the  10th. 
Disembarking,  the  Iowa  brigade  went  into  camp  on  the  north 
side  of  Lake  Providence,  one  and  three-quarters  miles  west 
of  town,  on  the  plantation  of  General  Sparrow,  known  to  have 
been  a  member  of  the  rebel  senate  at  Richmond,  Va.  Here 
the  brigade  in  common  with  other  troops  of  the  corps,  gave 
heavy  details  alternately  to  the  hard  work  of  cutting  a  canal 
from  the  Mississippi  river  to  the  lake,  and  from    there  to  the 

Bayous  Macon  and  Tensas,  wide  enough  to  admit  the  largest 

.  .  . 

boats.     It  was  a  trying-   job,   the    rain    being   incessant    for 

weeks, converting  the  ground  they  were-  working  into  sinking 
mud,  and  resulting  in  the  increase  of  the  number  of  sick 
day  by  day.  On  March  5th  the  Iowa  brigade  was  given  its 
first  thorough  inspection  according  to  the  prescribed  re- 
quirements of  the  army  regulations,  by  Lieu  tenant- Colon  el 
William  S.  Strong,  inspector  general  Seventeenth  army 
corps. 

At  night,  of  March  16th,  the  minute  guns  fired  at  the 
Levee  announced  the  cutting  of  the  dam  of  the  Mississippi. 
The  river  fifteen  feet  higher  than  the  surface  of  the  lake, 
rushed  into  the  same  with  such  a  roar  as  to  make  one  re- 
member the  falls  of  Niagara.  Soon  the  wide  spreading  and 
rapidly  increasing  inundation  overflowed  large  tracts  of  land, 
especially  north  of  the  lake,  and  compelled  the  brigade  to 
move  camp  next  morning  to  one  four  miles  north,  which,  be- 
ing in  a  low  cotton  field,  was  abandoned  March  26th,  and  the 
brigade  brought  on  board  the  Eatan  to  live  miles  south  of  the 
town,  encamping  on  the  Bass  plantation. 

The   brigade  left  Providence   on  April    21st   arriving    at 
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night  at  Milliken's  Bend  where  several  changes  in  command 
were  taking- place.  Colonel  Hugh  T.  Reid,  Fifteenth  Iowa, 
having-  been  promoted  brigadier-general  on  March  13,  1863, 
was  assigned  to  the  command  or  the  First  brigade,  Sixth 
division,  at  Lake  Providence,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Bel- 
knap returning  from  staff  duty  as  provost  marshal  of  the 
Seventeenth  corps,  took  command  of  the  Fifteenth  low,  . 
General  M.  M.  Crocker  was  assigned  to  command  the  Seven- 
teenth division  (vice  Quinby)  Seventeenth  corps.  Colonel 
William  Hall,  Eleventh  Iowa,  took  command  of  the  Third 
brigade  (vice  Crocker),  by  seniority,  (Colonel  A.  Chambers, 
Sixteenth  Iowa,  senior  colonel  in  the  brigade,  being  absent 
on  leave),  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Abercrorabie  assumed 
command  of  the  Eleventh  Iowa. 

April  26th  was  exceedingly  warn};  the  brigade  and  di- 
vision marched.  On  the  27th  it  rained  furiously.  The  28th 
was  a  beautiful  day,  but  men,  artillery  and  trains  floundered 
in  the  mud  which  was  deep  and  exhaustive,  and  no  two  teams 
could  follow  in  the  same  track;  the  road  was  wide  as  the 
country,  and  looked  as  though  a  million  of  cattle  had  passed 
over  it;  camped  at  Holmes'  plantation,  and  were  engaged 
in  guarding  the  lines  of  communication  from  Milliken's  Bend 
to  Perkins'  plantation,  forty-three  miles  in  length,  until  May 
11th,  when  the  brigade  took'  up  the  line  of  march,  which  con- 
tinued until  near  noon  on  the  13th,  when  they  arrived  at 
Hard  Times  Landing,  on  the  Mississippi  river.  After  sonic 
delav  the  Fifteenth  Iowa  marched  on  board  the  steamer 
Moderator,  one  of  the  few  steamers  that  successfully  ran 
the  blockade,  and  the  rest  of  the  brigade  on  steamers, 
crossed  the  river  and  disembarked  at  Grand  Gulf,  Miss., 
and  went  into  camp  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  About  3  a.  m. 
of  the  20th,  orders  came  and  the.  brigade  embarked  on  trans- 
ports and  at  daylight  were  under  way;  landed  in  Louisiana, 
opposite  Warrenton,  Miss.,  and  marched  across  the  bend  to 
Young's  Point,  and  immediately  embarked  on  the  Crescent 
City  and  other  boats,  and  shoved  off  for  Haines'  Bluff 
at  dawn  on  the  21st,  landing  at  Haines'  Bluff  on  the 
Yazoo  river,  and  remained  until  3  p.  m.,  when  orders  came 
to  return  immediately  to  Young's  Point,  on  the  same  steam- 
ers, which  pi, ice  was  reached  at  5  p.  m.;  disembarked  and  as 
soon  as  two  days'  rations  could  be  issued  to  the  men,  the  bri- 
gade marched  across  the  point  to  samt  place  as  the  evening 
before.     Here  transports  quickh       n  >rig 

the  river  at  Warrenton,  Miss.,  and  the  brigade  took  up  the 
line  of  march   for  a  position    near   the    rebel    lines;    marched 


- 
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three  miles  and  bivoucked  for  the  nig-ht,  resuming"  the  march 
at  earh'  dawn  of  May  22d,  arriving-  in  position  about  10  a.  in. 
near  the  left  of  General  McClernand's  corps.  The  Six- 
teenth and  Eleventh  Iowa  were  thrown  forward  as  skirm- 
ishers, but  were  withdrawn  at  nightfall,  and  the  brigade 
proceeded  towards  General  McPherson's  headquarters, 
reaching  same  at  10  a.  m.  on  the  23rd.  At  3  p.  m.  the  bri- 
gade was  ordered  to  resume  the  position  vacated  the  evening 
previous;  arrived  at  5  p.  m.,  when  the  Eleventh  Iowa  was 
sent  out  on  picket,  and  the  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  and  Six- 
teenth went  into  bivouac.  On  the  24th  the  Fifteenth  relieved 
the  Eleventh  on  picket  and  participated  in  the  heavy  skirm- 
ishing with  the  enemy  opposite.  On  the  25th  at  night,  the 
Fifteenth  was  relieved  by  the  Forty-first  Illinois,  of  Gener- 
al J.  G.  Lauman's  division.  May  2<>th,  brigade  and  division, 
being-  relieved  by  General  Lauraan's  .  division,  were 
marched  to  General  McPherson's  headquarters  in  the 
center  of  the  besieging  federal  lines,  where  they  were  at- 
tached to  the  reconnoitering  expedition  under  General 
Frank  P.  Blair,  for  the  purpose  of  scouring  the  couutry  in 
the  rear  of  Vicksburg  and  towards  Yazoo  City. 


The  expedition  started  early  on  May  27th,  and  reached 
Mechanicsville  about  noon  of  the  29th,  when  the  enemy  was 
met.  The  brigade  formed  line  of  battle  and  skirmishers 
thrown  forward  to  engage  the  enemy,  after  a  short  skir- 
mish the  enemy  gave  way  and  were  pursued  two  miles  be- 
yond the  town,  where  the  brigade  bivouacked.  Next  morn- 
ing the  enemy  having  entirely  disappeared  and  the  mission 
performed,  the  troops  marched  toward  Vicksburg.  Mav 
30th  was  one  of  the  hottest  days  the  brigade  .experienced  in 
the  south,  inarching  nearly  ail  day  through  an  immense 
corn  field  in  the  Yazoo  bottoms,  without  water,  and  not  a 
tree  within  a  half  mile  of  the  road.  Scores  of  men  were, 
prostrated  by  tine  great  heat,  and  several  companies  at  night 
having  only  men  enongh  to  make  two  or  three  stacks  of  arms. 
Late  at  night  of  the  31st,  arrived  at  Haines'  Bluff,  tired,  sore 
and  hungry. 

On  June  2nd,  Colonel  A.  Chambers,  Sixteenth  Iowa,  hav- 
ing rejoined,  took  command  of  the  Third  brigade.  June  4th 
the  brigade  marched  to  the  rear  of  Vicksburg,  taking  posi- 
tion in  the  center  of  Gen  ral  McPherson's  line.  i'i\  a  high, 
steep  and  narrow   ridge,   cov«.  -'; .  •':    with    cam  .    the   regi- 

ments furnishing  details  daily   to  the   skirmish    line,  and   at 
night  for  advancing-  the  trenches  and  working    in    the   same. 
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On  the  night  of  June  5th,  300  men  of  the  brigade  under  Ma- 
jor Pomutz,  Fifteenth  Iowa,  advanced  beyond  the  trenches 
to  a  hig-h  hill  protruding  westward  to  within  150  yards  of  the 
massive  rebel  forts  and  main  line  of  fortifications.  The 
men,  after  fixing  ba}ronets  and  sticking-  their  inverted  mus- 
kets into  the  ground,  were  at  once  put  to  lively  work  with 
the  spade.  An  advance  line  of  breastworks  and.  trenches 
was  built  on  the  western  slope  of  the  hill,  and  a  fortification 
erected  on  its  top  for  the  artillery,  when  by  daybreak,  the 
rebels  from  the  opposite  line,  increased  their  lively  attention 
to  the  working  detail  by  concentrating  their  direct  and  cross- 
fires from  the  several  curves  of  this  line  upon  the  party  up- 
on the  hill,  and  inciting  them  to  progress  in  their  work  with 
as  much  energy  and  rapidity  as  Yankee  soldiers  were  known 
to  be  capable  of.  By  daylight  the  skirmishers  occupied  the 
advanced  breastworks  built  during  the  night,  and  by  order 
of  General  Ransom  the  work  on  the  fort  was  suspended,  un- 
til the  next  night  when  it  was  completed,  and  named  Fort 
Ransom.  While  in  this  camp  Governor  Samuel  J.  Kirk  wood 
of  Iowa,  accompanied  by  Adjutant  General  N.  B.  Baker,  Dr. 
J.  C.  Hughes,  surgeon  of  the  state.  Ex-governor  R.  P.  Lowe 
and  Hon.  James  F.  Wilson,  M.  C,  made  a  visit  to  the  Iowa 
regiments  then  around  Vicksburg,  the  state  being  represent- 
ed by  twenty-nine  regiments  in  the  extensive  seige  line  of 
General  Grant's  army.  Soon  after  the  party  arrived  in  the 
camp  of  the  Third  brigade,  the  line  was  formed  by  battal- 
ions in  mass  on  a  rugged,  broken  ground,  and  the  governor 
addressed  the  four  regiments,  speaking  words  of  encour- 
agement, cheer  and  patriotism  to  the  men,  and  assuring 
them  of  the  liveliest  interest,  anxiety,  satisfaction  and  grat- 
itude on  the  part  of  the  loyal  citizens  of  Iowa,,  whose  eyes 
were  turned  with  pride  to  their  soldiers,  so  nobly  fighting 
the  great  battles  for  the  government.  He  was  ably  followed 
by  General  Baker  and  Representative  Wilson,  and  the  visit 
was  a  source  of  unusual  good  feeling  and  great  satisfaction 
to  the  officers  and  men.  June  11th  the  brigade  camp  was 
moved  to  the  right  and  rear,  near  division  headquarters, 
while  heavy  details  were  sent  out  daily  on  the  skirmish  line 
and  in  the  trenches  at  night. 

On  June  20th,  a  terrible  cannonading   commenced  at  4  a. 
m.  along   our   whole    line.     The    Fifteenth,    Thirteenth    and 
Sixteenth  were  placed  on   the  left  of    General    Ransom's 
gad-,  in  order  to  co-op*  rate  in  any  movement  that    might    be 
required  (the  position  was  near  Fort   Ransom,   built   for 
most  part  by  the  Third  brigade).     No  movement  being  made 
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the  command  returned  to  camp  in  the  evening-.  At  night  on 
June  22nd,  orders  were  received  to  be  ready  to  move  at  a  mo- 
ment's notice,  it  being-  understood  that  Joseph  E.  Johnston, 
with  a  rebel  force  estimated  at  from  30,000  to  50,000  men 
was  fast  approaching-  from  Canton  to  the  Black  river,  for  the 
purpose  of  attacking  the  besieging  force  in  the  rear  and  rais- 
ing the  siege.  Early  on  June  23rd,  the  brigade  marched  and 
arrived  near  Bear  Creek,  twelve  miles  to  the  rear, and  at  Fox's 
plantation  on  the  27th,  near  Messenger's  Ferry, on  Black  river 
the  Fifteenth  Iowa  being  sent  forward  to  obstruct  the  ford. 
At  night  of  June  30th,  dispatches  were  received  from  the  bri- 
gade next  on  the  right  of  the  Third,  giving  intelligence  of  the 
enemy's  arrival  to  the  east  of  Black  river,  and  of  his  prepar- 
ations opposite  Messenger's  and  Bridgeport  Ferries.  At 
midnight  Major  Pomutz'  picket  officer,  was  sent  with  the 
Thirteenth  Iowa  and  one  section  of  artillery  at  once  to  recon- 
noiter  toward  Messenger's  Ferry,  and  take  possession  of 
and  hold  the  same.  The  object  was  accomplished,  the  pick- 
et lines  established  and  the  artillery  placed  in  a  fortified  po- 
sition. At  daylight  of  July  1st,  the  enemy's  advance 
emerged  from  the  timber  beyond  a  wide  held  sloping  down 
towards  the  Black  river.  A  brisk  skirmishing  ensued  for 
awhile,  which  subsided  towards  the  middle  of  the 
day.  In  the  evening  the  firing  became  spirited  from  both 
sides,  with  evidences  of  the  enemy  intending  to  force  the 
passage  of  the  river  at  Messenger'^  as  well  as  at  the  lower 
Bridgeport  Ferry.  Therefore  next  day  (July  2nd)  the 
whole  brigade  moved  forward  taking  positions  along  Black 
river,  near  Messenger'sFerry.  In  the  afternoon  of  July  3rd, 
General  YV.  T.  Sherman  received  an  ofiicial  communication 
from  Yicksburg,  announcing  the  offer  of  Pemberton  to  sur- 
render the  place  and  his  army  to  General  Grant.  While 
this  intelligence  electrified  the  men  of  the  brigade,  just  pre- 
paring to  receive  an  attack  of  tiie  enemy,  the  rebel  forces 
across  the  river  being  ignorant  of  the  state  of  affairs,  made 
serious  demonstrations  opposite  the  Messenger  farm.  To 
repel  their  approach  Major  Purcell,  Sixteenth  Jowa,  was  or- 
dered to  cross  the  river  with  men  of  his  regiment,  and  keep 
the  enemy  from  approaching*  the  ferry  until  relieved.  Ma- 
jor Purcell,  however,  having  pushed  back  toward  the  river, 
recrossed  the  same  to  the  western  side,  for  which,  and  es- 
pecially for  not  having  reported  the  same  during  the  whole 
afternoon,  while  quietly  sitting  is  camp,  he  was  placed  under 
arrest  by  Colonel  Chambers,  Sixteenth  Iowa,  commanding 
brigade. 

The  terms  of  unconditional  surrender,  were  accepted  by 
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Lieutenant  General  J.  C.  Pemberton,  in  a  note  to  Major  Gen- 
eral U.  S.  Grant,  dated  July  4,  1863, 

Headquarters  Seventh  Army  Corps,  Department  of  the  Ten- 
nessee, Vicksburg,  Miss..  July  4,  1863. 

Special  order  No.  20. 

Soldiers  of  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps:  Again  I  rejoice 
with  your  brilliant  achievements  and  your  unparalleled  suc- 
cess. 

Hardly  had  your  flag  floated  to  the  breeze  on  the  capita] 
of  Mississippi,  when  springing  to  the  call  of  our  noble  com- 
mander, you  rushed  upon  the  defiant  columns  of  the  enemy 
at  ''Champion  Hills,"  and  drove  him  in  confusion  and  dismay 
across  the  "Big  Black,"  to  his  defenses  within  the  stronghold 
of  Vicksburg. 

Your  assaulting-  columns  which  moved  promptly  on  the 
22nd  of  May  and  which  stood  for  hours  undaunted,  under  a 
withering  lire,  were  unsuccessful  only  because  no  men  could 
take  the  position  by  storm.  With  tireless  enery,  with  sleep- 
less vigilance,  by  night  and  by  day,  with  battery  and  with 
riile  pit,  with  trench  and  mine,  you  made  your  sure  ap- 
proaches, until  overcome  by  fatigue,  and  driven  to  despair  in 
the  attempt  to  oppose  your  irresistible  progress,  the  whole 
garrison  of  over  thirty  thousand  men  with  all  their  arms  and 
munitions  of  war,  have  on  this,  the  anniversary  of  our  na- 
tional independence,  surrendered  to  the  invincible  troops  of 
the  Army  of  the  Tennessee. 

The  achievements  of  this  hour  will  give  a  new  meaning 
to  this  memorable  day,  and  ''Vicksburg''  will  brighten  the 
glow  in  the  patriot's  heart,  which  kindles  at  the  mention  of 
"Bunker  Hill"  and  "Yorktown." 

This  is  indeed  an  auspicious  day  for  you — the  God  of 
Battles  is  with  you.  The  dawn  of  a  conquered  peace  is 
breaking  upon  you — the  plaudits  of  an  admiring  world  will 
hail  you  wherever  voumav  go,and  it  will  be  an.  ennobling  her- 
itage surpassing  all  riches  to  have  been  of  the  Seventeenth 
army  corps  on  the  4th  of  July,  1863.

After  the  surrender  of  Vicksburg,  '  !en<  ral  \V.  T.  Sher- 
man, having  received  additional  reinforcements,  set  out  on  aw 
expedition  against  Johnston,  towards  Jackson,   the    Iowa  bri- 
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gade  escorting*  400  wagons  of   ammunition  and   subsistence, 

to  Clinton,  amid  serious  demonstrations  of  the    enemy's   cav- 
alry.     The    brigade  then  took  post  at  Bolton's  Cross  Roads, 
Bovina,    Big   Black   river     bridges,  until  July  27th,  when  it 
marched  to  Vicksburg  and  went  into  camp  north  of   the  city 
between  Sherman's  old  line  on  the  extreme  right  of   the  Un- 
ion army  while  besieging  the  city,  and  the  old  rebel  fortifica- 
tions, it  being  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from    the   Mississippi 
river.     The  brigade  took  part  in  General   Stevenson's    expe- 
dition to  Monroe,  La.,, starting  on  Aug-ust  21st,    with  a   fleet 
of  twelve  steamers  to  Goodrich  landing-,    fifteen   miles  above 
Milliken's  Bend,  thence  inarched,    crossing  the  Bayous  Ten- 
sas, Macon,  and  Boeuf,  to  Oakridgetown,    where   the    enemy 
was  met,  and  driven,  and    pursued  on  that   and  on  the  next, 
August  23rd.     At  Monroe,   the   enemy   made   another   stand 
north  of  the  town,  near  the  Washita  river,    where   a  spirited 
engagement  commenced.     The  enemy  soon  became  aware  of 
preparations  going  on    to   flank    them    above   and    below    the 
town,  and  they  retreated  from  the.   place,  leaving  the  military 
stores  therein,  and  some  good  redoubts  on  the    west   side    of 
the  Washita.     They  were  pursued  for  eight  miles  west.     The 
object  of  the  expedition  having  beeu  accomplished,    the    com- 
mand started   back,    bivouacking   September   1st,   at   Bayou 
Macon.     Reveille,  at  midnight,  and  march  at    la.   m.   of  the 
2nd,  twenty-two  miles,  and    late    in   the   afternoon    arrive    at 
Goodrich  Landing.     September  3rd  embarked  at  10  a.   m.  on 
steamer  David  Tatum  and  arrived  at  the  old   camp   north    of 
Vicksburg  at  night.     General  A.    Hickenlooper    said   of  this 
campaign,  in    his  address    to   the   Crocker  brigade    at   Iowa 
City:     "Your  well  earned  rest  was  unfortunately    very   soon 
curtailed  by  a  participation  in    that    ill-advised   and    fruitless 
expedition    to    Monroe,   La.,    during   which    forced  marches 
of  from  15  to  20  miles  per  day   were  made    through    an   unin- 
habitable country,  subject  to  overflow,  and  from    the  rich  al- 
luvial soil  of  which  had  sprung  a  dense  growth  of  rank  trop- 
ical vegetation,  closing  in  your  moving  columns,  as  with  walls 
of  stone,  excluding  every  breath  of   fresh    air,    confining   the 
stiiiing  dust,    and  concentrating  the  direct  and  reflected  rays 
of  a  midsummer  sun  with  an   intensity    never  before   exper- 
ienced;  water  was  to  be  found  only  in  the   partially    dried  up 
and  stagnant  bayous,  filled  with  reptiles  of  the  most   repul- 
sive kind,  while  the   unwelcome    companionship   of  the  s 
si  ■'  ■   nt  and  festive   :iick'    add    d  to   the  ■  aforts  oi 

bivouac.  " 

The  entire  campaign   appeared  to  be  but  a  useless   and 
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dearly  bought  test  of  the  maximum  physical  endurance  of 
veteran  soldiers— none  others  could  have  accomplished  such 
a  task;  many  fell  by  the  wayside,  others  sickened  and  died. 
and  the  greatly  impaired  health  and  strength  of  the  entire 
command  attested  the  folly  oi'  its  conception  and  cruelty  of 
its  execution.  General  John  Mac  Arthur  having-  been  as- 
signed to  the  command  of  the  post  at  Vicksburg,  and  Col- 
onel Alex.  Chambers,  Sixteenth  Iowa,  assigned  to  command 
the  Sixth  division  on  September  11th,  Colonel  William  H 
Eleventh  Iowa,  being  senior,  took  command  of  the  Brigade 
on  same  day;  the  Brigade  moved  to  a  new  camp  south  oi 
Vicksburg,  inside  the  line  ot  the  rebel  forts,  between 
Ha  Iks  Ferry  road  and  the  Mississippi  river.  October  1st 
the  Sixteenth  division  of  the  Seventeenth  corps  was  numbered 
Fourth  division.  Seventeenth  corps;  Colonel  Chambers  re- 
turned to  command  the  brigade  on  October  10th.  On  the 
11th  the  brigade  marched  to  Big  Black  bridge,  fifteen  miles 
distant,  and  garrisoned  that  post  until  the  expedition  under 
General  McPherson  towards  Jackson,  returned  on  October 
21st,  when  the  brigade  marched  to  their  camp  below  Vicks- 
burg*. On  November  19,  1863,  Sergeant  Francis  M.  Majors 
and  Private  James  W.  Carter  of  Company  D,  Fifteenth  in- 
fantry, were  sworn  in  for  three  vears' service,  as  veteran 
volunteers,  by  Colonel  William  W.  Belknap,  who  writes  : 
"They  are  the  first  veterans  in  this  regiment  and  I  believe 
in  the  Third  brigade."  The  brigade  lay  in  camp  until  the 
night  of  December  24th,  when  the  Eleventh  and  Fifteenth 
Iowa,  under  command  of  Colonel  Belknap,  was  ordered  at  11 
p.  m.  to  re-enforce    the    small  garrison   at  Red  Bone  church

►uthwest  where  they  arrived  at  3  a 


on  the  25th  and  at  2:30  p.  m.  on  the  26th  the  line  of  march 
was  resumed  and  the  troops  arrived  in  the  old  camp  at  5 
p.  m.  same  day.  With  the  exception  of  these  smaller  ex- 
peditions, the  brigade  was  allowed  to  enjoy,  for  the  first 
time  since  entering  into  service,  a  period  of  rest  from  the 
forepart  of  September  to  the  end  of  January,  1S<>4,  doing 
only  garrison  duty  as  picket  guard  around  Vicksburg.  On 
January  10,  1864,  Colonel  William  \V.  Belknap,  commanding 
Fifteenth  Iowa  veteran  infantry,  reports  to  General  N.  B. 
Baker,  adjutant-general  of  Iowa:  "We  have  enlisted  in  the 
regiment  as  veterans  (of  those  whose  time  (two  years)  ex- 
pired January  5th,  218;  .of  those  whose  time  expired  since 
January  5th,  10f0  "24,  being  over  three   fourths.'"

And  Thousands  of   the  Rank  and  File    of   the  Fame- lis  Iowa 
Brigade  are  Coming  Today* 

[Daily  Gate  City,  Wednesday,  Sept.  26th,  1900.] 

Keokuk,  its  big  street  fair,  and  all,  is  captured  by  the 
celebrated  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  which  captured  so  many 
confederate  positions  nearly  forty  years  ago-  The  Brigade 
is  already  corning-  in  by  regiments,  and  by  noon  today  will 
have  complete  possession  of  the  city. 

This  is  the  tenth  biennial  reunion  of  the  Brigade  asso- 
ciation and  it  meets  here  today  and  tomorrow  on  invitation 
of  the  citizens  of  Keokuk.  This  is  the  city  from  which  its 
regiments  departed  for  the  front,  and  this  city  has  many 
i n teres t i n g  f e a t u re s  to  t h e  m e n .

PREPARATIONS  COMPLETE. 

All  day  yesterday  the  preparations  for  the  reunion  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  to  be  held  in  this  city  today  and  to- 
morrow, were  nearing  completion  at  a  rapid  rate.  Colonel 
Rood,  as  chief  officer  of  the  organization  opened  his  head- 
quarters at  the  Hotel  Keokuk  and  was  kept  bus\  with  the 
affairs  of  the  Brigade.  The  local  headquarters  t  ■:  ■ 
oi  Mason  &  Johnson  in  the  Kstes  house  was  contii 
thronged  with  visitors  wanting  information.

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At  the  opera  house  the  decorating-  committee  was  at 
work  changing-  the  ordinary  stage  setting's  into  a  more  suit- 
able one  and  making-  the  surrounding's  of  a  patriotic  nature. 
Bunting- and  ilag-s  were  the  chief  decorations.  These  were 
draped  along- the  front  of- the  balcony  and  the  upright  col- 
umns in  {he  parquet  circle  were  encircled  with  the  national 
colors.  On  the  stage  the  arrangement  consisted  of  some 
large  memorial  tablets  upon  which  are  written  the  chief 
events  in  the  active  service  of  the  brigade  and  also  the  prin- 
cipal death  list  of  the  organization.  Altogether  the  opera 
house  will  present  a  very  fine  appearance  this  evening-  and 
what  is  more,  there  will  be  some  things  which  will  be  char- 
acteristic of  the  brigade.  The  combination  of  the  sight  of 
the  old  familiar  flag  and  the  many  old  comrades  will 
certainly  inspire  the  old  veterans  to  one  of  the  most  enthus- 
iastic camp  fires  in  the  history  of  this  brigade. 

REGISTER    ON    ARRIVAL. 


The  registration  place  of  the  brigade  will  be  at  the  re- 
publican headquarters  in  the  Pond  building  at  Fifth  and 
Main  streets  instead  of  at  the  Hotel  Keokuk  as  at  first  an- 
nounced. The  arrival  of  many  more  veterans  than  at  first 
expected  and  the  continued  rush  at  the  hotel  made  this 
change  necessary.  The  republican  club  room  being  cen- 
trally located  and  also  of  sufficient  size  was  cheerfully  turned 
over  to  t-he  soldiers  during  their  stay  in  the  city.  Four  sec- 
retaries will  have  charge  of  the  work  of  registration  at  that 
place  today.  Captain  C.  Vv\  Kepler,  recording  secretary  of 
the.  brigade  will  have  the  work  in  charge  and  badges  will  be 
secured  from  him  after  each  man  has  registered. 


TO    HAPPEN    TODAY. 

Torrence  post  and  all  old  soldiers  are  expected  to  meet 
at  the  G.  A.  R.  ball  this  morning  at  S  o'clock  sharp  where  a 
line  of  march  will  be  formed  which  when  headed  by  the  Fif- 
tieth Regiment  band  will  proceed  to  the  union  station  as  an 
escort  to  the  incoming  soldiers.  All  members  of  Crocker's 
brigade  as  soon  as  they  arrive  will  be  escorted  to  the  place 
of  registration  where  instructions  as  to  their  future  meeting 
wi  1 1  b e  ir i  ve  n  t  h  e  m . 


At  1:30  o'clock  in  the   afternoon  all  of  Crocker's   brig 
will  meet  at  Third   and   Johnson    where    they- will    form    in 
their  respective  regiments  and  march   to   the    meeting   place 
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which  has  been  assigned  to  each  regiment.  The  Eleventh 
regiment  will  go  to  Schouten's  hall  on  Tenth  and  Main 
streets.  The  Thirteenth  will  proceed  to  the  county  court 
house.  The  Fifteenth  will  go  to  the  G.  A.  K.  hall  in  the 
Estes  house  and  the  Sixteenth  regiment  will  hold  its  meeting 
at  the  Superior  court  room.  At  each  one  of  the  places  there 
will  be.  held  a  regimental  reunion  which  will  bring  the  old 
wearers  of  the  blue  in  closer  relations  than  the  general  meet- 
ing in  the  evening.  The  meetings  will  consist  of  very 
informal  talks  and  a  hearty  renewal  of  old  comrades. 


With  few  exceptions  all  of  the  surviving  captains,  col- 
onels and  leaders  of  Crocker's  famous  brigade  will  be  in 
Keokuk  today.  Many  have  come  hundreds  of  miles  to  this 
reunion  and  some  have  traveled  half  way  across  the  conti- 
nent to  talk  over  the  pleasant  happenings  of  the  army  life 
and  to  join  again  in  the  songs  so  dear  to  the  ears  of  the  sol- 
dier. Probably  the  most  distinguished  one  of  all  of  these 
guests  of  the  city  is  General  Granville  M.  Dodge,  who  came 
all  the  way  from  New  York  City. 


General  Granville  M.  Dodge  is  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  Iowa  military  men.  He  is  now  the  commander  of  the 
association  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  and  was  Grant's 
right  hand  man  in  the  Shiloh  campaign.  His  biography 
makes  an  important  part  in  the  history  of  the  war  in  the 
west,  and  he  will  be  one  of  the  most  distinguished  visitors 
wiiom  Keokuk  has  entertained.

OPENING  OF  BRIGADE  REUNION. 

CROCKER'S   IOWA   BRIGADE   IN  BUSINESS   SESSION. 


Morn  in  a  Parade  of  Veterans  and  Business  Meeting:  —The  Sol- 
diers in  Attendance. 
(Daily  Constitution-Democrat,  Wednesday,  Sept.  26,  1900.) 

The  Tenth  biennial  reunion  of  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade 
began  a  two  days'  session  in  Keokuk  yesterday.  The  meet- 
ing-of  the  brigade  was  anticipated  by  the  street  fair  com- 
mittee as  one  of  the  very  important  features  of  street  fair 
week  in  Keokuk  and  the  excellent  program  of  the  brigade  on 
yesterday  and  excellent  attendance  of  the  members  of  the 
brigade  from  all  points  of  the  country  fulfill  expectations. 

Keokuk  is  glad  to  honor  so  famous  a  band  of  men  as  the 
surviving"  members  of  the  Eleventh,  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth 
and  Sixteenth  Iowa  regiments  which  make  up  the  noted  Crock- 
er brigade.  The  record  of  this  brigade  during  the  civil  war 
is  one  without  which  American  history  is  not  complete,  and 
a  reunion  of  the  members  of  this  brigade  is  a  memorable 
event  in  Keokuk. 

Keokuk  was  singularly  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  reun- 
ion. This  city  is  not  located  conveniently  as  a  meeting  place 
for  the  members  and  the  reason  for  choosing  it  was,  as  prom- 
inent brigade  officials  stated,  the  well  known  hospitality  of 
its  citizens  and  it  being  the  home  of  General  Belknap. 

ARRIVAL  OF  THE  VETERANS. 

Members  of  the  brigade  began  arriving  in  this  city  as 
early  as  last  Saturday  evening  and  many  came  on  Sunday 
and  Monday,  The  greatest  number,  however,  arrived  this 
morning  at  S:40  o'clock  and  a  large  number  came  over  the 
Rock  Island  which  arrived  at  10:20  o'clock. 

The  visiting  veterans  were  met  at  the  depot  by  the  r  - 
ception  i  mi  tit  tees  of  which  ICd.  S-  Carter  A'as  the  chairman 
and  also  by  members  of  Torrence  and  Belknap  posts.  The 
reception  committee  was  accompanied  by   the  Fiftieth  Regi- 
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merit  band  and  the  Continental  band.  The  visitors  were  es- 
corted to  the  hotels  and  to  registration  headquarters.  Com- 
mittees were  also  on  hand  to  provide  lodging  for  the  visitors 
in   private  houses. 

AT    REGISTRATION    HALL. 

The  scene  at  the  registration  hall  of  the  brigade  in  the 
Pond  Building  at  Fifth  and  Main  was  a  busy  one  this  morn- 
ing and  later  in  the  afternoon. 

. 

In  charge  of  this  part  of  the  program  was  CaptainC.  W. 
Kepler  of  Mt.  Vernon,  a  member  of  General  Belknap's  staff 
and  recording  secretary  of  the  brigade.  He  was  assisted  by 
Captain  John  A.  Merrill  of  Des  Moines,  a  member  of  the 
Fifteenth  Iowa;  Captain  John  Haves  of  Red  Oak,  a  member 
of  the  Sixteenth  Iowa  and  M.  S.  Wiggins,  of  Dow  City,  of 
the  Eleventh  Iowa. 

A  fast  as  the  veterans  arrived  at  the  registration  hall 
their  names  were  inscribed  in  the  rolls  of  their  respective 
regiments  and  they  were  given  a  badge  on  which  was  printed 
the  name  of  their  brigade  and  the  number  of  their  regiment. 
Silver  badges  of  neat  workmanship  were  also  on  hand  and 
many  of  these  were  obtained  by  members  of  the  several 
regiments. 

During  the  early  morning  the  hall  was  filled  with  vet- 
erans who  had  registered  and  were  spending  the  interim 
between  registration  and  the  business  meeting  at  the  opera 
house  in  handshaking  and  recalling  war  time  experiences. 
Repeated  attendance  at  similar  brigade  celebrations  had 
made  nearly  .every  one  present  acquainted  with  every  one 
else  and  all  seemed  to  find  the  greatest  enjoyment  in  meet- 
ing once  again.  It  was  noticeable  how  many  of  the  veterans 
were  accompanied  by  their  wives.

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THE    BRIGADE    PROCESSION. 

At  10:30  o'clock  the  members  of  the  regiment  formed  at 
the  Hotel  Keokuk  to  march  to  the  business  meeting  at  the 
Keokuk  opera  house.  The  line  of  march  was  up  Third  to 
Main,  up  Main  to  Sixth  and  up  Sixth  to  Blondeau.  The  sev- 
eral divisions  of  the  procession  in  their  order  were  the  Fif- 
tieth regrment  band,  members  of  the  Eleventh  Iowa,  mem- 
bers of  Torrence  post  of  Keokuk,  the  Continental  Martial 
band,  members  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  members  of  the  Six- 
teenth Iowa.  The  veterans  made  an  excellent  appearance 
and  their  march  occasioned  much  favorable  comment. 


SCENE  AT  THE  OPERA  HOUSE. 

The  opera  house  was  beautifully  and  appropriately  dec- 
orated with  flag-s  and  bunting  for  the  occasion.  The  stage 
and  balcony  was  festooned  with  banners  and  above  the  stage 
was  suspended  a  banner  on  which  was  printed  '"Welcome, 
Crocker  Brigade.''  Large  scrolls  ascribed  with  prominent 
records  of  the  work  of  the  brigade  were  suspended  at  the 
sides  and  rear  of  the  stage.  Among  these  scrolls  was  one  in 
memoriani  of  the  adjutant  and  field  officer  of  the  brigade, 
who  had  died,  another  in  memoriani  of  the  74')  officers  and 
men  of  the  brigade,  who  had  died  in  hospitals  and  in  prison 
and  still  another  in  memoriam  of  the  423  officers  and  men 
who  had  died  in  battle  or  afterwards  of  wounds  received  in 
battle.  A  large  and  beautiful  G.  A.  R.  badge  was  suspended 
above  the  stage. 


The  lower  floor  of  the  opera  house  was  well  filled  at  the 
time  the  meeting"  opened  by  members  of  the  brigade  and 
their  wives.     Attendance  was  reserved  to  these. 

The  meeting-  at  the  opera  house  was  opened  by  Pres- 
ident Rood,  who  said: 

"In  accordance  with  our  custom  on  such  occasions  since 
the  formation  of  this  association,  our  exercises  will  open  with 
siugiog  of  Marching  Through  Georgia,  by  Mrs.  Alice 
Cheek." 

Mrs.  Cheek  was  greeted  with  great  applause  and  sam,r 
in  a  spirited  and  pleasing  manner.  The  chorus  was  sumr  by 
the  members  of  the  brij 

President  Rood  then  made  a  short  address  to  th  mem- 
bers of  the  brigade,  thanking-  them  for  their   kindness  dur- 
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ing-  the  past  year   to   him.     He    then   announced    the   secre- 
tary's and  treasurer's  reports. 

Recording-  Secretary  Kepler  made  a  report  showing-  the 
affairs  of  the  brigade  had  been  in  a  flowery  state  during  the 
past  year.  Secretary  Bushnell  announced  that  he  had  sent 
426  invitations  to  the  meeting- to  the  members  of  the  Eleventh 
Iowa.  Fifty  were  returned  uncalled  for  and  he  had  received 
word  that  ten  members  had  died.  Five  hundred  and  eighty 
were  sent  to  members  of  the  Thirteenth,  fifty-six  were  re- 
turned and  he  received  word  that  seventeen  members  had 
died.  To  the  Thirteenth  six  hundred  invitations  were  sent, 
one  hundred  were  returned  and  thirteen  members  wrere  re- 
ported dead.  For  the  Sixteenth  three  hundred  and  six 
invitations  were  provided,  fifty-six  were  returned  and  eight 
members,  he  learned,  had  died.  He  announced  that  there 
were  now  on  furlough  at  the  Iowa  Soldiers'  Home  at 
Marshalltown,  thirty-four  members  of  the  brig-ade. 

In  the  absence  of  Treasurer  Kiene,  President  Rood  de- 
livered the  financial  report  and  announced  with  gratification 
that  the  brigade  association  was  now  out  of  debt.

The  question  was  brought  up  of  the  disposal  to  be  made 
of  the  rebel  flag"  captured  from  the  capitol  building- at  Colum- 
bia, S.  C,  by  the  brigade.  Some  one  suggested  that  it  be  re- 
turned. A  motion  was  made  by  Captain  J.  E.  Craig-  of  Mem- 
phis, Mo.,  that  the  flag- remain  in  the  Iowa  Historical  society- 
rooms  at  Iowa  City.  The  motion  was  passed  unanimously. 
On  motion  a  telegram  of  congratulation  wassent  to  Colonel  J. 
C.  Kennedy  of  the  National  Home,  Milwaukee,  who  com- 
manded the  detachment  which  took  the  flag-. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  short  speeches  by  General 
J.  H.  Stibbsof  Chicago  and  General  Dodge  of  New  York  City.

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SOME    OFFICERS     WHO     WENT     FROM     KEOKUK, 


Many  Men  Now  Distinguished  in  Life  Who  Were  Members  of 
the  Organization* 

(Daily  Constitution-Democrat,  Wednesday,  September  26,  1900) 

In  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade  which  began  its  regular  bien- 
nial in  Keokuk  this  morning*,  were  many  men  now  .distin- 
guished in  the  various  walks  of  life. 

Col.  II,  H.  Rood  of  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  president  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  brigade,  has  held  that  office  since  1891.  He 
is  in  Keokuk  today.  Col.  Rood  was  born  inGreenwich,  N.Y. 
and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  was  left. an  orphan.  He  learned  the 
trade  of  a.  stone  mason,  but  felt  very  anxious  to  obtain  an  ed- 
ucation. He  went  to  Nevada,  Iowa,  and  attended  school  until 
he  obtained  a  certificate  to  teach.  In  I860  he  entered  Cornell 
college  and  graduated  just  in  time  to  go  to  war.  His  grand- 
father was  a  revolutionary  soldier,  and  he  had  inherited  tin- 
same  love  of  country  and  felt  that  he  must  go.  He  enlisted 
in  1861  in  Company  A,  Thirteenth  Iowa,  and  was  made  sec- 
ond lieutenant  and  promoted  to  first  lieutenant,  then  judge 
advocate  of  the  Seventeenth  armv  corps,  and  afterwards  lieu- 
tenant colonel  of  the  staff  of  Governor  Sherman  and  after- 
wards on  Governor  Larrabee's.  His  beautiful  home  is  in 
Mt.  Vernon,  and  for  twenty-five  years  he  has  held  the  posi- 
tion of  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Cornell  college. 
After  the  death  of  General  Belknap  in  1S90,  he  was  the  next 
year  elected  to  till  the  office  of  president  of  the  Crocker  bri- 
gade, which  office  he  has  successfully  filled  since  1S91,  hav- 
ing already  presided  with  satisfaction  to  all  at  four  biennial 
reunions  before  the  session  this  week. 

Fred  E.  White,  private  in  Company  I,  Thirteenth 
Iowa  infantrv,  was  the  democratic  nominee  for  governor 
in  IS97  and  in  LNO'J  and  in  Ja  rv.  L0O0,  was  nominated  by 
the  democratic  members  of  the  legislature  for  I  nited  States 
senator  and  received  the  entire  vote  of  the  part  v. 
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Ex-Governor  BurenR.  Sherman,  who  is  attending- the  re  un- 
ion was  born  in  Ontario  county,  New  York,  May  28,  1S36,  and 
moved  to  Vinton.  Iowa,  in  April  of  the  year  1855.  He  farmed 
for  the  first  three  years,  after  which  he  moved  to  the  city  of 
Vinton  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  he  enlisted  in  Co.  G  of  the  Thirteenth  regiment, 
as  a  private.  Shortly  after  the  regiment  was  organized  he 
was  promoted  to  second  lieutenant.  At  Sfailoh,  on  Sunday 
night,  April  6,  he  was  shot  through  his  left  hip,  and  laid  on 
the  battlefield  three  days  before  being-  picked  up.  He  was 
then  put  upon  a  transport  and  taken  to  Mound  City,  and  upon 
arriving  there  five  days  after  battle  his  wound  was  dressed 
for  the  first  time.  He  remained  in  the  hospital  for  several 
months,  during  which  time  he  was  promoted  to  captaincy. 
He  joined  his  regiment  again  and  served  for  a  year,  when 
owing  to  his  old  wound  becoming  aggravated,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  resign.  He  was  compelled  to  use  crutches  for  sev- 
eral years,  and.  cannot  get  about  now  without  the  aid  of  a 
cane.  Mr.  Sherman  was  elected  to  the  office  ot  state  auditor 
in  1874,  and  served  three  full  terms,  at  the  close  of  which  lie 
was  elected  governor  of  Iowa,  and  served  two  terms  in  the 
executive  office.  He  then  retired  to  private  life  and  has  been 
a  resident  of  Vinton  since. 

Among  the  most  distinguished  men  in  Keokuk  attending 
the  brigade  reunion  is  General  Granville  M.  Dodge  of  York- 
City,  who  arrived  early  this  morning.  Except  for  an  in- 
creasing grayness  of  the  mustache  and  hair  General  Dodge 
looks  but  little  different  than  he  did  twenty  years  ago.  His 
eye  has  not  lost  its  luster,  nor  his  seal])  its  covering,  and  he 
walks  with  as  firm  and  even  a  tread  as  a  man  but  half  his 
age.  He  says  his  health  is  excellent,  and  that  he  has  hopes 
of  living  long-  enough  to  see  many  another  railroad  scheme 
launched  and  brought  hack  home  again  after  a  successful 
voyage.  General  Dodge  is  a  red  hot  republican  and  natur- 
ally predicts  republican  success. 

William  II.  Michael,  Private  Company  B,  Eleventh  Iowa 
infantry,  was  the  editor  of  the  Times  at  Grand  Island,  Neb., 
when  he  went  to  Washington  to  take  the  place  of  clerk  of 
the  compiler  of  the  Congressional  directory.  He  becann 
chief  clerk  of  the  state  department  under  Secretary  John 
Sherman    and    has   kept    it     thro  ■■■■      iries    Day's    and 

Hay's  administrations. 

Captain  John  A.   Munroe,    Company   II,    Eleventh   infan- 
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try,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1S67.  lie  has  held  several 
important  civil  offices,  having-  been  city  recorder  of  Musca- 
tine several  times,  clerk  of  the  court  for  ten  years,  and  dep- 
uty United  States  internal  revenue  collector.  For  the  last 
fourteen  years  he  has  conducted  an  extensive  law    business. 

Private  W.  O.  Mitchell,  Company  C,  Thirteenth  Iowa  in- 
fantry, was  born  in  Iowa,  lie  was  president  of  Blue  Grass 
League  of  southwestern  Iowa  in  1890.

Barr,  Company  G,  Eleventh  Iowainfantry, 
has  been  mayor  of  Wayland,  Iowa,  and  editor  of  the  Way- 
land  News. 

Lieutenant  T.  B.  Eyerly,  Company  B,  Thirteenth  Iowa 
infantry,  of  Newton,  Iowa,  has  been  treasurer  of  Jasper 
county  for  two  terms,  and  also  mayor  of  Newton. 

General  Add.  H.  Sanders  says  that  the  Sixteenth  Iowa 
infantry  was  the  only  truly  moral  regiment  that  left  the 
state  during  the  war.  In  support  of  this  statement  he  says 
the  regimental  roster  shows  that  Governor  Kirkwood  never 
commissioned  or  assigned  any  chaplain  to  his  regiment. 

While  in  camp  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  at  Christmas 
time  in  1862  an  old  frontiersman  of  Company  II,  Fifteenth 
Iowa,  always  known  to  be  full  of  ardor  ami  ginger  and  sin- 
cere in  his  remarks  used  to  preface  his  limited  meals  of  un- 
salted  mush    ami   burnt   wheat  coffee   by    repeating,    "What 

rations  we   have  though  very  small,    are  a sight    better 

than  none  at  all."

A    Brave,    Patriotic   and   Able    Soldier,   a  Distinguished   Jurist 

and  a  Kind  and  Honored  Citizen. 

(Vinton  Review,  Thursday.  J-any.  IS,  1900.) 

The  subject  ot  this  sketch  was  the  son  of  Isaac  and 
Hanua  Shane,  and  was  born  in  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  May 
25,  1822-  His  early  life  up  to  the  time  he  was  L6  years  of 
age,  was  spent  at  his  father's  home  in  Jefferson  county, 
attending-  the  ordinary  country  school  of  that  period.  When 
16  years  of  age  he  commenced  teaching  school  and  taught  a 
country  school  for  one  year.  At  the  age  of  seventeen,  desir- 
ing to  further  prosecute  his  studies,  he  entered  the  academy 
at  Athens,  Ohio,  and  there  took  a  preparatory  course  to  en- 
able him  to  enter  college.  At  the  age  of  IS,  having  finished 
his  preparatory  course,  he  entered  Washington  and  Jeffer- 
son college  in  Pennsylvania,  where  he  continued  his  studies 
until  he  graduated,  at  the  age  of  22.  After  leaving  college, 
he  entered  the  law  office  of  the  late  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  at 
Steubenvilie,  Ohio.  Alter  pursuing  the  usual  course  of 
study  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Steubenvilie  in  1846  and 
immediately  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  chosen  profes- 
sion .  He  remained  in  Steubenvilie,  Ohio,  until  1S55,  from 
which  place  he  removed  to  Vinton,  Benton  county,  Iowa., 
where  he  formed  a  partnership  with  the  Hon.  John  Mc- 
Cartney, and  again  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
■ 

In  1S61  when  the  call  to  arms   was    made    by    President 
Lincoln,  he  immediate!)    responded,    reci  t    ;  nd    b<  come 

captain  of  Company    Li,    13th    Iowa    volunteers.       S  ter 

the  regiment  was  mustered  into  service,  he  was  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  major  and  was  afterwards  promoted  to  the  rank 
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of  colonel  by  Gov.  Kirkwood,  which  rank  he  held  until  he 
was  mustered  out  in  December,  1864.  .He  was  in  many  cn- 
gagernents  with  his  reinraent.  the  first  of  which-  was  at 
Shilob  where  he  was  wounded.  He  came  home  for  a  short 
time  and  on  his  recovery  returned  to  his  regiment,  and  re- 
mained with  it  until  he  was  finally  discharged,  having  served 
three  years  and  three  months.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he 
returned  to  Vinton  and  resumed  the  practice  of  law,  which 
he  prosecuted  with  great  success.  In  1871  he  was  elected 
to  the  state  senate  of  IowTa  and  was  re-elected  in  1S75.  Dur- 
ing- his  second  term  at  the  session  of  1876,  the  Supreme 
court  was  re-organized  by  the  addition  of  two  judges. 
There  being  a  vacancy  on  the  district  bench  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  the  Hon.  James  H.  Rothrock,  who  was 
appointed  by  Gov.  Kirkwood  as  one  of  the  new  supreme 
judges,  the  subject  of  this  sketch  resigned  his  seat  in  the 
senate  in  1876  and  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Kirkwood  to  till 
the  vacancy.  He  was  elected  in  1876  to  fill  the  remainder  of 
the  unexpired  term  and  re-elected  in  1S78  for  a  full  term. 
He  was  again  nominated  for  the  same  office  in  1882,  but 
after  his  nomination  and  before  election,  he  had  the  sad 
misfortune  to  be  stricken  with  partial  paralysis,  which 
totally  incapacitated  him  for  any  further  business.  Thus 
his  active  life  closed  in  June,  188.?,  and  he  did  not  again, 
during  his  life  time,  engaged  in  any  active  business. 

Judge  Shane  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife's  name 
was  Hannah  Goudy,  whom  he  married,  at  Marion,  Iowa,  in 
1847.  The  fruits  of  this  marriage  were  two  daughters,  Ida 
Shane,  now  Mrs.  David  Devin,  and  Anna  Shane,  now  Mrs. 
O.  L.Cooper,  both  of  whom  survive  him.  His  first  wife 
died  in  1880.  Iw  June  1882  he  married  Mrs.  Carrie  Lynch. 
Soon  after  this  marriage  he  was  stricken  with  paralysis. 
His  second  wife  died  in  1865. 

Judge  Shane  was  a  man  of  line  personal  presence.  He 
was  a  large  man;  large  brained,  large  and  warm  hearted. 
He  was  a  man  of  fine  education  and  large  attainments  in  the 
law,  but  his  greatest  success  was  achieved  on  the  district 
bench  where  he  commended  himself  to  the  profession  as  an 
able,  courteous  and  lair  minded  judge.  During  the  ti;  le  he 
served  on  the  bench  in  the  8th  Judicial  district  of  Jowa,  the 
district  was  composed  of  the  counties  of  Tama,  Benb 
Linn,  Iowa,  John  •  '    iar  and  Jon  ?s. 

very    large  ami  very   exact  !      was    performed    to 

eminent  satisfaction  of  both  litigants  and  the  bar.. 
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In  all  the  varied  walks  of  life,  which  it  was  his  good 
fortune  to  be  called  to  fill,  he  performed  his  duties  faithful 
and  with  marked  ability.  As  a  neighbor  and  citizen  he  was 
loved,  honored  and  respected.  As  a  lawyer  he  was  a  good 
counselor,  always  looking-  after  the  interests  of  his  clients; 
honorable  and  upright  in  his  dealings  with  other  members 
of  the  bar  and  with  the  court.  As  a  legislator  he  ranked 
among  the  ablest  men  in  the  senate  during-  his  terms  of 
office.  As  a  soldier  his  response  to  the  call  to  arms,  in  re- 
cruiting a  company  and  rising;  to  the  rank  of  colonel,  and  re- 
maining with  his  regiment  until  the  close  of  the  war  is  suf- 
ficient evidence  of  his  patriotism  and  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  he  performed  those  duties. 

""'As  a  soldier  he  belongs  to  that  large  class  in  our 
armies  who  entered  the  service  from  a  sense  of  duty;  who 
remained  in  it.  not  because  he  was  pleased  with  the  duties 
but  from  a  profound  conviction  that  every  able  bodied  man 
owed  it  to  his  country  to  preserve  and  re-establish  the 
Union.  He  had  none  of  the  dash  and  enthusiasm  of  the 
typical  soldier  but  possessed  that  dodged  persistence  in  the 
performance  of  duty  which  was  the  distinguishing  character- 
istic of  the  mass  of  men  in  our  ranks.  He  was  especially 
concerned  at  all  times  for  the  welfare  of  his  command. 
Their  food,  clothing,  sanitation  and  hospital  details  always 
had  his  careful  attention.  The  other  details  he  left  largely 
to  the  members  of  the  regimental  staff.  He  was  a  man  of 
quick  and  tender  sensibilities.  Sickness  and  suffering  in  all 
forms  appealed  to  him  strongly.  He  was  active  in  securing 
leaves  of  absence  for  deserving;  officers  and  men  and  alle- 
viating the  condition  of  all.  He  was  much  interested  in  the 
colored  refugees  who  gathered  upon  the  march,  and  in  camp 
aided  t'hem  to  food  and  shelter  to  the  extent  of  his  ability. 
He  was  extremely  careful  in  bestowing  praise  and  censure, 
being  unwilling  to  wound  the  feelings  either  by  indiscrim- 
inate praise  or  severe  censure.  In  this  respect  he  manifest- 
ed the  same  qualities  he  afterwards  exhibited  upon  the 
bench.  Justice  and  equality  were  his  watch  words.  No 
man  rode  at  the  head  o^  a  regiment  who  was  more  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  a  successful  and  honorable  close  of 
the  war.  He  had  great  faith  in  the  future  of  the  united 
county  and  foresaw  clearly  its  future  greatness  and  glory 
under  the  flag  of  the  fathers.'  He  was  loved  by  those,  who 
knew  him  best  and  respected  by  all  his  command  for  his 
sterling  worth. 

5The  military  portion  of  this  sketch  by  his  adjutant,  H.   EI.    liood. 
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Colonel  Shane  commanded  his  regiment  in  all  its  en- 
gagements from  the  beginning  of  July  1862;  including  the 
campaign  about  Boliver,  Iuka,  the  battle  of  Corinth,  the 
North  Mississippi  .campaign,  campaign  and  seige  of  Vicks- 
burg,  Meridian  expedition,  Atlanta  campaign  and  the  great 
battles  of  July  21,  22  and  28.  In  all  of  these  he  distinguished 
himself  by  his  steadfastness  and  unfaltering'courage. 

After  the  death  of  his  second  wife  he  frequently  ex- 
pressed himself  to  his  intimate  friends  as  not  having  any- 
thing to  live  for;  that  he  was  in  the  world  but  not  of  it;  that 
lie  did  not  wish  to  live  to  become  helpless  and  be  a  burden 
to  his  friends.  He  often  expressed  a  desire  that  he  might 
die  suddenly.  His  wishes  were  in  that  respect  gratified. 
On  the  ISth  of  September,  after  a  brief  illness,  in  the  early 
morning  he  quietly  passed  to  the  great  beyond,  and  on  the 
20th,  after  a  simple  service  followed  by  a  large  concourse  of 
neighbors  and  friends,  in  the  mellow  light  of  a  September 
sun,  all  that  was  mortal  of  Judge  John  Shane  was  laid  to 
rest  in  Evergreen  cemetery  at  Vinton,  Iowa.

What      Occurred     in     the       Career      of 
Crocker's  Men. 

SOME     OF    THEM     BECAME     FAMOUS. 

They  had  Great  Larks  When  In   the  Army   and  Settled  Down 

Later  to  Staid  Citizens. 

(Daily  Gate  City,  Thursday,  Sept.  26,  1000.) 

There  were  some    men  in  Crocker's  Iowa   brigade  who 
became  famous  after  the  war  as   well  as  those    who   achieved' 
fame  during  the  family  spat    that    called    them    out.       Their 
comrades  will  be  interested  in  reading-  about  them. 

The  fun  they  were  having-  here  in  Keokuk  before  they 
went  south  to  engage  in  the  real  thing- is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing- item  in  the  Gate  City  of  December  IS,  1861: 

"There  was  an  inspection  yesterday  of  the  Fifteenth 
regiment.  Every  man  was  required  to  show  ail  his  plunder. 
The  object  was  to  find  out  who  has  been  selling-  clothes  and 
other  g-overu merit  property  for  whisky,  etc" 

But  the  play  time  came  to  an  end  and  they  went  to  the 
front.  There  some  of  them  attained  to  greatness  as  sol- 
diers, and  others  stayed  there  without  more  fame  than  a 
soldier  of  the  Civil  war  has  who  gave  his  life  for  his  country. 

A  regimental  return  for  November  3,  1862,  shows  that 
of  760  men  who  arrived  with  one  of  the  regiments  at  Pitts- 
burg Landing  on  April  6th,  there  had  been  a  loss  of  463,  or 
sixty-one  per  cent,  in  eight  months'  service. 
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ways,  and  it  is  of  these  that  this  particular  article  will  treat. 
The  data  for  it  is  obtained  from  Major  Tyler,  now  of  Salem, 
Mass.,  who  is  here  at  the  reunion. 

Captain  Adolphus  G.  Studer  of  Company  B,  Fifteenth 
Iowa,  won  a  brevet  as  major  of  volunteers  and  after  the  war 
served  for  nearly  twenty  years  as  United  States  consul  at 
Singapore,  India.  Later  he  was  sent  as  consul  of  the  United 
States  at  Barmm,  Germany,  and  did  his  official  work  so  well 
that  he  was  promoted  later.  In  the  spring  of  1899,  he  was 
appointed  consular  agent  of  this  country  at  Sorrento,    Italy, 

PLUMS  AND  APPLES. 

A  private  in  the  beginning  was  the.  man  who  later  be- 
came Honorable  John  Y.*  Stone,  of  Glen  wood,  Iowa.  He 
climbed  up  through  the  grades  of  sergeant  and  lieutenant  in 
the  army,  serving  in  Company  F,  Fifteenth  regiment  from 
1861  to  1865. 

After  the  war  he  continued  to  climb  and  when  his 
neighbors  sent  him  to  the  legislature  they  made  such  a  good 
selection  that  he  became  speaker  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives. The  people  of  all  the  state  recognized  his  worth 
and  united  to  make  him  attorney-general  of  Iowa. 

He  not  only  gathered  the  political  plums,  but  now  owns 
the  largest  apple  orchard  in  the  world.  There  is  some  in- 
terest among  his  comrades  here  as  to  whether  any  of  the 
eating  apples  are  ripe  yet.  The  monster  orchard  contains 
eight  hundred  acres,  or  one  and  a  half  square  miles  on  which 
are  growing*  133,000  trees.  Most  of  them  are  bearing  and 
there  is  talk  of  holding  the  next  biennial  reunion  of  the  bri- 
gade on  his  place  at  Glenwood. 


I : I •'  FICIENT    CONSULS . 

Lieutenant-Colonel  George  Pomutz,  of  the  Fifteenth 
regiment,  became  brevet,  brigadier-general  of  volunteers 
before  the  war  ended.  Later  he  also  entered  the  consular 
service  and  attained  distinction  there.  He  occupied  the 
very  important  post  of  consul  general  at  St.  Petersburg  for 
some  years  and  also  at  Cronstadt.  He  idled  this  dual  posi- 
tion with  much  honor  and  efficiency  and  his  record  in  civil 
life  is  a  tine  one. 

Private  Benjamin  Johnston  it  was  in  the  beginhvg,  when 
his  company,  E,  was  in  camp  here  in  Keokuk.      Later  on  he 
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got  to  be  first  lieutenant  in  the  Sixy-seventh  regiment  of 
United  States  colored  troops.  After  the  war  he  kept  on 
doing- good  work  for  his  country  and  he  is  now  in  Utilla, 
Honduras,  where  he  is  one  of  the  best  consuls  in  the  govern- 
ment service.  He  is  perhaps  the  farthest  away  of  any  of 
the  men  while  the  brigade  is  holding  its  reuuion  in  Keokuk. 

THEY    MADE    MONEY. 

Sergeant  William  Christy,  of  Company  I,  Fifteenth.  Iowa 
volunteers,  attained  to  the  double  bars  on  his  shoulder 
straps  before  the  war  ended  and  commanded  Company  D,  of 
the  Eighth  Iowa  cavalry.  He  has  become  wealthy  since  the 
war  and  nobody  now  watches  the  hen  roosts  when  he  is 
around.  He  was  twice  elected  treasurer  of  the  state  of  Iowa 
before  he  went  to  Arizona.  New  he  is  a  bank  president  and 
one  of  the  leading  citizens  of  Phoenix,  Arizona,  where  he 
lives. 


In  war  times  nobody  saw  an  embryo  millionaire  in  Lieu- 
tenant Isaac  Cooper,  of  Company  F,  Fifteenth  regiment  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  brigade.  But  he  contained  that  potentiality 
and  now  has  seven  figures  in  his  total  assets.  He  discov- 
ered, laid  out,  built  and  boomed  Glenwood  Springs,  in  Color- 
ado, and  after  that  it  was  easy  to  get  very  rich  by  knowing 
how7  to  handle  things.  His  town  is  now  the  Saratoga  of  the 
west. 

A    CHIEF    JUSTICE. 

Campfire  logic  and  the  philosophy  of  army  life  resulted 
in  one  of  the  veterans  becoming  one  of  -the  great  lawyers  of 
Iowa  and  its  chief  justice. 

Captain  James  F.  Day,  commanded  Company  F  of  the 
Fifteenth  regiment  in  the  war.  He  became  a  lawyer,  then  a 
good  lawyer,  then  a  noted  lawyer,  then  a  judge  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  and  finally  landed  on  the  supreme  bench  of  Iowa. 
He  served  there  the  fourteen  years  between  1870  and  18S4 
and  finally  became  the  chief  justice  of  the  Iowa  supreme 
court  of  his  state. 

One  man  got  used  to  traveling  in  the  campaigns  of 
Crocker's  brigade  and  is  now  doing  lots  of  it  in  a  different 
and  a  more  comfortable  wav.  He  used  to  tramp  along  as  n 
private,  iind  now  he  rides  in  a  private  car.  He  is  Oscar  K. 
Stewart,  a  private  in  Company  E,  of  the  Fifteenth    regiment. 
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and  he  is  now  superintendent  of  the  east  Iowa   division  of  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  railway. 

THERE    ARE    OTHERS. 

There  are  many  others  in  the  brigade  muster  rolls  who 
have  become  what  the  world  calls  successful  men,  besides 
those  named  above.  Major  Tyler  has  kept  track  of  men  of 
the  Fifteenth  regiment  better  than  those  of  other 
regiments,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  make,  a  complete  list 
of  those  who  have  been  very  successful  since  the  war. 

In  the  first  place,  one  would  have  to  define  success;  for 
many  have  atttained  independence  and  contentment  who 
have  not  been  elected  to  any  state  office. 

Then,  too,  it  would  take  much  investigation  to  discover 
just  what  each  man  has  done  since  the  civil  war  closed.  The 
whole  brigade  was  always  noted  for  its  modesty,  and  it  would 
take  enquiry  among  the  neighbors  to  discover  what  success 
some  of  them  have  achieved. 

The  above  list  from  one  regiment  may  be  taken  as  an 
earnest  of  what  each  of  the  others  did,  and  from  it  one  may 
gain  an  idea  of  the  lives  of  the  men  who  fougfht  under  the 
commanders  of  this  brigade  so  bravely  thirty-five  to  forty 
years   ago. 

SOME    GOVERNORS. 

Ex-Governor  Buren  R.  Sherman,  of  the  Thirteenth  reg- 
iment, farmed  for  the  first  three  years,  after  which  he 
moved  to  the  city  of  Vinton  and  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
law.  He  was  elected  to  the  office  of  state  auditor  in  1S74, 
and  served  three  full  terms,  at  the  close  of  which  he  was 
elected  governor  of  Iowa,  and  served  two  terms  in  the  execu- 
tive office,  lie  then  retired  to  private  life  and  has  been  a 
resident  of  Vinton  since. 

Private  Fred  E.  White.  Company  I,  Thirteenth  Iowa, 
was  the  democratic  nominee  for  governor  in  1897,  and  in 
1899,  and  in  January,  1900,  was  nominated  by  the  democrat- 
ic members  of  the  legislature  for  United  States  senator  and 
received  the  entire  vote  of  the  party. 

William  II.  Michael,  private  in  Company  B,  eleventh  reg- 
iment, was  the  editor  of  the  Times  at  Grand  Island,  Neb., 
when  he  went,  to  Washington  to  take  the  place  of  clerk  of  the 
compiler  of  the   congressional  directory.     He    became,   chiei 
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clerk  of  the  state  department  under  Secretary  Sherman  and 
has  kept  it  through  Secretaries  Day's  and  Hay's  administra- 
tions. 

THEY    HELD    OFFICE. 

Captain  John  A.  Munroe,  Company  H,  Eleventh  regi- 
ment, has  held  several  important  offices,  having-  been  city  re- 
corder of  Muscatine  several  times,  clerk  of  the  court  for  ten 
years,  and  deputy  United  States  internal  revenue  collector. 
Fourteen  years  he  has  conducted  an  extensive  law  business. 

W.  O.  Mitchell,  Company  C,  Thirteenth  Iowa  infantry, 
was  president  of  Blue  Grass  League  of  southwestern  Iowa 
in  1890.  In  1891  he  was  elected  to  the  legislature,  and  was 
elected  speaker  of  the  twenty-fourth  general  assembly.  In 
1S93  he  was  again  elected  and  served  as  chairman  of  the 
ways  and  means  committee.  He  is  largely  interested  in 
farming  and  stock  raising  at  Corning,  Iowa. 

W.  H.  Tedford  of  Company  F,  Eleventh  regiment,  is  on 
the  bench  in  his  district,  and  is  one  of  Iowa's  jurists. 
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The  Association  Begins   Its   Business  Sessions   of   the 
Tenth  Biennial  Reunion. 

REPORTS     SHOW     EXCELLENT     CONDITION 


The  Great  Campfire   Last  Evening-   and  the   Preparations  for 

the  Final   Session    After  the   Grand 

Parade  Today. 


(Daily  Gate  City,  Thursday,  Sept.  27,  J 900.) 

Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  opened  its  tenth  biennial  reunion 
in  this  city  yesterday  morning  when  a  larg'e  delegation  of 
Keokuk  citizens  and  old  soldiers  headed  by  the  Fifteenth 
regiment  band  went  to  the  union,  station  to  welcome  the 
incoming  soldiers. 

CHEERED    BY    THOUSANDS. 

At  S  o'clock  in  the  morning-  the  different  army  organiza- 
tions of  the  city  met  at  their  respective  halls  and  then  as- 
sembled at  Fifth  and  Main  streets  where  the  Fifteenth 
Regiment  band  and  the  Continental  Martial  band  joined 
them.  The  procession  marched  down  to  the  station  and 
escorted  the  soldiers  who  were  arriving  to  the  place  of 
registration  which  was  in.  the  republican  headquarters  at 
Fifth  and  Main  streets. 

Here  Captain  C.  Y,\  Kepler  had  the  work  in  charge    and 
with  his  three  assistants    vvor    ed  all  da)    as    the    att   m 
at  this  reunion   is    reported    as    far  above    that    of    any    late 
gathering  of  the   brigade.       These  men  who  aided   Captain 
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Kepler  in  this  work  were  M.  S.  Wig-gins  of  Dow  City,  Iowa, 
Captain  John  A.  Merrill  of  Des  Moines  and  Captain  John 
Hayes  of  Red  Oak.  These  gentlemen  registered  the  same, 
regiment,  company  and  present  address  of  each  members  of 
the  brigade.  Each  soldier  was  presented  with  a  badge 
suitable  as  a  keepsake  of  this  reunion. 

Later  in  the  forenoon  at  10:30  o'clock  the  veterans 
gathered  at  the  Hotel  Keokuk  where  a  line  of  march  was 
formed  which  proceeded  to  the  business  meeting  at  the 
Keokuk  opera  house. 

This  parade  was  an  interesting  feature  of  the  day  and 
was  witnessed  by  about  5000  people  who  cheered  the  brave 
boys  as  they  marched  to  the  place  where  the}-  were  going  to 
attend  to  the  few  military  affairs  which  remained  for  them 
to  do  after  a  lapse  of  almost  forty  years.  The  march  was 
headed  by  the  Fiftieth  Regiment  band  after  which  came  the 
members  of  Crocker's  brigade  in  command  of  Colonel  H.  H. 
Rood,  the  president  of  the  organization.  The  Continental 
martial  baud  marched  in  the  center  of  the  line  and  stirred 
the  men  with  the  music  they  loved  to  hear  so  well  in 
the  'GO's. 


The  Meeting  at  the  Opera  House    and    Welcome    to 

the  City. 

The  campfire  meeting  of  the  brigade  in  the  opera  house 
in  the  evening  was  very  well  attended  and  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  features  of  the  clay.  The  speakers  were  all  popular 
ones.  The  brigade  formed  in  the  line  at  Hotel  Keokuk  at 
7:1.5  o'clock  and  marched  to  the  opera  house,  headed  by  the 
Continental  martial  band.  The  parquet  was  crowded  and 
the  balcony  comfortably  filled. 

At  S  o'clock  the  speakers  and  other  distinguished 
visitors  were  ushered  upon  the  stage  and  Colonel  H.  II. 
Rood,  president  of  the  brigade,  called  the  meeting  to  order 
in  a  short  address.  The  invocation  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
R.  C  Mcllwain  of  the  St.  John's  church  in  accordance  with 
the  custom  of  the  brigade. 


The  glee  club  composed  of  James  Young   and    Howard 
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Wood,  first  tenors;  P.  C.  Haydcn  and  Mr.  Hulson,  second 
tenors;  Maurice  Klein  and  Hugh  O'Neil,  first  bass,  and 
John  Nodler  and  C.  F.  McFarland,  second  bass,  rendered 
one  of  their  choicest  selections  and  then  Mayor  James  F. 
Daugherty  delivered  the  address  of  welcome  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  brigade.  It  was  choice  and  in  proper  words 
welcomed  the' old  soldiers  who  had  fought  for  and  kept  the 
union.     It  was  loudly  applauded. 

GLAD    TO    COME   HERE. 

Colonel  Rood  responded  to  the  welcome.  He  said  he 
was  sorry  that  it  was  impossible  to  come  to  Keokuk  before 
now  to  hold  their  reunion,  but  they  were  glad  to  do  so  now. 
He  spoke  of  the  Fifteenth's  organization  in  this  city  and  its 
record.  He  spoke  of  Keokuk  and  her  place  as  the  gateway 
of  Iowa,  and  said  it  would  be  wonderful  to  know  how  many 
had  first  set  foot  on  Iowa  soil,  when  they  came  to  Keokuk. 
He  spoke  of  Keokuk's  number  of  great  men,  especially  dur- 
ing the  war  of  the  rebellion.  Among;  these  he  spoke  of 
Brigadier-General  W.  W.Belknap,  and  praised  his  wonderful 
and  patriotic  career.  He  mentioned  the  respect  in  which 
he  is  held  and  the  way  his  name  has  been  honored,  by  the 
naming  of  the  Grand  Army  post  for  him  and  also  for  the 
naming  of  Belknap  boulevard.  He  then  thanked  all  for  their 
royal  welcome. 

He  then  announced  General  J.  H.  Stibbs  of  Chicago 
who  very  pleasantly  entertained  the  audience  with  anecdotes 
of  the  years  of  the  war.  He  repeated  several  delightful 
poems  from  well  known  poets  about  the  soldiers  of  '61  and 
the  Hag. 

The  glee  club  then  rendered  another  selection,  the  well 
known  song,  ''Way  Down  Upon  the  Suwanee  River." 

PUBLIC    OPINION. 

James  II.  Anderson  was  then  presented  and  made  a 
pleasant  address.  He  said  he  was  proud  to  speak  to  the 
men  who  were  before  him  and  he  also  was  proud  to  be  a 
member  of  Keokuk's  population  after  the  address  of  Colonel 
Rood,  but  said  Keokuk  people  understood  that  they  had 
man)-  faults  despite  their  many  worthy  features.  He  said 
that  the  public  opinion  of  the  peoph  oJ  thi  United  States 
flows  along  peaceably  unless  there  is  an  obstruction  and  then 
that  is  swept  away  quietly.  When  Old  Glory  was  pulled 
down  from  Fort  Sumter,  public  opinion  revolted  and    the    in- 
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evitable  result  came.  It  was  also  so  when  the  Maine  was 
sunk  and  Spain  lost  ail  of  her  possessions  on  this  continent. 
These  things  all  brought  out  the  purest  gems  in  the  people. 
Two  of  these  who  were  men  in  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade  were 
General  Reid  and  General  Belknap,  both  beloved  in  Keokuk 
by  its  people.      His  address  was  loudly  applauded. 

In  a  pleasant  announcement,  Colonel  Rood  introduced 
Mrs.  Alice  Cheek,  of  Des  Moines,  who  rendered  a  delightful 
selection  much  to  the  delight  of  the  assemblage.  She  has 
sung  for  the  brigade  as  an  organization,  since  its  organization 
and  her  singing'  is  one  of  the  features  which  every  one  antici- 
pates with  pleasure  as  a  part  of  the  program.  She  was 
loudly  encored  and  responded  with  another  selection,  a  med- 
ley of  familiar  tunes,  the  audience  joining  in  the  latter  part, 
''While  We  Were  Marching  Through  Georgia." 

COLONEL    TRIMBLE. 

He  then  announced  Colonel  H.  H.  Trimble,  who  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Third  Iowa  cavalry.  He  said  he  was 
almost  afraid  to  speak  after  such  delightful  singing.  He 
said  that  less  than  half  a  century  ago  this  country  was  re- 
garded as  a  third  or  fourth  grade  government,  but  that  is  all 
changed  and  we  now  stand  in  the  front  rank  of  the  universe 
and  that  has  mainly  been  accomplished  by  the.  volunteer 
army.  He  said  the  war  of  '61  and  the  war  of  '98  had  demon- 
strated the  ability  of  a  citizen  soldier  to  be  a  soldier  or  a  citi- 
zen, as  necessity  showed.  No  army  on  earth  ever  achieved 
greater  honor  than  the  citizen  soldier  in  the  war  of  the  rebel- 
lion. He  said  he  supposed  they  had  been  eulogized  till  they 
were  tired  of  it,  but  he.  must  again  say  that  he  knew  and 
realized  that  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade  had  done  great  thiugs 
and  had  been  an  honor  to  Iowa  and  the  nation  during-  the 
war.  He  said,  he  hoped  that  the  members  would  live  long 
to  enjoy  the  honors  which  they  so  much  deserve. 

SANG    FOR    IOWA. 

The  glee  club  then  rendered  the  selection,  "Iowa,"  impro- 
vised by  Major  Byers  of  the  brigade.  It  was  well  received, 
bringing  a  round  of  applause.  Gen.  Stibbs  was  then  again 
called  upon  to  entertain  the  audience.  He  has  so  many 
funny  stories  of  the  days  of  the  war  that  it  is  said  he  never 
has  to  tell  the  same  story  two  times. 

Mrs.  Cheek  was  again  called  upon  for  a  selection,  Miss 
Bertha  Wolcott  accompanying  her  on  the    piano.     Upon  spec- 
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ial  request  General  Stibbs  recited  several   more   selections.

The  tenth  biennial  reunion  of  the  Crocker's  Iowa  bri- 
gade association  ended  with  a  campfire  last  night,  but  the 
last  business  sessiou  was  held  in  the  afternoon.      It   elected

It  took  the  members  of  Crocker's  brig-ad e  but  a  few 
minutes  to  take  their  seats  in  the  opera  house  after  the 
parade  and  the  meeting-  began  promptly  at  3:45  o'clock. 
Colonel  II.  H.  Rood,  the  president,  called  the  meeting*  to 
order. 

In  a  few  introductory  remarks  the  president  expressed 
his  great  satisfaction,  at  the  promptness  with  which  the. 
brigade  is  accustomed  to  doing  things.  He  said  that  it  was 
but  fifteen  minutes  after  he  rescined  his  order  for  not  hav- 
ing-a  parade  that  the  entire  four  regiments  were  out  in  the 
street  waiting  for  the  word  to  move.  He  said  that  ever 
since  the  organization  of  the  brigade  this  had  been  one  of  its 
characteristics. 

After    these  opening"  remarks  he  called    for    the    i  i 
of   the  committee   on   orator   of   which    Captain   Munroe    is 
chairman.     The  committee  reported    that   W.   O.    Mitchell, 
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Company  G,  Thirteenth  Iowa,  was  their  choice  as  orator 
of  their  next  meeting-.  Without  any  discussion  the  report 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

MEET  AT  MUSCATINE. 

The  next  committee  to  report  was  that  on  location. 
This  was  the  most  earnestly  discussed  question  of  the  meet- 
ing-. Captain  J.  H.  Munroe  as  the  chairman  reported  that 
the  majority  of  the  committee  was  in  favor  of  selecting-  Mus- 
catine as  the  next  meeting-  place.  Comrade  Brunt  of  Sigour- 
ney,  as  one  of  the  committee,  offered  the  minority  report  as 
being*  in  favor  of  the  town  from  which  Brunt  came — Sigour- 
ney.. 

Comrade  Brunt  cited  some  g-ood  reasons  why  the  bri- 
gade should  meet  at  his  town  and  then  made  a  motion  which 
was  seconded  that  the  name  Muscatine  be  stricken  from  the 
majority  report  and  the  name  of  Sig-ourney  inserted.  In  the 
middle  of  this  discussion  one  of  the  comrades  made  a  strik- 
ing talk  upon  the  special  advantages  of  Waterloo  and  with  his 
eloquence  and  sound  logic  succeeded  in  convincing  a  few  o: 
the  soldiers  that  that  was  the  place  for  the  brigr.de  to  as- 
semble next.  The  question  was  then  called  for.  The  pres- 
ident stated  the  motion,  which  was  that  Sig-ourne}-  be  put  in 
place  of  Muscatine  in  the  report  Ol  the  committee.  The  mo- 
tion was  lost. 

The  g-entleman  from  Waterloo  then  moved  that  his  fav- 
orite city  be  selected  as  the  meeting-  place,  and  this  motion 
was  also  lost.  Then  the  report  of  the  committee  was  unan- 
imously adopted.  In  stating  the  advantages  and  special  rea- 
sons why  the  meeting-  should  be.  held  in  Muscatine,  Captain 
Munroe  said  that  his  city  had  sent  more  soldiers  to  the  civil 
war  than  any  other  city  of  its  size  in  the  state.  Sixteen  com- 
panies went  from  there  to  aid  the  just  cause.  Captain  Mun- 
roe promised  that  the  count]-)'  around  Muscatine  would  pro- 
duce sufficient  sweet  potatoes  to  feed  the  entire  brigade  and 
that  the  river  water  was  very  g-ood  at  that  place. 

ONE    YEAR    PLAN. 

Captain  Munroe  moved  that  the  next  meeting;  be  held  in 
one  year  instead  oi  in  two  as  is  the  present  custom  of  the  or- 
ganization. Captain  Kepler  in  •  remarl  gainst  this 
and  in  his  talk  stated  that  he  k  that  the  quesi 
had  been  thorougdily  considered  by  the  brigade,  lie  -sue 
that  the  work  placed    upon    the    officers    by    the    increase   of

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meeting's  would  be  more  than  they  would  be  able  to  do  as 
they  are  at  present  taxed  to  their  utmost.  '  He  said  that 
this  brigade  had  the  best  military  organization  in  the  United 
States,  and  that  any  change  which  they  would  make  might 
have  an  evil  effect  upon  the.  present  standing  of  it.  Captain 
Kepler's  words  had  the  desired  effect  and  the  motion  was 
lost  by  a  small  margin.

The  committee  who  had  the  work  of  nominating  officers 
in  charge  was  composed  of  J.  A.  Coe,  W.  A.  Hunter,  H.  C. 
McArthur  and  J.  H.  Smith.  The  ticket  was  unanimously 
adopted  and  the  chief  officers  responded  with  a  short  speech. 

Colonel  Rood  said:  "I  had  a  little  frank  talk  with  one  of 
the  members  of  this  committee  in  which  I  told,  him  that  I. 
had  served  as  president  of  this  organization  longer  than  Bel- 
knap had  and  that  the  committee  had  better  look  well  into 
the  matter  before  conferring  this  honor  upon  any  member 
of  the  brigade."

The  committee  on  resolutions  was  then  called  for  and 
the  resolutions  were  cheerfully  adopted  by  the  assembly. 

Colonel  Rood  then  announced  that  he  had  some  tele- 
grams and  letters  which  he  intended  reading*  to  the  brigade 
but  on  accoujit  of  the  lateness  of  the  afternoon  be  could  only 
read  a  few.  He  said  that  a  telegram  had  been  sent  to  the 
soldiers' reunion  which  was  being  held  at  Fort  Madison  and 
a  congratulatory  answer  had  been  received.  Noble  War- 
wick, the  sexton  at  the  Keokuk  National  cemetery,  had  sent 
him  a  record  of  the  brigade's  dead  who  are  buried  in  this 
burying-  ground.  This  list  is  published  on  page  201  of  these

D.  W.  Bushnell,  the  corresponding  secretary,   gave   his 

biennial  report  concerning  those  who  had  died  and  those 
who  had  changed  their  residence.  The  complete  list  of 
those  who  have  died  since  the  last  meeting-  is  published  in 
another  column  this  morning-. 

After  Colonel  Rood  made  some  remarks  instructing  the 
brigade  as  to  the  evening  campfire  the  meeting  adjourned. 


THE  VETERANS  PARADI 


The    Brigade    Showed    Great  Mobility    and    Received    Every 

Honor. 

On  account  of  the  rain  in  the  forenoon  the  grand  street 
parade  of  the  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade  was  delayed  until  2 
o'clock.  At  1  o'clock'  it  was  still  raining-  and  Colonel  Rood 
acting  under  the  advice  of  different  members  of  the  brigade 
declared  the  street  demonstration  off. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  rain  ceased  and  just  fifteen 
minutes  after  the  word  was  given  that  there  would  be  a  pro- 
cession all  the  comrades  were  in  line  ready  to  march  just  as 
if  it  had  never  been  declared  off.  Colonel  Rood  said  that 
w  is  on     of  the  chief  character!

but  at  all  of  their  reunions  the  spirit   of   the    men    was   to  do 
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everything-  with  great  promptness.  Many  of  the  old  vet- 
erans had  no  overcoats,  having-  failed  to  bring-  them  from 
their  homes.  Few  had  any  rubbers  and  fewer  still  had  anv 
umbrellas.  This  was  the  cause  of  the  parade  being-  can- 
celled from  the  day's  program  at  first. 

The  procession  formed  at  Third  and  Johnson  streets; 
the  brigade  formed  on  Third  from  Johnson  to  Main  while 
the  forag-ers  and  Company  A  were  stationed  on  Johnson 
street  below  Third.  Bugler  Pickens  of  Company  A  was 
stationed  at  the  hotel  door  and  as  he  sounded  the  assembly 
the  old  soldiers  fell  in  line  with  the  rapidity  of  end  of  the 
century  regulars.  The  whole  brigade  was  divided  into  the 
four  regiments,  the  Eleventh  leading  and  the  Sixteenth 
bringing  up  the  rear.  A-  J.  Hardin  was  the  marshal  of  the 
day  and  with  his  three  aides,  Roger  Rollins,  D.  B.  Hamill 
and  L.  A.  Berryhill  formed  the  column  in  a  very  few 
minutes. 

AS   IT    PASSED. 

As  the  procession  turned  into  Main  street  at  Third, 
Chief  Marshal  Hardin  with  his  aides,  Rollins  and  Hamill,  on 
either  side  were  in  the  lead.  The  fifteenth  Resfiment  band 
followed  closely  and  played  appropriate  music.  The  guard 
of  honor  was  the  G.  A.  R.  posts  of  Keokuk.  Then  came  the 
famous  Crocker  brigade,  divided  into  regiments  and  each 
division  headed  by  a  separate  band  of  music.  The  Eleventh 
regiment  came  first  with  Colonel  H.  H.  Rood  and  Colonel 
Stibbs  at  its  head;  then  came  the  Basco  band  leading  the 
Thirteenth  regiment.  The  Continental  Martial  band  was 
at  the  head  of  the  Fifteenth  and  the  Keokuk  Military  band 
announced  the  coming  of  the  Sixteenth.  A  uniformed  dele- 
gation of  Modern  Woodmen  of  America  followed  these  and 
then  came  a  companv  of  Keokuk's  old  soldiers.  The  Santa 
Pe  band  from  Revere,  Mo.,  lead  a  band  of  mounted  forag-ers 
which  were  closely  followed  and  watched  by  Company  A, 
Fiftieth  regiment,  I.  N .  G.  The  foragers  were  Palmer, 
Franek,  Kessellring  and  Higham  of  Company  A. 

Company  A  did  not  have  so  many  men  in  line  as  it  in- 
tended, for  Captain  Kelly  dismissed  the  company  when  the 
order  came  to  him  that  there  would  certainly  be  no  parade. 
When  it  was  suddenly  decided  to  march,  the  officers 
gathered  up  what  men  they  •  oul      .nd. 

The  rear  of  the  procession  was    formed    of  a  number  of 
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!  colored  citizens  including-   a    ramshackle  wag-on   filled     with 

freedmen  refugees  following  the  union  army  as  in  war  times. 

This   added  a  touch  of  the    picturesque    which    added    much 
to  the  parade  as  a  spectacle. 


A    FINE   SPECTACLE. 

The  procession  was  three  blocks  long  and  went  out 
Main  street  as  far  as  Twelfth  and  returned  down  Main  as 
far  as  Sixth.  Here  the  first  halt  was  made  and  the  column 
opened  ranks  and  allowed  those  in  the  rear  to  march 
through,  bringing-  the  left  in  front  as  the}'  entered  the  opera 
house  whither  the  brigade  was  bound. 

The  parade  was  an  interesting  one  from  many  stand- 
points. It  was  greatly  regretted  that  the  weather  so 
hindered  the  carrying  out  of  the  plans  as  first  expected. 
The  weather  was  too  severe  to  allow  the  queen  of  the  parade, 
Miss  Bertha  Wolcott,  to  appear.  The  crowd  that  witnessed 
the  parade  was  greater  than  would  be  thought  since  the 
weather  was  terrible  almost  up  to  the  very  beginning  of  the 
process*  n.  The  street  was  filled  with  spectators  from 
Third  street  clear  up  to  Twelfth  street.  Keokuk  is  a  soldier 
loving  city  and  no  soldier  every  came  to  this  city  and  went 
away  unsatisfied  with  the  admiration  of  the  citizens.

A    FINE   SPIRIT. 

The  music  in  the  parade  was  splendid,  four  brass  bands 
and  one  martial  band  furnished  the  music.  Both  of  the 
home  brass  bands  of  course  played  music  which  would  do 
credit  to  tin-  best  hand  in  the  country.  The  martial  band  is 
the  one  most  suitable  forareuni<  n  a  this  kind  and  tiie 
the  veterans  gathered  to  hear  this  band  shows  what  military 
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music  is  to  a  soldier's  ear.  The  Revere  band  played  some 
stirring  marches  which  delighted  the  people  greatly.  The 
band  from  Basco  is  still  as  popular  as  ever  and  its  music 
added  some  pleasing"  melodies  to  the  parade  yesterday 
afternoon. 


THE    ORDER    OF    MARCH. 


There  were  several  hundred  of  the  original  Crocker's 
brigade  in  line  yesterday  and  if  the  spirit  of  the  men  ran  as 
high  when  they  were  in  their  skirmishes  and  battles  it  is  no 
wonder  that  they  made  the  great  record  that  they  did. 
Yesterday,  captains,  generals,  colonels,  lieutenants,  ser- 
geants, corporals  and  privates  all  marched  side  by  side. 
Former  rank  made  no  difference;  they  were  all  one, 
like  brothers  of  the  same  family  who  had  fought  together 
for  one  cause  and  one  flag.  Now  in  the  last  years  of  their 
life  they  are  still  bound  together  by  the  same  spirit  which 
caused  them  to  drink  fromthe  same  canteen  and  share  each 
others  rations.

THE  FINAL  CAMPFIRE. 

A  Very  Interesting  Meeting  at  the  Opera  House  in  Conclusion. 

The  campfire  last  night  at  the  opera  house  was  another 
of  those  fine  entertainments  of  anecdotes  and  stories  which 
the  old  soldiers  who  saw  service  in  the  days  of  the  rebellion 
can  tell. 

At  7:45  the  Crocker's  Iowa  brig-a.de  formed  in  line  at 
their  headquarters  at  Hotel  Keokuk  and  headed  by  the 
noted  Fiftieth    Iowa  band  they  marched  to  the  opera  house. 

At  8  o'clock,  Colonel  Rood  called  the  session  to  order. 
The  house  was  Idled  with  an  audience,  quite  a  number  of 
whom  were  ladies.  As  is  the  custom,  the  prog" ram  opened 
with  the  formal  raisin-  of  the  flag.  Rev.  Dr.  R.  C.  Mcll- 
wain  then  offered  the  invocation. 

The  gdee  club  then  rendered  the  selection,  "The  New 
Hail  Columbia, "  accompanied  by  the  famous  Fiftieth  Reg- 
iment b~nd. 

Colonel  Rood  personally  thanked  the  baud  for  all  that  it 
had  done  for  the  brigade's  reunion. 

Colonel  Rood  then  read  several  telegrams  from  mem- 
bers who  were  unable  io  attend,  General  Hickenlooper,  Cor- 
nelius Cadle,  Hugh  R.  Belknap  and  others. 

SPEECH    BY    GENERAL    DODGE. 

Colonel  Rood  then  made  a  short  address  and  introduce  d 
General  Granville  M.  Dodge,  who  was  heartily  received. 
He  spoke  of  his  early  life  in  this  state  and  his  organization 
of  a  company  of  military  men  before  they  were  supported 
by  the  stale! 

General  Dodge  then  spoke  of  the  drilling  of  the  Fourth 
regiment  men.  , 

He  spoke  of  the  promotion  of  Crocker  to  brigadier  gen- 
eral. He  spoke  of  the  Yicksburg  campaign  and  Crocker's 
sickness,  his  stop  and  stay  at  Des  Moines  and  return  later 
to  Yicksburg.  He  thanked  the  audience  for  the  opportunity 
to  pay  his  tribute  to  the  well-known  commander. 

Colonel    Rood    then    anno  Mrs.    Alice    Cheek    who 

rendered  a  selection,  "Sing  Sweet    Uird,"   much    to    the    de- 
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light  of  everybody.     She  was  accompanied   on   the    piano    by 
Miss  Bertha  Wolcott,  the  daughter  of  the  regiment. 

As  a  variation  in  the  prog-ram,  Colonel  Rood  then  intro- 
duced Colonel  J.  II.  Stibbs  whom  he  styled  the  best  old 
soldier  recitationist  in  the  world.  He  rendered  several 
selections  which  were  well  received. 

THE    HOSPITAL    CITY. 

Charles  1'.  Birge  was  then  introduced  and  spoke  of 
Keokuk  as  a  hospital  city  during-  the  war.  He  said  he 
would  try  to  tell  the  tale  from  the  standpoint  of  the  city  of 
Keokuk.  In  1S61  the  city  was  made  a.  rendezvous  of  various 
regiments.  During  the  camp  life  in  Keokuk  there  were 
regimental  hospitals  but  they  did  not  attract  attention. 
Time  went  on  and  after  many  of  the  battles  there  came 
Pittsburg-  landing  and  yet  we  had  seen  nothing  of  the  sorrow 
of  the  war. 

In  1862  the  other  hospitals  being  filled,  a  number  of  hun- 
dreds of  wounded  men  were  sent  by  boat  to  Keokuk.  Keo- 
kuk people  prepared  for  them  and  in  a  day  or  two  the  Estes 
house  was  filled  with  stores  and  beds  for  the  hospital  ser- 
vice and  the  next  Sunday  the  boat  arrived.  Mr.  Birge  acted 
as  a  surgeon's  assistant  because  of  the  scarcity  of    surgeons. 

Thousands  of  wounded  were  brought  to  Keokuk  and 
cared  for  here  and  it  became  so  oppressive  that  it  was  awful. 

Another  selection  was  then  rendered  by  the  glee  club, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Wolcott.  .Major  Cramer  of  the  Thir- 
tieth Iowa,  who  held  a  reunion  in  Port  Madison  today  was 
then  introduced.     He  was  loudly  applauded. 

soldiers'  homes. 

Colonel  Rood  then  introduced  Colonel  Horton  of  the 
Fifth  Iowa  cavalry  service,  and  now  of  the  soldiers'  home, 
lie  spoke  of  the  soldiers'  homes  in  the  United  States  as  an 
America']  institution.  He  told  of  the  workings  of  the  insti- 
tutions and  the  people  that  were  in  them. 


The  glee  club  and  Bugler  Pickens   then  gave   a  musical 
rendering  ol  the  reveille,  which  was  loudly  cheered. 

Captain  J.  K.  Mason  was  then  called  upon  but  was  out  at 
the  moment.     Major  Cramer  of    the  Thirtieth  was    then  in- 
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troduced  and  made  a  nice  little    talk  to    those    who  were   al- 
most comrades  on  the  march. 

Mrs.  Cheek  then  rendered  the  selection  "Rally  Round 
the  Flag-,"  which  was  joined  in  by  the  audience 

Hon.  Felix  T.  Hughes  was  then  introduced  and  made 
an  address  which,  though  short,  was  well  received.  He  said 
he  took  a  little  part  in  the  war  when  he  lived  in  Missouri  ;±nd 
spoke  of  the  battle  of  Athens. 

OLD  GLORY    PROTECTS. 

He  said  this  is  an  age  of  militarism  and  Old  Glory  will 
always  protect  Americans. 

Colonel  J.  II.  Stibbs  was  again  called  upon  and  rendered 
several  selections  from  Eugene  Field's  works. 

Major  McArthur  then  sang  "Old  Shady  am    Free,"  one 
of  the  favorites  with    the   old    soldiers.     He   was   loudly    ap- 
plauded and  responded   to  the   encore.     Mrs.  Cheek   acco 
panied  him  on  the  piano. 

Mrs.  Alice  Cheek  then  rendered  the  selection  "Star 
Spangled  Banner."  The  crowd  kept  perfect  silence  as  the 
bugle  sounded  taps  and  the  colors  were  hauled  down. 

Thus  ended  the  tenth  annual  reunion  of  Crocker's   Iowa 


brigade.

President  Rood: 

Comrades  of  the  Crocker  brigade,  the  lapse  of  years  has 
brought  around  the  tenth  biennial  reunion  of  this  organiza- 
tion. I  congratulate  you  on  the  feeling  of  fraternity  which 
brings  so  many  of  you  together.  I  see,  with  regret,  that 
time  is  frosting  the  hair,  and  making'  the  limbs  feeble,  but  I 
am  thankful  that  the  feeling  of  comradeship,  of  friendship,  of 
charity  and  loyalty  is  still  so  strong  and  unfading  in  this  or- 
ganization. I  see  with  great  pleasure  that  many  of  you  are 
accompanied  by  your  families  to  Keokuk,  which  is  a  home  to 
so  many  of  you.  I  thank  every  man  of  you  for  the  kindly 
feeling  you  have  shown  me.  I  have  had  to  ask  many  favors 
of  you,  have  asked  yon  to  do  many  things,  and  I  have  the  first 
time  to  find  a  recjuest  was  made  that  has  not  been  promptly 
complied  with,  for  which  1  desire  to  thank  you  in  the  name 
and  the  spirit  of  the  Crocker  brigade.

CURRESTT  BUSINESS. 


President  Rood: 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  for  the  moment  to  present 
so  I  vcill  bring  up  a  matter  which  I  think  will  be  of  interest 
to  you. 

Last  winter  I  was  appointed  with  other  gentlemen  in  the 
state  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Curators  of  the  State 
Historical  Society,  with  its  headquarters  at  Iowa  City.  We 
had  a  meeting,  and  in  going-  over  the  papers  and  documents 
and  everything  of  value  of  that  character,  we  came  upon  a 
flag  that  had  been  captured.  Some  one  stated  that  the  flag 
which  Major  Goodrell  had  captured  in  the  state  capitol  of 
South  Carolina  on  Feb.  17th,  1865,  was  there,  and  suggested 
that  the  Brigade  return  it.  I  said  to  the  gentlemen  com- 
posing that  board  that  Major  Goodrell's  family  and  the 
Brigade  will  have  to  decide  upon  that,  which  made  it  impos- 
sible for  this  board  to  pass  upon  that  question.  I  promised 
them  I  would  bring  it  up  at  our  Brigade  meeting,  and  it  has 
just  occurred  to  me  to  do  so. 


That  dag  was  not  tl  of      ■■  ■     iraent   in   arms;   it   is 

not  in  character  like  a  battle  flag  of   the    Confederate  army. 
It  is  something  like  36  or  40   ft.  in  length,  and  only    contains 
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two  colors,  blue  and  white.  I  have  forgotten  the  inscription 
on  it.  It  was  taken  from  the  state  capitol  of  the  state  of  South 
Carolina,  and  is  sort  of  a  state  flag-.  If  it  had  belonged  to 
some  regiment  we  had  met  in  arms  and  captured.  \t  would  be 
only  right  and  proper  that  we  should  return  it,  jut  this  is 
the  flag1  of  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  and  as  it  rests  in  the 
rooms  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Iowa,  I  think  there  is  no 
better  place  for  it  than  to  remain  there  forever. 

(Motion  made  by  Captain  Craig,  that  the  flag-  referred 
to  remain  in  the  State  Historical  society  of  Iowa.  Motion 
seconded,) 

President  Rood: 

Before  that  motion  is  put  I  would  like  to  hear  from  Major 
McArthur. 

Major  Mc Arthur: 

I  move  thai  we  accept  and  approve  thi  motion  made  by 
Captain  Craig.  I  happened  to  be  with  Major  Goodrell  when 
he  went  through  the  capitol  of  South  Carolina.  This  flag- 
was  taken  by  the  Major  in  the  Senate  chamber  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  but  it  was  a  State  flag,  and  I  think  it  was 
used  only  for  decoration  purpose,  the  staff  being  too  large  to 
carry.  I  think  it  should  remain  where  it  is.  I  don't  think 
there  is  any  one  who  would  be  more  willing  to  have  it  re- 
turned than  myself  if  it  had  been  captured  on  the  battlefield, 
but  its  being  state  property  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  it 
should  be  returned.  I  second  the  motion  made  to  let  it  re- 
main where  it  is. 

President  Rood: 

Those  in  favor  of  the  motion  made  by  Captain  Craig-  in 
regard  to  the  flag  referred  to  which  was  taken  by  Major 
Goodrell  in  the  State  Capitol  of  South  Carolina,  will  make  if 
manifest  l>\  saying  "Aye."  There  is  no  other  side  to  th  il 
motion. 

What  further  current  business  have  you,  comrades? 
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As  there  seems  to  be  nothing-,  I   will,  bring-    up   another 
matter. 

I  regret,  as  we  all  do,  that  the  gallant  commander  of  the 
Fourth  division,  Major-General  MacArthur,  was  not  able  to 
be  with  us.  He  suffered  a  slight  stroke  of  paralysis  this 
summer  and  probably  will  never  be  able  to  take  vigorous 
part  in  our  reunions  again.  I  had  some  hope  that  he  would 
come  and  that  he  would  sit  upon  the  platform  and  that  we 
would  greet  him  as  we  have  in  the  past;  and  since  it  is  not 
likely  that  we  shall  ever  see  him  again,  and  as  evidence  of  the 
love  which  he  has  for  this  brigade,  of  its  honor  and  its  place 
in  histoiw,  he  has  written  me.  a  letter  in  regard  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  brigade  in  front  of  Vicksburg,  which  I  will  read 
and  after  that  make  some  suggestions.

LETTER  FROM  GENERAL  MACARTHUR. 

504  Monroe  St.,  Chicago,  Sept.  20,  1900. 
Colonel    H.    H.    Rood,    President    Crocker's    Iowa    Brigade 

Society. 
Dear  Colonel: 

Since  seeing  you  in  Chicago,  and  still  finding  myself 
unable  to  attend  the  reunion  at  Keokuk  next  week,  I  have 
been  in  a  reminiscent  mood,  and  would  suggest  that  your 
historian  mention  the  preparation  for  the  attack  on  the 
enemies'  works  on  the  Warrenton  road  below  Vicksburg. 
You  will  remember  the  march  from  Grand  Gulf  in  connec- 
tion with  Admiral  Porter's  g-unboats  which  had  silenced  the 
two  lower  water  batteries  which  we  had  made  ready  to  oc- 
cupy, also  arriving-  at  a  point  on  the  road  where  we  could 
read  the  sign  on  the  side  of  the  hotel  building  in  the  city, 
and,  particularly,  when  tire  Iowa  brigade  was  detailed  to 
charge  the  works,  in  accordance  with  instructions  from 
General  Grant,  which  were  a  copy  of  the  orders  to  the  other 
corps  commanders,  and  to  "govern  myself  accordingly." 
Colonel  Abercrorabie  was  directed  to  lead  the  charge,  which 
I  had  satisfied  myself  would  be  successful  on  account  of  the 
enemies'  concentration  of  their  forces  on  their  left  and 
center,  and  the  slight  opposition  we  had  so  far  encountered, 
when  an  unfortunate  order  was  given  me.  the  first  having 
been  refused  for  reasons  already  related,  tee  second  order 
purporting-  to  be  by  order  of  Gen.  Grant,    and    not   claiming 
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to  be  a  bigger  man  than  Grant,  I  obeyed. the  order  to  report 
with  my  command  to  Gen.  J.  A.  McClernand  to  support  his 
charge  on  his  front .  We  arrived  too  late  to  be  of  any  ser- 
vice, encamping-  for  the  night  in  rear  of  his  line.  Next 
morning-  Gen.  Grant  came  along-,  and,  seeing  him,  1  rode  to 
meet  h;m  for  further  instructions.  He  at  once  asked  what 
we  were  doing-  there.  I  answered,  "By  his  order,  as  I  under- 
stood." He  asked,  "How  is  that,  Rawlins?"  to  which  Rawl- 
ins answered  that  on  the  repeated  applications  of  McCler- 
nand that  he  could  use  my  division  to  better  advantage  than 
where  we  were,  he  had  consented.  Turning  to  me,  he  said: 
"Go  back  to  where  you  came-  from  and  hereafter  obey  no 
02  ders  in  future  except  from  your  own  corps  commander  or 
myself,"  and,  turning  to  Rawlins,  he  said,  "We  can  never 
succeed  with  such  insubordinate  officers."  I  am  satisfied 
that  was  one  of  the  reasons  which  determined  Gen.  Grant  to 
relieve  McClernand  a  few  days  afterwards.  I  replied,  say- 
ing that  I  wished  I  had  had  that  order  yesterday;  that  we 
had  lost  the  best  opportunity  along  the  whole  line.  (This 
was  the  charge  on  the  22d  of  May,  1S63.) 

This  explanation  is  necessary  to  what  I  want  to  call 
your  attention,  viz:  That  unless  you  claim  this  position, 
you  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  on  the  front  line,  as  we 
soon  after  reported  to  General  Sherman  on  the  Big  Black 
river  line  in  front  of  General  Joe  Johnston.  I  think  your 
brigade  is  entitled  to  a  marker  at  least,  on  that  particular 
spot.  I  have  been  told  thai  Gen.  Herron's  division,  which 
succeeded  us,  only  reached  the  same  ground  at  the  sur- 
render. 

With  kind  greetings  to  all  the  boys,  1  am,

Permit  me  to  make  this  suggestion,  comrades,  that  this 
letter  with  such  endorsement  as  we  see  fit  to  give  it  be  sent 
at  once  to  the  Vicksburg  commission.

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Also  regrets  as  to  his  inability  to  be  with  us. 

Motion  seconded  and  unanimously  carried. 

President  Rood: 

I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  sending  a  telegram  of 
thanks  to  General  MacArthur.  In  connection  with  this  tel- 
egram I  would  like  the  permission  of  the  brigade  to  send  a 
telegram  to  Col.  J.  C.  Kenned}-,  who  is  an  inmate  of  the  Mil- 
waukee Soldiers'  Home,  suffering-  from  physical  and  mental 
inability  which  makes  it  impossible  for  him  to  be  present. 
He  would  be  delighted  this  afternoon  to  receive  a  telegram 
of  cong-ratulations  from  this  brigade.  I  suggest  that  some 
gentleman  make  this  all  in  one  motion. 

Moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  carried.

President  Rood: 

This  is  the  10th  biennial  reunion  of  Crocker's  Iowa  bri- 
gade. Our  meeting"  will  be  opened  by  prayer  by  Reverend 
Mcllwain,  in  accordance  with  the  custom  established  at  the 
first  meeting  of  this  organization.  The  audience  will  please 
rise. 

(Prayer  by  Rev.  Mcllwain.)

President  Rood: 

Address  of  welcome  will  be  delivered  by  the  Honorable 
Mayor  of  the  city,  Captain  Jas.  F.  Daugherty. 

MAYOR  DAUGHERTY  S  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President  and  Survivors  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade: 

Keokuk,  the  Gate  City  of  Iowa,  appreciates  the  honor  of 
your  presence  here  today,  on  the  occasion  of  this  the  tenth 
biennial  reunion  of  your  brigade,  and  swing's  wide  her  gates 
to  extend  you  a  royal  and  cordial  welcome. 

Comrades,  the  citizens  of  Keokuk  have  a  national  .repu- 
tation for  their  loyalty  and  high  appreciation  of  our  citizen 
soldiery,  and  for  their  hospitable  treatment  on  all  occasions 
of  the  boys  who  wore  the  blue  and  went  to  the  front  in  the 
dark  days,  of  rebellion  between  the  }rears  '61  and  '65,  to  offer 
up  their  lives  on  the  altar  of  their  country,  to  preserve  and  per- 
petuate this  union  as  a  heritage  for  our  children  and  theirs, 
and  for  generations  yet  unborn. 

You  went  to  the  front  to  endure,  the  hardships,  priva- 
tions and  hoi  rors  of  war,  to.pii-i  down  rebellion,  and  as  citi  vns 
of  the  great  Mississippi  valley,  to  preserve  and  perpetuate 
to  all  our  people  the  free  and  untrammelled  use  and   naviga- 
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tion  of  the  Fathers  of  Waters,  to  float  the  commerce   of   the 

(great   west  from  its  source  to  the  gulf  unvexed,  under  "one 
Sag",  one  country." 

The  citizens  of  Keokuk  take  a  just  and  pardonable  pride 
in  Crocker's  Iowa  brigade;  greater,  if  possible,  tban  they 
otherwise  would  in  other  similar  organizations,  from  the 
fact  that  quite  a  number  of  our  citizens  belonged  to  it. 

There  were  130  of  Keokuk's  young*  men  who  served  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  one  of  the  regiments  form- 
ing your  brigade,  which  was  organized  and  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  with  Hugh  T.  Reid,  an  old 
and  respected  citizen  of  this  cit3r,  as  the  first  colonel,  who 
was  shortly  after  promoted  to  a  brigadiership;  William 
Dewey,  of  Sidney,  Iowa,  was  lieutenant  colonel,  and  our  dis- 
tinguished fellow  citizen,  William  W.  Belknap;  was  major  of 
the  regiment.  You,  comrades,  all  know  General  Belknap's 
eventful  history;  the  many  honored  positions  he  has  held; 
his  rapid  advancement  and  promotion  in  the  army;  his  valor 
and  bravery  on  the  field  of  battle;  his  military,  manly  and 
dignified  bearing  to  his  superiors,  and  his  kindly  and  humane 
treatment  of  his  interiors. 

You  have  lost  a  true  friend;  his  valued  counsel  and 
presence  at  your  re-unions  and  campfires;  his  sparkling  wit 
and  repartee  at  your  social  gatherings  and  banquets,  are 
missed  by  you. 

He  has  fought  his  last  battle,  '''no  sound  can  awake  him 
again."  He  has  departed  from  this  earthly  sphere  to  the 
celestial  sphere  above;  the  great  unknown  beyond.  His  re- 
mains now  rest  peacefully  in  the  beautiful  Arlington  ceme- 
tery at  Washington,  D.  C.  All  the  older  citizens  of  Keokuk 
who  knew  him  best  were  his  friends  and  love  to  do  honor  to 
his  memory. 

Comrades,  the  war  of  the  rebellion  has  passed  into  his- 
tory. Our  old  time  enemies  now  become  our  friends. 
Your  sufferings  and  privations  on  the  march,  in  camp,  in 
the  battle  field,  by  disease  or  wounds,  or  in  being  incarcer- 
ated in  rebel  prisons,  have  been  rewarded  in  a  united 
country,  under  one  Hag,  the  recognized  emblem  of  liberty 
throughout  the  world,  which  is  feared,  honored  and  respect- 
ed both  on  laud  and  sea. 

I  hope  you  one  and  ail  may  have  a  pleasant  and  profita 
re-union;    that  you  may  meet    mauv   of   vour   old    comrades, 
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and  renew  old  acquaintance  among-  them  and  make  many 
new  ones;  have  a  g*ood  time  together,  and,  on  returning-  to 
your  homes,  have  many  pleasant  recollections  and  be  glad 
that  your  reunion  was  held  at  Keokuk  and  that  you  came, 
and  endorsing  the  sentiment,  "Happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part, 
and  glad  to  meet  again."' 

Finally,  on  hehalf  of  the  city  and  the  citizens  of  Keokuk, 
I  extend  to  you,  the  surviving  members  of  Crocker's  Iowa 
brigade,  thrice  welcome  to  the  hospitality  of  our  city. 


The  response  by  President  Rood  was  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT    ROODS    ADDRESS. 

Mr.    Mayor,    Ladies    and    Gentlemen    of   Keokuk,  Visiting 
Friends  and  My  Comrades  of  the  Brigade: 

Things  we  greatly  desire  are  often  long  deferred  in 
their  realization.  This  has  been  true  of  our  coming  to  this 
city;  regard  for  the  location  of  our  members  has  seemed  to 
make  it  desirable  to  postpone  our  coming,  notwithstanding 
your  repeated  and  generous  invitations.  This  delay  has  not 
diminished  but  increased  our  pleasure;  we  regret  it  could 
not  have  occurred  while  some  of  those  we  both  loved  and 
honored  could  have  been  with  us  to  receive  the  welcome  and 
honors  you  would  have  gladly  showered  upon  them,  but  we 
will  unite  in  honoring  the  illustrious  dead  who  have  passed 
over  the  picket  line  to  the  eternal  camping  ground  where 
there  is  no  "reveille" — or  "taps." 

Here  the  15th  Iowa  of  this  brigade  was  organized;  here 
it  spent  the  first  winter  of  its  service;  from  this  city  it  went 
forth  on  its  patriotic  mission;  it  returned  here  on  veteran 
furlough  and  was  received  with  mingled  pride  and  sorrow — 
pride  in  its  achivements,  sorrow  fur  its  dead.  Here  with 
other  members  of  the  brigade,  Cue  sick'  and  wounded  came 
to  find  loving  care  and  healing  in  your  hospitals;  and  here  in 
your  beautiful  National  and  other  cemeteries  many  of  our 
members  "sleep  the  sleep  that  knows  no  waking." 

"I  am  coming  to  the  reunion,"  said  a  comrade  to  me  re- 
cently. "I  have  not  been  in  Keokuk  since  I  landed  there  from 
a  steamer  and  passed  through  the  city  in  1S5G. "  It  would 
be  interesting  to  know  how  man y  of  the  Brigade  had  first 
st<  Pi  cd  upon  the  *oil  of  Iowa  at  the  steamer  landing  of  those 
pioneer  days.  What  history  has  been  wrought  in  Keokuk, 
in  Iowa,  in  the  nation  since   Dr.   Samuel   C.    Muir    built   the 
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first  cabin  on  the  site  of  your  city.  From  1789  to  1859,  a 
period  of  seventy  years,  the  Ohio  and  the  Mississippi  were 
the  principal  highways  of  that  vast  emigration  which  peopled 
the  valleys  of  these  great  rivers. 

Keokuk,  at  the  foot  of  the  rapids,  became  the  natural 
gateway  of  the  fertile  prairies  of  Iowa.  If  we  should  set  a 
giant  compass  with  one  leg  here,  and  the  other  so  it  would 
touch  the  line  between  Missouri  and  Iowa  one  hundred  miles 
to  the  west  and  sweeping  around  to  the  north  and  east  until 
it  rested  on  the  Mississippi,  it  would  include  within  that  half 
circle  the  portion  of  our  state  which  in  the  first  twenty 
years  of  its  history  had  most  to  do  with  giving  form  and 
character  to  its  development.  The  educational,  legislative 
and  judicial  features  of  the  new  commonwealth  were  largely 
decided  by  the  men  who  made  this  section  their  home  from 
1838  to  1S5S.  The  result  has  been  a  noble  monument  to 
their  ability,  their  conception  of  the  foundations  on  which  a 
state  should  be  built,  their  foresight  and  their  devotion  to 
exalted  views  of  liberty,  education  and  justice. 

Within  this  circle,  or  near  it,  we  find  in  this  period, 
Grimes,  Harlan,  Kirkwood  and  Wright,  Lowe,  Love  and 
Miller,  and  many  names  only  a  little  less  distinguished 
without  which  the  wondrous  story  of  Iowa  could  not  be 
written.  When  the  great-  conflict  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  began,  this  same  section  added  an  equally  bright 
chapter  to  the  history  of  Iowa  in  the  Civil  war.  From 
Keokuk  came  Curtis,  Belknap,  .Reid.  Noble,  McDowell, 
Worthington,  Parrot,  Hillis,  Archer,  Torrence,  and  many 
others,  and  from  southeast  Iowa,  Hatch,  Corse,  Lauman, 
Matthias,  Fitz  Henry  Warren,  Win-slow  and  many  others 
famous  in  Iowa's  history. 

With  the  advent  of  railroads,  Iowa  developed  along  new 
lines,  but  the  influence  of  the  early  pioneer  in  south-eastern 
Iowa,  and  all  portions  of  the  state,  left  an  indelible  stamp 
upon  its  character.  The  purity  of  his  administration  of 
public  office,  his  devotion  to  education,  his  care  of  the  wards 
of  the  state  in  its  charitable  institutions,  his  devotion  to  - 
justice,  liberty  and  freedom,  was  conceived,  developed  and 
enacted  into  law  founded  upon  the  highest  principles  which 
govern  human  society. 

Another  fact  impress  itself    upon    the    mind    of    the 

student  who  studies  these  pioneers  and  soldiers;,  tin-:  e  wh  - 
made    such    a    deep  impression  on   the  state  were  nearly    all 
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men  of  more  or  less  thorough  education  in  college   or    acad- 
emy, and  came  to  Iowa   with    broad    views,    a   knowledge   of 

hisiorv,  and  animated  by  a  pure  and  lofty  patriotism. 

Among  those  who  came  to  Iowa  among  the  pioneers 
through  this  gateway  of  Keokuk  was  William  Worth  Bel- 
knap who  came  in  1851.  He  bore  from  the  landing,  upon 
his  back,  sixteen  law  books,  his  only  possession  besides  his 
wardrobe,  but  in  inheritance  he  had  what  was  better  than 
money  or  merchandise.  His  grandfather  had  been  an  officer 
in  the  Revolutionary  war;  his  father,  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
was  a  lieutenant  in  the  War  of  1812  and  served  his  country 
with  distinguished  honor  until  the  age  of  fifty-seven  when  he 
died  near  the  fort  in  Texas  which  bears  his  name.  He  was 
breveted  brigadier-general  for  gallantry  at  Buena  Vista,  and 
his  thirty-nine  years  of  service  was  most  honorable.  His 
son,  William  Worth,  was  born  at  Newburgh,  on  the  Hud- 
son, not  far  from  the  headquarters  of  General  Washington. 
His  boyhood  was  spent  amid  scenes  where  every  brook 
and  hill  top,  every  landing  upon  the  beautiful  historic 
Hudson  had  its  legend  of  the  contest  for  freedom  and  inde- 
pendence; he  was  often  in  the  garrisons  where  his  father 
was  stationed  and  there  became  familiar  with  the  life  of  the 
camp  and  barrack  and  listened  to  the  stories  which  told  of 
the  splendid  history  of  the  American  army.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  the  sturdy  college  of  Princeton,  studied  law  for  two 
years  in  the  city  of  Georgetown,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-two,  well 
equipped  in  education,  physical  and  mental  vigor,  cast  his 
lot  in  the  young'  state  across  the  Mississippi.  He  was  sent 
to  the  legislature  in  1857,  joined  and  held  every  office  in  the 
Keokuk  City  Rifles,  and  when  the  L5th  Iowa  was  mustered 
into  the  service  and  he  became  its  major,  he  was  one  of  the 
best  prepared  soldiers  for  his  duties  among  those  who  had 
not  graduated  at  West  Point,  or  attended  some  other  mili- 
tary school. 

I  shall  not  dwell  on  the  line  military  career  of  gallantry 
and  promotion  to  brevet  major-general,  and  his  vigorous  and 
able  discharge  of  his  duties  as  secretary  of  war  in  the 
cabinet  of  President  Grant,  but  of  the  love  and  affection  in 
which  his  memory  is  held  by  the  city  in  which  he  lived  and 
by  the  men  he  commanded.      IP1   loved    them    both;    he    did

he  could,  and    that    was    much.      The 
Brigade   and   other  friends    have    built   over    his    remains    a 
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beautiful  monument  at  Arlington,  that  sacred  spot  on  the 
banks  of  the  Potomac  destined  to  become  the  greatest 
shrine  of  our  great  country,  and  in  their  hearts,  while  they 
live,  his  memory  will  be  fondly  cherished.  His  city  and 
his  comrades  therein  have  honored  him  by  naming  a  Grand 
Army  post  for  him.  There  are  few  hig'her  evidences  of  re- 
gard,  but  they  have  most  fittingly  gone  farther  and  named 
the  noble  drive-way  which  crowns  the  bluffs  of  yon  majestic 
river,  "Belknap  Boulevard." 

In  only  a  few  ways  and  a  few  places  can  the  names  of 
even  great  men  be  perpetuated.  Beautiful  tombs  and  high 
reared  shafts  will  not  preserve  the  names  and  memories  of 
men  from  the  common  lot  of  forgetfulness.  I^ortunate  is 
the  man  who  places  his  name  over  some  great  school  or 
hospital  and  sends  it  down  to  succeeding-  generations,  a 
blessing-  and  a  benediction.  Fortunate  is  the  man  whose  fel- 
low citizens,  in  grateful  memory  of  an  heroic  life  and  bene- 
fits conferred,  places  his  name  upon  some  park  or  noble 
drive-way  which  shall  forever  endure. 

The  people  of  Keokuk  have  thus  honored  General  Bel- 
knap, and  in  behalf  of  this  Brigade,  I  extend  to  you  its  pro- 
found thanks.  While  the  rocks  which  buttress  your  city 
endure;  while  the  Father  of  Waters  flows  down  to  the  sea, 
this  drive-way  will  carry  down  to  succeeding  generations 
the  unsullied  and  honorable  name  of  William  Worth  Belknap. 

President  Pood: 

I  always  feel  better  after  this  part  of  the  program  is 
over  and  will  now  ask  a  gentleman  whom  the  Brigade,  but 
not  the  citizens  of  Keokuk,  are  so  well  acquainted  with,  and 
I  always  take  great  pleasure  in  introducing  General  J.  II. 
Stibbs,  the  prince  of  entertainers.

We  have  with  us,  tonight,  a  distinguished  citizen,  the 
Hon.  Jas.  H.  Anderson,  who  will  now  address  us.

I  don't  know  about  being-  a  distinguished  citizen  as  I 
have  always  felt  very  bumble  and  anything-  less  than  dis- 
tinguished, but  when  I  was  asked,  as  t  was  asked,  to  make 
a  little  talk  at  this  campfire  of  the  Iowa  Crocker's  Brigade, 
it  made  me  feel  proud  that  for  a  few  moments  I  should  have 
the  honor  of  talking-  to  those  men  who  in  days  past  went  out 
to  preserve  to  themselves  and  posterity,  that  heritage,  which, 
as  has  been  said  by  Reverend  Dr.  Mcllwain,  came  down  to 
them  from  our  fathers.  It  certainly  makes  me  feel  proud  to 
be  able  to  address  you  as  a.  citizen  of  Keokuk.  When  your 
president  was  delivering-  his  address  and  eulogizing  this 
city  1  felt  proud  to  be  a  citizen  of  Keokuk. 

As  I  stood  on  the  street  today  and  watched  the  Crock- 
er's Brigade  pass  by,  I  thought,  as  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  that  if  a  European  army  officer  were  to  look  upon 
those  men  he  would  say:  "What!  are  those  the  men  who 
fought  from  1861  to  1865,  35  years  ago?  What  has  become 
of  the  private  soldier?  .  Those  men  certainly  all  look  like 
officers.  They  all  have  that  free  American  manner  that 
makes  them  look  as  if  they  have  been  commanders  of  some- 
thing all  their  lives,  and  not  private  soldiers."  But  the 
private  soldiers  of  the  United  States  are  lit  to  command  as 
officers,  anything. 

Once  I  went  with  Mr.  McCreary  to  see  President 
Hayes  some  little  time  after  his  election  as  president  of  the 
United  States.  And  he  introduced  me  as  his  democratic 
friend  from  Iowa  to  President  Hayes.  Mr.  Hayes  said: 
"Let  me  see,  you  come  from  Keokuk  and  that  is  where 
General  Belknap  lives.  It  seems  to  me  as  if  every  man  up 
there  must  have  taken  a  public  office."  I  said,  "Mr.  Hayes, 
there  are  men  in  Keokuk  today  that  could  fill  every  office  in 
the  gift  of  the  United  States,  from  president  down,  and  it 
would  be  filled  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  it  is  filled  now." 
He  did  not  order  me  out,  but  I  have  often  felt  that  he  ought 
to  have  done  so. 

Now,  friends,  any  one  who  has  looked  over  the  history  of 
the  United  States  for  the  last  fifty  years  must  have  been 
impressd  very  greatly  with  one  feature  of  the  people  of  this 
country,  and  that  is  public  opinion.  Public  op  lion  is  like 
the  Mississippi  river  which  passes  our  doors,  carrying  the 
water  over  its  course  and  down  to  the  sea.  It  goes 
along    very    quietly    but    will    stand     no     obstruction.       If 
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any  obstruction  is  placed  in  its  path  it  goes  on  quietly 
and  g-ently  as  if  it  was'nt  there  at  all,  and  so  with 
the  course  of  public  opinion  until  an  occasion  comes  for  an 
exhibition  of  force.  When  Fort  Sumpter  and  Old  Glory 
was  taken,  public  opinion  was  aroused  and  they  soon  found 
out  it  was  a  dangerous  thing-  to  trifle  with  that  flag".  And 
so  when  the  battleship,  Maine,  was  sunk,  again  public  opin- 
ion made  itself  felt.  Spain  lost  all  of  her  possessions  in  this 
western  world.  Now,  this  force  of  public  opinion  is  nothing 
less  than  the  military  spirit  in  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  exists  in  every  person  in  this  country.  Some 
go  to  the  Klondyke.  to  hunt  for  gold,  others  go  to  the  Kim- 
berley  diamond  fields  in  South  Africa,  but  when  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion  and  the  Spanish,  war  came  about,  public  opin- 
ion Was  easily  aroused  as  it  always  has  been.  The  occasion 
of  these  wars  called  forth  many  good  men,  the  list  of  which 
would  be  too  long*  to  get  over  in  one  night,  but  Keokuk  had 
two  men  among  them  who  were  in  this  Iowa  Crocker's 
Brigade,  and  these  two  men  were  General  Reid  and  General 
Belknap.  General  Belknap  was  a  gallant  soldier  and  a  citi- 
zen whom  everybody  loved.  He  Was  as  gallant  as  a  knight 
of  old  and  possessed  all  the  attributes  that  used  to  be  said 
belong  to  a  knight's  sword,  the  hilt  of  which  was  just  as  im- 
portant as  the  blade.  He  was  a  man  in  every  sense,  and  as 
a  soldier  he  was  as  brave  as  a  lion.  He  was  as  gentle  as  a 
woman,  and  the  people  who  knew  him  best  loved  him  most. 
When  he  took  on  himself  the  faults  of  another  we  all  loved 
him  all  the  more  for  it.  I  feel  glad  to  talk  to  the  comrades 
of  General  Belknap  as  I  know  they  knew  him  and  knew  what 
a  man  lie  was. 

Once  there  was  a  mail,  a  lawyer,  trying  a  case  and  in 
the  course  of  his  speech,  which  was  somewhat  lengthy,  he 
got  dry  and  took  a  drink  and  as  lie  did  so  lie  tried  to  see 
what  effect  his  words  were  having,  and  the  attorney  for  the 
opposing  party  said:  "Well,  that's  the  first  time  that  I  ever 
knew  it  took  water  to  run  a  windmill.''  I  thank  you  for 
your  attention. 

President  Rood: 

During  the  war,  a  little  girl,  the  daughter  of  a  citizen  of 
tin's  city  often  visited  the  camps  and  the  hospitals  to  sing 
for  the  soldiers.  After  the  war  was  over  one  of  the.  mem- 
bers of  this  brigade  was  so  captivated  by  her  that  she  began 
to  sing  for  him.       When    this   organization   was   formed    she 
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began  to  sing  for  the  Brigade.  She  comes  back  to  Keokuk 
and  her  man}r  friends  to  sing  once  more  for  us.  I  take 
pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  Mrs.  Alice  Cheek.

President  Rood: 

I  think  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  Brigade  and  all  your 
friends  when  I  say  that  I  hope  its  sweetness  may  never  fail 
until  taps  sound  on  the  last  reunion  of  this  Brigade. 

Preside xt  Rood: 

One  of  the  gallant  men  who  went  out  with  the  Third 
Iowa  cavalry  is  upon  this  stage  and  I  take  pleasure  in  calling 
upon  Col.  H.  H.  Trimble  for  some  remarks. 

Col.  Trimble: 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  feel  some  reluctance  in  talking  at 
all  tonight.  As  I  look  over  the  roster  of  the  old  Brigade  I 
see  quite  a  number  of  men  in  the  audience  wmo  are  better 
talkers  than  I  am.  I  know  something  of  the  fraternal  feel- 
ing of  comradeship  and  I  am  sure  that  the  members  of  your 
Brigade  would  rather  listen  to  a  comrade  from  that  Brigade 
than  to  hear  an  outsider.  Still  I  have  a  few  words  of  praise 
for  the.  volunteer  soldier,  and  especially  for  the  members  of 
the  Iowa  Crocker  Brigade.  In  the  last  half  century  this 
country  was  looked  upon  by  the  civilized  world,  outside  of 
America,  by  the  great  nations  cf  Europe,  as  a  third  or  fourth 
rate  power — as  a  mere  experiment  in  the  way  of  government. 
But  all  that  has  been  changed  within  the  last  half  century. 
We  are  now  in  the  first  rank  of  the  great  leading  nations  of 
the  earth  .  No  one  will  deny  us  our  position  in  this  front 
rank.  All  that  has  been  accomplished  within  the  last  half 
century  is  very  largely  due  to  the  volunteer  or  citizen 
soldier.  This  country  now,  not  only  in  respect  of  civic 
achievements,  but  also  in  military  achievements,  is  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  and  powerful  nations  of  the  world,  and  the 
volunteer  soldier  did  the  largest  amount  of  work  towards 
establishing  its  character  and  standard  in  the  world.  The 
Mexican  war,  the  great  Rebellion,  and  the  war  with  Spain 
have  demonstrated,  fully,  that  splendid  quality  of  the  citizen 
soldier.  It  was  shown  thai  he  not  only  could  make  a  mag- 
nihcient  soldier,  but  when  not  in  the  army  he  could  make  a 
magnificent   citizen.      Just  as  long  as  we   have    the   citizen 
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soldier  our  place    among' the  nations    is   secure.       No    army, 

(either  Greek,  Roman  or  Britain  achieved  greater  distinction 
than  the  citizen  soldier  did  during  the  great  Rebellion.  The 
citizen  soldier  was  stamped  as  one  of  the  leading-  soldiers  in 
the  world's  history  and  it  gratifies  me  to  know  that  Crock- 
er's Brigade  stands  in  the  very  front  rank  of  the  military 
organizations  that  made  up  the  Grand  Array  of  the  Repub- 
lic. I  know  that  you  have  lodges  and  posts  and  that  you  are 
almost  tired  of  hearing  words  of  praise,  but  still  I  take  it  as 
a  privilege  to  make  the  statement  that  you  stood  in  the  front 
ranks  of  those  who  conquered  the  Rebellion.  The  people  of 
the  city  of  Keokuk  recognize  the  service  of  this  distinguished 
Brigade,  It  is  especially  proud  upon  the  part  of  Keokuk 
that  a  portion  of  this  Brigade  came  from  this  part  of  the 
state.  The  city  of  Keokuk  takes  great  pride  in  the  fame  of 
this  celebrated  Brigade  and  wants  you  to  know  that  we  ex- 
tend the  most  liberal  hospitality  to  you  every  time  you  come 
and  take  great  pleasure  in  doing  so.  I  will  close  by  saying 
that  we  hope  that  the  members  of  this  Brigade  will  long 
enjoy  the  honors  which  they,  by  their  courage  and  patriot- 
ism, now  so  deservedly  bear.

Consulting  with  Major  McArthur  we  decided  to  send 
acknowledgments  to  the  30th  Iowa  and  we  addressed  a  tel- 
egram to  the  President  of  the  30th  Iowa  in  reunion  at  Fort 
Madison:  "Accept  the  congratulations  of  the  Iowa  Crock- 
er's brigade.  Grab  a  root  and  hold  the  flag."  We  received 
this  prompt  answer:  ''Chairman,  Crocker's  Brigade: 
Yours  received.  We  send  greeting  to  Crocker's  brigade  in 
reunion  at  Keokuk.  We  have  let  go  the  root  and  grabbed 
the  ballot."     Signed  by  the  president. 
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Superintendent  "Warwick  of  the  National  cemetery  here 
furnished  me  with  a  complete  list  of  the  dead  of  the  brigade 
who  have  been  buried  in  the  beautiful  National  cemetery 
here,  and  you  may  get  them  from  the  recording-  secretary.

I  received  a  letter  from  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of 
the  G.  A.  R.  of  the  U.  S.,  and  who  is  one  of  the  leading-  war 
writers  of  this  country  and  who  has  the  reports  of  this  bri- 
gade except  the  first  and  second  reunion,  and  he  asks  me  as 
a  favor  to  secure  them  for  him.  Jf  any  of  you  happen  to 
have  an  extra  copy  of  our  first  reuniou  at  Washington  and  the 
second  reunion  at  Cedar  Rapids,  I  would  like  to  have  same  so 
that  I  could  forward  them  to  him .

Ladies  and  gentlemen:  In  the  years  it  has  been  my 
honor  to  present  to  different  audiences  and  members  of  the 
Brigade  many  distinguished  soldier  citizens  to  speak  to 
them,  it  was  never  a  greater  pleasure  than  tonight  when 
I  have  the  honor  to  introduce  General  Grenville  M.  Dodge. 

address  by  general  g.  m.  dodge. 

Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brigade:      In  1853  I  made    my 
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first  survey  across  the  state  of  Iowa  for. a  railroad  terminat- 
ing- at  Council  Bluffs.  Examinations  which  I  had  made  on 
the  western  plains  caused  me  to  firmly  believe  that  if  a  rail- 
way to  the  Pacific  was  ever  build  it  would  occupy  the 
great  Platte  Valley,  and  have  its  eastern  terminus  in  the 
vicinity  of  Council  Bluffs.  I,  therefore,  chose  that  place 
as  my  future  home.  My  profession  as  a  civil  engineer  kept 
me  so  busy  that  it  was  1854  before  I  had  an  opportunity  to 
settle  down  in  my  new  home.  My  explorations  satisfied  me 
that  the  frontier  was  in  an  unprotected  condition,  and  in 
1856  I  organized,  armed  and  equipped  (with  the  aid  of  the 
governor)  a  military  company,  known  at  that  time  as  the 
"Council  Bluffs  Guards,"  and  now  as  the  "Dodge  Light 
Guards." 

At  that  time  there  was  no  law  in  the  state  of  Iowa  pro- 
viding- for  such  organizations,  or  for  in  any  manner  support- 
ing them,  so  it  was  only  the  love  for  the  military  that  induced 
anyone  to  take  part  in  such  an  organization  and  I  assure  you 
that  at  first  it  was  uphill  work.  My  duties  kept  me  on  my 
explorations  either  east  or  west,  so  that  I  was  able  to  give 
but  little  attention  to  the  company.  I  drilled  it  thoroughly, 
however,  and  had  in  Lieutenants  J.  H.  Craig,  W.  PL  Kins- 
man and  Georgre  E.  Ford,  young  men,  spirited  fellows,  who, 
in  my  absence,   kept  up   the  organization  and  felt  pride  in  it. 

MEETING    WITH  M.  M.  CROCKER    AND  ATTEMPT  TO  PASS  A 
MILITARY    LAW. 

Not  long  after  I  had  organized  this  company  I.  received 
a  letter  from  M .  M.  Crocker,  which  was  very  characteristic 
of  the  man.  He  said  he  wanted  to  become  acquainted  with 
a  man  who  had  the  nerve  and  presumption  to  raise  a  military 
company  in  Iowa,  and  maintain  it  as  I  had  the  Guards,  and 
asked  me  to  let  him  know  whenever  I  happened  to  be  in 
Des  Moines  so  that  he  might  call  to  see  me.  I  am  not  cer- 
tain, but  think  that  Crocker  had  tried  to  raise  a  company  in 
Des  Moines.  Soon  afterwards  we  met  and  became  ac- 
quainted with  each  other  and  from  that  day  until  the  time  of 
his  death  we  were  close,  fast  friends. 

Crocker  had  a  great  love    for   the   military  and   was  very 
anxious  that  the   state    should    pass  a  law    that    would    arm, 
equip  and  uniform  an  active  militia,   with    i  i  U  pendent    c< 
panics,  and  prevailed  upon    me  to  take    hold   of -the    matter 
with  him.     We  drafted  a  good  bill,  patterned  after   those   of 
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the  eastern  states,  but  adapted  to  the  limited  population  and 
means  of  Iowa.  I  went  to  Des  Moines  and  had  it  introduced 
in  the  legislature,  and,  as  he  was  on  the  ground,  Crocker 
took  charge  of  it.  Sometime  afterwards  he  wrote  me  that 
if  I  would  come  on  to  Des  Moines  and  go  before  the  legisla- 
ture, he  thought  the  bill  could  be  passed.  I  believe  at  that 
time  there  was  an  independent  company  at  Dubuque,  and, 
perhaps,  at  some  other  point  on  the  Mississippi  river. 

I  went  to  Des  Moines.  The  bill  was  taken  up  at  an  eve- 
ning session,  and  was  kicked  and  cuffed  all  over  that  legisla- 
tive hall,  amended,  disfigured,  and  made  so  disreputable  that 
it  was  impossible  to  recognize  it.  They  really  reflected  on 
us  for  being  such  idiots  as  in  those  days  to  think  of  organ- 
izing a  military  force  in  Iowa,  and  were  ol  the  opinion  that 
persons  guilty  of  spending  their  time  in  such  work  were 
proper  subjects  for  the  insane  asylum.  We  were  both  thun- 
derstruck at  our  treatment.  I  was  humiliated  and  cha- 
grined; Crocker  was  mad  all  over,  and  if  any  of  you  have 
ever  seen  him  mad,  you  can  judge  what  his  language  was. 
We  went  down  to  the  Kirkwood  House,  where  many  of  the 
members  of  the  legislature  lived  and  when  they  began  to 
come  in  Crocker  went  at  them,  and  I  never  heard  such  a  de- 
nunciation and  word  mauling  as  he  gave  to  them,  and.  to  my 
astonishment,  he  made  them  see  what  fools  they  had  made  of 
themselves.  They  proposed  to  take  the  matter  up  again, 
but  I  had  measured  the  militarism  of  that  legislature,  and, 
declining  to  have  anything  more  to  do  with  it,  returned  to 
the  Bluffs  and  kept  up  my  own  company,  which  increased  in 
numbers,  but  was  so  poor  that  it  was  difficult  to  keep  it  in  a 
presentable  condition  as  to  arms  and.  dress.  But  the  mil- 
itary spirit  was  growing  in  the  Bluffs.  The  Indians  were 
t  h  r  e  a  t  e  a  in  g  and  c  r  ea  ti  n  g  d  is  t  u  r  ba  n  c  e  s ,  a  n  d  C  a  p  t  a  i  n  Sa  m  u  e  1 
C.  Clinton  raised  an  artillery  company,  which  had  two  six- 
pound  guns.  The  two  companies  drifted  along  until  1861. 
All  this  time  Crocker  was  praising  and  supporting  us,  writ- 
ing items  for  the  press,  and  endeavoring  to  arouse  a  military 
spirit  throughout  the  state. 

COUNCIL  BLUFFS  GUARDS  OFFERS  ITS  SERVICES  TO  THE  GOVERNOR. 

When  we  were  threatened  with  civil  war  in  1861  I  felt  it 
would  be  my  duty  io  take  part  in  it,  and  so  informed  the 
company,  stating,  that  in  my  opinion,  wc  should  declare  our- 
selves. At  thai  LimeCounc.il  I  -  was  settled  principally 
by  Mormons  and  Southerners,  and  1  was  greatly  astonished 
to  find  that  every  member  of  the  company  voted  to  enlist.     I 
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was  authorized  to  offer  the  services  of:  the  company  to  the 
Governor,  and  it  is  my  recollection  that  Governor  Kirkwood 
stated  that  it  was  the  first  company  to  offer  its  services  to 
Iowa  in  the  civil  war.  The.  Governor,  however,  felt  con- 
strained to  decline  the  offer  of  the  company's  services,  giv- 
ing" as  his  reason  in  a  letter  to  me  that  it  was  the  only  organ- 
ized company  in  western  Iowa,  and  its  services  and  influence 
were  needed  there,  as  there  were  all  kinds  of  rumors  of  v.  hat 
the  Missourians  and  Indians  would  do.  I  was  not  so  fortun- 
ate as  Crocker,  for  upon  the  declaration  of  war  he  imme- 
diately raised  a  company  and  had  it  accepted  in  the  Second 
Iowa  infantry. 

APPOINTMENT     OF    GOVERNOR'S      STAFF — SENT    TO    WASHINGTON 

FOR  ARMS. 

I  wrote  Crocker  that  I  was  going- to  Washington  to  enter 
the  service.  The  Governor  learned  of  my  intention  (no 
doubt  through  Crocker,)  and  I  was  immediately  placed  on 
his  staff,  and  sent  to  Washington  to  obtain  arms  and  equip- 
ment for  the  state.  Our  senators  and  members  of  congress 
had  failed  to  provide  any.  I  immediately  proceeded  to 
St.  Louis  where  I  saw  General  W.  S.  Harney,  whom  I  had 
been  acquainted  with  in  my  explorations  on  the  plains.  He 
had  no  arms,  but  he  told  me  that  at  the  Pittsburg,  or  some  oth- 
er eastern  arsenal,  there  were  about  ten  thousand  stand  that 
a p p e a  r e d  t o  h a v e  been  o v e r  1  o o k e d .  I  p r o c e e d e d  to  W a s h i n g - 
ton  where  I  met  Fitz  Henry  Warren  of  our  state,  then  the 
correspondent  in  Washington  for  the  New  York  Tribune, 
and  a  power  with  the  administration.  He  took  me  to  see 
Simon  Cameron,  the  Secretar}T  of  War,  who  informed  me 
that  there  were  no  arms,  and  that  he  could  not  furnish  the 
state  a  single  gun.  I  asked  him  if  1  could  find  arms  belong- 
ing to  the  United  States  which  were  not  in  use  if  I  could  have 
them.  He  said  "Ycs,!'  but  that  it  would  be  impossible  tofind 
any.  1  left  him  and  told  Fitz  Henry  Warren  about  the  arms 
General  Harney  had  spoken  of  and  he,  being  far  more  astute 
than  I.  made  the  bargain  with  Secretary  Cameron  a  little 
more  definite  and  certain.  We  found  the  arms,  and  having 
obtained  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  they  were 
shipped  to  Iowa.  There  were  six  thousand  stand,  a  portion 
of  which  were  sent  direct  to  my  own  regiment,  the  4th

destmati  the:.-  rnis  •  i:  ■  .  ■  :  .  ■-  .  ;•}]  Keokuk  and  l>u  rling- 
ton.  About  th<  t  i  ...  they  reached  Iowa  there  was  a  •  :'  at 
alarm  on   the  border,   in  fact   a  great  scare,  and  reports  that 
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the  Missourians  were  marching  in  force  upon  Keokuk.  Gen- 
eral Cyrus  Bussey,  who  was  either  in  command  or  was  pres- 
ent here  at  the  time,  has  since  informed  me  that  he  was  the 
person  that  seized  these  arms  and  distributed  them  to  the 
organizations  that  were  forming  in  this  vicinity  to  meet  the 
Missourians.  The  4th  Iowa  never  saw  a  single  one  of  these 
guns.  After  all  my  labors,  when  my  regiment  reached  St. 
Louis  it  was  armed  with  old  Prussian  muskets,  and  the  first 
time  the  boys  tired  them  thirteen  of  them  burst;  they  were 
more  deadly  at  the  butt  than  at  the  muzzle. 

All  this  time  I  was  in  frequent  correspondence  with 
Crocker.  He  was  close  to  headquarters  at  Des  Moines  and 
never  ceased  to  sing  my  praises.  While  I  was  in  Washing- 
ton a  brigadier  general  was  allotted  to  the  state  of  Iowa,  and 
Fitz  Henry  Warren  wanted  me  to  take  the  appointment,  but 
I  felt  that  it  was  too  great  a  responsibility  for  om  of  my 
experience,  and  declined  it.  Then  Secretary  Cameron,  who 
had  formed  a  better  opinion  of  me  after  my  having  obtained 
the  arms,  asked  Governor  Kirkwood  to  appoint  me  colonel 
of  an  Iowa  regiment.  Kirkwood  immediately  responded 
by  making  me  colonel  of  the  4th  Iowa  infantry,  with  in- 
structions to  recruit  and  rendezvous  it  at  Council' Bluffs. 

Crocker  heard  of  the  offer  of  the  star  and  my  timidness 
in  connection  with  it  and  wrote  me  a  letter  indicating  that 
he  was  about  to  lose  faith  in  me.  He  had  built  me  up  so  to 
others  that  he  had  begun  to  believe  himself  that  I  could  ac- 
ceptably fill  any  position,  and  that  in  declining  this  appoint- 
ment I  had  lost  a  great  opportunity.  The  generalship  was 
given  to  General  S.  I\ .  Curtis  and  the  next  to  General  F.  S. 
McKean.  Every  time  an  appointment  was  announced 
Crocker  came  to  me  declaring  what  a  fool  I  had  been,  and 
what  opportunities  I  had  lost. 

The  old  Council  Bluffs  Guards  joined  the  4th  Iowa,  every 
man  in  the.  company  enlisting.  Lieutenant  W.  II.  Kinsman 
became  its  captain  but  was  soon  selected  as  colonel  of  the 
23d  Iowa  and  fell  leading  his  regiment  at  the  charge  of  the 
Black  Bayou.  Lieutenant  George  E.  Ford  succeeded  him 
as  captain  and  fought  through  the  war.  When  the  company 
returned  home  it  kept  up  its  organization,  and  honored  me 
by  changing  its  name  to  "The  Dodge  Light  Guard."  The 
sons  of  t'  old  veterans  joined  th  •  c  mpany  ai  d  wl  en  the 
Spanish  war  came  they  followed  the  example  of  their  fattu  rs 
and  enlisted,  unanimously,  as  Company  L  of  the  5'lst  Iowa 
infantry.     They,  too,  were  a  great  credit  and    honor   to   the 
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state-  They  returned  home  and  are .  now  a  flourishing; 
company  of  the  new  51st — a  part  of  the  National  Guard  of 
the  state.  You  who  understand  all  the  ups  and  downs  and 
struggles  of  that  frontier  comrnny  will  appreciate  how  I 
love  and  honor  them,  and  how  proud  I  am  of  their  record. 
It  is  an  object  lesson  to  the  young-  men  of  our  state,  and  if 
they  want  to  learn  to  respect  power  and  government,  be 
taught  obedience  and  discipline,  and  obtain  physicial  de- 
velopment that  will  last  them  through  life,  let  them  join  a 
company  of  the  National  Guard.  The  state  now  furnishes 
every  inducement,  the  government  arms,  equips  and  uni- 
forms them,  and  the  legislature  has  made  ample  provision 
and  is  generous  in  its  appropriations  to  sustain  them. 

Soon  after  Crocker  entered  the  2nd  Iowa  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  command  of  the  13th  Iowa  infantry  and  it  was 
not  long  until  he  was  in  command  of  this  Crocker  Brigade. 
He  won  his  star  and  received  his  appointment  as  a  brigadier  . 
general  in  1862  for  his  masterly  handling  of  his  brigade  at 
the  battle  of  Pittsburg-  Landing.  I  do  not  say  this  from  my 
own  observation  alone,  but  also  from  the  testimony  of  those 
with  whom  I  was  closely  associated,  who  never  failed  to 
speak  of  Crocker  when  the  state  of  Iowa  was  mentioned. 
Sherman  and  Grant  were  his  friends,  and  Grant  did  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  prolong  his  life.  Many  and  many  a 
time  has  he.  spoken  to  me  of  his  g-reat  promise.  After  every 
battle  I  fought,  every  promotion  I  obtained,  every  new  coin- 
mand  I  was  raised  to,  Crocker  was  the  first  to  write,  to  me 
and  send  his  congratulations,  and  it  seemed  to  break  his 
heart  to  think  howl  had  at  first  failed  to  grasp  my  oppor- 
tunities. 

THE  4-TH  IOWA  INFANTRY  IN  BATTLE  OF  PEA  RIDGE. 

The  record  of  the  4th  Iowa  is  known  to  all  of  yon. 
When  I  organized  it  I  drilled  and  disciplined  it  until  the  boys 
were  wishing  I  was  in  Halifax.  I  endeavored  to  put  them 
through  the  same  motions  they  would  go  through  in  battle, 
and  over  similar  ground,  and  drove  them  through  brush  and 
over  hills  until  the  officers  said  I  would  bankrupt  the  boys 
on  account  of  the  new  clothing  they  had  to  buy,  but  in  their 
first  and  last  great  battle  under  me,  Pea  Ridge,  where  they 
stood  when  all  others  had.gOne;  where,  when  night  came  and 
they  lined  up  with  not  a  man  missing  except  those  who 
were  dead  or  wounded,   and  wl  vere  coming  oil"    . 

field  of  battle  without   a  round  of  ammunition,  they    received 
that  great  compliment  from  General   Curtis    and    under    his 
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order  charged  theenemy  with  their  bayonets  across  the  open 
field,  then  it  was  that  they  realized  what  drill  and  discipline 
had  done  for  them  and  enabled  them  to  do  for  their  country. 
They  saw  regiments  uselessly  exposed  and  melt  away. 
They  then  unanimously  forgave  me  for  all  the  hard  knocks 
to  which  they  had  beensubjected.  Sheridan,  who  was  then 
a  quartermaster,  speaks  in  his  memoirs  of  their  work  for 
him  in  this  campaign,  and  said  they  would  always  have  a 
warm  place  in  his  heart. 

GENERAL  SAMUEL    R.    CURTIS    ENTITLED    TO  CREDIT  FOR  THE  SUC- 
CESS   OE    PEA    RIDGE. 

At  Pea  Ridge,  which  was  one  of  the  longest,  hottest  and 
most  destructive  battles,  for  the  number  engaged,  of  any 
fought  in  the  West,  the  4th  Iowa  won  my  first  star,  and  the 
regiment  then  fell  to  the  command  of  one  of  Iowa's  best  and 
bravest  officers,  General  James  A.  Williamson.  In  the  first 
reports  of  the  battle  that  reached  the  people,  the  newspapers 
gave  the  credit  of  winning-  the  great  victory  to  General  Franz 
Siegel,  and  his  troops.  While  that  portion  of  his  command 
that  was  engaged  in  the  first  two  days  did  splendid  work, 
especially  a  portion  of  General  P.  J.  Osterhaus'  division,  still 
the  greater  part  of  General  Siegel's  command  did  not  take 
part  in  this  battle  until  the  last  day,  when  one-half  of  Van 
Dor n  's  a  r  m  y  h  a d  b e  e  n  al  read  y  d e  f  e  a  t e  d  b  y  G  e  n  e  r a  1 J  e  ff  C.Day- 
is.  and  had  fled  South,  and  on  the  last  day  we  had  only  General 
Sterling  Price  to  meet,  who  retreated  as  soon  as  we  attacked 
him.  General  Siegel's  losses,  although  he  commanded  near- 
ly one-half  of  Curtis'  army,  were  small  compared  with  those 
of  E.  A.  Carr's  and  Jetf  C.  Davis'  divisions.  Probably  no 
one  had  a  better  opportunity  than  I  to  judge  this  battle.  My 
command  opened  the  righting,  and,  I  think,  was  the  last  to 
lire  a  gun.  General  Curtis,  the  commander  of  that  army, 
was  entitled  to  the  full  credit  for  that  great  victory.  That 
battle  virtually  cleared  up  the  Southwest,  and  allowed  all 
our  forces  to  concentrate  on  or  east  of  the  Mississippi.  Gen- 
eral Curtis  had  under  him  as  division  commanders  several 
experienced,  educated  soldiers,  who  met  and  defeated  on 
their  own  ground,  three  hundred  miles  away  from  any  base, 
a  force  twice  as  large  as  his  own.  General  Curtis  was  at- 
tacked in  the  rear  and  on  the  flank  with  great  force,  the 
fighting  lasting  three  days,  and  he  defeated, —  yes,  virtually 
destroyed  General  Karl  Van  Dorn's  army,  and  here,  in  his 
home.  1  take  pleasure  in  giving  to  him  the  full  credit  that  he 
is  justly  entitled  to. 
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General  Crocker's  first  anxiety  when  he  heard  of  the 
battle  was  for  me.  The  first  reports  indicated  that  I  had 
been  given  a  permanent  leave  by  the  Confederates,  but  when 
he  found  that  I  was  good  for  another  campaign  and  had  re- 
ceived a  promotion,  he  opened  up  on  the  press  that  had  en- 
deavored to  take  the  credit  for  the  victory  from  his  first 
colonel,  General  Curtis.  As  soon  as  I  was  tit  for  duty  I 
reported  to  General  Halleck,  and  took  a  division  with  head- 
quarters at  Columbus.  Crocker  was  then  at  Bolivar,  Ten- 
nessee, and  wrote  me  under  date- of  August,  1862,  that  he 
was  still  in  command  of  the  Iowa  Brigade,  and  that  the  crea- 
tion of  new  regiments  would  probably  keep  him  in  command 
of  a  brigade. 


COLONEL  M.   M.  CROCKER  APPOINTED  BRIGADES  GENERAL. 

Immediately  after  the  battle  cf  Corinth,  October  3,  1.862, 
I  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Second  Division,  Army 
of  the  Tennessee.  This  was  the  Division  that  Grant  had 
organized  at  Cairo.  Crocker's  old  regiment,  the  2nd,  and 
Colonel  Elliot  W.  Rice's  7th  Iowa,  were  in  it.  Crocker,  as  I 
have  stated,  had  been  appointed  a  Brigader  General,  but  the 
senate  had  failed  to  confirm  him  in  that  position.  Here  was 
my  opportunity  to  return  in  part  some  of  the  favors  be  had 
shown  me,  and  I  immediately  took  the  matter  up  with  our 
delegation  in  congress,  urging  his  re-appointment  and  confir- 
mation. Governor  Kirkwood  and  lion.  John  A.  Kasson,  my 
own  representative,  responded  promptly,  but  the  matter 
dragged  along,  and  for  a  time  nothing  was  accomplished.  In 
the  meantime,  Crocker  with  his  brigade  had  gone  to  General 
Grant  down  the  Mississippi,  and  on  February  13,  1863,  he 
wrote  me  as  follows: 

"Lake  Providence,  La.,  Feb.  13,  1863. 

"After  spending  ten  days  encamped  opposite  Vicksburg, 
we  were  ordered  to  this  place,  which,  by  the  way,  is  a  most 
delightful  situation,  for  what  purpose  I  am  unable  to  say.  I 
hear  of  3Tou  frequently.  I  saw  General  Grant  this  morning, 
and  asked  him  if  you  were  not  to  be  ordered  to  the  front. 
He  said  that  you  were  a  good  man  for  any  place,  but  that 
you  could  not  be  spared  from  Corinth.  This  division,  you 
perhaps  know,  is  in  MePherson's  ;  rmy  corps,  the  17th,  I  be- 
lieve, compose*  o  \I<  I  h  ;*  -,  :  '  ...."•  and  Qui  nine's.  As 
far  as  I  can  judge*  it  is  in  much  better  condition,  than  any 
other  portion  of  the  army  down  here;  indeed  I  do   not    think 
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that  crowd  of  poorly  cared  for,  poorly  drilled,  discouraged 
and  sick  fellows  that  I  saw  in  the  mud  opposite  Vicksburg 
can  properly  be  called  an  army.  No  enthusiasm,  no  discip- 
line, no  pride,  not  anything-  that  leads  to  success  in  fighting-. 
I  am  greatly  disappointed,  and,  I  confess  greatly  discour- 
aged; the  men  are  as  good  as  any,  but  there  is  something 
wrong  and  I  fear  it  is  in  the  officers.  I  saw  Col.  Williamson; 
he  was  not  looking  well;  he  had  not  fully  recovered  from 
bis  wounds  received  at  the  storming  of  the  works  at  Vicks- 
b.urg.  I  did  not  see  your  old  regiment.  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  authorities  at  Washington  made  a  great  mistake  in  not 
brigading  the  troops  from  each  state  and  patting  them  in 
divisions  together  to  be  commanded  by  their  own  officers, 
for  after  all,  public  opinion  at  home  is  the  tribunal  most 
feared, and  if  we  command  men  from  our  own  state  we  are 
more  interested  to  take  care  of  them. 

"I  received  a  letter  from  Tattle  today;  his  health  he  says 
is  bad.  I  am  sorry  to  hear  it,  for  I  hoped,  to  see  him  down 
here-  Ransom  is  in  our  division,  commands  the  2nd  bri- 
gade. He  is  a  glorious  good  fellow.  Do  find  time  to  write 
me  a  few  lines  if  not  more." 

General  Crocker  often  refers  in  his  letters  to  General 
T.  E.  C.  Ransom,  of  whom  he  had  often  heard  me  speak. 
Ransom  and  myself  were,  cadets  together  at  Norwich  Uni- 
versity, and,  like  Crocker,  be  had  a  great  future  in  the  army 
for  he  was  a  spend  id  soldier.  You  all  remember  that  he 
died  on  a  litter  while  in  command  of  my  corps  on  the  chase 
after  Hood  in  the  fall  of  1864.  Like  Crocker,  he  was  one  of 
my  closest  and  dearest  friends.  He  remained  on  duty 
when  he  should  have  been  in  the  hospital,  simply  because 
he  was  fearful  something  might  happen  to  the  corps  dur- 
ing my  absence.  After  his  death  General  Sherman  paid  him 
the  highest  possible  tribute  thatcould  be  spoken  for  a  soldier. 

On  the  first  of  February,  1863,  Congressman  Kasson 
wired  me  as  follows:  "I  have  this  morning  ascertained  from 
Stanton  in  person  that  Crocker  and  Mathies  are  nominated 
to  be  brigadier-generals."  On  February  27,  1S63,  I  wired 
from  Corinth  to  Kasson:  "See  that  Crocker  goes  through; 
we  must  not  lose  him.  Show  this  to  the  delegation.  There 
is  not  an  uffic<  :r  1  ut  backs  him.'1 

I  cannot  refrain  from  quoting"  here  a  dispatch  -  from   my 

old  adjutant,  who  succeeded  me  as  colonel  of  the    4th    Iowa, 
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General  J.  A.  Williamson.  The  dispatch  is  dated  Yicks- 
burg, January  2S,  1863,  and  is  as  follows:  "Crocker  is  here. 
Speaks  highly  of  you  and  also  says  Governor  Kirkwood  has 
been  urging-  my  appointment  as  a  brigadier-general.  This 
is  news  to  me  as  I  have  no  aspirations  in  that  way."  You 
see  our  Iowa  officers  were  doing  their  duty  and  earning 
their  promotions  from  their  records  in  the  field.  Crocker's 
nomination  went  through  all  right,  and  on  March  19,  1S63, 
he  wrote  me  the  following  letter. 

LETTER  OF  GENERAL  M.  RI.  CROCKER. 

"Lake  Providence,  La.,  March  19,  1863. 

"I  have  delayed  writing1  for  several  days  until  I  should 
hear  from  Washing-ton,  as  mv  future  course  depended  some- 
what on  the  result  there.  We  have  just  heard  of  my  confir- 
mation, and  I  am  going  in  a  day  or  two  to  Yicksburg  to  see 
General  Grant.  I  feel  so  grateful  to  you  for  the  interest 
that  yon  have  manifested  in  my  promotion,  and  the  service 
that  you  have  rendered  me,  that  I  could  swim  the  bayous 
from  here  to  Yicksburg  to  do  you  a  favor.  When  I  return 
from  there  I  will  write  you  fully. 

"As  far  as  I  can  see,  military  mailers  here  are  at  a  stand- 
still. Until  more  troops  can  be  brought  down,  all  the 
schemes  about  chutes,  cut  off  and.  canals  seem  to  be  humbugs 
gotten  up  for  the  purpose  of  killing  time  and  distracting  at- 
tention from  the  real  game;  but  something  may  happen  soon. 
I  wish  you  were  here." 

The  campaign  in  the  rear  of  Yicksburg  was  a  severe 
one,  and  after  it  was  over  Crocker  had  to  take  leave  of  ab- 
sence. The  fatal  disease  that  had  hold  of  him  was  de- 
veloping and  we  all  knew  it.  General  Grant  was  aware  of  it, 
and  tried  to  save  him.  for  in  this  campaign  he  developed  the 
soldierly  qualities  that  we  all  knew  he  possessed.  After  ar- 
riving at  Des  Moines  he  wrote  me  as  follows: 

"Des  Moines,  July  2,  1863. 

"I  have  been  absent  from  Yicksburg  you  know,  for  some 
time.  When  the  movement  from  Milliken'sBend  commenced. 
General  Ouinbie  was  absent  sick",  and  I  was  ordered  forward 
to  take  temporary  command- of  his  division.  I  overtook  the 
divisional  Port  Gibson,  just  after  the  light,  and  had  com- 
mand of  it  at  the  battles  of  Raymond,  Jackson  and  Champion 
Hills,  and  up  to  Yicksburg-,   when  Ouinbie  having    returned, 
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I  was  relieved  and  made  Chief  of  Staff  for  the  17th  army 
corps,  a  nominal  position  for  the  purpose  of  enabling"  me  to 
stay  around  until  after  the  fall  of  Vicksburg — we  then 
thought  of  taking-  it  by  storm.  I  waited  eight  clays  and  until 
the  idea  of  storming  was  abandoned,  and  then  obtained  from 
General  McPherson  an  order  to  report  at  St.  Louis  for  med- 
ical treatment;  came  to  St.  Louis  and  had  an  operation  per- 
formed on  my  throat  and  got  leave  to  come  home.  My  health 
is  much  improved,  and  I  will  start  back  on  the  5th. 

"During-  the  time  I  commanded  Ouinbie's  division  it  ac- 
quitted itself  with  great  credit,  and  I  made  some  reputation 
out  of  it.  I  do  not  know  what  command  I  will  have  when  I 
get  back  but  the  best  one  at  their  disposal,  I  think. 

k,It  was  a  good  thing  to  get  rid  of  McClernand,  and  now 
that  he  has  gone,  I  do  not  think  there  can  be  much  difficulty. 
I  like  Orel,  and  think  he  will  do. 

"I  came  home  in  time  to  be  present  at  the  republican  con- 
vention. I  found  therrj  hell-bent  on  nominating  some  mil- 
itary hero.  Warren  and  Stone  were  both  on  hand  urgTing 
their  claims.  I  could  have  been  nominated,  but  declined. 
peremptorily.  I  told  them  that  if  they  must  nominate  a  mil- 
itary man  to  select  one  who  had  seen  the  enemy,  and  who 
had  a  good  record,  and  suggested  your  name,  but  when 
asked  if  you  would  accept,  I  was  compelled  to  say  1  did  not 
believe  you  would,  with  your  views  and  prospects,  consent 
to  sever  your  connection  with  the  army.  Had  I  felt  at  lib- 
erty to  give  any  assurance  in  your  name  vou  would  have 
been  easily  nominated.  They  did  not  want  Stone,  but  pre- 
ferred Stone  to  Warren.  Tim  Copperheads  talk  about  nom- 
inating Tuttle,  but  Tuttle  won't  accept." 

After  a  short  stay  at  Des  Moines,  Crocker  returned  to 
Vicksburg  and  wrote  me  the  following  letter,  which  I  read 
to  show  you  Ins  high  sense  of  honor,  his  usefulness  and  his 
attachment  to  a  friend. 

"Vicksburg,  July  21,  1863. 

"1  arrived  here  vesterdav  and  found  the  city  warm, 
dusty,  and  generally  as  disagreeable  as  possible.  I.  have 
been  assigned  to  the  command  o'i  Lauman's  division  (the4th) 
at  present  attached  to  the  I3't  ai  ny  :  "ps,  General  Orel's. 
1  have  not  reported  b  r  dutv  yet,  mt  am  waiting  for  ti 
corps  to  return  from  Jackson;  will  pn  »bal  >]  v  start  ou  L  in  that 
direction  tomorrow.     Our  old   friend    Lauman    has    been    re- 
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lieved.  His  force  came  upon  the  enemy  strongly  posted, 
with  a  battery,"  his  skirmishers  being"  advanced  about  thirty 
yards,  so  that  he  was  cut  up  beforehe  knew  what  was  the  mat- 
ter. He  thinks  he  exercised  abundance  of  caution,  and  that 
great  injustice  has  been  done  him.  General  Tuttle  is  out  in 
the  d irection  of  Jackson  with  General  Sherman.  I  have  not 
seen  him  and  cannot  hear  much  of  him.  I  wonder  what  be 
will  think  of  the  action  of  the  Copperhead  convention? 

"Ransom  is  at  Natchez  capturing  beef,  but  will  return  in 
about  ten  days.  In  the  seige  he  greatly  distinguished  him- 
self and  deservedly  stands  very  high. 

"General  Grant,  in  connection  with  the  order  assigning 
me  to  duty  with  General  Ord,  ordered  Rawlins  to  give  me 
an  order  to  him,  which  I  will  take  the  liberty  to  send  you  a 
copy  of. 

'"General:  I  am  directed  by  the  Major  General,  com- 
manding, that  Brig.  Gen.  M.  M.  Crocker  has  been  ordered 
to  report  to  you  with  a  view  of  his  assignment  to  the  com- 
mand of  La u man's  division.  He  is  an  officer  brave,  com- 
petent and  experienced,  in  whom  you  ma)"  place  fullest  con- 
fidence, and  grant  the  greatest  discretion  without  fear  of  the 
one  being  misplaced  or  the  other  imprudently  given. 

Signed,  John  A.  Rawlins,  A.  A.  G.  ' 

"General  Grant  takes  every  occasion  to  speak  in  the 
highest  terms  of  you  and  myself  as  the  two  Iowa  men  in 
whom  he  takes  stock.  He  may  be  mistaken  but  it  is  none 
the  less  a  compliment  to  us. 


"Quite  a  number  of  colonels  have  been  recommended  for 
promotion,  but  no  brigadiers  have  as  yet  been  recommended. 
I  do  not  know  that  any  will  be.  I  know  that  you  ought  to  be 
promoted.  After  you,  my  claims  are  just  as  good  as  any- 
body's. I  would  not,  if  I  could  obtain  it,  accept  promotion 
at  your  expense.  Tuttle  deserves  promotion  if  he  had  not 
allowed  himself  to  be  hurt  by  his  political  aspirations,  that 
may  stand  in  his  way.  I  will  see  him  as  soon  as  I  have  an 
opportunity,  and  if  he  thinks  he  can  make  the  riffle  I  must 
help  him.  One  thing  m  certain,  J  cannot  enter  into  compe- 
tition with  a  man  who  has  been  as  good  a  friend  to  me  as 
Tuttle.     Let  me  hear  from  you."

After  the  fall  of  Yicksburg,  General  Grant  sent  General 
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Rawlins  to  Washing-ton  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  Presi- 
dent a  full  account  of  his  campaign,  and  also  sent  by  him  his 
recommendations  for  promotions.  On  that  list  General 
Grant  had  done  me  the  great  honor  to  place  me  at  the  head  of 
the  list  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  Major  General.  Man}' 
of  von  can  remember  the  very  favorable  impression  General 
Rawlins  made.  He  appeared  before  the  President  and  his 
cabinet  and  crave  that  remarkable  description  of  Grant  and 
his  Vicksburg  campaign,  and  what  he  said  on  that  occasion 
fully  developed  to  the  world  the  great  qualities  of  that  mod- 
est man.  The  only  recommendation  that  Grant  made  at  that 
time  for  promotion  thai  the.}'  acted  upon  was  to  make  Raw- 
lins a  brigadier  general.  Not  one  of  the  other  recommen- 
dations; even  alter  many  subsequent  requests  from  Generals 
Grant  and  Sherman,  was  acled  upon  until  the  year  following. 
Grant  and  Rawlins  supposed  that  such  a  great  victory  would 
bring  several  promotions,  hut  the  pressure  east  was  so 
strong  that  Rawlins  afterwards  said  that  Vicksburg  was  al- 
most forgotten. 

I  had  recommenced  that  Colonel  Elliot   W.    Rice,   of  the 
7th  Iowa,  be  made  a  brigadier   g-eneral.     He    was   an    admir- 


reached  General  Grant's  personal  attention,  I  sent  it  in  a 
letter  to  General  Crocker,  who  knew  Rice,  and  asked  him  to 
present  it  and  add  Iris  recommendation.     In  August,    1863,  I 

received  this  response  from  Crocker: 

ikI  took  your  recommendation  of  Colonel  Rice  to  General 
Grant  and  he  endorsed  a  strong  approval  on  it.  He  told  me 
that  he  had  recommended  you  for  promotion  in  the  strong- 
est term-,,  and  iii.it  you  would  be  made  major  general.  I 
hope  you  will  be,  and  since  talking*  with  him  nave  no  doubt 
you  will  be.     Let  me  hear  from  you." 

In  August,  1S»)3.  General  Crocker  was  transferred  from 
the  13th  to  1  :.  L7th  army  corps  with  his  division  and  Gen- 
eral T.  la.  G.  Ransom's  brigade,  and  was  assigned  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  district  from  Grand  Gulf  to  Louisiana  slate  line. 
You  are  all  aware  that  he  stayed  with  his  command  much  too 
long  for  the  good  of  his  own  health,  for  when  General  Grant 
left  Vicksburg  there  was  no  one  to  watch  over  him  or  send 
him  away.  I  wrote  General  Grant  what  I  had  heard  about 
Crocker's   condition,  and   suggested    that  ha  be  given  a  com-

ing letter  from  him  while  I  was  in  the  Atlanta  campaign: 
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Des  Moines,  24th  June,  1S64. 

"Yours  of  June  9th  has  just  come  to  hand.  I  am  re- 
joiced to  hear  from  you.  1  have  all  the  time  heard  of  you. 
I  desire,  before  saying*  anything-  more,  to  congratulate  you 
upon  your  promotion.  Your  friends  here  are  greatly 
pleased  thereat;  none  of  them  more  pleased  than  myself.     - 

"I  yielded  to  the  necessity  that  compelled  me  to  leave  the 
field  with  great  reluctance,  and  hoping"  against  all  proba- 
bility, I  stayed  longer  than  I  ought,  so  that  I  came  very 
near  dying,  but  I  am  better,  and  improving  rapidly,  I  think. 

"I  do  not  know  what  disposition  they  are  going  to  make 
of  my  resignation  at  Washington.  I  received  a  dispatch 
from  General  Stone  and  a  letter  from  Kasson  to  the  effect  tha  t 
the  secretary  of  war  would  arrange  for  me  a  separate  com- 
mand on  the  Pacific,  thereby  giving  me  a  chance  to  try  the 
effect  of  a  change  of  climate  on  my  bronchitis.  In  answer 
to  these  1  sent  to  the  secretary  a  withdrawal  of  the  resigna- 
tion upon  condition  that  I  was  assigned  to  such  a  command, 
but  I  am  not  particular  about  it,  and  since  I  can't  serve  with 
my  old  comrades  I  don't  care  much  to  stay  in  the  army. 

"'If  you  see  Clark,  say  to  him  that  I  have,  been  expecting 
a  letter  from  him.  And  do  please  write  to  me  yourself 
whenever  you  can  find  time.  I  suspect  you  are  now  pretty 
busy.  Whenever  I  learn  what  disposition  is  to  be  made  of 
my  case  1  will  write 'you.  There  is  no  news.  Kasson  will 
be  re-nominated  without  a  dissenting  voice.  Hub  Hoxie 
sends  his  regards;  he  lets  on  to  be  ver^v  busy  and  I  suppose 
thai  he  is.  He  says  be  has  a  kind  of  general  supervision  of 
affairs,  civil  and  military,  in  the  state,  and  has  divers  times 
threated  me  with  arrest,  and  since  I  find  Ids  office  a  very 
convenient  place  to  sponge  stationery,  envelopes,  etc..  I  have 
not  seen  proper  to  dispute  his  authority.  Let  me  hear  from 
you  soon.  " 

ASSIGNMENT    OF    GENERAL    CROCKER     TO    DUTY    IX    DEPARTMENT 
OF    NEW    MEXICO. 

Upon  request  of  General  Grant,  General  Crocker  was 
sent  to  New  Mexico  to  report  to  General  James  11.  Carleton, 
in  hopes  that  the  dry  climate  would  restore  him  to  health. 
There  was  nothing  for  him  to  do   there  but   get  well,  but  he

In  December,  1864,  after  recovering-  from  the  confeder- 
ate leave  of  absence  given  me  in  front  of  Atlanta,  I  was  as- 
signed to  the  command  of  the  department  and  Army  of  the 
Missouri,  and  soon  after  the  department  of  Kansas,  then 
commanded  by  General  Curtis  was  merged  into  mine,  in  or- 
der that  I  could  make  the  Indian,  campaigns  that  followed  in 
the  winter  of  1S64,  1865  and  1866.  Crocker  kept  in  corres- 
pondence with  me,  but  I  was  on  the  plains  most  of  the  time, 
and  away  from  communication,  and  it  was  a  long-  time  be- 
fore his  letters  reached  me.  On  his  return  from  New 
Mexico  he  went  to  Washington,  and  I  received  from  him  this 
letter: 

"Chicago,  III.,  May  17,  1865. 

"I  arrived  at  this  city  last  night  a  good  deal  tired  out, 
but  I  am  rested,  and  start  home  by  Dix's  Air  Line  at  7 
o'clock  this  p.  m. 

"I  have  heard  today  from  a  New  Mexican  gentle- 
man that  Major  General  McCook  had  been  ordered 
to  New  Mexico  to  supersede  General  Carleton,  and 
that  McCook  has  passed  through  St.  Louis  en  route . 
Let  me  know  if  you  heard  anything  about  this;  if 
you    saw    McCook    and    know     from     him    his  destination. 

"Secretary  Stanton  told  me  to  write  to  General  Carleton 
and  say  to  him  that  he  duly  approved  his  official  conduct  in 
managing-  his  Department,  and  that  the  General  might  rely 
upon  the  support  of  the  War  Department.  Lie  did  not  men- 
tion McCook. 

"Now,  if  at  the  time  the  Secretary  told  me  1  might  write 
these  tiiing-s,  a  general  was  on  the  way  to  Santa  Fe  with  the 
secretary's  own  order  to  relieve  Carleton,  it  would  look  like 
very  unnecessary  trilling-;  indeed  I  can't  believe  it.  But,  if  it 
turns  out  to  be  true,  then  I  will  write  a  private  letter  to  Sec- 
retary Stanton  giving  him  my  views  of  his  conduct.  This  if 
he  were  fifty  secretaries  of  war  and  1  much  less  able  than  I 
am  to  "turn  a  tide  in  a  dead  eddy'.     Let  me  hear  from  you." 

General  Alex.  McD.  McCook,  whom  Crocker  mentions, 
had  not  been  ordered  to  New  Mexico,  but  had  been  sent  out 
to  my  department  with  a  commission  to  make  treaties  with 
the  Indians.  I  wrote  Crocker  to  this  effect,  and  in  answer 
received  this  letter. 

"Dies  M  (  >jnks,  M  \v  24,  1865. 

"I  arrived  home  all   safe  and  am   improving    rapidly,  I 
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think.  At  any  rate,  I  am  able  to  circulate  to  some  extent.  I 
found  my  wife  and  all  my  babies  well,  and  everything  at 
home  satisfactory.  Have  not  seen  many  of  the  people;  they 
seem  to  be  jogging  along-  very  much  after  the  same  old  sort. 

"I  am  very  much  relieved  to  learn  that  McCook  was  not 
ordered  to  New  Mexico.  Of  course  if  he  had  gone  to  relieve 
Carleton,  Carletdn  would  have  said  at  once  that  the  statement 
contained  in  my  letter  of  my  conversation  with  the  Secretary 
of  War  was  a  lie,  and  it  would  look  decidedly  like  it.  I  see 
that  Sheridan  has  gone  to  Texas.  This,  I  suppose,  will  pre- 
vent an  expedition  from  your  department.  However,  I  don't 
think  it  will  make  much  difference.  Kirby  Smith  will  prob- 
ably disband  or  surrender,  and  if  you  would  make  the  expe- 
dition all  there  would  be  of  it  would  be  a  hard  summer's 
work  and  very  little  glory,  for  the  public  are  so  hell-bent  on 
considering  the  war  closed  that  no  expedition  that  can  now 
be  made  would  attract  much  attention. 

4kI  do  not  know  what  I  will  do,  only  if  I  live  I  will  try  to 
draw  my  pay  regularly  during  my  ninety  days  leave,  and 
maybe  by  the  time  my  leave  is  out  I  can  make  up  my  mind. 

''Give  my  kind  regards  to  Hub.,  and  let  me  hear  from 
you." 

The  expedition  Crocker  refers  to  in  the  foregoing  letter 
was  one  Grant  had  ordered  rne  to  make  through  southeast 
Missouri,  Arkansas  and  Texas,  to  clear  up  the  forces  there 
which  had  refused  to  surrender.  They  included  Generals 
Jeff  Thompson,  Kirby  Smith.  Taylor  and  others.  My  force 
had  only  reached  White  River  when  Thompson,  with  about 
six  thousand  men,  surrendered,  and  the  other  forces  surren- 
dered at  the  same  time  to  General  E.  R,  Can  by,  which,  as 
Crocker  suspected,  closed  up  my  campaign  in  that  direction. 

DEATH   OF    GENERAL   CROCKER. 

Soon  after  this  I  started  on  a  camoaign  against  the  In- 
dians  that  took  me  as  far  north  as  the  Yellowstone  Kiver, 
and  I  heard  nothing  more  from  General  Crocker  until  I  re- 
ceived a  telegram  out  on  the  plains  from  my  aid,  Major  Geo. 
C.  Tichenor,  notifying  me  of  General  Crocker's  death,  which 
occurred  in  Washington  on  August  2Sth.  I  was  too  far  away

his  services.      His  commanding  officers    placed  such   a  high 
value     upon      his      ability     that     they     used     every      means 
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to  prolong  his  life.  He  would  have  preferred  to  fall  at  the 
head  of  his  column  in  battle,  but,  like  the  good  soldier  that 
he  was,  he  was  willing  to  take  whatever  was  in  store  for  him. 
Nothing- 1  can  sav  to  this  brigade,  tells  so  forcibly  and  clearly 
of  the  man  as  the  personal  narrative  I  have  so  imperfectly 
given  you.  Crocker  stamped  himself  a  natural  born  soldier 
the  moment  he  pet  on  his  uniform,  Every  coin  manding 
officer  mentioned  his  services  and  recommended  him  for 
promotion.  They  all  bad  great  faith  in  his  ability  and  judg- 
ment. His  bravery  was  unquestioned,  and  had  he  retained 
his  health  he  would  have  risen  to  the  highest  rank  and  com- 
mand in  the  army. 

The  great  state  of  Iowa  has  perpetuated  his  name  and 
fame  in  the  monument  they  have  raised  to  him  in  our  cap- 
ital, but  no  work  of  painter  or  sculptor  can  picture  him  to  the 
world  as  his  com  man  ding  appearance  and  soldierly  acts  are 
impressed  upon  the  minds  of  3'ou,  who  served  so  faithfully 
with  him. 

You  are  assembled  at  the  home  of  another  of  your  com- 
manders, who  was  also  a  close  personal  friend  of  mine.  We 
who  knew  him  best  honor  him  most,  and  as  time  goes  by  he 
is  given  the  credit  that  his  acts  and  services  entitle  him  to 
receive.  I  can  only  pay  my  tribute  to  him.  Every  one  in 
the  Crocker  brigade  and  Army  of  the  Tenneseee  knew  of  our 
old  friendship. 


There  is  one  circumstance  connected  with  your  brigade 
when  Genera]  W.  W.  Belknap  was  with  you  and  the  16th 
corps  that  may  interest  you.  The  night  after  the  battle  of 
Atlanta,  on  the  22nd  of  July,  when  you  were  lying  on  that 
bald  hill  where  the  battle  had  raged  so  fiercely,  General  Lo- 
gan, General  Blair  arid  myself  met  under  a  tree  near  the 
Augusta  railway,  just  behind  the  intrenchments  of  the  15th 
corps  that  the  confederates  had  broken  through  and  cap- 
tured Capt.  J.  C.  DeGress'  battery,  which  was  retaken  by 
Col.  Aug.  C.  Mercer's  brigade  of  the  16th  corps,  and  Gen- 
eral C.  R.  Wood's  division  of  the  15th.  General  Blair  told 
GeneralLogan  that  ids  forceonLegett's  Hill  was  nearly  worn 
out  lighting  first  on  one  side  of  the  intrenchments  and  then 
on  the  other,  and  asked  him  to  send  a  force  to  relieve  them. 
On  that  night  nen  h  ry  n  in  the  Army  of  the  Ten 
ss<  e  v  ■      in  a  si     ikir  .

army  corps  wa?     ■    o   a<  :'d  right  near  where   we  were  stand- 
ing, and  1  told  Blair  I  would  send   that  brigade  in  to   relieve 
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them.     The}*  reached  you   some  time,   before  midnight, 
gave  you  a  chance  to  have  a  deserved  rest.     Colonel  Mer 
brigade  had  that  day  fought  on  three,  parts  of  the  battle- 
His  own  regiment,  the  9th  Illinois   Infantry,  had    been 
tered  out  of  service  several  days  before  the  battle,  and 
awaiting-  transportation  home.     There   was  no  reason 
they  should    take  part   in  the  battle,    but  they   went  in 
the  rest  of  the  brigade,   and  as  you   know,  lost    heavily, 
were  a  part  of  the   command  that   went  to   your   relief. 
such  material  was  made  that  great  Army  of  the  Tenne 
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My  comrades!  I  thank  you  for  the  invitation  you  have 
given  me  to  be  with  you,  and  doubly  so  that  it  has  presented 
the  opportunity  I  have  long  wished  ior  to  pay  my  tribute  to 
y  o  a  r  g  r  e a  t  c o  m  m  a n  d e  r ,  Gen  e  r a  1  M .  M .  C  r o  c  k e  r ,  a  n  d  also  i  o 
testily  to  the  bravery  of  your  other  distinguished  comman- 
der, General  William  W.  Belknap,  and  testify  to  the  respect, 
honor  and  love  I  bear  him.

Soldiers  of  Iowa,  it  is  with  reluctance  that  I  have  con- 
sented to  talk  live  or  ten  minutes  on  a  subject  full  of  sorrow 
and  sadness.  Col.  Rood  thought  it  might  interest  you  old 
soldiers  to  do  this,  but  I  am  somewhat  abashed  to  follow  in 
this  humble  way  that  most  distinguished  statesman  and  sol- 
dier who  has  entertained  us  so  beautifully  with  his  historical 
paper,  General  Dodge. 

I  am  no  speaker  but  I  want  to  tell  in  my  own  wa]  a  little 
something  from  the  standpoint  of  the  city  of  Keokuk. 

In  1861,  in  April  or  thereabouts,  in  this  city,  it  being-  the 
most  southerly  point,  rendezvoused  the  1st,  the  2nd  and  the 
3d  cavalry,  the  5th,  6th,  I  think  the  7th,  I  am  sure  the  1  5th  and 
of  others  of  the  Iowa  regiments.  This  small  city  was  so  sit- 
uated that  it  became  a  great  military  camp  Within  sight  of 
where  you  sit  you  could  see  the  rebel  flag  that  flew  month  in 
and  month  out.  Those  soldiers,  bright  and  joyous,  the 
pride  of  the  men  and  women  of  Iowa,  came  here  in  splendid 
health.  Some  of  these  companies  in  the  beautiful  uniforms  . 
of  private  military  companies,  and  the  womenand  ladiesof  Keo- 
kuk thought  they  were  gorgeous.  The  men  of  Keokuk  were 
glorious  in  their  patriotism  and  they  again  welcome  you  gray- 
headed  men.  We  then  called  you  boys.  It  seems  to  me  a 
sacrilege  to  talk  of  gray  headed  boys.  I  wasn't  one  of  you. 
I  staid  at  home  and  did  my  duty  as  best!  could.  During  the 
war  there  were  regimental  hospitals  in  Keokuk.  They  did 
not  attract  much  attention  in  the  bustle  of  preparation  of 
war  dire  to  the  glory  of  the  departing  soldier.  One  soldier 
went  into  the  hospital  simply  on  account  of  homesickness 
as  he  could  not  endure  the  beans  and  bacon  of  the  army  or 
could  not  get  any  of  his  mother's  pies.  Time  forbids  the 
call  upon  my  memory  of  the  matters  I  would  like  to  speak 
about,  but  yet  we  have  seen  nothing  of  the  sorrow,  or  as 
Sherman  said,  of  the  hell  of  war.  It  was  nothing  to  read  in 
the  papers  of  several  hundred  wounded  and  killed.  In  1862, 
along  in  the  earl)'  summer,  St.  Louis  being  filled  to  overflow- 
ing with  sick  soldiers  of  the  Mississippi  River,  telegraphed 
to  Keokuk  that  there  is  a  boat  here  from  Pittsburg  Landing 
with  wounded  soldiers.  They  are  mostly  Iowa  men  and  we 
are  going  to  send  them  to  Keokuk  and  you  must  take  care  of 
them.  Ik'ils  rang  and  men  and  women  cam"  with  blanch  : 
faces.  So  many  of  them  bad  gone  nut  recently  from  here 
an.d  in.  a  day  or  two  the  great  Lstes  House,  then  unfinished, 
was  filled    with  improvised    shakedowns  and  cots  and  stoves 
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contributed  by  the  people  of  Keokuk.  The  Sunday  morning- 
following-  this  whole  city  went  to  the  river  to  see  that  steam- 
er. Ten  or  twelve  days'  travel  on  the  river  had  not  improv- 
ed the  appearance  of  the  men  with  broken  legs  or  broken 
arms  or  a  bullet  possibly  through  the  body.  These  men 
were  taken  to  the  Estes  house  on  stretchers,  in  carriages, 
some  walked  with  arm  in  sling  and  there  poured  into  that 
great  building-,  the  best  that  could  be  found  for  cleanliness 
and  convenience,  for  a  week  or  two,  a  great  number  of  sick 
and  wounded  soldiers.  Then  came  the  Medical  Directory, 
Commissary  and  Quartermaster.  The  pressure  was  so  in- 
tense and  the  work  so  great  in  the  surgical  line  that  the  sur- 
geon took  me  in  as  an  assistant.  And  so  we  went  on  and  men 
came  with  greater  skill  and  greater  ability,  but  in  spite  of 
this  the  funeral  bearse  and  pine  box  were  a  familiar  thing. 
A.  week,  a  month  that  horrible  thing  continued.  A  few  in  the 
cemetery.  Hundreds,  probably  thousands,  taken  home  by 
loving"  friends,  and  so  for  two,  three,  almost  four  years,  from 
2000  to  4000  wounded  and  sick  soldiers  were  sent  up  to  Keo- 
kuk, the  most  northern  city  accessible  by  water  convenient 
for  boats.  Hundreds  of  these  men  were  discharged  on  ac- 
count of  disability. 

Such  was  the  great  demand  for  human  sympathy  for  the 
suffering  that  Keokuk  with  her  few  people,  and  more  espec- 
ially the  women  of  Keokuk,  did  all  in  their  power  to  relieve 
the  suffering's  of  the  soldiers.  Mrs.  Anna  Wittenmeyer  and 
Mrs.  Jas.  Ik  Howell  were  among  those  who  were  prominent 
in  the  work  of  calling  on  the  ladies  of  Iowa  to  help  do  some- 
thing for  the  boys  of  Iowa  in  the  city  of  Keokuk. 

Time  forbids  for  me  to  dwell  upon  this  subject  in  detail 
tonight,  but.  one  of  these  soldiers  said  to  me  vesterday:  kiI 
came  to  Keokuk  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  on  a  stretcher. 
There  lived  in  this  city  then  two  sisters  who  nursed,  and 
saved  me  from  death.  One  of  them  I  heard  died  long  ago. 
All  the  interest  I  have  in  coining  is  to  see  if  I  can  find  the  an- 
gel who  came  into  the  hospital  and  gvave  me  a  month  of  help." 

To  you  old  soldiers  who  know  what  I  am  talking  about, 
the  privations  and  trials  of  camp  life,  the  carnag-e  of  the  bat- 
tlefield, the  wounded,  sickness,  and  desolation  that  must 
ever  follow  in  the  course  of  war,  I  want  to  sav  that  when  you 
went  out  from  lie  re  you  knew   I  >]    what    lam  talking 

about,  the  {  erils,   desolation  of  tin     h     .pit;  I  and   the    car  . 
of  the  battlefield.     Then  nothing1  was  too  good  for  the  soldier 
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that  went  out  to  uphold  the  flag*.     When  he  came  home  a  vet- 
eran, we  g*reeted  him  and  sent  him   back  with   our  blessing-. 

Gentlemen  I  salute  you  as  the  saviors  of  our  country,  the 
grandest  title  that  you  can  have  and  I  trust  that  national 
gratitude  will  not  perish  to  the  men  who  saved  the  flag  in 
'61.

COL-   HORTON  S  ADDRESS. 

Comrades,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  accept  the  very 
flattering  remarks  of  your  President,  not  for  myself  but  be- 
cause of  the  gallant  and  brave  boys  with  whom  it  was  my 
honor  and  privilege  to  serve.  I  deem  it  no  small  honor  that 
I  should  have  been  permitted  to  meet  with  the  gallant  old 
Iowa  brigade.  As  your  chairman  and  president  has  seen 
lit  to  refer  to  me  as  the  commander  of  the  Soldiers'  Home,  I 
think  it  would  be  proper  if  I  should  say  just  a  few  words  on 
that  point. 

The  Soldiers'  Home  is  permanently  an  American  insti- 
tute. It  is  said  that  republics  are  ungrateful  but  the  eight 
or  nine  national  and  the  thirty-nine  state  Homes  go  to  show 
that  it  recognizes  what  it  owes  to  the  defenders  of  the  repub- 
lic. General  Winfield  Scott  was  the  first  one  to  agitate  the 
question  of  building  homes  in  the  United  States,  and  gave 
$100. 000  to  establish  the  Washington  home.  I  take  this  oc- 
casion to  say  that  we  do  not  want  men  sent  up  there  that 
are  found  not  to  be  eligible  after  they  arrive.  Iowa  opens 
wide  her  doors  to  Iowa  soldiers  and  to  any  other  soldier  who 
has  resided  in  the  stale  for  three  years,  and  who  has  no 
property  to  amount  to  anything  and  is  not  in  receipt  of  a 
pension  of  $16.00  or  more  per  month.  .Before  coming  thev 
should  all  send  for  the  blanks,  stating  what  their  services 
were,  fill  out  the  blanks  and  return  to  usand  await  furtheror- 
ders.  1  think  I  can  make  the  statement  here  that  these  boys 
are  well  cared  for.  There  is  nothing  too  good  for  them. 
We  have  orders  to  buy  the  best  of  me  its,  the  best  of  flour, 
the  best  of  creamery  butter  and  •  best  of  clothing.  All 
that  we  ask  for  in  return  for  the  home  these  boys  have  is 
gentlemanly  manners. 
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Among*  the. nations  of  the  world  this  country  is  looked 
upon  as  a  civil  government,  a  union  of  states.  So  the  sons 
of  the  boys  in  blue  and  grey  under  the  folds  of  the  starry 
banner  give  us  a  union  of  hearts  that  nothing"  can  sever. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  comrades  of  Iowa  Crocker's  brigade  I 
thank  you  for  your   kindness.

President  Rood: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  one  of  the 
splendid  men  of  the  Thirtieth,  Major  Kramer. 

major  Kramer's  address. 

Com r a d e s ,  c h a i r m a n ,  1  a d i e s  a n d  ge n tl e m en.  I  h a ve  bee n 
over  here  at  Fort  Madison  a  couple  of  days  enjoying  myself 
at  the  seventeenth  annual  reunion  with  the  boys  of  the 
Thirtieth  Iowa  Infantry,  and  I  must  say  it  affords  me  very 
much  pleasure  to  drop  off  at  this  city  and  come  to  this  opera 
house  and  be  present  for  once  at  a  meeting  of  Crocker's 
brigade  as  the  services  of  your  brigade  are  not  strange  to 
me.  I  remember  very  distinctly  the  conspicuous  part  that 
was  taken  by  the  Crocker's  brigade  and  am  glad  indeed  to 
look  into  your  faces,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  with  you  tonight, 
and  want  to  say  to  you  who  are  citizens  that  we  killed  some- 
body but  did  not  take  pride  in  the  fact  and  write  sketches. 

There  are  times  in  the  lives  of  men  if  taken  at  the  very 
start  lead  on  to  fortune  and  to  fame,  but  we  cannot  live  on 
praise.  I  say  to  you  as  a  citizen  of  the  state  of  Iowa.,  I  am 
glad  to  feel  that  when  my  flag  called  on  me  to  go  to  the  battle 
I  answered  that  call.  I  would  not  scratch  those  three  years 
I  spent  in  thearmy  out  of  my  life  for  all  others  of  my  record. 
I  have  often  thought  of  the  day,  the  time  and  the  circum- 
stances that  called  us  forth  to  bid  farewell  to  friends  and 
home  and  go  to  the  battlefield.  Upon  that  transport  the  first 
call  was  called  in  by  the  captain  and  the  boat  pointed  out 
into  the  stream,  so  we  bound  away.  I  never  shall  forget  the 
scenes  that  greeted  our  eyes  as  we  looked  from  the  water  at 
those  children,  wives  and  loved  ones  that  stood  upon  the 
bank's  of  the  river  and  watched  us  as  we  went  farther  and 
farther  down  the  river  and  waved  their  handkerchiefs  to  us. 
How  well  we  did  6  ir  pari  you  well  know.  I  never  did  speak 
as  if  the  30th  low  •  •  the  oi  oi  that  had  taken  active 
part,  but  we  did  as  much  as  anv  of  the  states  in  the  union. 
While  I  have  not  lived  in  this  state  since  the  war,  I  am  proud 
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of  the  fact  that  I  was  an  Iowa  soldier,  that  I  belonged  to  a 
regiment  that  was  from  Iowa.  At  my  regimental  reunions, 
mothers  come  to  me  and  say,  "Major,  do  you  remember  me? 
I  used  to  go  to  school  to  you,  or  I  attended  your  school.  Let 
me  introduce  you  to  my  husband."  And  then  they  show  me 
some  little  children  of  these  boys  and  girls  that  went  to 
school  to  me  from  '59  to  '61. 

I  want  to  sav  to  you  that  I  am  glad  of  this  meeting"  of  the 
Iowa  Crocker's  brigade  and  the  Thirtieth  Iowa  regiment 
and  all  our  other  organizations,  but  let  me  say  that  I  hope 
most  of  you  are  members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  G.  A.  R.  as 
an  organization  is  passing-  away  and  in  a  few  years  it  will 
only  live  upon  the  pages  of  history. 

Let  us  be  thankful  while  we  may  and  sing  old  army 
song.  These  people  that  now  surround  us  may  forget  the 
singers  but  they  will  never  forget  the  song.

ADDRESS  BY  MR.   F.  T.  HUGHES. 

Mr.  Chairman.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  have  been, 
thinking  with  pleasure,  that  if  the  good  Lord  would  stop  right 
now  and  let  us  continue  the^e  reunions  from  now  on  and  not 
take  us  away  from  this  earth  that  we  would  be  thankful  to 
him  for  the  blessings  and  liberties  we  now  enjoy  and  that 
they  may  be  handed  from  mouth  to  mouth.  Somehow  and 
some  way  that  feeling  applies  to  us  when  we  hear  such  dis- 
tinguished men,  such  saviours  and  benefactors  of  our  coun- 
try. It  seems  to  me  that  every  face  before  me  ought  not  to 
pass  away.  I  don't  think  I  have  ever  felt  so  patriotic  in  my  life 
before  as  I  have  this  evening,  and  looking  at  these  faces  be- 
fore me  one  sad  thought  comes  to  me,  and  as  I  saw  them 
marching  down  the  street,  they  are  not  boys.  The  most  of 
them  have  seen  near  on  to  three  score  years. 

I  took  but  little  part  in  the  war  myself.  I  came,  as  has 
been  stat<  d.  iv\>:^  the  state  of  Missouri,  where  we  found  our 
neighbors  on  one  side  or  the  <  ier,  and  our  schools  were  Li- 
vided  ,our  church'--  »ven  divided;  the  courts  o  Missouri  to- 
day present   many   records  of  these  times.     In  the  Supreme 
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court  one  was  rebel  and  the  other  was  union.  The  preach- 
ers were  turned  out  and  the  churches  divided,  families  di- 
vided. What  sorrow,  what  grief,  what  trouble.  At  our  bat- 
tle of  Athens  a  father  commanded  on  one  side  with  two 
sons  on  the  other,  one  a  captain.  You  all  jumped  at  the  call 
of  your  country  as  our  boys  have  jumped,  at  the  tap  of  the 
drum  to  free  Cuba  and  fight  Spain,  but  it  was  only  a  break- 
fast call.  It  was  thougmt  when  the  war  of  '61  began  it  would 
not  be  a  breakfast,  but  when  we  recollect  the  battles  of  the 
war  of  '61  which  would  wipe  the  present  American  army  off 
the  face  of  the  earth  we  know  it  was  more  than  a  breakfast. 
During  the  war  of  1861  to  1865  in  a  half  dozen  battles  we 
would  wipe  fifty  to  one  hundred  thousand  men's  lives  away. 
We  are  today  the  observed  of  all  observing-  people  of  the 
world.  It  is  an  age  of  militaryism  and  the  world  seems  to 
be  at  war  for  some  purpose  we  know  not  what,  but  we  know 
that  Old  Glory  will  protect  a  man  wherever  he  may  be,  no 
matter  where.  It's  just  that  kind  of  a  flag  and  it's  made 
within  the  memory  of  this  American  people  who  love  their 
liberty  and  who  will  die  for  their  country.  The  civilized 
people  of  the  world  respect  that  flag  and  we  are  proud  of  it, 
and  I  believe  much  of  the  greatness  of  the  American  people 
comes  from  the  great  civil  war.  A  great  many  of  us,  for  some 
reason,  felt  that  we  were  not  right  in  protecting  the  coun- 
try for  some  reason,  we  know  not  whatand  that  we  did  not  appre- 
ciate the  great  boon  we  were  then  enjoying.  Now  when  we 
look  at  our  seventy  or  eighty  millions  of  people,  as  the  Ger- 
man officer  said  in  Cuba,  "citizens  and  soldiers  as  you  don't 
got  any  love  for  slaves  you  must  right  for  them  as  if  von  did 
have  love  for  them.*'  So  you  will  see  that  most  of  our  people 
are  grave  and  intelligent  and  the;,  can  obey  their  officers  and 
they  will  act  as  individuals,  each  man  a  soldier,  each  man  a 
general,  and  each  man  a  conqueror  and  these  privileges  we 
want  to  hand  to  our  children.  The  time  is  not  long  distant 
when  we  will  have  no  more  wars  and  all  difficulties  will  be 
settled  in  some  other  manner.

Rapids,  Iowa,  President;  Cap't.  S.  Rynearson,  Arcanum, 
Ohio,  Vice  President;  .Ma].  II.  C.  McArthur;  Colorado 
Springs,  Colo.,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  A  motion  was 
made  by  Maj.  C.  E.  Lanstrum,  duly  seconded  and  carried, 
instructing'  the  Secretary  to  send  a  telegram  of  sympathy  to 
comrade  Dick  Rhynsburg-er,  who  was  seriously  ill  at  Pella, 
Iowa.  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  report  called  for,  made. 
and  approved,  respectively.  On  motion  of  Comrade  Coc- 
kayne, duly  seconded,  a  committee  of  three,  consisting- of 
Cockayne,  Cap't  Craig"  and  Maj.  E.  T.  Miller  were  appointed 
to  nominate  officers  for  the  ensuing"  two  years.  On  motion

A.  G.  Studer, 
Co.  "H",  who  died  in  Italy,  and  if  advisable,  to  bring-  his  re- 
mains back  to  his  old  home,  Des  Moines,  Iowa.  On  motion 
of  Cap't  Rynearson,  Lieut.  Dan'l  Embree,  Co.  "G",  15th 
Iowa  was  selected  a-  Brigade  Vice  President    fv^:n  the  15th. 

Maj.  Miller  from  tin  •  <  ittei  on  Officers,  reported  as 
follows:" 
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For  President,  Maj.  M.  A.  Higley  of  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa;  For  Vice  President,  Cap't  S.  Rynearsou, 
Arcanum,  Ohio;  For  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Maj.  H.  C. 
McArthur,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.  On  motion  of  Comrade 
Lumpkins,  "B"  Co.,  the  report  of  committee  on  officers  was 
adopted  unanimously.  Each  of  the  officers  elect  responded 
with  appropriate  remarks.  The  President-elect,  Maj.  Hig- 
ley,  thanked  the  comrades,  (with  much  feeling')  for  the  hon- 
or conferred,  and  feared  he  would  not  be  able  to  answer 
"Here'1  at  our  next  meeting-.  He  spoke  the  truth,  for  even 
before  these  proceeding's  were  pFced  upon  the  secretary's 
record,  his  disembodied  spirit  had  left  this  tenement  of  clay 
and  g-one  to  that  bourne  from  whence  no  traveler  returns. 
Maj.  Higley  died  on  October  22nd,  1900,  at  his  home  in  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  universally   regretted.

Cap't  Rynearson  moved,  it  was  duly  seconded  and  carried, 
that  each  Company  appoint  a  member  of  their  Company,  to 
collect  names  and  addresses  of  each  member  of  his  company. 
and  also  report  all  deaths  of  same  with  date,  place  and  cause. 
Maj.  Higley  stated  he  had  about  600  copies  of  the  Regiment- 
al History  on  hand,  and  would  like  to  have  something  done 
towards  their  disposition.  On  motion  Maj.  Miller,  duly 
seconded,  Comrade  S.  E.  Hawkins,  ilC"  Co.,  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  was  selected  and  recommended  by  the  15th  Iowa,  Vol. 
Inft'y,  as  their  representative  on  the  Vicksburs*  National 
Park  Commission.  The  motion  prevailed  unanimiously.  It 
was  the  sense  of  the  Regimental  Association,  and  the  Com- 
missioner from  our  Regiment  was  so  instructed,  to  urge 
that  a  Monument,  not  merely  a  "Marker",  be  placed  on  the 
advanced  line  we  occupied,  and  to  be  careful  to  see  that  the 
Monument  was  on  the  advanced  line,  "fkont  line."  Motion 
was  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried,  instructing- the  Treas- 
urer to  pay  the  expenses  of  keeping'  up  the  grave  of  com- 
rade Col.  Pomutz,  buried  at  St.  Petersburg,  Russia,  until  the 
1st  of  September,  1902.  On  motion  a  general  contribution, 
amounting  to  $13.21,  was  taken  up  and  charg-ed  to  the  Treas- 
urer. No  further  business  appearing,  the  Association 
adjourned  to  meet  in  Muscatine,  Iowa,    two  years  hence.

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It  will  afford  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  the  many  old 
friends  and  comrades  — members  of  the  grand  old  Brigade. 
Although  lam  but  an  honorary  member,  I  esteem  it  a  great 
honor  and  privilege.  My  old  Regiment — the  3rd  Iowa  Infan- 
try, was  for  a  time  attached  to  Crocker's  Brigade  on  the 
march  from  Clifton,  Tenn.,  to  H tints ville,  Ala.  The  Brigade 
was  then  commanded  by  that  magnificent  soldier- — then  Col- 
onel of  bis  regiment — Gen.  Belknap,  the  father  of  the  Crock- 
er Brigade  organization.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  have  be- 
come well  acquainted  with  Gen.  Belknap  as  a  soldier  for  at 
the  time  he  succeeded  Col.  Hall  as  Brigade  Commander,  I 
was  in  command  of  the  3rd  Iowa  Inf.  He  showed  me  many 
acts  of  kindness  and  the  acquaintance  then  began,  deepened 
into  a  friendship  winch  was  maintained  to  the  day  of  his 
death.  I  bad  quite  a  correspondence  with  him  after  he  went 
to  Washington  and  his  letters  are  among  my  most  highly 
prized  possessions. 

Gen.  Crocker  was  my  personal  friend  both  before  the 
war  and  during  its  continuance  up  to  the  day  of  his  death. 
After  he  became  a  Division  Commander  my  old  regiment, 
then  brigaded  with  the  41st 111.,  53rd  111.  and  33rd  Wisconsin, 
was  the  only  Iowa  regiment  in  his  command.  He  was  al- 
ways kind  to  me.  Your  worthy  President  Col.  Rood  will 
remember  the  incident  at  Shiioh,  on  Sunday  evening,  when  I 
reported  to  Col.  Crocker,  then  commanding  his  regiment 
(the  13th  Iowa)  and  asked  permission  to  join  him  with  the 
shattered  remnant  of  the  3rd  Iowa,  of  which  I  was  in  com- 
mand. That  was  the  last  point  of  resistance  on  that  bloody 
Sunday's  battle.  There  behind  the  guns  we  stood  during 
the  terrific  artillery  duel  which  followed  and  I  shall  never  for- 
get the  splendid  manner  in  which  Crocker  handled  his  regi- 
ment and  my  own  at  that  last  and  successful  stand  against 
the  enemy  who  came  so  near  to  victory.  But  I  find  myself 
indulging  in  reminiscences  which  was  not  my  purpose  when 
I  began  this  letter. 

As  I  have  said  it  will  afford  me  very  great  pleasure 
again,  to  attend  a  Crocker  Brigade  reunion  and  if  it  is  possi- 
ble I  mean  to  do  so.

GEO.  D.  MAGOON  DEAD. 
Was  One  of  Muscatine's  Foremost  Contractors  and  Builders.

[Muscatine  Trilmnp,    Friday,  March  23,  1900.] 

Suddenly  and  unheralded  death's  visitation  has  darken- 
ed another  home  in  this  city  and  has  deprived  the  communi- 
ty of  one  of  its  leading-  men  and  enterprising  citizens.  At 
9:15  o'clock  last  nigmt  George  D.  Magoon  passed  from  this 
life  at  his  home,  corner  of  Iowa  Avenue  and  Fifth  street.  No 
lingering  illness  and  no  complaining  of  ailments  heralded  the 
end,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the  day  he  had  been  busy  at 
work  overseeing  the  work  on  the  old  Congregational  church, 
which  was  being  donennder  his  contract.  At  noon  Mr.  M.a- 
groon  had  enjoyed  a  hearty  dinner  and  it  was  only  a  short 
time  afterwards  that  he  was  seized  by  an  attack  of  gastritis 
which  brought  on  spasms  of  violent  vomiting.  It  was  not 
long-  until  the  hcarC^  action  !<•■•..:  a.  n  to  weaken  and  the  attend- 
ing physician  pronounced  death  due  to  heart  failure.  Asa 
contractor  and  builder,  Mr.  Maroon  had  a  most  enviable 
reputation  in  all  parts  of  •  -  md  •  •  '  I  u  ;catine's  pop- 
ular builder,  haying  erected  tin  St.  Mary's  German  Catho- 
lic church,  the  Methodist  episcopal   church,  the    Presbyter- 
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ian  church,  the  Second  and  Third  ward  school  buildings, 
Hotel  Grand,  the  residences  of  P.  M.  Musser,  the  Clark  resi- 
dence and  many  minor  works  all  over  the  city.  The  deceas- 
ed held  a  high  place  in  the  estimation  of  the  entire  communi- 
ty and  had  won  the  high  honors  bestowed  upon  him  by  his 
integrity,  upright  business  career  and  his  genuine  worth 
as  a  citizen. 

George  D.  Magoon  was  a  native  of  Ware,  Hampshire 
County,  Massachusetts,  where  he  first  beheld  the  light  of 
day  on  Feb.  11,  1S25.  His  parents  traced  their  ancestry 
back  to  Isaac  Magoon,  who  emigrated  from  the  north  of  Ire- 
land to  America  iu  1727,  settling  in  Massachusetts.  In  1827 
they  moved  from  the  Bay  State  to  Ohio,  and  ten  years  later 
to  Warsaw,  111.  In  1840  they  came  io  Muscatine.  Mr.  Ma- 
goon received  his  early  education  at  Mt  Vernon,  Ohio,  at- 
tending an  old  log  school  house  which  was  in  a  very  dilapi- 
dated condition,  the  apertures  being  large  enough  to  throw  a 
hat  through.  After  removing  to  Warsaw,  111.,  he  attended  a 
public  and  private  school,  his  education  being  completed  in 
an  old  log  school  house  in  Muscatine,  on  Third  street,  be- 
tween Sycamore  and  Cedar.  His  father  was  a  machinist  and 
millwright  and  at  an  early  age  learned  the  use  and  manner  of 
handling  tools  and  upon  attaining  his  majority  chose  the 
carpenter  trade,  the  occupation  he  followed  through  life. 

In  1850  the  gold  excitement  drew  him  to  California, 
where  he  remained  four  years,  during  which  time  he  worked 
in  the  mines  and  made  several  thousand  dollars.  At  Sacra- 
mento he  erected  several  elegant  buildings,  and  in  1S54  re- 
turned to  Muscatine,  resuming  the  occupation  of  builder, 
and  since  that  time  has  built  many  of  the  most  important 
buildings  in  the  city. 

When  the  war  broke  out  he  enlisted  in  1S61  in  the  11th 
Iowa  infantry,  and  was  commissioned  as  first  lieutenant, 
serving  in  that  capacity  until  he  took"  charge  ol  the  detached 
service  two  years  before  the  close  of  the  war.  This  was 
called  the  pioneer  corps,  and  Lieut.  Magoon  found  his  trade 
useful,  being  appointed  to  build  breastworks  and  magazines. 
He  finished  the  fort  of  Atlanta  the  evening  before  the  battle, 
and  his  force  was  on  the  grounds  during  that  engagement, 
some  of  them    being  captured.        While     his    company    was

in  which  he  was   engaged.     After    three    years   o I  service  on 
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southern   battlefields    he  was    mustered    out    of  service  at 
Chattanooga,  Dec.  6,  1864,  and  returned  to  his  home. 

At  Muscatine,  on  September  27,  I860,  Mr.  Magfoon  was 
united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Joanna  Kincaid,  a  daug-hter  of 
Col.  Kincaid,  of  the  famous  old  Graybeard  regiment,  By 
this  union  two  children  were  born,  Anna,  who  died  in  infancy 
and  Edward  who  was  married  to  .Miss  Lulu  Van  Home. 
Besides  hiswife,  son  and  granddaughter,  he  is  survived  by 
two  sisters,  Mrs.  Richard  Cadle  of  Colorado,  and  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Martin  of  Rod;  Island. 

Socially  Mr.  Magoon  was  the  oldest  surviving  member 
of  Hawkeye  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  and  had  been  a  member 
of  De  Molay  Cornmandery  No.  1,  K.  T.  for  two  score  years. 
He  belonged  to  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  and 
also  to  Shelby  Norman  Post  No.  231,  G.  A.  R.,  and  in  1S86 
was  present  at  the  national  encampment  in  San  Francisco. 
Religiously,  he  was  a  member  of  the   Presbyterian  church. 

The  funeral  services  will  be  from  the  house  at  10  o'clock 
Monday  morning,  Rev.  J.  N.  Elliott,  officiating. 


IS  LAID  TO  REST. 


Remains  of  G*  R.  White  Arrive  and  Are  Interred  This  Mornings 
[Museatiue  Journal,  August  2,  1890.] 

The  burial  of  all  that  is  mortal  of  our  former  fellow  citi- 
zen George  R.  White,  took  place  this  forenoon  at  the  city 
cemetery,  Rev.  .Mr.  Thomas  officiating.  The  following 
carried  their  old  friend  and  comrade  out  to  his  last  resting 
place;  Ben  Beach,  Geo.  I).  Magoon,  G.  O.  Morgridge,  J.  S. 
Kulp,  S.  E.  Whicher  and  J.  G.  Dougherty. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  the  Journal  did  not  have  the  op- 
portunity to  learn  as  much  of  his  life  as  we  wished,  and  we 
now  give  a  short  sketch  of  one  who  was  well  known  and  hon- 
ored by  us  all.

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in  the  lumber  business.  In  1861  he  enlisted  in  Cc.  II,  11th 
Iowa  Vol.  Infantry,  and  was  commissioned  2nd  Lieut,  of  said 
company.  Reacted  as  Regimental  Adjt.at  the  battle  of 
Shiloh,  Tenn.  He  was  then  transferred  to  the  signal  corps, 
and  from  there  he  was  ordered  to  Davenport,  and  detailed  as 
Quartermaster  of  Camp  McCellan,  and  proved  to  be  so  valu- 
able a  mau  for  the  place  that  he  was  kept  there  until  muster- 
ed out  by  expiration  of  time  of  service.  He  was  one  of  the 
firm  of  Richie  &  White  doing  a  grain  business  in  this  city  for 
sixteen  years.  He  afterwards  was  with  Underwood  and 
Clark  in  their  western  interests.  He  went  to  El  Paso, 
Texas,  three  years  ago  to  endeavor  Id  regain  bis  health.  He 
was  afflicted  with  heart  trouble,  but  a  change  of  climate  fail- 
ed to  benefit  hioj  and  he  passed  away  July  31.  His  wife 
and  daughter,  Josephine,  were  with  him  all  of  last  fall  and 
winter  and  until  the  end.  He  was  a  tender  husband,  a  lov- 
ing father  and  a  man  of  many  sterling  qualities.  He  was  a 
communicant  of  the  Episcopal  church,  and  while  here  was 
always  one  of  the  vestery  and  for  years  senior  Warden  of 
Trinity  church.  Of  his  famiry  who  mourn  his  loss  is  his 
wife  and  three  daughters:  Mrs.  James  H.  McKinnell  of  El 
Paso,  Texas;  Miss  Laura  White  of  Chicago  and  Miss  Jose- 
phine.

Captain  Thomas  Purcell  departed  this  life  at  Ins  home 
in  Weston  last  Thursday  night.  May  11,  from  heart  failure, 
after  only  a  few  hours  of  sickness.  During  the  clay  he  seem- 
ed to  be  in  his  usual  health,  and  the  community  was  shocked 
and  grieved  to  learn  of  his  sudden  demise. 

Thomas  Purcell  was  born  in  Indiana  in  1829.  When  2) 
years  of  age  he  emigrated  to  Iowa,  locating  near  the  city  of 
Muscatine  in  that  state.  ' 

Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war  he  was  among  the 
first  to  offer  bis  sen      -s    Lo  h       c»    in  try.      lie      . 
private  of  the  Sixteenth    [owa   volunteers,  and   finally  b 
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captain  of  Company  C  of  that  regiment.  lie  was  taken  pris- 
oner at  the  battle  of  Atlanta  and  for  eight  months  suffered 
all  the  hardships  of  such  a  life  in  the  prison  pens  of  Macon, 
Columbia  and  Charleston.  lie  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
shoulder  by  a  bursting-  shell  at  Vicksburg,  from  the  effects 
of  which  he  never  fully  recovered. 

In  1S7(>  the  subject  of  this  sketch  crossed  the  plains  with 
his  family  and  settled  at  AYeston,  following-  the  business  of 
cabinet  making",  undertaking-  and  furniture,  as  long  as  his 
health  would  permit.  For  several  years,  however,  he  had 
been  unable  to  do  any  manual  labor. 

Captain  Purcell  was  a  prominent  and  valued  member  of 
Weston  Lodge  No.  65,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  and  of  Gen.  Negley 
Post  No.  45,  G.  A.  R.;  also  a  charter  member  of  the  O.  E.  S. 
and  an  honorary  member  of  the  Red  Cross  Society.  He  will 
be  greatly  missed  by  all  of   these  societies. 

As  a  citizen  he  was  much  esteemed  for  his  genial  ways 
and  personal  integrity.  He  had  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  oer- 
sonal  reminiscences  and  anecdote,  and  a  happy  way  of  telling 
them  that  made  him  a  companion  agreeable  to  all. 

Capt.  Purcell  died  as  he  had  lived — without  any  super- 
stitious fears  as  to  the  future.  The  funeral  ceremonies  were 
conducted  jointly  by  the  Masons  and  G.  A.  R.  As  a  mark  of 
respect  the  members  of  Hiawatha  Assembly,  Daughters  of 
Rebekah,  attended  in  a  bod}",  wearing  their  regalia.  Mrs. 
Sharon,  daughter  of  the  departed,  being-  a  member  of  this 
order.  The  floral  pieces  presented  by  different  societies  as 
a  farewell  tribute,  were  extremely  beautiful. 

The  deceased  left  a  widow,  for  years  his  faithful  com- 
panion, and  two  children,  W.  L.  Purcell  of  this  count}',  and 
Mrs.  K.  E.  Sharon  of  Portland.

DR.  LLOYD'S  DEATH. 

The  Passing-  of  a  Pioneer  Physician* 
[Iowa  State  Press,  Iowa  City,  April  5,  1899.] 

Dr.  Frederick  Lloyd,  the  remaining-  pioneer  physician  of 
Iowa  City,  died  at  his  home  on  East  Burling  ton  street  yester- 
day morning  at  half  past  eight  o'clock  after  a  brief  illness 
from  grippe.  He  had  been  out,  Friday  last,  on  the  porch, 
and  on  the  same  day  prescribed  for  one  of  his  old  acquaint- 
ances who  called  at  his  residence. 

About  one  year  ago  he  was  the  victim  of  an  accident  in 
the  street,  being  run  down  by  a  team,  which  severely  injur- 
ed and  lamed  him.  This  left  him  much  weakened,  and  since 
that  time  has  only  walked  with  crutches. 

Frederick'  Lloyd  was  born  in  London,  England,  May  24, 
1S27.  His  father  was  an  officer  in  the  English  army,  and 
the  year  of  his  son's  birth  was  sent  to  Jamaica,  and  in  1831 
to  Canada.  The  family  soon  after  removed  to  the  United 
States,  and  while  yet  a  youth  the  son  came  west.  He  receiv- 
ed his  medical  education  at  Louisville,  Ky.  In  1865,  he  re- 
visited England,  taking  a  course  of  lectures  in  an  English 
medical  college.  On  his  return  lie  suffered  shipwreck,  for- 
tunately escaping  uninjured. 

He  came  to  Iowa  City  from  Indiana,  in  1854,  and  save 
when  absent  In  pursuing  his  profession  has  since  resided 
here  and  practiced  medicine.  In  early  years  he  enjoyed  a 
very  larg*e  and  lucrative  practice,  though  he,  as  far  as  he 
could,  kept  it  to  an  office  and   city  business. 

At  the  br  \aking  out  of  the  war  he  took  an  active  interest

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ber  22d,  1S61,  and  June  29th,  the  following  year  was  appoint- 
ed surgeon  of  the  16th  infantry.  He  was  with  Sherman  on 
the  "March  to  the  Sea"  and  for  a  time  in  charge  of  the  hos- 
pital at  Savannah,  Georgia, 

In  1878  he  was  appointed  surgeon  to  an  army  post  in  Mon- 
tana, and  later  was  transferred  to  New  Mexico  and  Arizona 
where  lie  remained  for  several  years.  On  his  return  to  Iowa 
City  he  again  resumed  his  practice. 

Dr.  Lloyd  was  coroner  of  the  county  in  1861-3,  county 
physician  several  times,  and  for  several  years  health  officer 
of  Iowa  City,  lie  was  for  many  years,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  a  mem  ber  of  the  local  board  of  pension  examiners. 
Soon  after  coming,  he  established  a  local  clinic  and  gave  lec- 
tures on  anatomy  to  a  class  which  he  gathered  in  bis  office 
then  on  Washington  street,  south  of  the  University  campus. 
In  this  he  was  the  precursor  of  the  medical  department  of 
the  University.  He  was  a  close  and  earnest  student  of  an- 
atomy and  it  is  said  by  one  who  heard  several  of  his  lectures 
and  witnessed  the  dissections  made  by  him  that  he  was  a 
most  excellent  teacher. 


He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Johnson  County 
Medical  Society  and  was  while  in  the  city,  much  interested 
in  its  meetings  and  discussions. 

As  a  writer,  the  doctor  was  ready  and  graceful,  He  was 
more  than  ordinarily  adept  in  versification,  and  a  number  of 
his  poems  are  yet  retained  in  recollection.  For  many  years 
the  ''Carriers'  Addresses"  of  the  .Republican  and  the  Ice  port- 
er were  written  by  him.  and  they  are  recalled  as  especially 
above  the  average.  Several  are  in  the  Historical  Society  col- 
lection and  are  well  worth  reading.  He  wrote  much  and  ably 
for  the  magazines,  medical  journals  and  fen'  popular  reading, 
and  only  a  couple  years  ago  wrote,  in  a  few  hours  of  leisure, 
an  article  for  one  of  the  competitions  inaugurated  by  the 
Youth's  Companion  and  received  a  prize  therefor.  In  the 
fifties  and  sixties  he  had  done  considerable  newspaper  writ- 
ing for  the  Republican,  the  Reporter,  and  later,  we  believe 
to  some  extent  for  the  old  Tribune.  Whether  he  wrote  on 
politics,  literature,  medicine,  local  or  war  history  he  was 
graceful,  interesting  and    forceful. 

He  was  the  editor  of  the  "Annals  of  Iowa  from  1S60  to  the 
suspension  of  r  .  p  ibli cation  in  187-1  ;in  '  ■  i  its  resumption 
as  the  Iowa  Historical  Record  in  1  >S5  lie  was  secured  as  edit- 
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or.  He  took"  an  especial  interest  in  the  work  and  many  of 
the  valuable  war  and  historical  articles  that  have  appeared  in 
its  pages  were  from  his  pen.  Only  last  week  he  gave  some 
directions  for  the  April  issue  now  on  press  and  was  prepar- 
ing the  matter  for  the  succeeding"  number. 

He  had  tor  many  years  been  a  careful  collector  of  local 
historical  matter  and  was  earnest  in  advancing  the  old  set- 
tlers' work  of  preserving  material  Long  associated  with  the 
Historical  Socletv  he  gave  much  attention  to  increasing  its 
valuable  collections. 

Dr.  Lloyd  was  a  highly  educated  and  successful  medical 
practitioner  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  as  a  physician  by 
those  who  had  long  enjoyed  his  acquaintance.  He  was  in 
the  highest  degree  thorough,  and  devoted  himself  wholly  and 
unreservedly  to  any  case  for  which  he  assumed  responsibili- 
ty. He  was  a  man  of  strong  character  and  marked  individu- 
ality, slow  to  assume  a  position,  and  then  only  after  careful 
investigation.  He  was  of  that  sterling,  rugg*ed  honesty  of 
personal  character  that  commands  respect  und  confidence. 
If  there  was  one  phase  of  his  vigorous  mentality  and  manhood 
that  rose  above  another  it  was  his  devotion  to  the  principles 
of  American  liberty  under  the  constitution.  Reticent  as  to 
himself,  shy  in  asserting  his  own  opinions,  he  was  to  those 
who  knew  him  a  delightful  companion  and  his  reminiscences 
of  early  times  and  the  distinguished  men  he  had  met  were 
most  enjoyable. 

No  physician  ever  dispensed  to,  or  blessed  his  patients 
with  a  broader  charity.  It  was  not  alone  that  he  gave  his 
services  as  attendant  and  also  as  nurse,  but  often  the  medi- 
cines that  lie  purchased  and  even  from  his  own  purse.  He 
was  emphatically  a  noble  man,  whose  unsullied  name  and 
manly  life  is  heritage  to  his  family  and  to  the  people  of  this 
city  and   country. 

He  was  married  August  21st,  1850,  to  Miss  Isabella  II. 
AVade,  of  Louisville,  Ky..  daughter  of  a  clergyman  of  the 
Episcopal  church,  who  with  six  children  survives  him.  These 
arc  Mrs.  Isabella  II.  Clearman,  of  this  city;  Miss  Louisa,  a 
teacher  in  the  fourth  ward  school;  FOdward,  attorney  of  Rem- 
sen,  Iowa;  Miss  Ada  C.  assistant  city  librarian;  Miss  Edith

DEATH  OF  J.  W.  SATCHELL, 

[Grinell     Herald.] 

Tuesday,  April  18  at  11:30  a.  m.,  J.  W.  Satchell,  the  old- 
est living  of  the  early  settlers  of  this  county,  passed  away  at 
his  home  after  an  illness  of  one  half  years.  The  first  set- 
tlers came  to  Union  twp.,  Poweshiek  Co.,  in  1843.  On  March 
23,  1844,  with  his  brother,  Daniel  Satchell,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch  came  to  this  county  and  located  on  section  28 
Union  twp.,  his  brother  locating  on  section  24.  Mr.  Satchell 
was  born  in  Ohio,  April  17,  l8lc;.  In  1838  he  moved  to  Illin- 
ois. From  there  he  came  to  Poweshiek  Co.  at  the  age  of  25 
years.  He  married  Miss  Nancy  Moore,  a  sister  of  Super- 
visor Jno.  Moore.  To  this  marriage  six  children  was  born, 
one  of  whom  William,  enlisted  in  the  28th  Iowa  and  died  at 
Jefferson  Barracks,  Mo.  Mr.  Satchell,  hardy  pioneer,' enlist- 
ed early  in  the  war,  Oct.  16,  1861,  at  Deep  River  in  the  13th 
Iowa.  He  served  nearly  a  full  four  years  receiving  his  hon- 
orable discharge  Aug.  11,  1865.  It  was  his  fortune  to  be  a 
part  in  some  of  the  most  stirring  scenes  of  the  war,  being 
engaged  in  the  tierce  battles  al  ■  hiloh,  April  6  and  7,  and 
Corinth,  Oct.  8  and  4.  1802.  He  served  47  days  at  the  siege 
of  Yicksburg.  He  was  privileged  to  be  with  Sherman  on  his 
historic  march  to  the  sea.  and  was  in  the  engagement  at 
Kenesaw  Mt.;  later  in  all  the  fierce  engagements  at  Atlanta, 
and  in  other  battle-.  On  his  discharge  his  bayonet  was 
quickly  turned  into  a  pruning  hook  and  he  engaged  at  once 
in  the  pursuits  of  peace.  He  returned  to  Grinell  in  the  sev- 
enties where  he  has  since  resided.  His  wife  and  live  child- 
ren survive  him.  The  funeral  was  held  at  the  late  home  yes- 
terday afternoon  in  charge  of  Gordon  Granger  Post,  of  which 
body  he  became  a  comrade  in  1883,  and  whose  counsel  and 
comradeship  he  prized  above,  all  other  associations.  His 
pastor,  J.  K.   Corley    conducted    the    funer  twice.     Kind,

The  following  message  from  Fred  W.  Clarke,  who  ac- 
companied Dr.  W.  K.  Keith  to  Memphis,  was  received  by 
the  Advertiser  yesterday   morning: 

Memphis,  Texn.,  Jan.  22.— [Special  to  the  Adsertiser.] 
Dr.  VV.  K.  Keith  and  Fred  W.  Clarke  arrived  here  this  eve- 
ning to  take  charge  of  the  bodies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Keith,  who  lost  their  lives  here  on.  the  steamer  Ouchita, 
Tuesday  night.  They  readily  identified  the  bodies  and  left 
with  them  tonight,  for  West  Liberty,  Iowa,  where  they  will 
arrive  at  10  o'clock  Monday  night,  and  where  the  funeral  will 
occur  Tuesday. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  left  their  hotel  and  took  the  boat 
here  at  5  o'clock  Tuesday  afternoon,  expecting  to  leave  for 
Vicksburg  that  night,  but  owing  to  a  delay  for  repairs  the 
boat  did  not  leave  as  expected.  The  lire  occurred  at  1  o'clock 
that  night  and  it  has  been  found  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  oc- 
cupied a  stateroom  towards  the  rear  of  the  boat.  The  fire 
occurred  at  the  forward  end  and  they  were  overcome  in  their 
room  by  the.  smoke.  Their  death  was  a  painless  one.  The 
masonic  fraternity  here  had  learned,  that  Mr.  Keith  was  a 
member  and  had  charge  of  the  bodies  until  the  arrival  of  Dr. 
Will  Keith  and  Mr.  Fred  Clarke,  and  did  all  that  they  could  to 
assist  them  with  its  sympathy  and  otherwise.  This  entire 
community  was  shocked  and  grieved  at  the.  sad  death  of  the 
visitors   and     svn  :c    deeply    w   !       ,;     ir     relative.-    and 

friends. 


The  deplorable   conclusion   to   the    pleasure  trip   which 
Mr.  and  Mrs,  Keith    had    entered  upon    lends   sorrow  to  the 
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affair.  It  was  a  pathetic  finale.  The  laborious  years  of  their 
lives  had  passed.  By  the  business  sagacity ,  integrity  and 
industry  of  Mr.  Keith,  assisted  by  bis  able  and  devoted  com- 
panion, enough  of  this  world's  goods  had  been  amassed  to 
permit  them  to  enjoy  the  sunset  of  life.  *  *  *  *  They 
had  made  preparations  to  visit  points  in  the  south  indelibly 
impressed  upon  the  mind  by  Mr.  Keith  on  account  of  his 
connection  with  the  rebellion  as  a  soldier  in  the  Union  army, 
and  left  Creston,  January  II  on  a  tour  of  intended  pleasure, 
but  which  proved  to  be  a  fatal  and  pitiful  ore. 

Today  the  remains  of  Mr.  and  Airs.  Keith  will  be  depos- 
itee1 in  the  family  cemetery  at  "West  Liberty,  where  the  par- 
ents of  both  have  been  at  rest  for  many  years,  also  a  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keith  who  lost  his  life  in  the  Mississippi  years

Mr.  A.  E.  Keith  was  born  in  Columbia  county,  Ohio,  in 
1832.  His  father,  Alexander  Keith,  was  a  native  of  Virginia, 
and  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Columbia  county.  He  died  in 
1882.  Mr.  Keith  came  to  Iowa  in  1853,  first  settling  in  Linn 
county,  thence  to  Cedar  county,  thence  to  ^luscatine  county, 
where  the  greater  part  of  his  life  in  Iowa  was  spent,  previous 
to  coming  to  Creston.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the  war  of  the  rebel- 
lion, enlisting  in  August,  1862,  a  member  of  Co.  H,  Eleventh 
Iowa  Infantry,  and  rose  from  a  private  to  the  first  lieutenacy. 
His  regiment  was  attached  to  the  army  of  the  Tennessee  in 
the  seventeenth  army  corps.  He  participated  in  many  of  the 
important  events  of  the  war,  including  the  siege  of  Atlanta 
and  Sherman's  march  to  the  sea.  At  the  close  of  the  war  lie 
returned  to  Muscatine  county.  In  the  fall  of  1865  he  was 
elected  sheriff  of  that  county  and  served  in  that  capacity  six 
years.  He  then  engaged  in  the  hardware  and  lumber  trade 
at  West  Libertyin  which  he  continued  until  he  came  to  Cres- 
ton, which  was  in  February,  1876.  He  was  married  in  West 
Liberty,  January  1,  1S60,  to  Margaret  Miller,  a  native  of  Vir- 
ginia. They  have  four  children,  Edwin  C,  Wilford  K., 
George  M.  and  Louisa  J.

His  early  days  were  spent  on  a  farm,  attending  school 
but  three  months  in  the  winter,  here  a  thirst  of  knowledge- 
was  acquired,  a  good  memory  filled  from  a  varied  course  of 
reading  gave  him  a  general  fund  of  information  which  made 
him  acquainted  with  a  wide  range  of  topics. 

He  was  ever  a  friend  of  education  giving-  his  support  and 
influence  in  favor  of  schools  and  education. 

He  had  natural  mechanical  genius,  loving  tools  and  the 
work  they  could  do.  Of  his  father  he  learned  the  trade  of 
carpenter,  working  with  him  when  the  building  was  taken 
from  Cue   forest. 

He  came  to  Iowa  in  1S57,  residing  at  Waubeek  and  Lis- 
bon for  a  number  of  years.  He  located  on  a  homestead  in 
Chester  precinct,  in  Saunders  County,  Nebraska,  in  1871, 
where  he  resided  until  he  died. 

He  was  in  direct  line  of  John  Aklenwho  married  Priscilla 
Mullens,  of  Mayflower  fame,  and  who  came  to  America  in 
1620.  He  was  the  worthy  son  of  anoble  lineage,  and  possessed 
in  high  degree  the  mental  and  moral  qualities  of  his  Pilgrim 
ancestors.  He  was  a  man.  .He  came  of  revolutionary  stock", 
his  grandfather,  Phineas  Manning  having  served  seven  years 
in  that  war, 

George,  his  youngest  brother  was  a  member  of  Co.  A, 
6th  Iowa  infantry  and  died  at  St.  Louis  Hospital,  November 
11,    1861,    and  is    buried   at   Jefferson  Barracks,  grave   4171. 
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lie,  himself  was  a  member  of  Co.  E,  13th  Iowa  Infantry 
Crocker's  Brigade,  serving-  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

For  mam-  years  he  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
doing"  with  his  might  what  came,  to  be  done. 

Over  fifteen  years  he  was  the  postmaster  at  Rescue,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  he  was  justice  of  the  peace,  and  so 
faithfullv  was  he  for  peace,  that  all  suits  were  satisfactorily 
settled  without  trial. 

He  was  a  tall,  noble  and  commanding-  figure',  strong  per- 
sonality, mind  of  large  grasp,  moral  perception  of  great  clear- 
ness, and  deep  religious  convictions  and  experience,  strik- 
ingly manifested,  not  only  in  his  devout  and  christian  spirit 
but  also  in  practical  benefience  with  his  deeds  of  kindness 
and  love. 

The  funeral  was  held  in  his  home  September  16,  Rev.  E. 
F.  Bowers,  of  the  U.  B.  Church,  from  Seward,  preached  the 
sermon,  from  "Blessed  are  the  dead  which   die  in  the  Lord."
